283. Lieutenant-General John Hop&. 

« November, 1778, tliis officer was appointed a Cadet in 
lenenil Houston's regiment of the Scots Brigade^ then serving 
I Holland^ aad after being drilled^ 6cc. went through the subor- 
nate ranks of Corporal and Serjeant ; and in December^ 1779> 
iceived an Ensigncy in the same regiment, then quartered in 
lergen-op-Zoom : he marched with it to Maestrecht, where he 
Mitinued till August, 1781^ and then returned home. The 
6th of April, 1782, he obtained a company, and again joined 
18 regiment at Maestrecht. Having quitted the Dutch service, 
e was, with other officers in similar situations, placed by the 
Ling on half-pay. The 29th of September, 1 787, he obtained a 
ompany in the 60th ; and in December of that year was again 
laced on half-pay. In June, 1788> he was appointed to a troop 
1 the Idth Light Dragoons; ^ui in November, 1792^ Aid-de- 
^mp to Lieutenant-General S|r William Erskine, with whom 
e went to Flanders early in 179^ He served the campaign of 
bat and the following year, and was present at all the actions in 
^bich the cavalry were engaged. He accompanied Sir William 
o England in 1793> and who died in March of that year. The 
t5th of March he was promoted to a Majority in the 2Sth Light 
Oragoons; and the 20lh of February, 1796, to a Lieutenant- 
^oloneXcy. In April following he embarked with his regiment 
9r the Cape, and remahicd there till the regiment was drafteil ; in 
anuary^ 17f)9, he arrived in England. The ipili of April he 
ras appointed to the 37th fool; and in Febraary, 1800, sailed 
o join the regiment at St. Vincent's. He remained in the 
Vest Indies till November, 1804, when he returned home and

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-exchanged into the 60th ; his commission in the latter corps wn 
dated the 30th of June, 1804. The 1st of January, 1805, he 
received the rank of Colonel, and was placed on the St^ as 
Assistant Adjutant-General in North Britain; at the close of 
1S05 he was appointed Deputy Adjutant-General to the 
expedition destined for the Baltic, under Lieutenant-General 
Lord Cathcart; but the troops being recalled, this officer 
did not proceed on that expedition, but returned to hi^ 
Staff at Edinburgh. In May, ld07, he was again appointed ' 
Deputy Adjutant-General to the Forces going up the Baltic. 
under the same officer, and did duty as such. He was present 
at the siege and capture of Copenhagen. In April, 1808, h« 
was appointed Brigadier-General on the Staff in North Britain; - 
and subsequently Deputy Adjutant-General to the Forces m, 
that country; the 25th of July, 1810, Major-General, and , 
placed on the Staff of the Severn District, from whence, in* 
1812, he was removed to that of the army under Lord Welling^ . 
ton in the Peninsula, where he was present at the battle of Sala- ■ 
mapca, for which he has the honor of wearing a medal. * 

He was subsequently placed on the Staff of Ireland and of . 
Norfli Britain, where he continued till his appointment to the ^ 
rank of Lieutenant-General^ the 12th of August, 1819* 

284 Lieutenant-General Geobge Meyrick. 

This officer had the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the army 
the 19th of March, 1796; of Colonel in the army the 1st of 
January, \805 ; of Major-Gejj^ral the 25th of July, 1810; and ; 
of Lieuteftant-General the 12th of August, 1819. He has 
been on half-pay many years. 

285. Lieutenant-Genebal Sir Alan Cameron, 

K.C.B. 

This officer raised, and was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel 
Commandant of, the 79th foot, the SOth of January, 1794; 
Lieutenant-Colonel the Srd of May, 1796 ; Colonel in the army^ 
and of the 79th foot (which he raised) the Ist of January, 1805 ; 
Major-General the 25th of July, 1810; and Lieutenant- 
General the 12th of August, 1819. 
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In 1809 he was appointed to the Staff of the army in the 
Peninsala^ and which he quitted in 1810^ on leave of absence. 
lie was present at the battle of Talavera^ as a Brigadier- 
General, and has the honor of wearing a medal for that service. 
His services have been rewarded by the distinction of Knight 
Commander of the Order of the Bath. 

^^6. Lieutenant-Generai. Andrew, Lord Blaynet. 

*' . Lord Blaynby entered the service as Ensign in the d2d 

* regiment on the f 5th of November, 1789, and proceeded to 
join his regiment, then stationed at Gibraltar. He performed 
the various duties of a Subaltern in that garrison, and had the 

* * opportunity of Uytmmg his principles and future conduct from 
^ the regiment being at that period remarkable for its ex- 

ccflient order, and most perfect state of exemplary good dis- 

f cipline. Lord Blayney soon after embarked for the West 

Indies, from which place he exchanged into the 41st regiment 

* as Lieutenant, then under the command of Sir Charles Gordon, 

* ffom which regiment he obtained his company in the 38th by 
' . purchase, his Lordship being particularly anxious to obtain 
^ rank in that cofrps, on account of his Father having died 

* Colonel of it. In 1794 he obtained the Majority of the 89th 
regiment, by raismg recruits for that rank, and joined the regi- 
ment in Flanders; or rather embarked on the expedition to 

* Ostend, under the Earl of Moiqa, now the Marquess of Hastings. 
The rapid marches, the varioo.s privations and difficulties to 

\ which that small body were exj^sed, have been already stated 
in this work. His Lordship was frequently during that period 

«• engaged ; and the grand object was at length most miraculously 
effected, by forming a junction with the army under the command 
of His Royal Highness the Duke of York. 

His Lordship served the entire of these campaigns; was 
frequently, in the course of them engaged either in the command 
of hia own regiment, or commanding a detachment : most par- 
ticularly ope, shortly after his joining the army, with some Hes« 
sitn and other troops, when it fell to his lot to command as 
Field Officer, and was sharply engaged. In the course of these 
campaigns it is worthy to remark upon the conduct gf the 
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corps at a place called Boxtelj uear Bois Le Due, where the 
Hesse D'Armstadt troops were sent six miles in front of the 
British army. One or two other British regiments^ the 8tii and 
\2iht were ordered, together with the 89th, each by separate 
orders, to reinforce the Hesse D'Armstadt ; the whole under thd 
command of a Hessian General Duering, The enemy shortly 
attacked the Hesse D'Armstadt with such force and vigour, ths^t 
the entire of that body, together with a regiment of rifleme^**' 
lately raised, were either killed, wounded, or made prisooera. ' >* 

The 8th regiment being withdrawn, and the 12th detached to ^ 
some distance, it fell to the lot of the 89th regiment to sustaii^ . 
the formidable attack of troops so vastly superior in number, and: 
elated with victory; insomuch, that General Duering recom- V • 
mended a surrender as the only means of saving the lives ef ; 
the troops; to which His Lordship observed, that as there 
were two detachments of the regiment in advance, he could not' ^ 
in propriety act in obedience to the order until assured of these *• 
detachments' safety. Moreover, it was unusual, and inconsistent * 
with the rules of the British service, to surrender without a 
trial, merely on report. This conversation had scarce finished, 
when the regiment was furiously attacked on iti right flank by 
a heavy detachment of red Jmssars. The 89th regiment soon * 
formed, changed its front, and by means of a small river, of 
whidi they took advantage, had the good fortune to defeat and 
repulse that body with considerable loss. i* 

An attempt was then made ^n the centre, which was also * 
fortunately repulsed by LordJSlayney having previously had j 
the good fortune to destroy asmall wooden bridge. The at- * 
tack was afterwards most formidable on the left, by a body of •'; 
green hussars supported by some infantry, which penetrated tbe . ^ 
ranks at first of the regiment, and caused some confusion on 
the left. Lord Biayney's horse was shot on this occasion, and 
he received a cut on the bridle hand, and over the eye, which 
however did not prevent his doing his duty, as from having 
gained a small advantage, they were so fortunate as to defeat this 
third and last formidable attack, against so vast a superiority of 
fresh troops. liord Biayney sent a pencil note to Middle - 
lioad, to Sir William Erskine, as to the state of the regiment 
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being so much reduced. He kept possession of the position^ 
until relieved the following morning, by an attack made by Sir 
Ralph Abercromby, with a detachment of the guards, the SSd, 
•nd other regiments, which were obliged to retire, from its 
proving to be the main body of the French army under General 
Pichegru. The consequence was, that the whole of the Duke's 
army struck their tents and commenced a retreat, having once 
or twice on its march shown a front, and a disposition for 
battle, which the French refused — and the British troops retreat- 
ed in good order. I am the more particular in this statement, 
M the consequences might have been serious, had not Lord 
Blayney and the 89tii regiment made the resistance, which 
deceived the enemy by its success, and intimidated them from 
advancing. General Duering (it was understood) soon after 
made away with himself. In the course of these campaigns 
Lord Blayney was often engaged, partiC\ilarly near Nimeguen 
and at Tuyl, in covering the retreat in the severe winter from 
Rhenen, when the Austrians were attacked close to them at 
Waggenhenjen, 

At the close of these campaigns. His Lordship returned to 
England, with the remains of the^ regiment : they were for- 
warded afterwards with other regiments, to form a camp at 
Sonderland, in order to embark with the fleet, under Admi- 
ral Christian for the West Indies. Constant heavy gales having 
frustrated the greater part of tliat expedition, many regiments 
being forced back to England, |nd a few only having reached 
its destination. The regiment "was quartered in Yorkshire, 
from thence it embarked from Liverpool for Ireland : and in 
1796 he got the brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and in 1798, 
was made a Lieutenant-Colonel of the regiment, by purchase. 

Previous to that period he was selected by Lord Carhamp- 
ton, then Commander of the Forces in Ireland, to command a 
flying camp, composed of detachments of light cavalry, light 
artillery, and flank companies, the North of Ireland being then 
in a serious state of disturbance. In the course of this com- 
mand, it was difllicnltto steer clear of party, and to execute satis- 
factorily the duties required. He was however so far 
foitunate, as to meet with public thanks, from the grand 
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juries of three separate counties, and the entire approbation of 
the Commander-in-Ciiief. 

On the country being restored to good order, and the camp 
broken up, his services were required in various parts, and be 
had orders from General, afterwards Lord Lake, to proceed to 
their assistance, when he was so fortunate as to succeed in re- 
pulsing several attacks, owing to the dispositions he made. He 
was soon after appointed to command a battalion of light 
infantry, and was most actively employed during the entire of 
the rebellion, having lost many of his troops, killed and 
wounded, in the various conflicts, particularly at Vinegar Hill, 
and in the town of Enniscorthy, where the detachment was 
fired on from the windows and furiously charged with pikes. 
His Lordship was here again wounded in the thigh. On these 
duties being performed, be was sent to the command of his 
regiment, and embarked along with the SOth regiment for 
Minorca. Particular advices being received shortly after, by Sir 
Charles Steuart from Lord Nelson, relative to the precariouf 
situation of the King of Naples on their being forced to 
abandon their Continental dominions and retire to Sicily, his 
Lordship was selected with the 89th regiment, and the dOtli, to 
proceed thither,*; they were followed by Sir Charles Steuart ; 
and owing to the judicious management in that Island, and 
the appearance of these regiments, the disaffected troops be^ 
longing to the King of Naples M%re disarmed, the British regi- 
ments took possession of the citadel of Messina ; and although 
the King was surrounded by Ifosts of enemies, and the British 
troops had to encounter intrigue, disaffection, and revolutionary 
principles, these regiments had the good fortune to be most 
materially useful in preserving that monarchy. General Gra- 
ham, nowX«ord Lynedoch, was afterwards appointed to command ; 
and under his orders their influence extended to the coast of 
Calabria, Naples, and the adjoining places, supplied Cardinal 
Rufo with arms and ammunition, kept alive the resistance to th« 
French in Italy, and preserved the Island of Sicily, which 
enabled us to carry on operations against Malta, £gypty and 
various parts of the Mediterranean, which afterwards proved 
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BO gloiJoin for die British arms and so beneficial to tbe 
commercial interest of the empire. 

Lord filajney was sent to Malta in order to assist Sir ATex- 
tnder Ball in the siege and blockade of that island. His 
presence on that occasion was acknowledged to be materially 
useful ; and soon after his return he was for some time at Par 
lermo with Lord Nelson^ Sir William and Lady Hamilton^ and 
the Court of Naples : from them he was sent by Lord Nelson 
to Sir Thomas ^Troubridge, then on board the CuUoden^ during 
the bombardment of Civita Vecchia, near Rome^ with the 
Culloden^ Minotaiu-, and tbe Perseus bomb, when a French 
force consisting of above 4CXX) men surrendered prisoners under 
the command of Admiral Gamier ; the result was the capture 
of Rome. After which Lord Blayney proceeded .from thence 
by Florence^ Mantua, Verona, and joined the Russians under 
Suwarrow at Augsburg ; from thence he proceeded home by 
Hanover, Hamburgh, 8cc. and reached England, bringing the 
account as to various operations in that quarter of the world. 
He embarked again in the course of two months, on board the 
Peg^os sloop of war, for the Mediterranean, and arrived at the 
Island of Minorca ; from thence proceeded and arrived at Leg- 
horn, where he found Lord Keith, Lord Nelson, and the British 
fleet, together with that country in the utmost confusion, in 
consequence of the decided victory gained by Buonaparte at 
Marengo — and its consequences. 

He proceeded from thence in the Minorca gun-brig, (which 
vessel on its passage was so forttii^te as to capture off the Island 
of Elba, a French privateer, and materially damage other ves- 
seb who had been in the habit of annoying our trade off that 
Island near Piombino and in the Mediterranean,) and joined his 
regiment, which had in the mean time proceeded to, and were 
actively engaged in, the reduction of Malta ; which, after an 
obstinate resistance, surrendered ; and Lord Blayney, then com- 
manding a detachment of the Maltese corps and some flank 
companies, was the first who planted the British colors on the 
fort of Ricasoli, five days previous to the entire capitulation of 
tbe island. 

Soon after this interesting capture, so necessary to ensure the 
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success of future operations^ his Lordship embarked od the 
expedition under Sir Ralph Abercromby for £gypt, where b« 
was actively engaged in every action duriiig that interesting 
campaign. The regiment being afterwards detachedi along with 
the dOth regiment, a few of the 1 1th light dragoons, and a corps 
of Albanese, had orders to occupy the right bank of the rivet 
Nile, and to possess Rosetta ; which was accordingly done ; 
this corps was under the command of Colonel W. Stewart, 
and had constant skirmishes with the enemy at Dessoug, and 
some other actions, sharp engagements, when they were alw^ya 
successful, although opposed to far superior force. One eo-> 
gagement is particularly worth notice : the orders being issued 
for the troops to march at six in the momiog, the 89th regKi 
ment advanced with the Albanese : — it happened from a want o£ 
wind the English gun-boats could not proceed up the riverj and 
this small corps was entirely in advance unsupported, which the 
enemy perceiving, they endeavored to avail themselves of: 
dependence could not be placed in the Albanese, and the 89tb 
being then in advance, bad to pass the fire of a heavy battery^ 
and the enemy detached some chosen troops to cut them off; 
their files were counted, and their number precisely 37 more 
than the 89th : therefore these British and French corps met 
in presence of many spectators of the French army from thee 
opposite shore ; and the circumstances, as to the main body of 
each corps, were such as to reqder them unable to assist each 
other: the result was a severe action between these chosen 
troops from the French and the C9th, which terminated most g^cK 
riously m favor' of the latter, under the comooAiid of Lord. 
Blayney ; and the small detachment under Colonel Stewart took 
possession of 73 large guns loaded, sunk one gun-boat;^ and 
took another. The consequence of this success was very con- 
siderable, as by cutting off the river communication, a most 
valuable convoy of several boats, much specie, and a vast deal 
of provisions and clothing, after a smart skirmish fell into our 
hands ; on which occasion Lord Blayney was nearly killed in 
preserving the convoy from the rapacity of the Turks. [See 
Sir Robert Wilson's account and Anderson's Journal.] This 
detachment soon after joined the Grand Vizier's army : the dOtfa 
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aiid 89tti regiments acted at all times as an advanced picquet, 
exposed to continual action with the enemj, and frequently 
engaged until they took possession of Grand Cairo, and these 
twof^q^iments were put in possession of the citadel. A curious 
ciiwunstance occurred in the absence of Colonel Stewart, and 
LiOrd Blayney being then acting as Commanding Officer. The 
Captain Pacha arrived in a superb row-galley, accompanied by 
several others, which contained a large force : on his arrival, 
after the usual ceremony of smoking a pipe, and having pos-^ 
sessed himself of the room with his Janissaries, the Captain 
Pacha demanded of Lord Blayney, in an imperious angry tone, 
why the English colors were hoisted on the citadel ; and a reply 
was made by Lord B/ayoey, that to answer such a question, refer- 
ence mu8t be made to his superior officers. On which the 
Pacha instantly ran up to the tower, followed by troops, and 
attempted to pull the colors down by violence : resistance 
became requisite ; and Lord Blayney informed His Highness 
that having found them there, they of course should remain; and 
waa under the necessity of forcing the Pacha and his troops at 
the point of the bayonet into their boats ; which being effected 
by Che light battalions of the dOth and 89th, every compliment 
was paid to His Highness, with a march and all the honors of 
war due to departing royalty. Nothing could exceed the rage 
of the Pacha and his Janissaries at this method of treating^ 
tbem with suck pcHtit indifferei¥:e. These troops were most 
particularly useful both by their courage, humanity, and the good 
arrangements made by Colonel Si^wart, which prevented die 
massacre of about 30,000 Christians, and the confiscation of 
their property. 

The army arrived soon after from India, under the command 
of Sir David Baird, and these regiments with others were 
ordered on board to reinforce Lord Keith's fleet, then short of 
complement, and to go in pursuit of the French squadron under 
Admiral Ganthaume. Lord Blayney was then embarked with 
part of the regiment on board the Minotaur, and the re- 
flsainder on board of the Northumberland. A violent gale 
of wind overtook this fleet off the island of Caudia, accompanied 
by water spouts, which in those seas are very formidable ; and 
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the ships suffered so much in the rigging, that they required 
time to repair, fprevious to their being equal to an attack. 
After passing some time at Malta, these regiments being in 
readiness to act in any expedition, the account arrived as to t&e 
peace of Amiens, and the army, with the exception of garrisons, 
was ordered to return home. On the arrival of the 89th regi- 
ment at Gibraltar, Lord Blayney got permission to pass through 
Spain and return home by land. He therefore passed through 
Spain and France, and reached Paris, where he was introduced 
to Buonaparte at an interesting moment, during the peace of 
Amiens. 

The short duration of that peace is well known, and the 
regiment had not time to disembody before their services were 
again required. A large force was sent to Ireland, there tor 
be kept in constant readiness to annoy the enemy, during whick 
period there were several embarkations on different destinsK 
tions. Lord Blayney was in this instance embarked for some 
time on an expedition to the West Indies ; at another, under Sir 
David Baird, for the Cape of Good Hope ; at length an expedi- 
tion under Lord Cathcart was decided on, and the 89th with 
other regiments were ordered to proceed from Cork to the 
Downs as a reinforcement, which was effected, although ex- 
posed during the passage to violent gales of wind. Lord 
Blayney being under the necessity of going to London on re- 
gimental business, a telegraphjp order was sent for the fleet to 
sail, which sailed before he could arrive in time to embark on 
board of his own ship, containing the Staff 8cc. of the regiment* 
He therefore embarked in another vessel with Major, now 
Sir Benjamin D'Urban. A violent gale of wind occasioned- 
the loss of a great proportion of that army : among the losses 
were the head-quarter ship of the 89th, the entire of the Staff, 
the band drummers, with a fine grenadier company, and others 
were drowned, and Lord Blayney lost the whole of his baggage. 
He landed with the remainder of the regiment at Bremerlee, and 
proceeded to join Lord Cathcart's army, some Swedish troops 
and a Russian force under Count Toltston. The conduct of 
Prussia on that occasion was not ta their credit, from having 
jpined the French army in order to drive the English out of 
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Hanover ; resistance on the part of such a force against two 
•uch powerful armies was impossible, and the firitiah troops 
returned to England^ which had been for some time in a state 
of alarm from the threats of invasion. Lord Blayney, the 89th 
regiinent, and the remains of the army were quartered in Kent : 
oo landing near Tilbury Tort Lord Blayney had another escape, 
owing to the boat being upset in a squall. After remaining 
some time in the county of Kent, always on the alert on account 
of the threats of invasion on the part of the IVench, the 
regiment sailed from liamsgate to Portsmouth, from which 
destination they proceeded, together with other detachments 
under the command of Lord Blayney, on the expedition under 
General Whitelock to South America, This expedition suffer- 
ed great hardships owing to the Commodore having crossed the 
line in a bad longitude, and many perished from the length of 
time they were under the influence of the line, sometimes be* 
calmed, at others in tremendous hurricanes, exposed to suflbcat- 
iog heatf accompanied by heavy rains, thunder, lightning, &c. 
At length havipg reached their destination in the river Plate, 
it ia unnecessary to mention the consequences of that unfortunate 
expedition. The remainder of the army returned to Europe^ 
and the 89ch proceeded with Lord Blayney for the Cape of 
Good Hope. In the course of this passage they again ex* 
ptrienced most dreadful weather, and their provisions were 
nearly exhausted. The head-qq^rter ship of the 89th became 
so leaky that the pumps could scarce keep her clear, and Lord 
Blayney was under the necessity o6making the signal of distress, 
and to part company : a sloop of war and two brigs being in 
the same situation, bore up accordingly, and ran down for Sal- 
danba bay on the coast of Africa ; on their arrival, and ex- 
amining the state of the ship, there was not above a day's pro- 
viaiont or water, and the carpenter reported the vessel in such a 
stale, that had she been another night at sea she must have 
fiMindered* 

Lord Bhyney therefore determined to land ; and u be bad no 
efden, it was necessary to give good reasons in justification. 
Hia Lordship therefore, in his dispatch to General Grey, adduced 
two fmrcible reatona for such a measure ; namely, sinking and 
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starving. He then proceeded on a inarch for Cape Town; serioin 
difficulties here again presented themselves^ from the detacfah 
ment having to cross a desert and a barren country, through a 
deep sand, exposed to violent heat ; the troops were in so des- 
perate a situation from want of water, that several died in con- 
sequence. The troops on this occasion became troublesomCi 
and Lord Blayney was considered as the author of their wbh 
fortune, when suddenly a fortunate occurrence took place : A 
singular Hottentot woman, perfect in her shapes, happened to 
cross the parade ; her derriere projected so much that Loird 
Blayney was induced to place his hat on it, and the motion of 
the featlier, added to that of the Hottentot, had so curious an 
effect on the soldiers as to create incessant laughter and good 
humor, so that they proceeded cheerfully on their march and 
reached their destination in Cape Town. This woman was 
afterwards recommended by Lord Blayney to a friend of bis, 
and has lately been celebrated in the character of the HottenM 
Venus, Shortly after his arrival the regiment was ordered into 
camp, and General Grey was pleased to appoint Lord Blayney 
to an extensive command, in which he was so fortunate as to 
give much satisfaction, and the troops were in excellent dis- 
cipline. 

At the conclusion of the summer the camp broke up, an4 
Lord Blayney was sent to join his regiment ; they embarked 
soon after for Ceylon and the fast Indies. In the course of a 
small period after he appeared at the Brazils, where he went oo 
board of the London, in older to be conveniently situated to 
carry into effect a plan agreed upon with Sir Sidney Smith, then 
commanding the fleet at Rio Janeiro, which was to put the 
Portuguese Governor in possession of their former territory on 
the Northern bank of the River Plate and the town of Monte 
Video ; for which purpose Lord Blayney undertook the superin- 
tendence of the force, which consisted of about 4,000 Porta- 
guese, with a detachment of seamen and marines from the fleet. 
When they were tolerably perfect, and equal to act together, 
unfortunately orders arrived to stop the expedition, in conse- 
quence of the noble resistance then making by the Spaniardi 
agaiust the French. Lord Blayney accordingly returned (o 
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Europe. He was not long in England when he received an 
order to embaik at Portsmouth with four regimentSy the des- 
tinatioD then uoknowo ; but iu consequence of the demand for 
troops in Spain they received orders to proceed. A proportion 
of two regiments were to be left at Cadiz, and the others to go 
to Gibraltar. Lord Blayney went accordingly to Gibraltar, 
where he was in readiness for active service on that part of 
^pain : and his services were particularly useful, in being at 
Tarious periods among the Guerillas ; where, from his know- 
ledge of the Spanish language, he had the opportunity of direct- 
ing their operations to the greatest effect. He went afterwards 
to Cadiz, where he continued some time during the siege. 

Soon after bis return to Gibraltar he was sent on an expedi^ 
tion in order to furnish arms and ammunition to the Spaniards, 
who it was said were falling rapidly into the jaws of the 
French, and to take Malaga if possible ; which attack was sup- 
posed to be combined with one made by General Blake, com- 
manding some Spanish troops, so as to occupy the force under 
General Sebastiani. Unfortunately neither General Blake nor 
the Spaniards made a movement, and the entire of General Se- 
bastiani's force was left disposable to act against the small and 
motley force sent under Lord Blayney, composed of about 300 
English, the Spanish regiment of Toledo, 800 strong, and about 
500 German and Polish deserters, who were clothed and equipped 
for this enterprise. An action commenced near Fingerole, (which 
Cort Lord Blayney attacked), which lasted for twenty-two hours ; 
aod the Spaniards giving way, a bakery fell into the hands of the 
enemy, which was charged by Lord Blayney with a detachment 
qf ibe 2d battalion of the 89th regiment, and retaken with the 
bayonet. Lord Blayney 's horse on that occasion was killed un- 
der him at the battery ; and after having succeeded in another 
charge be was shortly after made prisoner, being then far in ad- 
Tance unsupported. 

One grand object of that expedition was, however, accom- 
pli^ed, namely, the landing and disposing of 20,000 stand of 
anns. The GueHllas were organised and formed into thirteen 
different corps, under enterprising leaders; jthey attacked all 
convoys, and cfTectually cut off the communication between 
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Soult and Sebastiani^ which led to cons^uences which had a 
powerful influence on the success of future operations. 

Lord Blayney, having remained for- some time a prisoner in 
Spain, went to Verdun in France^ where he was soon after em- 
ployed in a most confidential situation by the British Gotcih- 
ment — in the distribution of large sums of money towards the 
daily support and clothing of our own prisoners of war, and 
assisting the Russian, Austrian, and Spanish prisoners, in ft 
manner that did immortal honor to the generosity of the British 
nation ; and they were fortunate in their choice of Lord Blsynef 
on this occasion, as from his knowledge of the world, and being 
acquainted with several languages, added to a pleasing singularity 
of manner, he carried the object of Government into effect 
even beyond their expectation. While a prisoner, he was often 
in close confinement, and suffered much by his stubborn attach- 
ment to and zeal for the honor of his King and Country. 

His Lordship had the rank of Major-General the 25th of 
July, 1810; and of Lieutenant-General the 12th of August, 

1819. 

287. Lieutenant-General 
The Honorable Stephen Mahon, M.P. 

This officer was Major in the 7th Dragi^on Guards the Slat 
of December, 1793 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the Srd of 
May, 1796 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 7th Dragoon Guarda the 
Ist of January, 1797 ; Colonel in the army the Ist of January, 
1805 ; Major-General the 2^th of July, 1810 ; and Lieutenant^. 
General the 12th of August, I8I9. He served for some time 
on the Staff in Ireland, to which he was appointed in August, 
181(3. 

288. Lieutenant-General John Sullivan Woon. 

This officer was Major in the 21st Light Dragoons tlie 5th 
of October, 1795; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 3rd of 
May, 1 796 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 8th Light Dragoons the 
16th of June, 1808; Colonel in the army the- 1st of January, 
1805; Major-General the 25th of July, 1810; and the 12th of 
August, 1819, Lieutenant-General. He served on the Staff in 
the East Indies as Major-General. 
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"289- Lisutenant-Gbneral Daniel O'Meaba. 

This officer was appoioted Lieuteoant iu &e dOth foot tht 
£Oth of September, 1777 ; Captain in the 98th foot the 8th of 
November^ 1781 ; Captaio in the 6dth foot the lUh of Maj^ 
1785; lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 3rd of May, 1796* 
lieutenant-Colonel in the 12th West India Regiment the 4th of 
October, 1797 ; Colonel in the army the Ist of January, 1805 ; 
Major-General the £5th of July, 1810; and Lieutenant-Oeneral 
the 12th of August, 1819- He served as Major-Geueral on the 
Staff of Jamaica. 

290. Lieutenant-Gen EH a L 
Francis Baron Rottenburg. 

This officer was appointed Major in Hompesch's Hussars 
the ^th of December, 1795 ; and Lieutenant-Colonel the 25th 
ofJune9l796; from which he was removed to a Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy in the 60th foot the dOth of December, 1797* The 
1st of January, 1805, he received the rank of Colonel; the 25th 
of July, 1810, that of Major-General; the 2nd of September, 
1 8 1 3, the Colonelcy of De Roll's regiment: and the 12th of 
August, I8I99 the rank of Lieutenant-General. He served 
during the rebellion in Ireland in 1798, in which year he formed, 
the 5th battalion of the 60th regiment into ^ rifle corps, and 
submitted to His Royal Highness the Commander-in-Chief, the 
rules and regulations for the exercise of riflemen and light 
iniiuitry, and their conduct in the field; which having been 
graciously approved of, was published by authority, and made 
general for the army. He was at the taking of Surinam the 21st 
of August, 1799. 

In May, 1808, he was appointed Brigadier-General, and 
commanded the exercise and instruction of four battalions of 
light infantry at the Camp of Instruction, on the Ciirragh of 
Kildare in Ireland, under Sir David Baird. In the same year he 
was transferred from the Irish to the English Stafi", and stationed 
at Ashford, in Kent, and charged with the formation and 
instruction of three battalions of light infantry, viz. the 68th, 
86th, and 71st i-egiments assembled at Braboum Lees barracks 
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In 1809 he commanded the light troops at the attack on die 
island of Walcheren and siege of Flushing. In December of 
the same year he was at the evacuation of the island of Walche- 
ren ; returned with the troops to England, and was replaced on 
the StaiF in Kent. In May, 1810, he was transferred to the 
Staff in Canada, and took the command of the garrison of 
Quebec on the 1st of September of that year. 

In 181^, at the breaking out of the American war, he was 
appointed to the command of the Montreal District, and in 
1813 took the command of the troops in the Upper Province, 
and was sworn in President of Upper Canada, tn 1814 and 
1815 he commanded the left division of the army in Canada, and 
returned to England in September of the latter year. 

Baron ilottenburg is a Knight Commander of the Hanoverian 
Guelphic Order. a 

Sgi. Likutenant-General 
The Honorable Sir Charles Colville, G.C.B. 

This officer was bom in 1770, at Edinburgh, and received 
the first rudiments of his education in the high school of that 
city. The 26th of December, 1781, he was appointed to an 
ensigncy in the 28th foot, which corps he joined in Ireland, 
the Idth of June, 1787; the 50th of September, 1787^ he was 
promoted to a Lieutenancy, and the 21st of January, 1791> 
appointed Captain in an independent company ; and the 2()th 
of May, 1791> Captain, in the 13th foot. 

Captain Colville joined th^ latter corps in Jamaica, in De- 
cember of the same year. He accompanied the expedition to 
St. Domingo, September, 1793, and was personally present 
at most of the opposed debarkations, attacks of posts, and 
skirmishes, between that time and June, 179^> when he re- 
turned home. 

The Ist of September, 1795, he was promoted to a majority 
in his regiment, and the 26th of August, 1 796, to a Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Colville served with the 13th f6ot in 
Ireland, during the rebellion ; in the expedition to Ferrol in 
1800; and in Egypt in 1801. He was present at the action 
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«n lan^ng^ the 8th of March, and in those of tlie IStb and 
£ 1st of that month. H^ was subsequently employed in tli^ 
investment of AlexMidria, on the Eastern side, and continued iu 
Egypt until March, 1802. In August, 1803, he joined his 
regiment at Gibraltar, and performed garrison duty there until 
May, 1805. The 1st of January, in the latter year, he received 
the brevet rank of Colonel. 

In February, 1808, Colonel Colville accompauied his regi- 
ment to Bermuda ; the £oth of December, 1809> he was ap- 
p<Mnted Brigadier-General, and employed in the command of 
the 2nd brigade of Sir George Prevost's division of the army 
in the investment and siege of Fort Dessaix ; and, in the ab- 
sence of Major-General Maitland, in the command of the 
garrison of Grenada. 

The 25tii of Jdy, 1810, he received the rank of Major- 
General: andonthel4ih of October, in that year, he took 
the command of the lat brigade of the 3rd division of the army 
under Lord Wellington, in the lines of Torres Vedras, and 
«vith it was present in every action that took place, from the 
commencement of the retreat of the French, to the battle of 
Fuenles D'Onor, indusive. He divided with Major-Generai 
HamiltoD ibe laborious duty in the trenches at the second siege 
of Badajoz. He commanded the infantry at the affair of £1 
Boden, near Ciudad Rodrigo, the 25th of September, 1811; 
and commanded the 4th division of the army at the siege of 
Ciudad Rodrigo. 

Major-General Colville did the duty of the trenches, along 
with Major-Generals Bowes and Kempt, at the third siege of 
Badajoz, and commanded the fourth division of the army at 
the storming of the breaches of the Trinidad bastion aiui 
curtain on its right, when, being in the covered way, and in the 
act of descending into the ditch, he was shot by a musket 
tbrough the left thigh, and lost a finger of the right hand ; which 
wounds occasioned his return to England for cure. 

Major<General Colville re-embarked for Portugal in October 

of the same year (1813), and took the command of the 3rd 

iliviaion in their winter quarters. Being superseded by tho 

return of lieuteaant-Gentral Sir Thomas Picton, be was again

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in command of his old brigade alone, on retaking the field, and 
was well employed on an arduous service^ detached from the 
rest of the divisioni in the battle of Vittoria, in the course of 
which he was slightly wounded in the left hand. He continued 
with his brigade in the operations attendant on the advance aiid 
retreat of the enemy in the Pyrenees in the month of July, 
1813. 

Major-General Colville commanded the 6th division in 
the position of Maya^ with the 3rd and Portuguese division in 
support, from the 1st of August to November, when he was 
re-appointed to the command of the 3rd division, with which 
he stormed the heights of Sarre, and followed the enemy to 
those on the other side of the Nivelle on the 10th of November. 
He assisted in the operations on both sides of the Nive until 
their termination in the attack made on Lord Hill's position 
on the 13th of December. 

Major-General Colville being again superseded by Sir Thomaa 
<Picton, he was placed permanently in command of the 5th 
division; with it he was employed from the 21st of February, 
18l4y in the close investment of Bayonne on the South of the 
Adour, and on Sir John Hope being made prisoner on the 
sortie from the citadel, he commanded the left column of the 
army, until it uas broken up, and the last of the embarkation 
M'hich took place at Passages. 

The 10th of October, 1812, Major-General Colville had 
been gazetted to the Colonelcy of the 5th garrison battalion ; 
in January, 1815, he was appointed a Knight Commander of 
the Bath, and in March following was advanced to the dignity 
of a Grand Cross of that order. 

On the 5th of April, 1815, he was appointed to serve in 
the army then assembling under the Duke of Wellington in the 
Nethierlands, with the rank of Lieutenant-General ; and joining 
immediately after, he obtained the command of the 4th division. 

Being, at the moment of Buonaparte's advance, on the right 
of the line of cantonments, with the exception of the brigade 
under the command of Colonel Mitchell, of the 51st regiment; 
the 4th division did not share in the glories of the field of 
Waterloo, but being first halted, on the 17th, at Braine le Comte, 
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were ordered, od the momiDg of the 18th of June, to fall back 
and occupy, in conjunction with the Dutch division, under 
Prince Frederick of Orange, the positions in front of Halle. 

On the immediately-subsequent advance into France, the 
Duke of Wellington entrusted to the Lieu tenant-General, with 
the 4th division, one brigade of cavalry and three of artillery,. an 
attack upon Cambray, and the success of Mhich gave bis Grace 
the satisfaction of placing Louis the 1 8th in possession of a 
most important fortress, from which he could, with good effect, 
issue his proclamations, while it at the same time opened to his 
own army a safe and direct line of march, without the loss of a 
day to be taken from his general plan of operations, and with 
the loss of only about thirty men killed and wounded. 

The Sgth of April, 1815, Sir Charles Colville was appointed 
Colonel of the late 94th regiment of foot, and the 12th of 
August, I8I99 he received the rank of Lieutenant-General. 

Sir Charles Colville has the honor of wearing a Cross and 
one Clasp on account of the capture of Martinique, the battles 
of Fuentes D'Onor, Vittoria, and the Nivelle, and the siege of 
Badajoz. In addition to having the Order of the Bath, he is a 
Kn^ht Commander of the Tower and Sword of Portugal, and 
a Knight Grand Cross of the Hanoverian Guelphic Order. 

Sir Charles Colville is now serving on the Staff at Bombay. 

292. Lieutenant-General 
Frederick Charles Whitj?:. 

This officer entered the service in 1782 as an Ensign in the 
64th foot; in 1783 he was appointed Lieutenant in the l6th; 
in 1784 he received a company in the 96th, and was placed on 
half-pay; in 1786 he obtained a company in the l6th foot; 
and in 1789, he was appointed Lieutenant and Adjutant in the 
1st foot guards. In 1793 he was appointed Brigade-Major to 
the guards employed in the campaigns in Flanders ; he was pre- 
sent at the sieges of Valenciennes and Dunkirk, and at the 
action and storming of Lincelles. The 3th of September, 
1796, he was appointed to a company, with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in his regiment. The 1st of January, 1805, he 
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Brigadier-General in Sicily, in which island he served thi«e 
years. The 25th of July, 1810) he received the rank of Majdr- 
General; and the 12th of August, 18 19, that of Lieutenant- 
Getieral. 

As Major-General this oflker served for soaike time on the 
Statf in Ireland. 

203. LlEUrBNANT^^GENBRAL GoBB BrOVITME. 

Trtis officer entered the service the 5th of July, 1780, as an 
Ensign in the d5th, in which rank he served sii months in 
North America, and three years and a half in the West Indies. 
The 13th of March, 1789i he obtained his Lieutenancy ; the 
Ml of June, 1793, was appointed Captain in the 83d foot; 
and the 15th of July, 1794, Major. As Major he served in 
the West Indies one year and a half. The 30th of November, 
1796, he was appointed lieutenant-Colonel of the 7th West 
India regiment; and the 5th of August, 1799> Lieutenant- 
Colpnel of the 40th foot. He again served in the West Indies 
one year, and afterwards in the expedition to Holland : he was 
l^e^ent in the battles of the 10th and 19th of September, and 
2nd of October, 1799. The 1st of January, 1805, he received 
the Colonelcy of the 40th. He served in the expedition to 
South America, where he commanded the brigade that carried 
the town and fortress of Monte Video by assault ; also in the 
expedition to Walcheren as Brigadier-General, and was there 
wounded. The £5th of July, 1810, he received the rank of 
Major-General ; the 21st of !May, 1813, the Colonelcy of the 
late 6th garrison battalion ; and the same year was appointed 
Lieutenant-Governor of Plymouth. The 12th of August^ I8199 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-General. 

294. Libutenant-Gbnbral 
Lewis Linoenthall, K.C. 

This officer^ having joined the British army under the Puke 
of York in Flanderi, received the rank of Major, and was 
appobted an Assistant Quarter-Master^General. On the return 
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of fh^t wrmy to JEngland, he accompanied Sir Ralph Abtr- 
croiobj to the Went indies, and was presei^t at the taking of 
St Lucie, tu. In 1 796 he obtained the rank of Lieuteoant- 
Coloiiel, by being appointed Deputy Quarter-Master-General 
i« Portugal ; and the 2^th of December^ 1798, he receired the 
lieotenant-Culonelcy of the 97th foot. He served with die 
Jate Sir Charles Stuart, at the taking of Minorca : from thence 
he was sent to Malta; and lastly, with Sir Ralph Abercromby 
to Egypt. He was at the battles of the Idth and 21st of 
March ; since which he has not been employed on foreign 8ep> 
vice. The ist of January, 1805, he received the bcevat ^ 
Gelonei; of Major-General the 25th of July, 1810; and of 
lieutenant-Geaeral the 12th of August, |819. 

Ijeutenaot-General Liodenthali received the infignia^tf thai 
Crescent for his services in Egypt. 

295. Libotenant-Genbbal Rogbr Cogblan. 

This officer entered the service by purchasing a Ueutenancy 
ia die Mih regiment, in the year 1779» with which corps he 
proceeded to Jamaica in the same year. He was removed, in 
1780, to the Ist battalion of the 60th regiment, then in Jamaica, 
•ad appointed Adjutant to the battalion in 1781. A ahoft 
time previous to the reduction of the 8d and 4th battalions of 
die fiOthy he resigned his Adjutancy. The junior oflkers of 
each rank in the four battalions being selected for reduction, he 
was reduced to bajf-pay as a Lieutenant in 1783. In the fol- 
lowing year he paid the regulated difference to return to Aill 
p^, and re-joined the Ist battalion 60th regiment at Jamaica. 
In l?86, this battalion went from Jamaica to Nova Scotia. 
In January, 1 788, be purchased a company in the^th regimen^ 
and joined it at Saint Vincent's, in the Leeward Islands, Snm 
vimoe the 66th arrived at Gibraltar in 1793. In 1795 he 
obtaintd, by purchase, a Majority in the lS4th regiment, and 
asns ordered from Gibraltar to join that corps at Dundee, in 
ti ortfa Britain. Before be arrived in England it was reduced, but 
ibe 4^ffioeri were contMMied on fuU pay. This ioactiiie ailiMition 
was not conformable to Ud wtisbes, wad be therefiaie aought an 
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immediate opportunity to be employed. The West Indies 
being the principal scene of action^ he availed himself of an ex- 
change^ in January, 1796, to the 82d regiment then at Samt 
Domingo, and soon after his arrival he succeeded to the com- 
mand of the regiment, the 1st Major having died frpm a wound, 
and both the Lieutenant-Colonels having died of that most 
dreadful malady, the yellow fever. The thus vacant Lieutenant- 
Colonelcies were filled up, one by the removal of the present 
Lieuteuant-General Wetherall from a black corps, and the 
other by promoting Major Charlton from the Srd dragoon 
guards, (then in England) who immediately after was removed 
from the 82d to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 3d dragoon 
guards, by purchase ; this leaving a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in 
the 82d regiment for sale, it was purchased by this officer in 
December, 1796. The few officers who survived, and the 
remains of the regiment not amounting to the number allowed 
to be borne on the establishment as non-commissioned officers, 
and even those few nearly exhausted and worn out from the 
ravages of the climate, returned to England, from St. Domingo, 
in November, 179B. In 1799^ under the first act permitting 
the militia to volunteer into the line, the 82d regiment was, by 
the exertions of this officer, completed to about 1,100 rank and 
file. In 1800 the regiment embarked for Ireland, and after 
remaining there a few months proceeded to Minorca, where it 
continued till the evacuation of that island in 1802, when it 
returned to Ireland. On the 1st of January, 1805, he was ap- 
pointed a Colonel in the army; in the August following, his 
health, which was greatly impaired by complaints contracted in 
the West Indies, was so much injured by the moist air and damp 
climate of Ireland, that as there was no probability of the regi- 
'ment being removed from that country, be was, very reluctantly, 
compelled to follow the advice repeatedly given to him by some 
of the most eminent of the faculty, and retire on half-pay of the 
14th garrison battalion, in order to attend to the recovery of his 
health. He left the 82d in the highest order and best state of 
/discipline, after having commanded it upwards of nine years, 
(Lieutenant-Colonel Wetherall having been on sta£f-employ all 
the time he belonged to the regiment). In the course of 18 
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months this officer was enabled to report himself ready and 
anxious to be employed in any way the Commander-in-Chief 
thoold think proper : though this application was often repeated, 
yet be remained unemployed and on half-pay as Lieutenant- 
Colonel. He was promoted to the rank of Major-General in 
July, 1810, and in a few days after appointed to the Staff of 
Ireland, where he served for some years. The 12th of August, 
ISlQy he received the brevet of Lieutenant-General. 

996. Lieutbnant-General Sir Henry Fane, K.C.B. 

This officer commenced his military life in 1792 as a Cornet 
in the 6ih dragoon guards ; and in 1793 and 1794 served as Aid- 
de-Camp to the then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and obtained a 
Lieutenancy in the 35th foot. In 1794 he was promoted id 
the Captain Lieutenancy of the 4th dragoon guards, in which 
regiment be was appointed Major in 1795, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel in 1797, and continued with it until the 24th of Decem- 
ber, 1804, having served with it in Ireland during the whole of the 
rebellion of 1797. The 25th of December, 1804, he w^s re- 
moved to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 1st or King*8 dragoon 
guards; and the 1st of January, 1805, was appointed Aid-de- 
Camp to the King, which gave him the rank of Colonel in the 
army. In June, 1808, he was appointed Brigadier-General, 
and directed to accompany the army ordered to embark at 
Cork, under Sir Arthur Wellesley ; and previous to landing in 
Mondego Bay in Portugal, the light troops, forming the 
advanced guard of that army, were placed under his command. 

He commanded these troops at the affair of Roleia, and 
(with the 50th regiment under the present Major-General Sir 
G. T. Walker, added to them) at the battle of Vimiera. He 
continued in command of these troops until after the convention 
of Cintra. He was one of those appointed to march. under the 
orders of Lieutenant-General Sir John Moore to Spain, in the 
autumn of 1809 ; and he commanded a brigade consisting of 
the 38tb, 82d and 79th regiments during the operations of that 
autumn, and in the retreat through Galicia, and at the battle 
of Corunna. The 25th of July, 1810, he leccived the rank of 
Major-General. 
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He again embarked for Portugal in the spring of 18 {0^ and wa^ 
placed in cotnnoand of the brigade of cavalry consisting of the 
.id dragoon guards, and ibe 4th dragoons^ he served the canipaigtv 
of iSlOy and was at tlie battle of Talavera, witli this brigade.^ 
In the spring of IBlly he was appointed to command the 
cavalry attached to the corps of Lieutenaut^General Uill^ 
consisting of the 1 3th British and fotir regiments of Portuguese 
dragoons, which corps was stationed on the right bank of the 
Tagus, watching a considerable French force ; while the main 
army was on the north side of the Sierra d'Estrelfa^ on the 
Mondego. In this command he served the campaign of ]8] 1 ; 
at the battle of Busaco ; and until the army was withdrawn to 
the lines of Torres Vedras. He was then detached by Sif 
Arthur Wellesley over the Tagus, and placed in command of the 
troops in the Alentejo : in this unhealthy climate he suffered sa 
much in constitution, as to be obliged to resign his command 
and to go to England. 

in the spring of 1813 he again joined the army under the 
command of Lord Wellington, previous to their advance from 
the frontier of Portugal ; and resumed the command of the 
cavalry attached to Lieutenant-General Hill's corps, at that 
time consisting of the 3rd dragoon guards, Royal dragoons, 13tli 
light dragoons, one regiment of Portuguese dragoons,, and Cap^ 
lain Bean's troop of horse artillery. He commanded these 
troops in the affair with General Vilatte,^ on crossing the Tor-* 
mes on the 26th of May ; at the battle of Vittoria ; and to the 
termination of the campaign. 

At the commencemet of 1814, he was placed in command of 
the troops stationed on the small river Aran, for the purpose of 
covering the corps of lieutenant-General Lord HHl, employed 
in the blockade of Bayonne. In the month of February, when 
the army began to advance into France, he resumed the com- 
mand of the cavalry and horse artillery of Lieutenant-General 
Hill ; and lie commanded these troops duri^ig all die operations 
of the spring of 1814, at the battles of Orthes, and Aire, and at 
Toulouse. He commanded the cavalry and horse artillery of 
the army, on their march from the South of France to Calais ^ 
and embarked them for England in Augusts 
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Upon bii arriiral in England, he was appointed Inspector of 
Cavalrj ; in which situation he continued until the renewal of 
the war in 1815; when he was ordered to take the command 
of the Sussex district. 

From thence he was removed, in consequence of the turbulent 
appearance of the Midland counties, to the command of the 
centre district : and on the 17th of Januar\, IBl?* he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-General upon the conti- 
nent ; and placed in command of the cavalry and horse artillery 
of the British army of occupation in France. 

This officer, on account of his share in the operations of the 
Penmtula, han received an honorary Cross bearing the words, 
Roleia, Vimiera, Corunna, Talavera, and Vittoria ; also a 
Clasp for the battle of Ortbes, and is appointed a Knight 
Commander of the Bath. 

The 15th of July, 1814, he was appointed Colonel of the 
23d light dragoons, and on the 3rd of August following, he was 
appointed Colonel of his present regiment, the 4th dragoon 
guards; and the 12th of August, 18 19^ received the brevet of 
Lieutenant- General. 

Sir Henry Fane is a member of the Consolidated Board of 
General Officers. The following are honorable testimonials 
of this officer's services. 

On die 1st of Febriiary, 1809, be was addressed in his 
place, as a Member of the House of Commons, by the 
Speaker, in the following manner : 



^Brigadier-General Fane, 

'* Upon the late expedition to Portugal, it was your 
fortune to hold a distinguished command in the British army, 
which repeatedly gave battle to the forces of Franre. The 
event of such conflicts could not be doubtful. British valor 
and discipline triumphed, and those who commaiHled and di- 
rected their eiertions, were covered with glory. 

** Whenever the battles of Roleia and Vimiera «h:iil be 
named, (and they will be long and often named with exultation) 
your heart may glow with the conscious and honorable pride, 
that your sword upon those days was not dravm in vain, and 
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although that gallant and accomplished officer, who, placed by 
your side, jointly with you sustained the brunt of the day at 
Vimiera, has since been unhappily swept away by the course 
of human events beyond the reach of thanks, his brave brethren 
m arms may rest assured that the name of General Anstru- 
ther will live, not unhonored, in the sad and grateful remem- 
brance of his countiy. But, Sir, in what concerns your exploits 
in Portugal, my present duty stops here; and I am, in the 
first place to deliver to you the thanks of this House, in the 
name of the Commons of the United Kingdom, for your skilful 
and gallant exertions against the enemy in the battles of Roleia 
and Vimieraj by which you reflected so much lustre on His 
Majesty's arms." 

Brigadier- General Fane's answer : 

<' Mr, Speaker, 

'^ Although I am unable to express in adequate language 
the very high sense I entertain of the honor conferred upon 
me upon the present occasion, yet I trust the House will do me 
the justice to believe, that I feel it as I ought. 

To you. Sir, I have to offer my warmest thanks for the very 
flattering manner iu which you have communicated the vote of 
the House." 

On the 1st of February, 1809^ the Speaker again addressed 
this officer^ conjointly with the late lieutenant-General Mac- 
kenzie Fraser : 

'^ Lieutenant-General Mackenzie Fraser, and Brigadier- 
General Fane, ,.-■.,. ■■\. 

'' The deep grief which this nation has felt for the 
loss it has experienced by the death of that illustrious com- 
mander, the late Sir John Moore, in the memorable battle of 
Corunna, has been mitigated in some degree by the reflection 
that it still numbers among its brave defenders many gallant 
and distinguished officers, who, formed and fired by his great 
example, we may confidently expect, will emulate his glory. 

'^ in this honorable list your names stand enrolled. And this 
House, acknowledging with gratitude your important services 
upon that lamented but glorious day, has commanded me to 
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deliver you its thanks : and I do accordingly, in the name of the 
Commons of the United Kingdom, thank you for your distin- 
guished conduct and exemplary valor displayed in the battle of Co- 
junoa, whereby the complete repulse and signal defeat of the ene- 
my, OD every point of attack was effected, and the safe and un- 
molested embarkation of the army secured in the presence of a 
French army of superior force.** 

Again, on the £6tb of July, 1814, a further address was 
made by the Speaker to this officer : 

" Major-General Fane, 

*^ It has been your good fortune to bear a conspicuous part 
in the earliest and latest actions of the Peninsula war; and 
havmg DOW closed your services upon the Continent, by recon- 
ductiDg the whole British cavalry through France, you have this 
day to receive our thanks for your exertions in the great and 
decisive battle of Orthes. 

** in that battle, the enemy, formidably collected, and strongly 
posted on ground of their own choice; nevertheless, when assailed 
on all sides, by the valor of the allies, were compelled to seek 
for safety in retreat : but the conqueror had resolved that their 
defeat should be also their destruction ; and the gallant com- 
mander, whose name has since been ennobled by his sovereign 
for his exploits at Almarez, pressing hard upon the enemy's 
retiring march, the British cavalry under your command bore 
down upon bis broken battalions and completed the victory. 
Distinguished long since by deeds achieved in Portugal and 
Spain, you have now obtained fresh trophies won by your sword 
in France. Three times already you have claimed and received 
our thanks ; we have thanked you for your gallantry on the 
days of Roleia and Vimiera, in the glorious stand at Corunna, 
and in the hard-fought battle of Talavera ; and I do now also, 
jD the name and by the command of the Commons of Great 
Britain and Ireland, in Parliament assembled, deliver to you 
their unanimous thanks for your able and distinguished conduct 
lhroag6j(Hit those operations, which concluded with the entire 
dkfeat of the enemy at Orthes, and the occupation of Bour- 
deaux by the allied forces." 




Upon which Major*General Face said : 

*' Mr. Speaker^ 

*' I am most sensible of my good fortune in having becB^ lor 
the third time, deemed worthy of the thanks of Parliament. 

'^ Although 1 am quite unequal to express iu proper terns 
the high sense I entertain of the honor conferred upon me, 
yet I trust Uiat the House will believe that I feel it as I 
ought." 

297. LlEUTENANT-Gf VEEAL 

Sir Robebt Bolton, Knt, 

This officer entered the service as Ensign in the 67th regi* 
ment, by purchase, the 3rd of August, 1782; from which he 
was removed to a Cometcy in the ISth light dragoons, the ISth 
of December, 1733, paying the difference from infantry ta 
cavalry ; the 28th of February, 178.5, he purchased a Lieute- 
nancy in the saaie regiment; and the 31st of March, 179^i b 
troop. In 1793, he embarked for the Weet Indies as Major to 
tbe same regiment, and was ordered to North America on a 
particular service, where he continued «uitil the spring of 1797 ; 
when he returned to his regiment, and, the 7th of June following, 
was appointed, by purchase, to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of it ; 
he took the command of the regiment, and on its arrival from 
the West ladies in 179B, a mere skeleton, it was recruited in 
both men and horses in a very short time, and for which this 
officer repeatedly received the thanks of His Royal Highness the 
Commander-in^hief. The tst of January, 1805, His Majetty 
was pleased to appoint him one of his Aides-de-Camp with the 
rank of Colonel ; the same year he was ordered to superintend 
tbe formation of the cavalry of the German Legion, for tiie 
performance of which duty he also received the approbation of 
His Royal Highness the Prince Regent, and the Commander- 
in-Chief. In the year 18()6, he was appointed Inspector of the 
German Cavalry, in which situation be was obliged to contimie 
until September, 1814 ; although his demre was to be employed 
in the Peninsula. He was appointed Brigadier-General lo 
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1808; the S5th of Juljr^ 1810| Major-General; and the 12th 
of August, 18 19> Lieuteoant-Oenerai. 

Sir Robert Bolton is a Knight Commander of the Hano^ 
verian Guelphic Order, and a Member of the Consolidated 
Board of General Officers. 

£98. LlEnTBNANT-GKNKRAL ROB£RT ChENEY. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the Ist foot guards the 
7th of April, 1784; Lieutenant the 15th of June, 1791 ; Cap- 
tain and Lieutenant-Colonel the £3th of October, 1797 ; Colonel 
and Aid-de-Camp to the King the 1st of January, 1805 ; Major- 
General the 25ih of July, 1810. He served on the Continent 
in 1794 and 1795 ; in Sicily in 1806 and 1807 ; in Spain under 
Sir John Moore in 1808, and commanded a brigade of infantry 
in Spain in the absence of Major-General Leith. He has served 
on the Staff in England since his appointment to the rank of 
Major-General. The 18th of August, 18 J9, he received the 
brevet of Lieuteoant-General. He has the honor of wearing a 
nedal for the battle of Corunna. 

S99* Lieutenant-General 
Sir George An son, K.C.B., & M. P. 

The drd of May^ 1786, this officer entered the service as ii 
Comet in the l6th light dragoons ; he obtained a Lieutenancy 
in the same corps in 179 1 j and exchanged into the 20th light 
dragoons, witli which regiment he served five years in Jamaica. 
In 179i be obtained a troop in the 20tb ; and the Majority the 
^th of December, 1794; Arom which he exchanged into the 
l6tb dragoons in September, 1797f and returned to England : 
the same year he received the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 20th 
light dragoons, and exchanged into the 15th, the 6th of Sep- 
tember, 1798, with whom he served in Holland. The 1st of 
^aonary, 1803, he was appointed Aid-de-Camp to the Kiog, 
and received the rank of Colonel in the 'army ; and the 12th of 
December, 1805, LieutenanUColonel of the l6lh light dra- 
goons; in 1809 he proceeded to Portugal, and commanded the 
16th light dragoons in the advance upon Oporto, the lOtb, 1 1th, 
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and l£th of May, I8O9. The 24th of May, 1809> he was ap- 
pointed Brigadier-General, and commanded a brigade of cavalry 
consisting of the 2drd light dragoons, and the 1st light dragoons 
King's German Legion, at the battle of Talavera, the £7th and 
28th of July; he was in the battles of Salamanca and Vittoria, 
and in tarious other less important affairs. He was removed to 
the home Staff the 2nd of July, 181:$. The 25th of July, 1810, 
he had received the rank of Major-General ; the 3rd of August, 
1814, the Colonelcy of the late 23rd light dragoons; and the 
12th of August, 1819) that of Lieutenant-General. 

This officer is a Knight Commander of the Bath, and a 
Knight Commander of the Portuguese Order of the Tower and 
Sword, and has the honor of wearing a medal and two clasps 
for the battles of Talavera, Salamanca, and Vittoria, at each of 
which he commanded a brigade of cavalry. 

Sir George Anson has the honor of being one of the Equer- 
ries of His Royal Highness the Duke of Kent. 

On the 8th of March, 1810, this officer was addressed in his 
place as a Member of Parliament, conjointly with Lord Com*- 
bermere, by the Speaker. The Address will be found with his 
Lordship's services, (No. 167*) The following answer was de- 
livered by Sir George Anson : 

" Mr. Speaker, *^ 

'^ That any part of my professional conduct should have been 
deemed worthy of the particular notice of this House, and of 
my country, is no less honorable than gratifying to my feelings : 
I must however be allowed to confess myself more indebted 
for this distinguished honor, to the exertions of those brave 
soldiers, with whom I had the glory of being associated, than 
to any particular merit attached to myself individually. 

'^ I beg to express to this honorable House, the high sense I 
entertain of the high honor it has conferred upon me, and that it Mill 
ever be the pride of my life, to have been thought in the slightest 
degree deserving of its good opinion. To you. Sir, I must beg 
to make my warmest acknowledgments for the very handsome 
and polite manner in which you have conveyed to me the sen- 
timents of this House, and for the many very gratifying ex-

pressions with which you have accompanied the communication 
of this most flattering distinction." 

On the 1 1th of November, 1813^ the following address was 
made to this officer by (he Speaker of the House of Commons : 

'' Major-General Anson, 

''When last I had the honor of addressing you from this 
place, you came to receive our thanks for your share in the 
glorious battle of Taiavera. 

** Pursuing the same career, under the same illustrious Com- 
mander, it is more gratifying than surprising to see, that in suc- 
ceeding campaigns you have reaped new laurels. 

** The badge of honor which commemorates your serviced 
at Salamanca, brings to our recollection those skilful operations 
in which you were engaged upon the Douro, previous to that 
memorable day, and the destruction which your cavalry poured 
down upon the rear guard of the enemy in their flight. 

** In the battle of Yittoria the British cavalry also took their 
part ; and acting with the left wing of the allied army, under 
the immediate command of Lieutenant-General Sir Thomas 
Graham, (a name never to be mentioned in our military an- 
nals without the strongest expressions of respect and adniira- 
tion) your squadrons contributed to cut off the enemy from their 
direct retreat into France, and all Europe has heard of Uieir 
consequent rout and dispersion. 

" To you. Sir, I am therefore commanded to express the gra- 
titude of this House, and in the name of the Commons of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in Parliament 
assembled, I do now deliver to you their unanimous thanks for 
your distinguished exertions in the battle of Salamanca upon the 
22d of July, 1812, which terminated in a glorious and decisive 
victory over the enemy's army : 

''And also for your great exertions upon the 21st of June, 
last, when the French acmy was completely defeated by the 
allied forces near Vittoria, under the Marquess of Wellington's 
command.'* 
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Major-General Anson replied : — • 

*^ Sir. — Tliis is the second time I have bad the honor of 
rising in this distinguished assembly , to receive through yoii^ 
Sir, the thanks of my country, to which and to this honorable 
House^ I return ray warmest acknowledgments. 

'' I should not do justice to the illustrious and noble Com* 
mander, with whom I have had the honor of serving, or to 
those brave troops under his command, (whose gallantry and 
discipline I have had such frequent opportunities of witnessing) 
did I not assure you it is to them 1 consider myself indebted, for 
being placed in this highly honorable situation. I should be 
greatly deficient also in what is due to myself, were I to omit 
expressing my sincere and most heartfelt thanks to you. Sir, for 
the very gratifying manner in which you have conveyed to me the 
sentiments of my country, on this, and on a former occasion : 
thus conferring upon me an additional mark of distinctioi^ 
which it will ever be my pride to acknowledge." 

300. Lieutknant-Genekal Keneth Alexandeb, 
Lord Howard of Effingham^ K.C.B. 

Appointed Ensign in the 2nd foot guards the 2l8t of 
April, 1786, and the 25th of February, 1793, embarked for and 
served the campaign in Flanders; the 25th of April, 1793, he 
obtained a Lieutenancy, and the Ut of September, the Adjiw 
tancy. He continued serviag with his regiment on the continent 
till May, 1795^ when the troops returned home. He was 
wounded at the battle of St. Amand ; and present at all the 
actions in which the guards were employed on the continent. 
The 30th of December, 1797, he was promoted to a Captun^ 
Lieutenancy, and to a company the 25th of July, 1799- The 
ISth of June, 1793, he was appointed Major of Brigade to 
the guards aent to IreUnd, where he served during the whole of 
the rebellion. In August, 1799, he accompanied his regiment 
to the Helder. The 1st of July, 1801, he was deputed to act 
as Inspector General of Foreign Corps during the absence 
from England of Colonel, now Lieu tenant-General, Sir William 
Clinton ; and on that officer's return, he was appointed, the 25th 
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of FebmarjTi 180(2, Deputy Io8pe<;tor-Geiferal of ForeigD 
Corps, tod 00 that office bebg abolished, he was made Com* 
mandaqtof ihe Foreign Dep6c. The Ist of Jaquarj, 1905, he 
was appointed Aid-de-Camp to the KiDg^aiid received the rank 
of Colonel ; the 4th of August, 1808, be was appointed tod 
M^or in his regimeDt} and the 2Hh of July, 1810, Major*' 
General. He served on the Staff of the army in Spam and 
Portugal, io command of a brigade and a diTision. He held 
the latter at the battles of Vittoria and the Nive, for wbieb he 
has the honor of wearing a medal and one clasp. On ijofd 
Hopetoun being wounded and made prisoner in the attack 
of the French on the British position in front of the citadel 
of Bayonne, tbia officer, (then Major-Greneral Howard) 
succeeded to the command of the Jst division of the army 
under the Duke of Wellington. He subsequently served 
OB the Home Staff as lieutenaut-Gofemor of Portsmouth, 
from which command he was removed on his promotion to the 
rank of lieutenant-General, the 12th of August, 1819* 

This officer is a Knight Commander of the Bath, and of 
the Tower and Sword of Portugal. The 24th of October^ 
1 8I6, he received the Colonelcy of his present regiment, the 70tfa 
foot. 

SOI.Lieutenant-Genekal Thomas R. Chableton. 

Tms officer was appointed 1st Lieutenant in the Royal 
Aitilieiy, the 7th of July, 1779 ; Captain^Iieuteoant and Captain 
the 1st of December, 1782; Lieutenaut-Colonel in the army, 
the 1st of January, 1793; Lieutenant-Colonel in tlie Royal 
Aftillery the 18th of April, 1801 ; Colonel in the Royal Artillery 
the 28th of June, 1805 ; Major-General the 4th of June, 1811; 
and lieutenant-General the 12th of August, 18 19. 

302. Lieutenant-Genbral 
Sib Habby Qe Hinubbb, K.C.B. 

This officer had the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the 

British service, and the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 5rd line 

battalion King's German legion, the l6th of June, 1804; he 

was appointed Colonel-Commandant of the Srd line battalion 

R. M. Cal. 111. C 
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King's German legion the 9th of July, 1805; and Major* 
General the 4th of June, 1811. He served on the Staff of tlie 
army in Sicily, under I^rd William Bentinck ; and in Spain 
under the Duke of Wellington. He was appointed in June, 
1815, to command the battalion of the King's German legion in 
the 1st division of infontry. He was present at the battle of 
the Nive, for which he has the honor of wearing a medal. Of 
his operations before Bayonne^and against St. Etiedne, in April, 
1814, his own account, as transmitted to the Duke of Cambridge, 
is annexed. 

This officer is an Honorary Knight Commander of the Batb, 
and a Knight Commander of the Hanoverian Guelphic Order. 

The 12th of August, 1819^ he received the brevet of Lieu- 
tenant-General. 

'' March IStb, 1814. 

'^ Sir, Your Royal Highness, having always been graciously 
pleased to receive reports on the conduct of the corps of the 
l^on, whenever they have been engaged with the enemy, I 
do myself the honor to state the following particulars relating 
to the late operation in which the br^ade under my command 
was concerned. On the 27 th ult lieutenant-General Sir 
John Hope, who commands at the siege of Bayonne, wished 
to put himself in possession of the entrenched heights of St. 
Etienne, which are close to the citadel, and in a measure com- 
mand it. The centre was to be attacked by the line, the 
right by the light brigade King's Germau legion, and the left by 
the guards. It happened, however, that the centre movement 
took place before the other columns began their march, conse- 
quently the brunt of the action fell on the light brigade. The 
enemy'B picquets were quickly driven in, but the brigade ex- 
perienced a very heavy fire from the village and fortified church 
of St. Etienne, as also from the line of intrencbments thrown 
up on the high road to Bourdeaux. It was therefore determined 
to storm the village, which was immediately carried into execu- 
tion in the most gallant manner by Lieutenant-Colonel Bodecker, 
with six companies of the 1st battalion, and supported by die 
5th, and we were thereby put in posjiession of the key of the 
enemy's position. 
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'^ At the same time the riflemen of the 1st and dtb battalions, 
'Under the command of Captain Rettberg and Lieutenants 
Brandis and Wilding, supported by Captains Barstel and Holle, 
¥rith their companies, extended to tlie right, to attack tlie 
enem/s entrenchments on the Bourdeaux road, which were very 
strong, all the contiguous houses being loop-holed. They were, 
however, immediately attacked with the bayonet, and carried by 
the last-mentioned troops, being supported and assisted by the 
Snd line battalion under Lieutenant-Colonel Beck. Two 
oflkers, with about 40 men and a field-piece, were taken ; the 
htter, however, we werenot able at that moment to bring away, as 
we found ourselves after our successes, within two hundred yardii 
of the advanced works of the citadel, from which a most galling 
fire was kept up to prevent U8 from carrying the gun away. 
AboQt 5 p« m. a considerable close column moved from the 
citadel, and advanced at the pas de charge to retake the 
pontiiNi. This being observed, no time was lost to meet it. 
Part of the riflemen of the 5th battalion, under Colonel Ompteda, 
assbted by the riflemen of the 1 stand 5th battalions, and Captains 
Puit^ld and Wenckstern, with their companies of the 2nd 
line battalion, were ordered to charge the enemy with the 
bayonet, and succeeded in driving him back. About Half an 
hour after, he had, however, rallied, and advancing upon us as 
before made a second attempt. He was again charged by 
the same corps^ and broken, and as we pursued him farther 
than the first line, the gun was, during that time, conveyed to 
the rear. 

^ The enemy, now finding all his eflforts unavailing, retired 
within the citadel ; his fire gradually slackened, and at dark 
it ceased entirely. During the whole attack, as well as after- 
wards, in maintaining the position we had gained, the bat- 
talions behaved witli the greatest gallantry and perseverance. 
The officers set therein the most laudable example, and conse- 
quently their lots has been very severe. Among these Brigade- 
Major Drechsel,and Lieutenant Heimburg, my Aides de-Camp, 
rendered me very essential services, and I should not do justice 
to their merits, if I did not acknowledge the same in terms of the 
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highest comfnendation. The light infantry brigpide, under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Busscbe, joined us alter we were in pos- 
session of the enemy's intrenched pobition, and ihey hute 
assisted us in maintaining it, with that spirit of bravery and good 
conduct, which has always distinguished that gallant brigade. 

*' In submitting these circumstances, we huu)bly hope tb«t 
Your Royal Highness may feel inclined graciously to approve of 
the conduct of the brigades of the Legion ; and as nothing is to 
much the height of our ambitioui as to obtain such a most honor- 
able testimony, so I humbly beg to assure Your Royal Highness 
that on our side no exertion will be spared to make ourselves 
deserving of it.

303. Lieutbnant-Gbneral Sir Henry Bell, K.C.B. 

This officer was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Marines the 1 9th of February, 1771; Captain-Lieutenant the 
27th of August, 1779; Major in the army the 1st of March, 
1794; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 
1798; Lieutenant- Colonel and Captain in the Royal Marines 
the 1st of July, 1803 ; Colonel in tlie army the 15tb of August, 
1805 ; Colonel-Commandant in the Royal Marines the 25th of 
July, 1809; Major-General the 4th of June, idll ; and Lieu- 
tenant-General the 12th of August, 1819. He is a Knigtit 
Commander of the Bath. 

304, Lieutenant-General Thomas Strickland. 

This officer was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Marines the l6th of February, 1775; 1st Lieutenant in 1776; 
Captain the dth of July, 1780; Major the 1st of March, 1794; 
Lieutenant-Colonel the 1st of January, 1798; Colonel the 15th 
of August, 1805 ; Major-General the 4th ^ June, 181 1 ; and 
Lieutenaiit-Getieral the 12th of August, 1819. 
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805. Lieutsnant-Genebal 
The HoNOBABLE Thomas Mahon, Loed Hartland. 

This officer was Major in the army the 26th of November, 
1794; Major in the 24th light Dragoons the 25th of April, 
1796; lieutenant-Colonel in the 9th Dragoons (his present 
f^meDt) the 1st of Jannary, 1797; Colonel in the army the 
SOth of October, 1805 ; Major-General the 4th of June, 1811;

Tsiis officer was Miyor in the 23rd Light Dragoons the 1 Itb 
of March, 1795; lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 1st of 
Auuiary, 1797 ; Colonel in the army the 30th of October, 1805 ; 
Major-General the 4th of June, 1811 ; and lieutenant-General 
the 12th of August, 1619- He was many years on the half-pay 
of the 23rd light Dragoons. 

307. Lieutenant-Genebal William Thomas Dilkes. 

Whilst at the Royal Military Academy^ Woolwich, (in 1779) 
diis officer was appointed^ the 4th of December, Ensign in the 
49th regiment; he continued at the said academy until 1782, 
wlien he joined the 103d regiment in Ireland as Lieutenant, un- 
der Sir Ralph Abercromby. In March, 1785, he purchased an 
Ensigncy in the 3rd foot guards; from January 1788, till January 
1789, he served as Aid-de-Camp to the late General O'Hara, 
ihmi commanding at Gibraltar. In 1790, this officer was ap- 
painted Adjutant to his reginient,the 3rd foot guards; in 1792 
Lieutenant and Captain ; and in 179^ be embarked for the con- 
tiaem with the first body of troops, consisting of three battalions 
of foot gMids under Miyor-General Lake, and a brigade of the 
line, 14tfa, a7th, and 5Srd regiments under Major-General Aber- 
cromby, with a small detachment of artillery.

Is 
Pebruary^ 1797} he was promoted to a company in his regiment^ 
with the rank of Lieu tenant-Co) onel ; and in the following year 
he embarked with the guards for Ireland^ during the rebellion, 
and remained in that country till June, 1799* In the month of 
jAugost of the latter year, Lientenant-Colonel Dilkes embarked 
agarn with the expedition to the Helder, and ivas present in the 
diffferent actions that took place in that campaign. 

In 1800, Lieutenant-Colonel Dilkes returned to Ireland, 
with the same brigade, from which be was removed in the 
August of that year by being attached to the light infantry, then 
supposed to be first destined for service. In 1804 he took the 
command of the 3rd regiment of guards; in the brevet of 
October, 1805^ he was appointed Colonel, and in 1806, Colonel 
on the Staff to command the brigade of guards in London. 

In February, 1810, he received orders to serve in Portugal^ 
with the rank of Brigadier-General, and to take the command of 
the brigade of guards serving there; but his destination was 
shortly after changed to the command of the brigade of guards 
ordered to Cadiz, for which place he embarked in the month of 
March. Early in the following year he again embarked with this 
brigade, in the expedition^hat sailed from Cadiz, under Lieute* 
nant-Geneml Graham, now Lord Lynedoch ; and at the battle 
of Barrosa was second in command. 

Tiie troops ordered for that service marched from Ua on the 
night of the 17 th of February, and embarked the next morning 
at day-break in Cadiz fiay. In the evening of the dlst the 
expedition sailed ; it arrived off Tarifa on the following day ; 
but as the weather proved unfavorable for a landing at that 
plfice it iTTOceeded to Algesiras, where the troops landed on the 
itaoming of the 2drd. On the 124th they marched to Tarifa, 
t)irong!i a beautiful and romantic tract of country, without any 
offhrr road than merely a mule path, which was found scarcely 
practicable for th^ advance of the cavalry; all the artillery, 
therefore, was sent onwards by water. 

" On the 27th th^ Spanish troops, under General Laperia, 
arrived from Cadiz, and landed at Tarifa ; they had been ens* 
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Wrked in open Teafds, even brfore Uie Brititb, and were con* 
Beqnendjr arach exposed to the inclemency of die weather 
during die whole period, and in very confined and crowded 
eitnationi. However, they were injreadiness to march on tha 
BextnonuK^, thereby exemplifying that patience and submission 
under great hardships and privaUons, which constitute the best 
military feature of the Spanish character. During the hak of 
tha British at Tarifa, measurea were adopted to render the road 
towards Medina Sidonia practicable. 

Xbe allied army marched on the 28th to Facinas, always 
tm bi^ontc ; in the night between the 1st and 2d of March to 
the neighbourhood of Casa Vieja, a long Cstigaing ni^t march 
acfoia a country much intersecUKl with water-courses. On tha 
morning oftbe 34 a battalionofWalloon guards and ther^ment 
of Cindad Heal, joined the reaerve, (as the corps under Lieute* 
nanl-General Graham's command was styled ;) the former waa 
incorporated with the brigade of guards^ the latter with Colonel 
Wheatle/s brigade : die army marched duiing the whole day, 
and hailed in the vicinity of Vejar at night. In the evening 
of the 4th die troops were again in motion, and continued 
to mardi until the mormng of the 5th, when die van-guard 
proceeded to attack the enemy's position opposite the point 
of Santi Petri^ and the reserve halted on the east side of the 
lieif^ts of Banrosa, (by soase called Genu del Puerca.) 
The attack of the van-guard on the enemy's lines succeeded 
ki Hm operation ; it was supported by half the Prince of 
Aflgloaa's division, the odier half remaining on the heights 
already mentioned, and it should seem, that previous to the 
movement of the British to that point, which the Spanish 
Commander thooght it necessary to strengthen, General Lapena 
ofleted Lieutenant-General Grraham his option, whether the 
latter should move for that purpose with his corps, or continue 
poaledon dieheqjhU; but die Lieutenant-Greneral declining 
to make an dection, the former decided that the reserve should 
march, leaving two battalions to jcnn the remainder of the 
Spanish forces, to preserve the position oo the heights. In 
addition, how«fery;M ln^.lMdioiia of WaDoon and Cindad 
Real goards, f ipntemin.t General Graham left Colonel Brown's 
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iMttftlidliy compoMd of flank eompaoiet, winch vas posltd itdM 
Tbite Barrosa. The Liemlinaiil-Gtneral, tberefora^ had cverjF 
reason to suppose the Generai-itKChief would ^attain on that 
position during the day. This will be seen by the foUowhlg 
extract of a letter from Ueutenaet^Geiienil Graham to the 
Right Honorable Heory Weliesley/ dated lahi de LeoO| Matiih 
Wth, 181]. ^' 

'' Wiien thte British division began its march from the position 

of Barrcsa to that of Berroeja, I left die General on the Bairoaa 

heigfaty nor did I know of his intention of quitting it ; and when 

I ohlered the division te cou a t em l a r c h in the Wood, I did so, 

to inipplort troops left for its defence, and believing the General 

to be there in person. In this belief I eent no ife|»ort ef die 

attack %-hich was tnade so neaf to the apot where the General 

wa^ supposed to be, and confident in the bmvery of the British 

tro6ps, I was not less So, in the support I ahonld fiNreife from 

the Spanish army, llie distance, however, as Bermeja is 

trMing, and ho orders were given from head-«quarters for the 

movement of any corps of the Spanish army to eupport the 

British division, to prevent its defeat in this unequal contest, 

or to profit of the snccess earned at ao heavy an expense. The 

voluntary zeal of the two small battalions (Walloon Guards and 

Ciudad Real) which had been detacbed from m;y division, 

brought them alone back from ihe wood ; but notwithstanding 

their utmost effoHs, they Oould only ^ome tfp at the close of 

the action. Had the whole body of the Spanish cavnhry, with 

the horse artillery, been rapidly sent by the sea beach, t# form 

in the plain, and to envelope the enemy's left ; had the greateet 

partof the infontry been ttmrdted through the pine wood, in 

Our rear, to turn his right, what snccess might net have been 

expected from snch deci^ve inovementa? The enemy must 

either have retired instantly, and without occanioning any serions 

loss to the British division, or he would have exposed hieraelf 

to absolute destruction, his cwvalry greatly onasimibeved, 'bis 

ardllery lost, bis Celnmns mixed and in confunon, a general 

dispersion ivot^M have been the inevilabkf ednseqoence of a 

ctose pursuit. OnrweariMUNfn wo^ltf hive Ibnnd spirits to 

go on, and wonM have trusted te finding l a ffiaihni ent at Chickna. 
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Tbis momcMC was lost. Within a qoarter of an hour's ride of 
the acene #f action, the General remained ignorant of what was 
passingi and nothing was done." 

Lienlenant-General Graham's division being halted on the 
eaatern slope of the Barrosa height for abont two hours, was 
mapcfaed about twelve o'clock through a wood towards the 
Torre Bermeja, (cavalry patroles having previously been sent 
towards Chiclana without meetii^ with the enemy): on the 
march, the Lieutenant-General received notice that the enemy 
had appeared in force on ^ the plain, and was advancing towards 
the height of Barrosa. Lieutenant-General Graham consi'- 
dering the position as the key to that of Santi Petri, immediately 
countermarched, in order to support the troops left for its 
defence : and die alacrity with which this manoeuvre was ex- 
ecuted, served as a fevorable omen. Before the British troops 
could get entirely disentangled from the wood, the Spanish 
troops on the Barrosa hfll were seen retiring from it, while the 
enem/s left wing was rapidly ascending, at the same time his 
right wing stood on the plain on the edge of the wood, within 
cannon-shot. A retreat in the face of such an enemy, already 
within reach of the easy communication by the sea bank, must 
have involved the whole of the allied army in all the danger of 
being attacked during the unavoidable confusion of the different 
corps arriving on the narrow edge of Bermejay nearly at the 
sane time. The British General, therefore, determined on 
an immediate attack. Major Duncan opened a powerful 
battery of ten guns on Ae centre. Brigadier-Greneral Dilkes, 
ifrhh bis brigade; Lieutenant-Colonel Benin's (^of the 28th) 
flank battalion ; Lieutenant-Colonel Norcott's two companies 
of die rifle corps : and Miyor Acheson, vrith a part of the 
67tfa foot, (separated from the regiment in the wood) formed 
on the right. Colonel Wheatley's brigade, with three com- 
panies of Coldstream guards, under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Jackson; and Lieutenant-Colonel Bernard's flank battalion; 
formed on die left The right wing proceeded to the attack of 
General Rufin's drrinon on the hill, while Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bernard and Lientenrnt-Colonel Bussche'a detachment of 
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t20tli Portugu€se were warmly engaged oa the left with the 
enemy's tirailleuni* General Laval's division, notwithstanding 
the havoc made by the battery above mentioned, continued to 
advance in very imposing masses, opening his fire of 
musketry, and was only checked by that of the left wing) 
the latter now advanced, firing, and a spirited charge made by 
die three companies of the guards and the 87th regiment, sup- 
ported by the remainder of the wing, decided the defeat of 
General Laval's division. 

Of the immediate operations relating to the right wing^ 
consisting of the brigade under Brigadier-General Dilkes, the 
following is a correct statement. At the time the troops were 
baited on the east side of the heights of Barrosa, lieutenant- 
General Graham's orders were conveyed for Brigadier-General 
Pilkes' brigade, as well as that of Colonel Wheatley, to procee4 
Awards Sapli Petri. The column accordingly began its march 
(left in front. Colonel Wheatley's brigade leading) over the hill^ 
und, descending the other side, entered a fir wood, so thick as 
to be almost impervious to the guns and mounted ofllicers^ 
Brigadier-General Dilkes had advanced about a mile, when a 
Staff officer overtook the brigade, seeking General Graham^ 
and reporting that the enemy had made hb appearance in the 
plain diey bad just quitted; it was not understood that the 
enemy were in considerable force, and the natural impression 
was to face about, and return to meet him; but it was judged 
proper to wait the Lieutenant-Generars orders, which were 
not long delayed, and the column retraced its steps rear rank in 
front. Before quite clear of the wood, Brigadier-General 
Dilkes formed his brigade, countermarched the divisions^ and a 
deployment was shortly after completed ; the battalion, styled ^ 
detachment, composed of companies belonging to the Cold* 
stream and 3d guards, forming in second line to the 1st re^* 
ment. During this movement, on application being made for a 
party to cover the guns^ Brigadier-General Dilkes sent three 
companies of the first mentioned battalion for that service, 
which were afterwards employed on the left during the action. 
The line now advanced obliquely to th^ n^t, towards a corps 
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^ the enemy, which occupied the heights the British had so 
htely passed, and a heavy fire of artillery and musketry was 
kept up oo both aides ; but the Ibe continuing their advance 
with distinguished gallantry, that part of the enemy *8 force 
iminediately opposed to them was obliged to withdraw towards 
another corps upon his right. The British still advanced, 
hringing forward the right shoulders, and thereby threatening 
the enemy's left, who at length formed the flank en masie, con- 
tinuing his retreat down the hill, and ascending another rising 
ground, halting occasionally, and keeping up a severe destruc- 
tive fire. At one time the enemy were perceived to push for- 
ward two or three divisions from the maiscy as was conceived, 
to charge the British line, but the well-directed fire of our 
troops, still advancing, obliged him to desist; and the British 
were too exhausted with their difficult march, &c. to return the 
compliment. Soon after our troops had begun to descend the 
bill, the enemj'a cavalry were observed posted on the left, 
and it was constantly expected that he would charge a weak 
part of the line ; he had actually made a movement seemingly 
for that purpose. Major-General Dilkes, and his Aid-de- 
Camp, were at this period dismounted, both tlieir horses 
having been shot under them. The British cavalry now arrived 
on the field of action, and immediately charged the enemy, who 
after a slight hesitation, advanced to the encounter, both parties 
meeting at a.hand gallop ; they mixed, dispersed, and re-formed, 
tbe enemy retiring, and our hussars pursuing the stragglers. It 
was about this period the Walloon guards arrived on the right of 
Brigadier-General Dilkes' brigade. 

After the defeat of the enemy's cavalry, he continued to 
retreat obliquely to his right, still firing, until some artillery 
being brought up, bis complete retreat was decided, and the 
line received JLaeutenaot- General Graham's orders to halt. 

Xford Lynedoch has borne ample testimony to the distin- 
guished part taken by the guards in this gallant battle. Then, 
as on every other occasion in which they have been engaged, 
the conduct of this corps reflected high honor on their comman- 
der, and Mejor-General Dilkes has been often heard to express 
in the warmest terms, his admiration of the gallantry displayed 
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by/aiid gratitude for tke support be received from, every indi* 
▼kkial of the brigade he had the hoRor to command. But it 
was Bot the first time be had witneesed their bravery ; tnaoy 
had been his associates in former caoipaigiis^ and more particu- 
larly in the affair of Lincelles, a day every gvardsmao looks 
back to with pride and satisfaction. 

In addition to the medal which this officer w|is honored widi 
by his sovereign fi>r the share he bore in the battle of Barroea, 
he received the thanks of his country in both Houses of Partis' 
ment, and die City of London honored him with its freedom^ 
and a sword of the value of- one hmidred guineas. 

The foNowing letter, dated Sgth «f March, 1811, from His 
Royal Highness the Duke of York to Major-Oetieral Dilkes, ia 
a further testimenial of the conduct of this pfflcer, and die 
troops he commanded, in the battle of Barrosa. It is extracted 
from the in'tgade orders of the 28th of April. 

** 1 take the earliest opportunity in mj power of aoknow*i 
ledgtng the receipt of your letter of the gth of Marrii, and of 
thanking you for your obliging attention in communicating to 
me thus early, what relates to the distingnished conduct of my 
gallant old friends, the guards, under your command in the glo» 
rious and severely-contested action of die 5th. While I co** 
gratulate you and them on the successful result of an action in 
which their efforts were so conspicuous, and so deserving of the 
admiration with which all have viewed them, I cannot conceal 
my deep feelings of regret, that it has been attended with ad 
severe and painful a loss of x>fficers and men, which upon ihii 
occasion, perhaps, makes a deeper impression upon me, na 
many of the latter were old soldiers, and faithful companions^ 
whose meritorious exertions I have myself witnessed, and hnd 
occasion to approve upon former occasions. I have read with 
great satisfaction^ in lieutenant-General Graham s dispatch,' Ifce 
high and well-earned encomiums bestowed upon your oondnct, 
and that of the officers and men engaged under your commaad ; 
and as a brother guardsman, (a title of which 1 shall ever be most 
proud,) and Colonel of the corps, I trust I shall not be conn* 
dered as exceeding the limits of my station in requesting that 
you win yourself receive and convey to the brigade under wur 
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orders, my sincere and cordial thanks for having so gloriously 
noaintained^ and indeed^ if possible, raised the high character of 
a corps in whose success, collectively and individually, I shall 
never cease to take the warmest interest/' 

Shortly after the action of the 5th of March, the brigade 
of guards were ordered liome, and Brigadier-General Dilkes 
returned to England with them. Previous to his leaving Isle, 
however^ he issued the following brigade orders. 

Isla, 2Sth of April, 1811. 

'' BrigadierXxeoeral Dilkes cannot suffer the brigdde to be 
thus broken up without requesting the officers and men Will ac- 
cept hia assurances of the Ug^ sense he entertaina of their geiM- 
ral conduct, the cheerful alacrity M'lth which they have discharged 
their duties opon all occasions, and of the consequent gratifica- 
tioo be has derived from a command at all times honorable, but 
which since the memorable dth of March, he has felt still more 
elated with. He now, with pleasure, repeats his admiration of 
the gallantry exhibited by them on that day. Fortunate are those 
who participated in the glory of it; himself doubly so. To those 
who continue under his command, the Brigadier- General ex- 
presses his satisfaction at still retaining them ; to those who are 
now separated from him, he offera his assurances of heart-ftk 
good wishes for their happiness and success Ivbdrever the for*' 
tune of war may conduct them.*^ 

in the brevet of June, 1811, thb oflSoer waa promoted to 
the rank of Major-General, and again had the cooimand of the 
brigade of guards in London. In this same year a severe do- 
mestic caUmity prevented him accepting a command under 
Lord Wellington at the moment it was offered him, and it ap- 
pears that under these circumstauces he did not think it right to 
continue on the Home Staff, from which he obtained permiisioki 
to retire. - Since that period he renewed his offers of service to 
the Commander-in-Chief, but they were not called for. The l€th 
of August, 1810i be received the Brevet of Lieutenant-General. 

308. Lieutbhant-Genbral Henry Rudyerd. 

This officer was appointed Practitioner Engineer and En- 
sign the 10th of January, 1770; Sub-Engineer and Lieutenant 
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tbe 13tb of July, 1774; Captain-Lieu tenant the 24lli of Jm^ 
noary, 1781 ; Captain the Istof October, 1784; Major in the 
army the 6tb of May^ 179^ ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the Royd 
Invalid Engineers the dd of March, 1797 ; Colonel in the anny 
the 50th of October, 1805 ; Major-General the 4th of June, 
1811 ; and Lieutenant-General die 12tb of August, 1819* 

309. Lieutenant-Genbral Sir John Oswald, K.C.B. 

- This officer was appointed 2d Lieutenant in the 2Sd 
foot in February, 1788 ; and Lieutenant in the 7th foot in 
March, 1789. He embarked for Gibrahar in July, I790; ill 
January, 1791^ was appointed' Captain in an independent com- 
jpany ; and in March Captain in the d5th foot ; in July, 1705, 
Brigade-Major to General Leland, which situation he renounced 
npoD the grenadier company he commanded being ordered for 
foreign service. He joined the !2d battalion of grenadiers under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cradock in November, 179S; embarked for 
the West Indies, the said battalion forming a part of the expedi^ 
tionfunderlhe late Sir Charles Grey; was present at the capture of 
the Islanda of Martinique, St. Lucie, and Guadaloupe; personally 
engaged in the various actions and sieges which that service gave 
rise to ; from thence be proceeded to St. Domingo, under tbe 
<:ommand of the Duke of Richmond, then Lieutenant-Cohmll 
Lenox, went into garrison at Port au Prince, aii4 remained 
there till it was notified that on account of the loss bis company 
bad sustained it was to be drafted, and the officers and non- 
commissioned officers sent to England. Tbe 1st of April, 1791^ 
this officer was appointed Lieutenant*Colonel in tbe S5th foot, 
-and in 1799 embarked on the expedition for HoHand. He 
commanded his regiment on the 19th of September, where die 
Ist battalion was long and severely engaged, and sustained grea^ 
loss. The battalion was honored with the approbation of tbe 
Commander-in-Chief, und the Lieutenant-Colonel particularly 
thanked by the Duke of Gloucester, then Prince William, to 
whose brigade he belonged. Lieutenant-Colonel Oswald was 
severely wounded in that action, and obhged to return to Eng- 
land for the recovery of his health. In Febniary,» 1800^ he 
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embarked for the Mediterraoean, with the corps under General 
Pigot, landed in Minorca, and thereafter proceeded to the 
blockade, and was present at the capture of Malta. He re- 
mained there till the conclusion of the peace of Amiens. On 
the re-commencement of hostilities in 1804, he repaired to 
Malta, and commanded die regiment till May, 1805, when be 
was compelled to return to England on account of private af- 
fairs, where he remained three months only. 

Id October, 1805, he had the brevet of Colonel. He joined 
the army under Sir James Craig in February, 1806. Upon the 
troops landing in Sicily he was appointed Commandant of 
Melazzo; in June the same year, be embarked with the army 
under the order of Sir James Stuart, commancled the advance 
destined to cover the disembarkation of the troops in St. Eufe* 
mia Bay ; defeated with great loss a considerable body of the 
enemy, who attacked the said advance ; thereafter appointed to 
die Srd brigade of that army, and commanded the same in the 
battle of Maida. Two days after the action he marched with 
the said brigade into Lower Calabria, captured about three 
hundred French prisoners at Monteleone with all the euemy'4 
4ep6t, See. 8lc., pushed on by forced marches to the investment 
of Scylia Casde : the siege thereof was confided to him, and 
mfter resisting twenty days it was subdued. He returned to 
Sicily with the army and was honored by His Excellency Gene- 
ral Fox, with the appointment of Brigadier-General in Novem^ 
ber : this noroioation was cancelled by order of the Conunander- 
in-Chief. In February, 1807, he embarked with the corps 
under the orders of Major-General Fraser for Egypt. Two 
battalioos of the 35th regiment formed into his brigade landed 
widi the first portion of the troops that reached Egypt ; he was 
entrusted with the command of die party selected for assaulting 
the foits in Alexandria, and stormed and carried the Western 
lines and forts, taking a considerable quantity of artillei;, and 
dfiviog the Turks, who defended them, within the walls. The 
interior foTtM it was deemed inexpedient to attempt ; the place 
capitulated two days after, and Colonel Oswald proceeded as 
second in commaod in the second expedition against Rosetta. 
After takbg up the position before that pbice within musket 
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shot of its defence, he was engaged for fifteen days succfssiveljf 
in repelling the sorties made by the enemy^ when it became 
necessary to retire in consequence of the Turks having collected 
a very superior force which nearly surrounded the British ; the 
command of the rear guard was reposed in Colonel Oswald. 
The retreat was effected without the loss of a gun, store, or 
prisoner, which it was proposed to move, and was accomplished 
when completely enveloped by the enemy's infantry and cavalry. 
Upon the return of the troops to Alexandria, Colonel Oswald 
was appointed Commandant of that place. When that army 
withdrew to Sicily he was named by Sir John Moore, Com- 
mandant of Augusta : in June, 1808, appointed Brigadier- 
General in the Mediterranean. In October he was removed to 
Melazzo, where he was second in command of a large force, tb^ 
instruction of discipline of which was in a great measure confided 
to him. In I8O99 he had the command of the reserve of the 
army destined for Naples : was ordered to assault the Island of 
Procida with that corps ; this became unneces^ry from its 
offering to surrender, whereby 500 men and a large proportion 
of stores were captured ; Brigadier-General Oswald was ap- 
pointed Commandant of Procida. He returned in July to 
Sicily. In September the tame year, a force destined to 6xpd 
the enemy from certain of the Ionian Islands was confided to 
the command of Brigadier-General Oswald. Zante, Cephalo- 
nia, Ithaca, and Cerigo, surrendered to the troops under bis 
orders, whereby nearly 1500 of the enemy were taken or dis- 
persed, and several valuable possessions added to the British 
dominions. For this service Brigadier-General Oswidd mod 
the corps under his orders, were honored with his Majesty's 
most gracious approbation. In March, 1810, Brigadier-Gene- 
ral Oswald, sensible of the danger to which the Islands were 
exposed from the vicinity of the enemy at Santa Manni, col- 
lected a force amounting to about ^000 men, and proceeded 
against that island, landed on the morning of the £Sd, drove the 
enemy from the town, and his footing in the country, into the 
strong fortress and entrenchments contiguous thereto. These 
entrenchmenu were immediately stormed and carried with con- 
sideable loss, the BrigAdiei^Oeoend personally leading the 
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Uoops bito tfae one most formidable, and eatablisbing hit fore- 
posts within 500 paces of the body of the pkce. On die l6th of 
April, aAer eight days' open trenches, the fortress capitnhted ; 
the enemy losing in killed, funded, made prisoners and dis- 
persed, above I6OO soldiers, with about 60 pieces of cannon, and 
efery species of stores in proportion. In this command, in ad- 
dition to the militaiy duties, Brigadier-General Oswald was 
chaffed with the whole civil administration of the diflPerent 
Islands, which, upon the enemy's surrendering them, were left 
without any frame of government. 

In June, 1810, this officer had the honor to receive throng^ 
the Secretary of State for the Foreign Department, the Prince 
Regent's acknowledgments of his services at the siege of St. 
Maura, directing him at the same time to convey the same to 
the oSeeu and soldiers who had acted under him upon that 
occasion. The letter was couched in strong terms of approbation. 
During this year the Brigadier-General perfected the organiza- 
tioQ of the civil and military local governments of the Ionian 
Isles ; he likewise established an advantageous intercourse with 
the neif^boring Turkish Pachas, and by die conduct of his 
government confirmed the favorable prepossessions which the 
Greeks generally entertained towards the British name and 
government At the commencement of 1811 he solicited per* 
misnoB to quit the Mediterranean Staff, with the view of re- 
presenting) personadly, to His Miyesty's government the impor- 
tance of the Ionian Isles ; the facility with which these posses- 
sions, valuable in themselves, and doubly so from the conse- 
quences likely to accrue by our permanently establishing an 
influence over them, migiil be retained. The 1 1th of February, 
tSll, this officer was appobted Colonel of the Greek Light 
InfiMitry, a corps he had formed and <»|[aiiized chiefly from 
the prisoners of that nation taken from the enemy's service. 
• Upon qtutting the Ionian Isles, Brigadier-General Oswald 
received from the inhabitants of the islands addresses expressive 
of their sense of the benefits which the several Isles had derived 
from his administration of their aflhirs, and from the happy 
change in their situation which he had been instrumental in br»g- 
R.M.Cal. III. D 
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ing about ;* each of these addresses was accompanied with an 
appropriate gift. 

The 4th of June, 1811, he received the rank of Major-Oo> 
neral ; and in November was placed on the Staff of the Western 
District. Major-Gveneral Oswald had the good fortune during 
that command^ by the exertion of the military, to re-establish 
the/ peace of the city of Bristoli and to preserve from destruc- 
tion the house of its worthy member, R. Hart Davis, Esq. en- 
dangered by the fury of a mob stimulated to mischief by seditious 
harangues. 

' In August Major-General Oswald was nominated to die 
Peninsular Staff ; he joined the army under Marquess Welling- 
ton on the £2nd of October, and accompanied his Lordship 
during the severe cavalry affair of the 2drd and 24th. He was 
placed in command of the 5th division of the army, vacant in 
consequence of Lieu tenant-General Leith being wounded. 
Rejoined the 5th division on the 2oth, and took the command 
of the left of the army, at the moment when warmly engaged, 
both at Villa Morilla and Palencia ; had also to divect and 
manoeuvre a strong corps of Spaniards during that hard-fought 
day ; after various success, and our, at one time, losing the 
banks of the Carrian and the village of Villa Manialle, it ter- 
minated, by our regaining the former ground, and driving the 
enemy with great loss from that village ; where, in consequence 
of the bridge being blown up, he suffered much in re-crossing 
tlie river. 

On the 29th of October he commanded the heavy column, 
composed of the 5th division, two Portuguese brigades, and a 
corps of Spaniards, that retreated by Tudela, and, on the Sisfy 
rejoined the main body of the army encamped before Tonfe- 
silias ; continued to conduct the 5th division during the reoMun- 
der of the arduous* retreat, and had the satisfaction to plkce. it, 
with little comparative loss, in cantonments on tlie Douro ; 
thereafter returned to Britain. 

In May he joined the army on taking the field, and assumed 
the command of the 5th division. forming a portion of the left 
column under th^ orders of Lieutenant«General Sir Thomas 
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Graham. He directed that divisioD during the masterly merch 
diroiigh the North of Portugal and the Spanish provinces of 
Zamora, Leon, and Palencia, till it crossed the Ebro. On the 
17th of June the left column came in contact with an enemj's 
corps in the march through the village of Osma, which it fell to 
the lot of the 5th division to attack and drive back with consider- 
able loss. The left columnoontiuued its route by a mountain- 
OQf country (hitherto deemed impervious to troops with artil- 
lery)y and, by accomplishing this difficult operation, the SOth^of 
Jane, found that the corps was placed on the great road from 
Durango to Vittoria, so as to a certain degree envelop the 
enemy's line at the latter place. Upon the morning of tlie 21st 
the column received a sudden order to march by its right, cer- 
tain i^xtipMnAota for cookings had commenced, and the 1st 
division reported that some time must elapse before it could 
conveniently quit the ground ; Major-General Oswald reported 
die 5th ready, and accordingly that division did take the lead, 
and thereby came in for a full share of the honors of Uiat glo- 
rious day. Major-General Oswald was charged with all the 
troops composing the advance of the left column, consisting .of 
Brigadier-General Pack's brigade of Portuguese, Colonel 
Looga's Spanish division, a squadron of Major-General An- 
•son's brigade of cavalry, and the 5th division. With these 
troops he attacked and drove the enemy from die heights, which, 
JO considerable force, he had begun to occupy, covering the 
Zadom : upon gaining them the enemy was observed expedi- 
tiously strengthening his line upon that river, particularly by re- 
inforcing his posts of Gamara Maior, and Minor, the former 
held as a t£te->de-pont : to Major-General Oswald was confided 
die attack upon them. He directed Colonel Longa's corps to 
move upon Minor, with orders, however, not to commence the 
attack until the success of that made upon Maior (the chief 
post^ was plainly ascertained. This assault was entrusted to 
Brigadier-General Robinson's brigade ; Major-General Oswald 
formed it into three columns of battalions ; the 4th regiment, led 
by the Brigadier-Geaeral, attacked in front hy the road, the 
5gth by the left of die village, the 47th by the right; the 1st 
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brigade and Brigadier^General Sprye's were brought up tl^ 
support and reinforce the attack if required. 

Gamara Maior was defended with obstinacy ; the enemy 
suffered greatly from the simultaneoua attack of the columni, 
and lost many men whilst retreating across the bridge. The 
Major-General entered at the head of the 59th regiment ^ the 
troops were thrown into considerable disorder from the nature 
of the ground, mode of attack^ and from the enemy'is immedi- 
atdy bringing a quantity of artille;ry upon the village, und^ 
cover of which they, in a most determined manner, three times 
attempted to retake the bridge and post. A portion of the 1st 
brigade was brought into the village, and the Portuguese were 
placed to its right in order to repel any attack from that p<wit. 
The enemy reinforced his right, opposite to Gamara Maior, 
with much promptitude. Had force sufficient been brought up to 
enable the division to pass the bridges on that day, prisoners 
might have been made fully in proportion to the cannon taken : 
as it is, the trophies of the day were obtained chiefly, ai Lord 
Wellington states, in consequence of the left attack ; and it may 
be further averred, that the 5th division (as the return of cn- 
sualties proves) was the portion of the left chiefly eiq;aged. 

The 5th division remained for nearly three hours in the vil- 
lage of Gamara under a heavy concentrated fire of artillery ; 
and it was not till the right of the army advanced through Vit- 
toria, it was enabled to cross die Zadora, and join in the pursuit. 
Two days after the battle the 5th division was detached in pur- 
suit of General Clausel ; but afterwards rejoined the left column, 
on the 10th of July, at Emane. The 5di division Was ordered 
to relieve the irregular Spanish troops attempting to blockade 
the fortress of St. Sebastian's, and the charge of the left and 
hazardous attack was confided to Major-General Oswald. 

The river Oxumia separated the troops on the right from the 
fortress, so that they were nearly cut off from the enemy : all 
his outworks and communications were to the left ; and, con- 
sequently, it was in that quarter that sallies Were to be appre- 
hended. The enemy held a strongly fortified convent| and was 
constnicting a redoubt contiguous to it about 800 paces m flrom 
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tiM phuie. The atteck of Aese poets feB to the Major-Geue- 
nd ; after a enuurl affair tbej were carried, the coaf ent occupied 
and troops placed oo the ratine of die redoubt This senrice 
tras qiplaaded by the LicoleoBiit-Geoeral, and the Major-Gene- 
raPs conduct noticed in terma of high commendation. On the 
Mb of Jnly a breach io the body of the pkce was deemed bj 
dbe £ngineers practicable, and the assault was confided to 
Major-Oeneral Oswald with the 5th difision, wad some Portu- 
giMMO light troops. It is right to pranise that, when the pro- 
ject of attack was discuised, the Major>General fully stated his 
objections ; it appeared to him, in the first place, that, havii^ 
only one pcmit of attack, and the outworks coirerii^ the length 
and exposed approach to it rettaimng enfire, it became almost 
impracticable io bring «p Mops in that compact order required 
fyr so great an effort ; fldly, that, firom the plan of the works, 
corroborated by all information, the carrying the breadi, and 
even entering it, by no means gave possession of the town ; for, 
that from the breached curtain a descent of at least 20 feet, into 
a cut off low street, not only commanded by the entrenchment 
the enemy had formed, but likewise looked mto by the ra- 
Tine of the very elevated curtain forming the front of the place ; 
that^ accordingly, he could not entertain hopes of success un- 
less some feasible method of carrying that key to the whole 
was pointed out. The troops were formed for die assault on 
the 24th, but the quantity of burning matter placed in die breach 
caused it to be suspended dll die day following. The Major- 
Oeneral again took occanon to represent to the Ueutenant- 
General the insufficiency of our meatis for carryii^ the place^ 
and in a long discussion with the commanding £iq^ineer re- 
newed his ot^ections to the proposed mode of attack. 

On the.25di die assault was given ; the explosion of the mine 
occupied the enemy so much for a moment, that the head of the 
narrow^ronted column got to the breach widi less loss than could 
have beeh calculated, but they were checked by the, to them 
vnlooked-for, descent, and the eneiny instantaneously occupying 
the unimpaired flank defences, opened a most destructive fire 
upon diose at the breadi, and likewise upon the reinforcements 
from the trenches^ who in v»n attempti^d fo get along the narrow- 
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flanked and enfiladed path which led to it. The attempt twatf* 
impracticable, and had manifestly failed the moment the enemy: 
showed a determination to defend the breach : all thatcould be. 
done was to stop a further useless effusion of blood by recalling' 
the troops. The loss on this occasion was very severe. 

Notwithstanding the siege being converted into a blockade,* 
and the heavy artillery being embarked, the approaches, paral-; 
lels, and trenche's, almost to the crest of the Glacis, were atill 
ordered to be held, which occasioned a very arduous and harass- r 
ing service to the troops under the Major-General's command. 
The guards in these advances were exposed to continued sallies, - 
and under the commanding fire of an unimpaired front, it was 
impossible to give them that prompt and adequate support, • 
which the immediate vicinity of the enemy required. Hus 
severe and anxious duty, occasioning a heavy loss daily, continued 
till the 24th of August, when active operations re-commenced, > 
the immediate direction whereof fell to the Major-General* 

The attack was now carried on upon an extended scale; 
heavy batteries were placed on the left, and both the outworks 
that command the approach, and the flank of the curtain itself, 
were partly destroyed and breached. On the 50th, when all 
was prepared for renewing the assault, Lieutenant-General Sir 
James Leith arrived at the camp, to resume his command of the 
5th division. 

On that night the project, for the assault was discussed, and- 
Major-General Oswald was called to assist in the arrangements 
of it. Lieutenant-General Lieith further expressed his wish to. 
have the Major-General's aid in carrying on the attack ; and, in 
consequence of that request, and Sir Thomas Graham's desire, 
Major-General Oswald did volunteer his services at the assault.. 

It may be necessary to observe that the difficulty with which 
the fortress of St. Sebastian was carried, notwithstanding the, 
augmented means brought against it, confirmed the justness of; 
the objections made to the first mode of attack. Lieutenant- 
General Sir Thomas Graham thus noticed the conduct of the 
Major-General during the fore-mentioned siege : 

*' Your Lordship will now permit me to call your atten-. 
tion to the conduct of that disting)iished officer, Major-General 
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Oswald, who has had the temporary command of the 5th .dm- 
aion, in lieatenant^General Leith's absence, during the whole 
of the campaign, and who resigned the command on the SOth 
instant. Having carried on the laborious duties of the left 
attack with indefieitigable attention, no person was more capable 
of giving Lieutenant* General Leith the best information; this 
Sir James Leith acknowledges he did widi a liberality and zeal 
for die service highly praiseworthy, and he continued his valu* 
able services to die last, by acting as a volunteer, and accom- 
panying the Lieutenant-General to die trenches on the occasion 
of the assault. I have infinite satisfaction in assuring your Lord- 
ship of my perfect approbation of Major-General Oswald's 
conduct ever since the 5th division formed a part of the left 
column of the army/' 

The command of the 5di division fell to Major-General Hay 
upon Lieutenant-General Leith's wound, but it was again con- 
ferred upon Major-General Oswald. Upon the 10th of No- 
vember he commanded the division when the enemy's foreposts, 
in firont of St. Jean de Luz, were driven in during the night ; he 
occupied the Fort de Senoa, the day after pursued the enemy 
through St. Jean de Luz, and upon the 13di he established the 
posts of the division in front of Bedart, and placed it in caiH 
tonments immediately adjoining thereto upon the great road to 
Bayonne ; there, under the direction of Lieutenant-General Sir 
John Hope, he commanded the out-posts, and was unremittingly 
employed in making such arnrngements as woidd admit of the 
troops being speedily assembled to repulse the attack, to which 
ke foresaw, from die vicinity to the fortress and bridge at 
Bayonne, that portion of the army was most particularly ex- 
posed. 

But a variety of domestic calls and misfortunes compelled 
him to solicit a temporary leave, and ultimately, upon the death 
of a near relation, to return to Britain. 

In reward of his various military actions, Major-General 
Oswald has been twice honored with his Sovereign's gracious 
acknowledgment of services, in which he held chief command ; 
and three times for thdse in which he held a subordinate station; 
twice by aame he obtained die thanks of Parliament; he wall 
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not nomiiwnjr iiidiided in the YOta for the battle of Maifda, be- 
caose, tboi^ commanding a brigade^ be onlj at the time beld 
the rank of Colonel. He also Ibeara three medala^ one for 
Maida, one for VitCoria, and one for the siege of St« Sebastian's; 
and is one of the Knights Commanders of the Bath. 

The ^nd of July, 1818| he was appomted Colonel in the 
lifle brigade; the l£th of August, 1819, he received the brevet 
of Lieutenant-General ; aud the Qdi of October following was 
removed from the rifle brigade to the Colonelcy of his present 
regiment, the 35th foot. 

310. Libutenant-Gbneral William Dotle. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 24th foot in July, 
1774, and in March, 1776, he embarked for Canada; he served 
the campaign of that and the following year with the advanced 
corps of the army. In October, 1776, he was promoted to a 
lieutenancy ; he was present in every principal action in which 
the northern army vras engaged, and was wounded at nearly the 
close of the campaign, 1777, which terminated in the convention 
of Saratoga. Tliis officer was detained prisoner till exchanged 
in 1781, and then returned to England. In July, 1787, he suc« 
ceeded to a company, and m 1789 again embarked with his 
ragiment for Canada. In May, 1795, he received the brevet ol 
Major, and the 27th of July, 1797, was appointed Deputy Ad^ 
jutant-General in Canada, and Lieutenant-Colonel in the army. 
He remained m Canada until promoted, in July, 1803, to a 
Majority in the Qth battalion of reserve, and shortly after joining 
that battalion, was appointed an Assistant-Adjutant-General oo 
the Irish Establishment. The l6th of August, 1804, ha re- 
ceived the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 62nd ; the 30th of Oo* 
tober, 1805, the rank of Colonel ; and the 4th of June, 181 1, 
Major-Oeneral. He served on the Staff in Irehmd as Major* 
General ; and the 12th of August, 1819^ received the brevet of 
Lieutenant-General. . 

311. Lieutenamt-General John Hatton. 

Appointed Ensign in the 66th foot the 20th of June, 1780; 
Lieutenant the l6di of July, 1782 ; Captain the Slst of Jidy, 
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1783. With the latter rank this officer senred in the West 
Indies eight jears, and at Gibraltar nearly three years. The 
Snd of Seplembery 1795, he obtained a Majority in his regi-> 
menty.and commanded it in the attack of Leogane, St. Domingo. 
The 17th of Augusti 1797, he was appointed lientenant-Co^ 
lonet in the 66th, and served as such in North America and in 
India. The dOth of October, 1805, he received the brevet of 
Colond; and in September, 1807, he returned from India and 
vras appointed to the Staff of Alderney in 1808. The 4th of 
June, 181 1, this officer received the brevet of Major-6eneral> 
and with that rank served on the Staff at Perth ; the 12th of Au- 
gust, 1819, he was promoted to die rank of Iieutenanl*General. 

312. Lieutenant-Gen EBAL Pinson Bonhabc. 

Tbb £4th of April, 1789, this officer was appointed to an 
£nsigncy in the 4th battalion of the 60th foot, and joined bis 
legiment in the West Indies ; received a Lieutenancy in the 5rd 
battalion the 26th of January, 179K The 9di of June, 1793, 
he obtained a company in the 4di battalion of the 6oth, and in 
1794 exchanged into the 69th, and was appointed Major of 
Brigade to General Cuyler, second in command at Portsmoudi. 
In 1795 he was appointed Major of the 2nd battalion of the 
82nd fbo^ reduced on full pay, and continued Major of Brigade ' 
until transferred to the 2nd battaUon of the 69th the 30th of 
May, 1797. The 9th of September, 1797, he received the 
brevet of Lieutenant>Calonel, and served at Martinique as 
Secretary to the Commander-in-Chief, General Cuyler, and 
afterwards as Deputy Quarter-Master-General, in which situ- 
ation he continued till the 30th of September, 1805, when he 
vras appointed Colonel by brevet; the 25th of August, 1807, 
Brigadier-General ; the 4th of June, 1811, Major-General ; and 
the ISth of August, 1819, Lieutenant-General. 

This officer has served twenty-two years and a half in the 
West Indies, during which he has had one leave of absence of 
m months to negotiate for his company. He was ten years 
Deputy Quarter-Master-General, during which be was three 
times at the head of the department, by deadis and removals, and 
transacted all the duties of it for several months at each time. He 
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also acted as chief of the Quarter-Master-Geiieral'B 0eptt(&ieiiC: 
on Ihe two expeditions under General Grinfield, one against St; 
Lucie and Tobago, the other against Demarara and Beibice. 
On the latter he was second in command; In the peace of 1802 
he had six months* leave of absence, which was not complettoi 
before he was again ordered to the West Indies, where he arrived 
in time to be present at the storming of-Morde Fortun6e, St. 
Lucie, on the night of the find of June, 1803. He has served 
in every colonv, English, Spanish, Dutch, and French, withm 
the Leeward Island command: he commanded the troops in the - 
islands of Dominica and St. Kitts. 

After, commanding His Majesty's troops nearly twelve months • 
at Surinam, he was, on the death of Governor Bentinck, 
appointed Governor of that colony, the 11th of October, 1811, 
which station he held till the 26th of February, 1816, when, by 
onders from home, he surrendered the Colony to the Dutch 
force, under the command of Major-General Van Paxhuys and 
Vice-Admiral Van Bream. For a short time he commanded 
the troops at Antigua. 

313. Lieutenant-General Sir William Anson, ^ 

K.C.B. 

This officer commenced his military career the 13th of Jun^' ' 
1789, as an Ensign in the 1st foot guards. He served on the 
Continent with his regiment from the 25th of February to the 
25th of April, 1793, when he received a Lieutenancy in fail 
regiment, with the rank of Captain, and returned home. He 
again went to the Continent, and served from the 1 st of AprH; 
1794, until the return of the army in May, 1795 ; the 28tli' of 
September, 1797, he obtained a company with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant'Colonel. "He embarked, for Sicily -the 25th of July, 
1806, and there served till the 4th of January, 1808, when be 
came home. The 13th of October, 1806, he received the brevet 
of Colonel in the army; the 9th of September, 1808, he em<* 
barked for Spain, and was present at the battle of Coninna. -The 
l6th of July, 1809, he embarked in the expedition to -Zealand^ 
and returned the 14th of September following. The '4& of 
June, 1811, he received the brevet of Major-General in the 
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itmjp and waa^immediately after appointed on ;the Staff of Ire^ 
and, from which he was removed to Ae Staff in the Penmsuhy 
faa^lhof November, 1811 ; and in 1812 was attached to 
Major-General Kemmis' Brigade. He was present at the 
Mitlles of Salamanca, Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Orthes, and 
Touloase; The 12th of August, 1819i he received the brevetof 
Lieutenaat-G^eral •

This officer was appointed a Cadet at WoolH-ich the 15tk of 
March, 177 1 ; Second Lieutenant in the Royal Artillefy, the 1st 
of March, 1774; First lieutenant, the 7th of July, 1779; Cap- 
tain, the 7th of March, 1784 ; Major in the army, the 1st of 
March, 1794; lieutenant-Colonel in the army, the 1st of 
January, 1798; Lieutenant-Colonel in the Royal Artillery, the 
14tb of October, 1801 ; Colonel in the Royal Artilleiy, the Ist 
at June, 1806; and Ma)or*General, the 4th of June, 1811. 

In 1776 be volunteered going to America with the expedi- 
tion under Generals Bui^^oyne and Phillips; on the 8lh of 
Jone he landed at Three Rivers with a six pounder, when that 
I^ace was nearly surprised by the Americans, and the British 
snceeeded in driving them to their boats on Lake St. Francois 
with great loss. 

In 1777 be was at the taking of Ticonderoga and Mount 
Independence ; and in the fall of that year was in the fort of 
Ticonderoga, commanding the artillery, when attacked by the 
Americans. After General Burgoyne's surrender this officer 
letumed to Canada, and in 1780 proceeded towards Lake On- 
tario with two six-pounders, on an expedition under Sir John 
Johnston ; bnt circnmstances altered their destination when on 
the Lake, and thb offiotr afterwards remamed near four years 
at Niagara, and retamed to Eoghind at the end of the war. 
During the principal part of his time in America he was em« 
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ployed as an actiog engineer, 1 wh at li in die woitf 
underwent a complete repair unt . L^ ^.«^.iu.. ^ he was also 
employed in his capacity as E oeer to survey that tract of 
country between the Lakes Erie i id Ontario, which was dien 
purchased from the Indians, ai in which he was fortunate 
jeaovgh to succeed with very great advantage to Govemmeirt. 
In 1791 he volunteered going to the East Indies, and was at 
the siege of Seringapatam when Lord Cornwallis granted terms 
to Tippoo Saib. In 1792 he was at the siege and surrender of 
Pondicherry, and returned to England in 1793, being then pro- 
jnoted to a company. He was quartered at Portsmouth, and 
commanded the artillery in the south-west district. In 1799 
be was employed on the expedition to the Helder, and returning 
to England was shipwrecked in Yarmouth Roads. In 1809| 
being then a Colonel, he was appointed to the command 
of the artillery under Sir Eyre Coote, on the expedition U 
Walcheren, commanded by the Earl of Chatham. In 1814 he 
was placed on the Staff of Gibraltar as a Major-General^ abd 
arrived there in June to relieve Major-General Sipith in tbe 
command of the artillery, but, by the death of the Lieuteifaal- 
Governor, that officer succeeded in the command of the garrison, 
and would not be relieved. Major-General Terrot waited the 
arrival of a Governor for three months, but finding none lik^ 
to appear, he obtained permission to return to England, and 
resigned his Staff appointment. The 1 2th of August, 1819/ he 
received the brevet of Lieutenant'General. 

319. Lieutenant-Genebal William Fyeks. 

Thts officer commenced his military duties as Ensign in tbe 
corps of Engineers, the 8th of November, 1773, at the new 
works on Portsmouth common. On the 11th of the same 
month he received his commission as 2nd Lieutenant. From 
Portsmouth he was ordered, in the year 1774, to Plymouth. In 
the year 1775 he joined the army under Sir William Howe,* at 
Boston. He served in that country during the whole of the 
American war, and was present at most of the principal actions 
which occurred in it, viz. the battle of Brooklyn, tbe landing 
on New York Island, in the Jerseys, the battle of Brandy wine, 
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taking of Philadelphia^ siege and capture of Charlestown^ 8cc. 
For a year after the peace he was stationed at Halifax in 
, Nova Scotia. He obtained his commission as 1st Lieutenant 
the 7th of May, 1779 ; and as Captain-Lieutenant the 20th of 
April, 1787. He returned from Halifax to England^ and was 
employed in the Portsmouth district till the j99St 1788, whatt 
he was ordered to Gibraltar ; in which garrison he aftiBflinink 
succeeded General Morse as commanding Engifieer, and re- 
mained in that situation 12 years, viz. till Ai^ year 1807, when 
he was ordered to £ngland, and appollA^d Deputy-Inspector- 
General of fortifications. Whilst sft* Gibraltar, this officer re- 
ceived the following commissions : Captain the 27th of No- 
' vember, 1793; Majof, by brevet, the 6lh of May, 1795; Lieu- 
- tenant-Colonel ditto, d^ IsC ^of January, 1800; Lieutedant- 
Colooel Royal Engineers the lat of July, 1800; Colonel ditto 
the 1st of July, 1806. In 1809^ whilst holding the office of 
Deputy-Inspector-General of fortifications, he served as Colonel 
~ and Commanding Engineer with the expedition to Walcheren, 
aftd South Beveland, See. The 4th of June, 1811, he received 
iba rank of Major-General ; and the same year he was appoint- 
or ed Commanding Engineer in Ireland. The 12th of August, 
^ 18 199 he received the brevet of Lieutenant-General. This 
,k officer has been almost constantly on duty since he first entered 
^ the army. 

^ 520. Lieutbnant-General Georgk Glasgow. 

This officer was appointed 1st Lieutenant in the Royal 
artillery, the 7th of July, 1779; Captain the 29th of December, 
1784 ; Major in the army the 6th of May, 1795 ; Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1800; Lieutenant- 

"^ Colonel in the Royal artillery the 25th of December, 1801 ; 

■*^i Colonel in the Royal artillery the 24th of July, I8O6; Major- 

7i[ General the 4th of June, 1811; and Lieutenant-General the 
12th of August, 18 19. He served on the Staff in Canada as

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321. Lieutenant-Gbneral Robert Winteb. 

This officer entered the Royal marines in 1773^ sod was 
appointed 1st Lieutenant in the Royal marioes the 20th of Janf^ 

1776 ; Captain the 14th of July, 1780 ; Major in the armj the 
1st of March, 1794 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the lat of 
January, 179B ; Major and Captain in the Royal marinea the 
Ist of July, 1800; Lieutenant- Colonel and Captain in the 
Royal marines the 1st of July, 1803 ; Colonel Commandant en 
Second in the Royal marines the 24th of September, 1806; 
Major-General the 4th of June, 1811 ; and Lieutenant-Genenl 
the 12di of August, 1819. 

This officer served the principal part of the American 
war, in the West Indies, at a part of the siege of Gibraltar ; 
at the siege of St. Kitts ; and in all the naval actions fought 
there. He was also in the battles of the 9th and IStk of 
April, 1782, fought by Lord Rodney, in which he received 
a slight wound. He went on half-pay at the conclusion of 
the American war ; and in 1792 tame on to fuU-pay. He 
served in the West Indies, and in various parts of Europe^ 
until he obtained his Majority m 1800, since which time his i 
services have been confined to this country.

This officer is Governor of Limerick. He has been on half- 
pay ainee 1783 ; his rank is statiomuy. 

S84. Majob*Gbnbbal William Madoz Richabdson. 

Taia officer was a vokmtear in the Royal navy in die year 
1757 ; be was present ai the taking of Senegal, in Africa, the 1st 
ef May, 1766, and oo the ftith of July, in the latter year, lie 
was dangerously wounded by a musket baU in his head, in an 
action urith the natives on the banks of the Senegal River. 
The Ist of Dec e mber, 1758, be was appointed aioi lieu- 
tfant of saarinaa by tht Governor of the Setdeuent, 
llaaOB^ and lAar leatwiMig tfro sickfy seaaeni in that climal^ 
A Jr. Cfl/. IIL E 
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he returned to England^ his commission not having bten CNi- 
firmed. 

In the year 1760 he went to Germanj as a volunteer in the 
20th foot, and served during the seven-years' war : he was a 
volunteer at the battle of Warburgh. The 2nd of August, 176Q» 
he was appointed to an £nsigncy in the 20th foot, and at the 
close of 1 762 to a Lieutenancy : the 12th of January, 1763, be 
purchased a company in the 70th foot ; the 22nd of October, 
1766, he was appointed to a company in the Srd or Buffs ; 
Major in the army the 29tfa of August, 1777; and after a 
service, within a few days of thirty-one years, tweny-sevea of 
which was in the Buffs, he was appointed Major in that regiment. 

The 19th of February, 1783, he had the brevet of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel ; of Colonel in America the 13di of November, 
1790; the Ist of March, 1794, Colonel in the army; and tlie 
11th of July of die latter year, he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the ^th foot ; Major-General the 3rd of May, 
1796; and subsequently Governor of North Yarmouth. 

Major-General Richardson was present at the undermention- 
ed battles and actions : 

Warburgh the 31st of July, 1760; the surprise of Zerinbuigh 
the 5th of September, I76O; batde of Campen the 10th of 
October, 1760; action of Vellinghausen, or Kirk Dunkirk, the 
15di and l6th of July, 1761 ; action at Williamstadt die 24tti 
of June, 1762 ; and of Ewtaw Springs in America the 8th of 
September, 1781. After the latter action he had the command 
of the buffs. He accompanied that regiment to Jamaica, and 
contbued with them till the peace. He then returned to Eng- 
land^ and shortly afterwards rejoined his corps in Jamaica, and 
did not leave them till he brouglit them to England. He faiu 
also served in Gibraltar and Mmorca, and for five months as 
a Captain of Marines on board of a man of war m the Rusaiaa 
armament, although, at that time, beheld the rank of Lieutenefit- 
Colonel in the British army. 

325. Major-Genbbal William Goody Stbutt, 

This officer is dM second son of Mr. Strutt, who, a* Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Ma]den,in Essex, rendered himself re- 
markable by giving his single and solitary diiaent, when the 
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Hmite <if Coramoiis voted iu thanks to ibe late AdoHral Lord 
Keppel in 1778. 

b May, 1773, M«jor*Generel Strutt entered, at an early 
1^, into the senrke as an Ensign in the 6l8t regiment. He 
jdined bis corps in the Island of Minorca, immediately aftar his 
appointment, and in November, 1779^ he was promoted to a 
lieutenancy : while in that island he acted as £xtra AidKle- 
Camp to General Murray, die Commander-Jn-Chief. 

Several new regiments being raised for the defence of our 
foreign garrisons. Lieutenant Strutt was appointed to a com- 
pany in the 9 1st foot,m the latter end of the year 1779- On 
receiving intelligence of his promotion, General Murray sent 
him to England by the way of Leghorn, with important dis- 
patches to his Majesty ; and Captain Strutt arrived in London 
in May, 1 790, having performed his journey by land ib fourteen 
dufB. The 91st regiment bdng complete in men and officers^ 
it was ordered to the West Indies, and formed part of the gar- 
rison of St. Lucie. Captain Strutt embarked in August, 1780, 
for that Island, and soon after joined his corps. Malignant fevers 
havmg spread to an uncommon degree, attended widi great 
mortality among the troops, particularly the new raised regi- 
ments, several of the latter were ordered to be drafted, among 
which was the 91st, in February, 1781 ; that eorps havii^in 
less than twelve months buried more than 800 men. On hk 
return from the West Indies he was sent on the recruiting seiv- 
vice ; but aniious to be more actively employed, be eichanged 
into the 97th foot, in January, 1782^ and embarked with it at 
Plymouth for the relief of Minorca. On his arrival at Gribraltar 
in March following, the 97th vras ordered to land, as General 
Murray had been obliged to surrender, on account of his weak, 
siekly, and starved garrison. In Gibraltar Captain Strutt con- 
tinued under the conunand of General Elliot during the re- 
mainder of the siege of thitt important fortress. 

Soon after the preliminaries of peace were signed^ Captain 
Strutt returned to £q;fauid, and in August, 1783, purchased a 
Majority in the GOIh ngiment; but shordy after, co arednction 
of the 5rd and 4di battalions, being one d die junior field 
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^ffi^fi^ lie wit jwt on the batf-pey list, eUieHgh hb eoauMHOt 
had been signed expressly for the £d battalion. 

No opportoeity offering by which he could get on fall ||fty^ 
Major Strutt ivsoiyed lo vint GeruMmy, in order to acquire tks 
hmgetge, aad obtain a proficiency to the military disciplme of 
that «>untry. Being provided with letters of introductioiKy hm 
iceowPgly left England^ and visited several of the GermMr 
Gmrts. In that of Berlio he resided a considerable time, atti 
was jNreseot at all the reviews of the Prussian troops under the 
iflsasortal Frederick^ to whom he was introduced by the Brilisk 
Aifebassador. The system of tactica he then learned has riaee 
bean of infinite serme to him, and the good effects of whidi 
have appeared on several occasional bodi on the Continent and 
aa die West Indies, during the present war. 

In nBf, hostilities being likely to commence with Francej oo 
aeoount of the affiurs in Holland respecting the Stadholderi for 
whose establishment the Duke of Brunswick, at the head of a 
Truisian army, marched to Amsterdam ; Major Strutt was na- 
duced to return to England and offer his services. 

On the third and fourth battalions of the 60th being rabed^ 
Major Strutt was placed on the full pay of the former, and in 
October of the following year be emlNvked for die West la* 
dies. After a passage oS thirty«two days, he arrived at Barb»- 
does, and was afterwards ordered to Antigua, with directioiif 
to lend four companies to Dominica, and two to Moataerrat- • 

Jn August, 1790, he succeeded to the Lieutenant^Coioneky 
of the third battalioUi by purduise. In die course of this year 
Colonel Strutt was 9ond with a violent fever, attended with 
dangerous symptoms. A few months after bb recoveiy be sailed 
fbr England, some fmdj affiurs requaiing Us attention. 

In April, 1792, by HiaMigesty's express command, he Wia, 
removed* to die 54di regiment, which be accompamed m tho 
expedition under the Marquess of Hastings^ then JLord Mmiai 
16 Flanders, for the puq>ose of relieving the Duke of York. 

In the retreat dnrongh Flanders aikd ShHand, Colonel Strutt 
comnsanded'a brigade, and whicl^ he cpatnmad to bold while 
die British army remained fom the Condaant: 
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The Fimch during the greitest part of the moofli of D^ 
cember» 1794, endeavored by every exertion to cross the 
Waal, uhich they at last accomplished on the 27 th^ near Tnyl. 
An attack was made upon their posts on the 90th^ vfbuk 
the French were driven across the Waal| wiA great loss on 
then- stde, but very little On ours. Colonel Strtitt was then 
aidered to occupy Tuyl ; when the p<»t of Tuyl was retaken 
by the Republicans on the 4th of January, 1795, who taking 
advantage of the intense frost, crossed the river at Bommel on 
ibe ice. The same day they made an attack on Tiel, bnt were 
rapulsed, and obliged to retire. On the 6th they made another 
attempt, and again were beaten back. The following day 
Cdonel Strutt received orders to evacuate the town,, which he 
did without loss, and rejomed the main body of the army at 
Bbenen, and where his brigade was united with the British 
guards* 

The position of the allied army being a Asadvantageonis one, 
h was determined to retreat into Westphalia. On the ^ih of 
January, Sir Ralph Abercromby widi the guards, and Colonel 
Stmtt, were left on the banks of the Yssel, toend^vor toefiect the 
removal of die stores and provisions to Bendieim. The ammuni* 
tioB at Deventer was got off, but the stores in general were destroys 
ed. Two days after. Sir Ralph commenced his munch, and on the 
31st arrived at Oldenzaal. On the 9th of Febrdary Colonel 
Stmtt was separated from the guards, and went with the 54th 
to occupy the out*posts of Northom, with the command of the 
advanced posts of Ninchuy and Velthuyser. Two days after, 
he waa reinforced by the I^ht troops under Count Sombreuil, 
The enemy on the S4di, five times in number to what Colcmel 
Stmtt had under his orders, attacked and drove in the advanced 
posts, with the loss of one-third of the rej^ment of Loyal Emi* 
grsnts, who behaved in the most gallant manner. Colonel 
Stmtt wodd not have ftllen back on Northom on this occasion, 
if an ea&e foreign regiment hid not left him, in spite of every 
effort of his to keep it. Two days aft*, the enemy abandoned 
die two posts, wfaidi Colonel Strutt re-occupied. 

In die beghming of March, the British troops changed their 
poMtion frequently^ first to Meppen, then to Osnaburgb, and 
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afterwards to Diephalt. Soon . after they marched to Bremen 
and Bremerleei and on the 14th of April the infantry embarked 
for England. 

Colonel Strutt in July following was sent to the West Indies 
with the 54ib, and landed at St. Vincents. On the Slst of 
August he received the brevet of Colonel in the army^ and in 
September following he was made a Brigadier-General in the 
West Indies. 

While in the Island of St. Vincents he was enabled to annoy 
the enemy, who then occupied a considerable part of it ; and be 
acquired with his regiment great credit, particularly during the 
action in which he was severely wounded. On the 8th of 
Januaryi 1796, near Colonorie river, he engaged above leOO of 
the enemy, with a force consisting of 13 officers, and 167 non-com« 
missioned officers, drunmiers, and privates, of which nine officers^ 
and 185 non-commissioned officers and privates, were either killed 
or wounded. On this occasion Brigadier-General Strutt was 
himself wounded three times ; first, in the mouth, which brought 
bio^ to the ground for an instant, at four o'clock in the morning. 
An hour after, he received a buck-shot in the breast in charg^g 
the enemy, which still remains in his body; and about six 
o'clock a musket4iall struck him about an inch above the rigbt 
knee, and buried itself in the bone. Before the amputation 
could be performed he was carried above twenty miles, a^d an 
interval of above seventeen hours took place from the time be 
was wounded. 

. In May, 1796, he returned to England, and met with a most 
gracious reception from his sovereign ; and in July, the Deputy 
Governorship of Stirling Castle, in North Britain, having become 
vacant,. His Majesty was pleased to confer it on Br^adier* 
General Strutt. . 

. The following year, his health being greatly recovered, and 
thinking himself capable of being employed once more as m 
officer, he again, offered his services, and was appointed, in May, 
a Bl^dier-G^neral on the Staff in Ireland. He soon after 
set out for that. kingdom, and was for some time at Limerick, 
and afterwards at Tarbert on the Shannon : but findmg his 
health suffer much from the loss of his limb, he was under the 
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iMcewty of requeatii^ lea?e to resign as a Brigadier-Genera), 
which he did in the beginning of 1798. 

On the 18th of June that year, on a promotion of general 
oflkers, he was raised to the rank of Major-General. 
: A mar^ to the gout and ill health, the effects of wounds 
and active service, he now tried Bath, Buxton, &c. but with 
littk benefit ; he therefore formed the resolution of quitting, a 
profession he was much attached to, thinking such a step more 
honorable than remaining in a station he was unable to fill with 
that vigor of mind and body he had been accustomed tg. The 
governorship of Quebec becoming vacant in 1800, by the death of 
General Staates Long Morris, His Majesty was again pleased to 
T«w«rd Major-Genend Strutt's services, by appointing him to it : 
and in August following he was permitted to sell his Lie.utenanu 
Golooe/cj in the 54tb, and retaio his rank in the arn^^ as a 
Major-General. 

326. Major-Gemebal Stephbk Poyntz. 

Tuit officer waa appointed Brigadier and lieutenant in the 
ist regiment of fife guarda, the £4th of December, 1777 ; 
Exempt and Captain the 15th of March, 1781 ; Supernumerary 
Lieutenant-Colonel the 4th of February, 1793; Colonel in the 
army the 3rd of May, 1796; and Major4jrencral the l^.of 
January, 1801. His rank is stationary, and he has not been 
employed on for^n service. 

327. Majoh-Genbral J. Lay Feubieb. 

In the year 1763 this o£Scer was received as a Cadet in 
General Maijoribanks' regiment of His Majesty's Scotch Bri- 
gide, then in the service of Holland as British Auxiliaries. 
He was appointed to an Ensigncy on the 30th of October, 
1764, and served as a subaltern till promoted to a company in 
the same regiment, on the 28th of October, 1772. On the 
50tb of July, 1776, he was appointed Major; and on the 9th 
of Auignst, 1779, Lieutenant-Colonel to the Honorable General 
John Stewart's regiment of the same brigade ; which commis- 
skm he held till the 10th of February, 1783, when, in conse- 
quence of an order from t|^ Dutch Government calling upo«

others^ gave in his resignation, and was depiUed vritli another 
Field Officer in the name of their brother olScecs, lo jay tMr 
case before His Majesty, who was most graciooilj pleased to 
apprete of their eooditct, and signified ta them, ihrougk Lord 
Grantham, then Secretary of State, and Oeseral Conwav, Cofl»> 
mander-in-Chief, his acceptation of their offer of service, shooM 
the war continue. Peace, however, shortly after taking pboe^ 
and their situation being brought before Pariiamenf, haif^pij 
was unanimously voted them agreeable to the regimental rank 
respectively held by each individual. In this situation he coih 
tinued till 17939 when the war breaking ovt, Hie Majesty ia 
council, in the month of June of that year, was pleased to issae 
an order re-establishing the Scotch Brigade, and likeifise te 
issue a few days afterwards Commissions to three of the FieU 
Officers of that brigade who had been on half-pay since 1783^ 
to the command of the three regiments, in which Commis- 
sions the brigade is named as then existing. To the third 
of these corps this officer was appointed LieutelHUkt*Coioi 
Commandant, and at a very considerable private eopense 
pleted the same in October, 1794. In this month a Cotonel- 
in-Chief with a fourth battalion was appointed from the British 
line, who had never served in the brigade. This aippointmeftt 
was accompanied with a letter from the Secretary at Wai, 
stating, that it was in no ways to interfere ysi'nh Lieutenant- 
Colonel Ferrier's emoluments as Lieutenant-ColoneUCom- 
mandant. He had also the mortification to be informed by the 
Commander-in-Chief (Lord Amherst) that the ten years he hod 
been on British half-pay was not to be included ia looking &»• 
ward to brevet rank in the line, and was only to reckon from 
the date of his last commission, in 1793. In 179^i the 1st and 
2nd battalions havrag fiiiled to complete their numbera, thej 
were ordered to be drafted into the other two, of whieh' the 4th 
vfM esade the Ist, and the 3rd the dnd. The battalion this 
officer had the honor to conunand, after havidg taken the ikMgf 
of Edinburgh Castle daring the latter end of 1794> Dunbar 
Camp, and Hiisea Barrack^ embarked at Pertsotfoutb in No-

^^ The declared Intentions and express Orders of the Crowii^ 
agreeable to justice, honor, and national faith, proved to hav« 
been counteracted and frustrated by some of those whose dn^ 
it was to concur in executing them, so as to make an Officid 
Declaration. by His Majesty have theeffectof aruinous snare 
to those who relied upon it. 

^ Endeavours to make His Majesty's just and gracious inten- 
tions prevail over what was done to frustrate them, have been 
used by three Secretaries of State in different AdministratioBS, 
and a fourth Secretary of State to whom another Cabinet Mi- 
nister, who had taken the trouble to make himself master of tki 
subject, exposed the case in the light in which his high seolt 
ments of honor and his zeal for the honor of the Crown made 
it appear, was upon the point of insisting on the necessity of 
removing th6 grounds of such a complaint, vrhen a sudden change 
of mimstry put it out of his power. All those endeavours having 
proved ineffectual, it was resolved to petition Parliament to take 
the matter into consideration ; and a county member of greit 
distinction had, in the year 1809> « petition for that purpose in 
the House of Commons ready to present, whoi Sir James Pnl- 
teney, then Secretary at War, who was likewise master of '4i» 
subject, and saw the case in the same light with the Cabinet 
Minister alluded to, advised against the application to Perlia- 
ment ; to render which unnecessary, he used, immediately aflb» 
wards, such means as were in his power, but without, effect. 
The case has not yet been laid before Hi« Royal Highness the 
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Prince Regent, uicl the object ;of this memoir is to obtiite 
erroneous ideas which may be occasioned by want of informa- 
tion on-lbe subject ; should His Royal Highness be pleased to 
order Aat those who suffer the grievances alluded to, shall be 
placed m the respective situations which they must now have 
Md, had not His Majesty's declared intentions concerning them 
been thus frustrated. In June/ 1793, an Order, or Warrant, 
was issued by Hb Majesty for restoring to the Establishment 
of the British army, diree regiments which were near the head 
of Aat Establishment when ordered abroad to the defence of 
the United Netheriands, where they were distinguished by the 
name of the Scotch Brigade. At it would have been contrary 
to reason and justice that the nature of the service upon whidi 
the Crown had emptoyed those regiments, should occasion their 
•xtinctioo or should hurt the mib'tary fortune of the officers, 
while twenty-two of later date on the Establishment, which re^' 
mained at home when those were ordered abroad, suffered no 
such loss ; the same motives called for their re-establishment, as 
for diat of the 1st or royal regiment after it had been long in 
die service of France. 

** But some of those, whose duty it was to concur in carrying 
ioto efiect His Majesty's just and gracious intentions wijtb re- 
gard to those regiments^ were guilty of doing all that lay iu their 
power to frustrate those intentions, and what they did has ever 
aioce remained in force. (It is not known with certainty who 
Aoee persons were, but it is believed that their influence extended 
greatly beyond their situations, and that they avoided all risk of 
fMaishment by screening Aemselves behind their official supe- 
riors.) His Majesty's Order, ' that the Scotch Brigade, for- 
meriy in the service of the Umted Nedieilands, should be re- 
•atabfished ;' as expressed in the warrant, was an order that three 
rqpments whic^ were, before I sent abroad, near the head 
of the establidunent of the I h Army, should be restored to 
that establishment.

lion. (Letter of the 20th of December^ 1782^ by Ibe kte Laid 
Grantham^ then Secretary of State, to Lieateiiant-Coldiid Fer- 
ries now Major-General, and Major Lind, both of the Scotch 
Brigade.) This to men of honor seemed perfectly sufficient^ be* 
cause the being encouraged to renounce a moral certain^ of 
successive prefermentj left in their option by the State8-G«i»- 
ral, if they would consent to serve under the colors of the 
Republic, was equivalent in honor to the most positive promise 
that they should suffer no loss by so doing. 

** But those who formed the plan to frustrate the just audi 
gracious intentions with which His Majesty ordered the r«- 
establishment of that Brigade, contrived that the Officers should 
be treated as havmg ceased to have rank in any army from the 
day that they refused to serve under other colors than those of 
Great Britain. This was shewing equal contempt of the in- 
tentions with which the Crown ordered the regiments abravl 
to the assistance of an Ally, and of His Majesty's gracious iii- 
tentions to fulfil those of His Royal Predecessors^ by btug 
pleased to order that they should be restored to the Establish-* 
ment of the British Army. For the least glimpse of reaaon 
was sufficient to show, that when three regiments, near the 
head of the Peace Establishment of the British Army, 
ordered abroad to the assistance of an Ally, and when a 
ceeding Sovereign agreed that they should continue to be 
ployed in the defence of the same confederate country, it contf 
not possibly have been the intention of the Crown, that in can 
of an interruption of the alliance, the Officers of those regi- 
ments should suffer any loss, from which the Officers of junior 
regiments otherwise employed were exempt. Yet those pa^ 
sons contrived that they should suffer a loss, which to OffiMV 
who are animated with a true military spirit nothing can coiir 
pensate. (Those person, imputed to the Sovereign, whoso.ra^^ 
is by the Constitution always the same, to have reasoned in this 
manner: — ^'Because I delegated my authority over thoae re- 
giments to an Ally, until they should be recalled, therefbie 
when I restore them to the Establishment of the Britidi Army, 
the Officers, whose rank was conferred by that delegated au- 
thority, must suffer such a retrogradation in the military career. 
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BS wiU deprife ikem of tbat prospect of risiiig high which they 
41WW had before ; and if by chance any amongst them shonhl 
have the qualities requuite for rendering the most important 
aenrices to the Crown and nation, those services must be en*' 
tirely lost^ Military men, who have exerted themselves to bo- 
cooM capalile of serving the State in important situations, can- 
not be- iopposed to renounce, on any account whatever, the 
prospect of becomii^ eligible by their rank to those situations ; 
therefore, to those who have long applied their minds to die 
various branches of the MHitary Science, and flattered them- 
selvtes with the hopes that it would not be in vain, nothing more 
exasperating can be imagined than such a degradation. 

^' Their having been subjected to it was therefore a most 
beinous o£Fence against the Sovereign, because nothing reduciid 
anjT of the dicers to the necessity of submitting to it, but their 
havuig been aKX>uraged by the already-mentioned letter, to 
leave their future fate to His Majesty's disposal. They were 
thereby not only encouraged* to renounce that prospect in 
another army which many of their brother officers retained with 
His Majesty's permission ; a prospect to which many princes of 
some of the first Sovereign Houses, in Europe, who served under 
the. colors of the Dutch Republic, bounded their ambition;— 
(of two of which Houses, those of Brunswick arid Holstein, 
are three Kings and an Emperor. These Princes, whatever 
tbeir pecniuary iortunes might be, had rank at all the Courts of 
Burope, above any subjects, except the ambassadors of crowned 
h e ads ;)— -but madb to believe their rank so secure, that none of 
Ihem ever imagined it could be necessary to recover it in the 
British army in the same manner that it could then be attained 
by newly appointed Ensigns, which most of the Field Officers 
had. die means of accomplishiiq; by purchasiiqr soon after they 
came over, the five first commissions, and which, how humiliat- 
ing -aoever it was to be reduced to such a necessity, would heve 
prevented several hundreds of junior Officers from getting 
before them, daring the period that they themselves received 
Britiah half-pay, according to dieir respective ranks. 

^.Therefore those who decided that their military rank ceased 
from the day that they refused to quit the Royal colors of Great 
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Brittia, mmde an oflkiid deehnitkNi by His Majdttjr lum lh« 
dfcct of B rniDOUi foare to ihate who ralitd upoD it^ t6 iAmb 
dwj gave greal cauae to complain witb incontoalabla tnid^ of 
hMSfiag been dtceived and betrayed, whereby Ihegr ware nuub to 
suier the lois of what was of higher Taloe to aome of tbeM 
than any pecuniary fortune. The onlimited power of die Crown 
.with regtfd to the Amy has been stated in Tindicatioo a! the 
eiithors of the proceeding here set forth, as screening them from 
the, imputation of guilt, in having ascribed that pixweadiiig to the 
Crown ; as if the most despotic monarch, who having acquired m 
power over the foKunea of any set of men, by an enoouragemeDt 
given them to place their aole reliance on him, and who shonkl 
uftirwards eierciae that power to their eztneme grievance, would 
not act as wicked and detestable a part as any private peraoB 
who should do the same. 

^ A noble example of strict acUierenoe to engagements, whafev 
ever advantage might be gained by evading them, was given to 
all Sovereigns, and those who exercise their authority, by tin 
Monarch of a neighbcMmg kingdom, in rejecting with diidais 
the advice of some of his counsellors, who endeavoured by 
Machiavelian arguments to justify the violation of a promiae ho 
bad made to subjects who were in rebellion against bun, alflHN|||i 
by his exercising to the psejudice of those rebels a power whioii 
their entire reliance on hiii honor and integrity gave him, a tows 
must have been forced to surrender which they hdd cwt apinaf 
him during thirteen months. (Louis XIII. King of France^ oo 
the occasion of the siege of La Rochialfe.) But in the preaaail 
ease, even supposing all princi{^ of honor to be so much dia^ 
regarded, that a pretext of inexpediency could be opposed is 
the reparation claimed, any such pretext would be absolutely 
groundless ; for none have expressed more strongly their dblion* 
reniee of the perfidy complained of than many of that das9 of 
men ^ho cquU alone reap the smallest advantage hamjlL 
(That the case might be knovm to the whole Army, a Ustosy of 
the Scotch Brigade was published in the year 1794, befese dm 
complete accomplishment of the phn that had been laid to inB»» 
trate His Majesty^a gracious btentions of presermig k. A 
statedMut of fiicts on tUe saine subject, printed m 1799, wua 
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circulated amongst all the Field-Officers of the arm j then m thb 
kingdom; and ever since 1807, there has appeared in diis 
metropolis a publication of which this is the substance, bearing 
nearly the same title.) 

^ it was officially declared in the year 1798, that ' His Royal 
Hi^iness the Duke of York does not consider that the case of 
the officers of the Scotch brigade, formerly in the service of 
Holland, remains in the most distant manner to be determined by 
him in his situation of Commander-in-Chief.' (Extract of a 
Letter of the 28ih of July, 1798, from Colonel Brownrigg^ then 
Public Secretary to His Royal Highness the Commander-in- 
Chief, to Laeutenant-Colonel Colyear Robertson.) 

'' Although the regiments which composed the Scotch bri- 
gade only came upon the establishment of the British army at 
Cbe aame time with the present 5th and 6th of foot^ which were 
likewise first formed in the army of the United Netherlands, 
they were amongst the oldest regular troops in Europe, having 
aarved under William the First, Prince of Orange^ and his 
sons, Maurice and Frederick Henry, in the wars which accom- 
plished the formation of the Dutch Republic. By their exploits 
both then, and in the greatest subsequent wars of the continent, 
they acquired so high a reputation, that His Majesty's order for 
their re-establishment was applauded by all who had any zeal 
for the honor of the British arms, particularly by some of the 
greatest families of this kingdom, whose ancestors served in 
them, and acted their part in those exploits. A more extraordi- 
nary feat of war is not recorded in all history, ancient or modem, 
than one at which were present some of the officers who refused, 
in 1783, to quit the Royal British colors^ under which it was 
performed : an engagement, in which three battalions opposed, 
during several hours, more than ten times their number, and 
forced them twice to retreat, when the French army had entered 
JBergen-op-zoom, the Governor of which, and most of the 
garrison had tied, after withstanding a siege of sixty-four days of 
open trenches. These three battalions, having lost three-fourths 
of tlieir numbers, and seeing the impossibility of effecting what 
thef bad attempted, retreated to the camp of the allies, carrying 
off vfidb them not only their own colors, but those of all the 
M. M. Col. III. F 
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other regiments^ which had been left, in die precipitation of the 
flight, at the Governor's house. 

^' Such were the regiments, to prevent the' preservation of 
which His Majesty's express order was counteracted, and its 
objects frustrated. Whether or not that order, whereof a main 
object was to secure the officers from suffering any loss in their 
military fortune, from the nature of the service on which the 
crown had employed their regiments, shall continue to be super- 
seded by what was done contrary to justice, honor, and national 
faith, is what remains to be decided." 

SUPPLEMENT. 

*^ The same Field-Officer of the Scotch brigade who signed, 
in the name df the whole, a petition to His Majesty for its re- 
establishment, in December, 1792, had been employed by 
Government a few years before on a mission to the United 
Netherlands, whereof the object was to convey such encourage- 
ment to the States of one of the Provinces, and to the Govern- 
ment of the only remaining well-affected town of another pro- 
vince, as'might make them hold out against the faction hostile to 
Great Britain and the House of Orange; which faction so greatly 
prevailed at that time, summer, 17S7> that it had nearly made 
the Republic dependent on a neighbouring power. Upon the 
town alluded to depended the only port where British troops, 
then held in readiness to be sent over, could be received ; and if 
the province to which he was sent could be compelled to join 
the prevailing faction, the hostile party would have had a 
majority in the States General. His services on that occasion 
appeared in such a light to Government, that in spring, 1793, be 
was sent for to the Treasury, and informed by the Ri|^t 
Honorable Sir Evan Nepean, then Under Secretary of State, 
that it was resolved upon, with the concurrence of Lord 
Amhersty then Commander-in-Chief, that be was to have a 
regiment as Lieutenant-Colonel Commandant, which was imme- 
diately to be formed without trouble or expense to him, and sent 
to reinforce the garrison of the Cape of Good Hope. Some 
change of circumstances made this measure be desisted from ; 
but the intended recompence, which he believed to have been 
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IMTOposed by the late Right Honorable William Pitt^ from ii?hom 
he received his iustructions verballv on going abroad^ m^^s the 
more flattering that it was owing to no solicitation of his^ and that 
no new regiment had yet been added to the British army. But 
a short time afterwards, on the re-establishment of the Scotch 
brigade, he was, to his utter astonishment, informed, that it was 
•ipected he should serve in the rank of Major under more than 
three hundred junior Field-Officers, a degradation which would 
have prevented the acquisition of the highest honors and greatest 
fortune ever acquired in the military line by a British subject. 
As he thought it impossible, for the reasons above stated, that 
so flagrant an injustice could remain long without redress, he 
was rather astonbhed than vexed by the information ; otherwise 
it may easily be imagined what must have been felt on such an 
occasion by an Officer who had been twice advanced in an 
extraordinary manner by the late Duke Louis of Brunswick, 
and bad declined, in the hopes of being allowed an equal chance 
of serving his own country with other Officers of the same 
brigade, advantageous offers in the^ Imperial army, then the 
greatest in Europe. (Of several General Officers then in the 
British army, whose rank was grounded on that which they had 
acquired in the Scotch brigade, some had changed from it to 
regiments serving at home with superior rank in those regi- 
ments ; yet they woidd have suffered no loss had they even 
been denied equal rank, as they still retained their first situations 
until the future was secured.) Tims the being deprived of that 
prospect in the military line, which no consideration could have 
made him renounce, and which nothing gave the power to take 
from him but die confidence he was encouraged to place in the 
good fiaith of his country, has been the reward of those services 
that were once acknowledged to merit a recompence nhich 
emceeded in pecuniary advantages his own expectations or 
wiabes ; to perform which services he voluntarily went over with 
all poasible expedition to a part of the Continent then in such a 
state, that his Majesty's Mimster residing there was obliged to 
procure, by the intervention of the Ministers of other Powers, an 
order for the protection of his person from the violence of 
armed mobe boiCile to Great Britain, and regardless of the 
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law of nationffy by whom that coitntry was then ot^nHW. 
Ail tb« assertions cootaioed in this paper are to myceftuiP' 
knowledge strictly true.

The grenadier company ta 
consist of one Captain, two Xaeutenants, three Serjeants, three 
Corporals, two Drummers, two Fifers^r and fifty^swen priv«t9 
men: and each battalioncompany to consist of one Captain, 
one Lieutenant, one Ensign, three Serjeants,, three Corponds, 
two Drummers, and fifty-seven private men, with the usual Staff 
officers, and with a Serjeant-Major and Qdarter-Master-Serjeant^ 
exclusive of the Serjeants above specified. The regimedt is to ber 
under your command as Lieutenant- Colonel, with a company, and 
to have one Major, having also a company. The Captain*Liett« 
tenant is, as usual, included in the number of Lieutenants above^ 
mentioned.

The Beating to authorise this levy being made out an the nsuai 
form, alUws the recruitisg to be carried on iii eny pert of Offt 
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•Britaio. It ia meant, notwithstandiag, .to be coofined to Scot- 
land. No man is to be enlisted aboine thirty-4ive years of age, 
nor under five feet four inches high. Well-made, growing lids, 
between sixteen and eighteen years of age, may be taken at five 
feet three inches. The recruits aie to be engaged without limit- 
ation, as to the period or place of service. The non-com- 
miiskmed officers and privates are to be inspected by a General 
Officer, who will reject all such as are unfit for service, or not 
enlisted in conformity to the terms of this letter. It has been 
liiougkt unnecessary to prescribe any particular time for the 
completion of your corps.

State of Facts concerning the late ScGtch Brigade. 

^ The Scotch Brigade, late id the senrice of HoHand, con- 
sisted of three regiments, two battalions to each regiment. 

^ The first regiment, in the year 1783, was commanded by a 
Colonel M'Alister, and next to him Lieutenant-Colonel Cttn- 
Bingham ; Colonel M'Alister, now a Major-General, and still 
Regimental Lieutenant-Colonel to that regiment. 

^ The second regiment was commanded by a Colonel Ben- 
tittck, next to bim stood Colonel M'Leod, and Aen Lieutenant- 
Cdooel Halkett; Colonel Bentinck, still Colonel to that regi- 
ment, and now a Major-General. 

^ The third regiment was commanded by a Colonel Hamilton, 
next to Um Lientenaat-Colond Lrreystone, and then Lieutenant- 
Coldkid Fenrier. Oylonel Hamilton died above five years ago, 
and aboat the same period Lieutenant-Colonel Liveystone was 
diMniflied die aenrice, and the Major who succeeded to lieute- 
nant-Colonel Ferrier (on his refusal to take the oath against 
Britain) has been eter smce Colonel-Commandant to that corps,

<' llie humble Petition of the Field-Officers showeth. That 
before the three regiments of which the Petitioners are the r^ 
mains, were sent abroad by King William, they were in every 
respect on the same footing with all other regiments then on the 
establishment of Great Britain. That during the whole time 
they were off the establishment, the order by which they weie 
sent abroad remained in force. That having been ordered 
abroad by the Sovereign, to the assistance of an allied state, all 
that the Scotch Brigade performed in obedience to these ordera, 
the Petitioners hope will be considered as services to theCrdwn. 
Though few of the Petitioners had any share in the action, they 
are not only the remains of the same regiments, but some are die 
sous of grandsons of those who were killed in commanding them. 
That because of the very strict alliance which subsisted betwiit 
the two states, it was thought unnecessary, until the year 1757, 
that the officers of these regiments, while in the pay of the Stales 
General, should take an oath of allegiance to dieir own .Sov^ 
reign ; but in that year they were obliged by Act of Parliament 
to take the same oaths with those of the regiments serving in die 
British dominions. That from this sanction of Parliament in 
confirmation of the original order of the Sovereign, by which 
those regiments were employed abroad, young men of faaaiy 
continued to be sent over to serve in the Scotch BrigiKle, in the 
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faith of that corps being as much a part of the British armj as it 
was Mrheo first sent abroad^ temporary cessation of enlisting 
private men in Scotland not being looked upon as any argument 
to the contrary, by persons who knew that in these regiments 
private soldiers were bound by no oath to the States General^ 
but entirely at the disposal of their officers^ whom they were 
obliged to obey upon pain of death. That the three regiments 
of the Scotch Brigade are believed to have been of the number 
of the six belonging to the Crown of Great Britain, that were in 
the pay of the Dutch Republic before the revolution, and came 
over with King William on that occasion ; but the States General, 
in a letter to their Ambassador in England, in the year 1701, 
direct him to present their thanks to the King for having sent 
over to their assistance three Scotch regiments, without any 
mention of these regiments having been before in their pay. 
That in the year 1687 King James the Second, being at that 
time displeased with the States General, recalled his six regi- 
ments then in their pay ; but the Prince of Orange, having per- 
suaded all the officers to remain, except 60, and these having 
thrown up their Dutch commissions, the King sent a Royal 
yacht with three months' pay, to convey them over to England, 
and soon after gave out commissions for raising three regimenta 
to reinstate them, according to their former rank in Holland. 
That during the war of the succession, two new-raised regimenta 
having been added to the Scotch Brigade, and having been 
reduced m Holland, in the year 1717, the officers were not only 
pat upon the same footing with those of all other British regi- 
ments that had been raised during the war, and disbanded at the 
peace, but that a sum of £ 60,000 was granted by Parliament^ 
to pay the arrears then owing to those officers by the Dutch 
Republic. That the three old British regiments in the pay of 
die Umted Netherlands having belonged before the Union particu- 
fairlj to Scotland, the rule observed in preferments was adapted to 
tbe state of their country, where younger sons of the first families 
muat often have been superseded by their inferiors, had advance- 
aaent been obfeined by purchase. That since the officers of new- 
raised regiments in die pay of the United Netherlands, whose 
fate was tbe consequence of an expected redaction, were thus 



treated like those of all other new-rabed regiments, whose £^0 
was the consequence of their loyalty and patriotism, would bate 
been restored to the same footing with all other old regiments. 
That the Dutch Republic, becoming the enemy, from having 
been the strictest ally of Great Britain, endeavoured to appro- 
priate to themselves your Majesty^s regiments in their pay, by 
obliging the officers to swear that they acknowledged no power 
except the States General as their lawful Sovereign. That thofle 
regiments being quartered in four separate garrisons, all remote 
from the coast, it was not in the power of the Petitioners to lead 
home their several battalions in arms from the Dutch territories^ 
which they might otherwise have done. For though the greatef^ 
part of the private soldiers were at that time foreigners by birth, 
very few were subjects of the States General, and being under 
the absolute command of their officers, were entirely at the dia* 
posal of your Majesty. That having applied to your Majesty'tf 
Ministers for orders, and your Majesty's gracious protecljaa 
having been officially promised to thpse officers who sbouU 
return to Greiit Britain, the Petitioners, to the number of Hint 
Field-Officers and forty-6ve Captains, Lieutenan^ts, and EnsignSi 
came over to England ^i the spring of 1783. That the colain^ 
uniform, sash and gorget, beat of drum, and word of commaign^. 
were th^n changed from British to D.utcb^ so thajt the remaii^i^ 
officers who submitted to the oath and these other conditiopf, 
were no longer British. But a regiment is never considered nn 
annihilated by what it suffers from an enemy, whii/e the best part 
of the officers remain true to their colors : the Scotch Brigade 
still existed in the persons of the Petitioners. That regiments 
which have had by the chance of war the misfoi-tune Co bP toU|l]|/* 
t^ken prisoners, whose colors have fallen into the halida 9$ 
the enemy, and of which none but the officers returned, liB,ffi 
nevertheless been considered as still existing, have since fae^ 
completed, and are now on foot as before, ^rhat wheth|er n 
regiment has been sent abroad to the assistance of an Mfp 
or employed on any other service, bpth being by the ordfJ^ 
of the Sovereign, np cli^rence has been lo^de bet«i^ 
the one and the other, ^vhen they retuiiied. I^f^biiir 
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has it. ever .been coDsi^ered M an aliena^on qf a rtgt^ 

ment that it has been Ipng paid by an allied .a^e^ iwhen 

employed in its defence. Thus the first oir floyal regiment 

lost nothing bj having been forty years in the pay of franee. 

Th?^ if the behaviour of the Scotch Brigade in fulfilling the 

purpose for which it was ordered abroad, is ^en into conpi- 

deiatioop it will seem hard that by having been so empipyie^ it should 

Uifhit its former condition in the Briti^ army. An instancf 

of that Miaviour, fresh in the memory pf many oflicers of 

dtfEerent nations, happened at the aiege of Bergen-ppf-aoom. 

All of the brigade employed in the defence, pot amounting to 

eighteen hundred men, and supported by only one. Dutch bat- 

ti^q, after the Governor and all the rest of the garrison had 

flctd, attempted to drive out the besi^ers when in the heart of 

tb^ tpwp, and sustained an engagement of several hours with the 

wifaole French army ; but finding that further resistance mmt

'' By Resumption, &c." 

/' Itisresolvedy that His Serene Highness the Prince of Onaagt, 
as Captain-General of the Union, shall be authorized and re^ 
quested, as the said Captain-General is by these authoriied 
and requested, to require of all the officers now present doing 
datji of the three regiments composing the Scotch Brigadci^ 
that they, over and above the oath given by them before the 
Council of Surte, and that given to the States of the different 
Provinces upon whose establishment they are paid, it shall be 
farther exacted from them to swear the safne oath, (at thia 
period the officers of the Scotch Brigade had not taken the oatb 
of allegiance to Great Britain, therefore this .excuse for their 
present conduct can have no manner of hold. French gold 
was in circulation among them, and produced this ungrateM 
transaction, and otherwise the ruin for the time of the Repub- 
lic,) which was demanded from the officers of the said corps io 
former .wars between the crowns of Great Britain and thcf 
States-General, in such form and manner as shall be hereafter 
expressed, upon pain that the commissions of such officers as 
do refuse to take the said oath shall be declared vacant and 
forfeited, unless that they, the said officers, determine to obey 
this order of their High Mightinesses, within the term of six 
weeks from the date of this notification of the resolution ; and 
that His Serene Highness the Prince of Orange shall be re- 
quested to send the proper orders to the Governors, Lieutenant- 
Gevernors or Commanding Officers of the garrisons where any 
of the said three Scotch regiments are in quarters, to exact tke 
said oath from all the officers present domg duty in the senrioe 
of their High Mightinesses : that with regard to the officers 
absent on Furlough, His Serene Highness the Prince of Orange 
shall be authorised and requested, in terms of this resolution, to 
direct that the said absent officers be ordered to join their respec- 
tive regiments on or before the 1st of March, 1783, for the pur- 
pose of having the said oath adminbtered to them, upon pais •# 
undergoing the same penalty with the officers present who re- 
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hoe to like the Mme. It is howerer to b« nndentood that 
tbo9t officen who are placed by the army, or dispenaed firom 
aenrice, and who have retired to Scotland, are to be exempted 
from taking the said oath, and that with regard to what concema 
them, they are to enjoy their pay as formerly. And finally, 
that His Serene Highness the Prince of Orange shall be autho- 
rised and requested, so as by these he is vested with full power, 
to make the proper arrangements, and issue the necessary orders, 
to the end that the said regiments now composing the Sootdi 
Brigade, shall by the first opportunity of their receiving new 
regimentals be clothed in the same uniform with the other regi- 
pients of infantry in the service of the state ; and that in the mean 
time the officers of the said three regiments must provide theoi- 
aelves with orange sashes, and gorgets, and eqwntons, agree* 
able to the model of the other troops in the service of their 
Mightinesses. As also that their colors AM be changed in 
naoner, so that they may not longer be permitted insultingly to 
parade with the hostile arms of the King of Great Britain upon 
the same. And that further, the said regiments are to issue their 
orders and words of command in the Dutch language and no 
moce beat the Scotch march.

328. Major-Gsnbral Lawrence Bradshaw. 

The 25th of September, 1780, this officer received an 
Ensigncy in the 46th; the 3rd of September, 1781, a Lien- 
tenancy in the 13th foot ; and the 30th of April, 1790j a com- 
pany in the 13th foot. War with Spain being expected in 
consequence of the Nootka Sound dispute, he embarked at 
Cork| immediately after his promotion to a company, and sailed 
on an expedition against the Spanish settlements in the West 
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IiMKes; but receiving intelligence at Barbadoes that the 
differences between the two countries were adjusted, he pro* 
ceeded to Jamaica. On the breaking out of the war with 
France, in 1793, he embarked with his regiment on an expedi- 
dion against St. Domingo, and served in that island as long as 
the lament remained there, and in every part of the island 
occupied bj the British. He was in various actions whilst 
•fnplojred on this service, and commanded at St. Mare's and 
Tiburon, when those posts were attacked by the enemy. He 
received the Majority of his regiment the 1 1 th of September, 
1794, and commanded it in St, Domingo till 179^, when be 
returned to England. The 1st of September, 1793, he suc- 
ceeded to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy. Laeutenant-Cotonel Brad- 
shaw served in Ireland during the rebellion : in 1800, be em*^ 
barked in the expedition to Ferrol, and afterwards proceeded to 
Gibraltar, when the troops joined the army under Sir Ralph 
Abercromby and sailed to Cadiz, where it not being deemed 
expedient to land, the army was divided, and the 13th foot, 
after remaining some time at Minorca, Malta, and Marmorice, 
proceeded to Aboukir Bay, under Sir Ralph Abercromby^ and 
landed in Egypt on the 8th of March, 1801. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Bradshaw was in the battles of the 13th and Slat of 
that month, and remained in Egypt with the regiment untO 
ordered home on account of ill health. The 2nd of February, 
1803, he was appointed Major and Lieutenant-Colon^ of the 
1st life guards; the 2«Sth of September, 1803, Colonel by 
brevet, and the 25th of July, 1810, Major-General* 

In 1806this officer was appointed one of the Commissioners 
of Military Inquiry, which situation he held till the termination 
of that commission in 1812, when he obtained permission to 
dispose of bis regimental commission in the 1st life guards, 
retaining his rank in the army. 

529. Ma job-General Augustus, Baron Vslthbiic. 

This officer was appointed Colonel in the British armji and 
lieutenant-Colonel in the £d dragoons King's German Ligioiif tbe 
17th of Aprils 1804 ; Colonel Commandant of tb« Srd Hoisaft 
King's German Lqpon the 7th of May, 1810; Major-General 
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the^thof July, 1810; and Colonel Commandant of the Sod 
light dragoons King's German Legion the 24th of Jmmuj, 

1814. , 

Tbis officer is a Knight of the Royal Prussian Order of St. 
John, and Colonel Commandant of the 2d light dragoons m 
the King's German Legion : he served as Captain and Major 
(m the Hanoverian army) of dragoons under the command of 
the Duke of York in the revolutionary war, and was employed 
on the advanced posts. When the French afterwards overran 
Hanover, he came to England and offered his services. He ob- 
tained a commission as Lieutenant-Colonel, with the rank of 
Colonel^ and subsequently assisted Major-General Baron 
Schatte in raising a regiment of German dragoons^ which he^ as 
the Commanding Officer, brought over to England, and orgn- 
nixed the same. He was soon afterwards honored with the 
command of a brigade as Colonel on the Staff, and subse* 
quently appointed Biigadier-General, with tlie command of tke 
Fermoy division in Ireland, under the immediate orders of Lieli- 
tenftnt-General (now Getieral) Floyd. He was appointed Co- 
lonel Commandant of the 3rd regiment of Hussars Kii^s 
Gentian Legion; tUe 7th of May, 1810; Major-General the 
£5tU of July, 1810; and was transferred from the command of 
the 3rd Hussars to the Light Dragoons King's German legioo, 
the 24di df January, 1814. 

The' Major-General has always been desirous of active em- 
ployment, and offered his services for Spain, but was not so 
fortunate as to have the opportunity afforded him of sharing in 
the Ikilrelir of tlie Peninsula campaigns. 

330. Major-Gensral Peter Duplat. 

This officer commenced his military career in the yeir 
1774, as Cadet in the Hanoverian regiment of the line, Prince 
Charles's. In 1778 he was promoted to ah Ensigncy in tiis 
. corps of Engineers, and employed for two years on tf ' t6|K>- 
graphieal survey of His Majesty's Electoral dominions, when W 
received the rank of second Lieutenant in tUe-Qaeeta'r 1^' 
dragoons, in which diitiflgvMied neghn^al fa^ served tiHl?8l, 
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and thtti ToloDteered 10 the l6th regiment of the line as First 
lieuleiiaDl: this regiment and the 15th being raised at that 
tioMi by order of His Majesty, and given for seven years iiyto the 
senriee of th? Honorable East-India Company. The two regi- 
ments being completed to 2070 men, in the latter end of 1782^ 
sailed in two divisions for England, and from thence to the 
East Indies, where the IfSth regiment arrived, at Madras,' in the 
inoDth of May, 1783. The regiment was immediately sent by. 
sea to the British Army encamped in the vicinity of Cuddalore, 
where they canbe in time to share in the glory of the battle of the 
13thof Junfe, 1783. It fell to the lot ofthis corps to storm, in con- 
junction with the 15th Hanoverian, 101st Regiment, British, 
and two battalions of Sepoys, under command of lieutenant^ 
Colonel Elphinstone, the principal strong entrenchmtnt of the 
French and Hyder Ally's combined army ; in which they suc- 
ceeded in a most gallant manner, and received, in public oiders, 
from Major-General Stuart, commanding that army, the most 
flattering approbation of their conduct. During the siege of 
Cuddalore, the official iutelligence of peace between England 
and France having arrived, the army broke up, and the remains of 
the 15th and l6th Hanoverian regiments were ordered to march 
to the Southern army at Trichinopoly, commanded bj Colo- 
nel Fullarton ;' where they shared tlie toib of that army, takibg 
the strong forts of Dindigul,Coimbetore, cuttiiq; a road through 
the Elephant Mountains, and capturing the strong fort Poli- 
gautcherry, on the 21st of December, 1783. This fort was 
stormed by the present Honoriable lieutenant-General Sir 
Thomas Maitland, then Captain commanding some flank com- 
panies of the Native light infantry battalions, who, taking advan- 
tage of a very rainy and stormy night, and supported by the 
Hanoverian picquets, succeeded in this bold and gallant enter- 
prise. Peace being also made with Tippoo Saib, the important 
districts of Dindigul and Coimbetore were added to the Hono- 
rable the East'Iifdia Company's dominions. 

The Southern army was next for nearly two years employed 
to keep io <4ieck die difiiorent Poligais, after which the detadl-

On die 16th of September, 1804^ lie was appcdoted Ccdonel 
Commandant of die 8th battalion King's <jerman Legion, m the 
BntiA aervice. In the CKpedition of Lord Cadicart to A^ 
Baltic, he commanded a brigade of three battalions, the 6A, 
7th and 8th King's German Legion, at Stralaund : he^er^ed at 
thi aicge oif Copenhagen^ and on his retnrn with the muq 
to England from that expedition, he was ordened to joih tfm 
teoops fornung the expedition under Lieutenant-General firaitt 
Spencer at Portsmouth, with which be asrived at Gibraltar, 
He was aent with the 3d, 4di, 6tb, and 8th battalions Km^n^ 
Oennaa Legion to Sicily, to renCorce the British army under 
the orders of Lieutenant-General SberbrodK. This ofioer 
received the rank of Brigadier-General the 25th of Aprils 1808, 
and of Major-General the 25th of iiAj, 1^10: he served from 
1^06 to 1815 in the Britith army in Skily, and had the «cbm- 
mand till 1811 of the Southern district, including di^ two 
iHpportant fortresaea SiraoiMa 4md Augusta. He was remofat 
to the oommand of Meadna, when Lord Wiliiam Btetiook 
f«ve up -ifaoae two foititssea io ^be Sicilian goMarmbent.; bo 
commanded the districia of Altssina, Melano and Contaiaay 
when Lord William Bentinck sailed with an expedition to 
Genoa, and afterwards, as senidt General Officer, had die com- 
aMMd of the British army at Palermo till the^intiil cf Ueu- 
aeoBWt^Oanenil M * Kurlane. Hostilitsaabaiving eomoienoed with 
<3aMnil Monrt, LieulMnitit43eiieml M'forlane sailed widi an 
eapadition lo Naplea^ Mid ihia<ofieerligainUookUbe command 
oftbaramiiniag British troops inrtfae iisknd^ :atfd fiis Siciliaii 
Majesty placed him dispoaaUe -farces uniler -hia ^ardcm. With 
this ooaibiaed Ibree, and aasisled fey the Biidsh gun-fcoals 
oMler the coaaaBaad of Colonel Robinson, he ahosiwiinad on an 
nttack upon die Oalabrian eoiat, where JBEarrfud^fcjOsmp 
Baswn de Veroois, ^a Frenchnan in G s ne rai Muidt% eornoa, 
waa stsfdoried witfa nfcteit ^000 aaen. Tlie<«MnyMbeing smi- 
moned to anrrtndar two days More die itta<4 tfus to ^beexe- 
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cuted, accepted the capitolation offered hioiy and thit officer 
directed a part of the British troops under his command to take 
possession of the forts from Scylla to Regio^ along the Calabiian 
coasty where General Murat's troops laid down their arms* and 
the Sicilian flag was hoisted. His Sicilian Majesty dining 
these operations being present at Messina, was pleased^ when 
sailing for Naples, to confer the Grand Cross of the Order 
of St. Januarius on the Major-General. 

The Major-General next received orders to direct the em? 
cuation of the British troops and military stores from Sicily, 
which was performed in the space^f near three months : he 
then proceeded, by order, to the Ionian Islands, where he 
receiTed the command of the British troops at Corfii, and re- 
mained there about nine months, when on the termination of 
hostilities, the King's German Legion betog disbanded, Ike 
Major-General was recalled from the Staff. 

331. Majob-Gbnbbai. Augustus Houstedt. 

THia officer was appointed Colonel in the British .service, 
and Colonel-Commandant of the 6tb Line Battalion King's 
German Legion, the 15th of December, 1804; Major*Gener 
nd, the '25th of July, 1810. He aerved on the Staff of the 
army in Sicily, mider Lord W31k|m Bentinck ; and is a Koigl^ 
Commander of the Hanoverian Guelphic Order. 

332. Majob^Genbral Victor, Baron Alten. 

This officer commenced his military career the 1st of Mtyi 
1770, as Ensign in die "find regiment of foot in die Hanoverisa 
eervice'; in 1774 he obtained a Lieutenancy in die Hanoveriaa 
Life Guards ; in 1786 be received the rank of Captain, and Ja 
1791 a troop in thedth regimeot of Dragoons. In 1793 he wai 
appointed Aid-de-Camp to His Royal Highness the Duke, of 
York, in Brabant; in 1794 he had the. brevet of. Major ;.ja 
1799 was appointed to a Majority in die 4th Dragoons ; in 180S 
he obtained the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel ; in 1804 he was 
appointed to comaiand the 1st Hussars King's German Legiotti 
which corps he had raised ; the 19dv of December, 1804, Colo- 
nel in the army, and Colonel of the Sod Hussars IQng's German

Legion, >irbidi corps he ah»o raised. In 1807 he embarked 
with his regiment on the expedition to the Isle of Rugen, and 
from thence to the Isle of Zealand ; he served at the siege of 
Copenhagen, under Lord Cathcart; and was present at the 
battle of Kioge. In 1809 he embarked on the expedition to 
Walcheren; the £5thof July, 1810, he received the rank, of 
Major-General. In 1811 he was ordered to joih the army 
under Lord Wellington, in the Peninsula, and had the command 
of a hussar brigade. The 25th of September in the same year, 
Major-General Alten was warmly engaged at Elboden^ near 
Ciudad Rodrigo ; his brigade, consisting only of 330 men of the 
11th Light Dragoons and 1st Hussars King's German ,Le^on, 
maintained a position against 2700 of the enemy's cavalry, and 
charged them ten different times. After the fall of Ciudad 
Rodrigo, and the march of Lord Wellington with the British to 
Badajos, Major-General Aken was directed to remain with the 
1st Hussars King's German Legion at Tenebron^ between 
Ciudad Rodrigo and Salamanca, to watch the enemy, and where 
he continued till obliged to retire, by a movement of the whole 
force under General Mahnont. On the -iStb of July, 1812, his 
brigade, consisting of the I4th Light Dragoons, and the 1st 
Hussars. King's German Legion, had a sharp. actioD at Costrilla 
with a body of French cavalry, very superior in point of numbers. 
Major-General Alten's brigade maintained its positioDj and the 
French General Carrier was taken prisoner. The 22nd of July, 
at the battle of Salamanca, the Major-General was shot through 
the thigh^ and in consequence obliged to remain six weeks. at 
Salamanca. From thence^ be went to Madrid to retake the 
command of his brigade. On Lord Hill retiring from Madrid 
towards Portugal, to join Lord Wellington near Salamanca, 
Major-General Alten*s brigade, at that time consisting of the 
14th Li^t Dragoons, the 1st Hussars, and the 2nd Hussars 
King's German Legion, formed the rear-guard, and had daily 
skirmishes with the French cavalry. Near Mattilda eighteen 
French squadrons attacked, but without obtaining any success, 
the seven ttniier his coiunand. On Lord Wellington, in 1813, 
marching from 'Portugal into Spam, Major-General Alten's 
brigade formed the adtanced guard before the centre column. 
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He was present at the battk of Vkloria, and after that <ag|lf ^ 
ment piursaed, with bit brigade (consisting then of the 14lh 
Light Dragoons and Ist Hussara King's German Legion). aiHl 
Cblooel Ross's troops of Light Artillery^ the enemy to PampHwa. 
At the batitleinthe Pyrenees, the lOth of November, Major* 
Gknetal Al ten's brigade was present ; it crosised the Pyreneai 
with tbe iiifautryy and at San Jean Pie de Puerto it was postad 
witb the corps of the Spanish General Mina, in the rear, to waleh 
and to keep the enemy in check, and to cover the rear in tbt 
vicinity of Harparen. Major-General Alten was placed, ie 
Apriii 18I4> ot> the Staff of the British arm Jr in Holland, and 
received tbe command of the 5th regiiacnt of cavalry of Kbg^ 
German Legion. He subsequently served at Waterloo, wh«w 
be was much dbtinguished. 

Major-General Alten has the honor of wearing a medal aod 
one clasp for the battles of Salamanca and Vittoria. He is a 
Commander of the Hanoverian Goelphic Order.

334, Majoe*Gsveral ADOtPHUs, Baron Baessji. 

This ofiicer had the rank of Colonel in the British service, 
and was appointed Colonel*Commandant of the £nd lint fat^ 
talion of the King's German Legion the d 1st of Deoembtf, 
1804; and Major-Geneml the 25th of July, 1810. Heaemd 
on the Staff in Sicily ntoder Lord William Bentinck, and was 
engaged in the operationa on the Eastern Coast of Sptin iiiider 
LAentenant-Genefal Sir William Henry Cimtoo.

Tbis officer was appomted an Eauga in 1^ Baaovmn. 
Ouards tke Mtb of Jul^^ 1761^ and in the year 1790^ A]d4»« 
Camp, with the rank oJF Caption, to the late SeU-M aralMi^^ 
Baron de Reden> and accompanied*, 1793, in dte sanifa ci^citj, 
tKe hte FiekKMarsbal Baron de Freytag, who commaiKkd 
the Hanoverian troops then employed in Brabant. Gaptaift 
Ahen waa present at the batde of Famars> at the siege of Ym>^ 
lendennes, and battle of Hondschooten. In the year 1794 ka 
was appointed to a company in the Guttrd8> and aa ma^ con^ 
manded the out-posts of Menin ; and when that forlresa. was 
besie|;ed he took an active part^ al the bead of his- company, in 
the sortie from the same onthe dOth of April) 1794, when the Ii»* 
noverian troops under the command of the hMe GieneMl Bttsoa 
Hammerstem fbrced their way diroi^h the enemy. The King of 
Enghmd was gjraciously pleased to approve of Captain Alton's 
conduct on that occasion, in a letter under Hie Majes^'s sign 
mmual to the General commanding* When the amy began 
to retreat. Captain Ahen was present at the battle of IQoogleecfe 
and attack near Nimeguen. Since which period be was em*> 
ployed with the rear guard ; soon after the return of the Hano- 
verian troops to their own countfy. Baron Ahen got the com* 
mission of Major in the guards, the dOth of October, VI9^ ; and 
in 1^802, that of Lieutenant-Colonet in the same regmaot 

On the occupation of Hanover by die Ffendi> m 1805, 
J^iieut^pant-Colonel Ahen hastened to England in ordeiv to serve 
his lawfi4 sovereign ; and was on die l6th of Noveniber^ of that 
year, appointed to the command of the 1st light mihntry battalion 
of tbe Kmg's German Legion. In December of the foMowing 
year he received the appomtOMnt of Colonel Commandant of that 
battalion^ and in 1805 accompanied the expedition under G%* 
i^eral Loud. Cathcart to the North of Germany. CokNiel 
Alteo commanded at the time the two light inftntry battalions 
of the King'^ German legion as a Brigade. 

In 1807 he went m Ae same capacity and ooontand with 
the British troops to the Island of Rugen and Banish Zealam^ 
and had the cbai|^ of outppotts. & 1808 hit biiga4i^ ac- 
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compaiijed the expedition to Gottenburg^ under the commaod 
of die late Lieutenant-General Sir John Moore, and from 
thence Brigadier^Generai Alten was sent to Portugal, where 
again hia brigade consisted of the two light infantry battalions 
ef the King's German Legion. They entered Spain widi the 
troops under the orders of the late Sir John Moore, and on 
the retreat, of the British army towards Galicia, Brigadier- 
General Alten was sent in command of the two flank brigades, 
his own, and that of Brigadier-General Robert Crawfurd, 
to Vigo, in order to cover the right of the army, with which he 
embarked and returned to England. 

In 1809 Brigadier-General Alten accompanied the expe- 
dition to Walcheren, under General the Earl of Chatham, 
where he was employed with his brigade at the siege of Flushing; 
he returned to England with the army in 1810, and in Februaiy, 
1811, when his brigade had sufiiciently recovered from the 
effects of the Walcheren fever, Major-General Alten, who had 
obtained that rank in July, 1810, embarked with it for Portugal, 
where he joined the army under the immediate command of 
Marshal Beresford ; he commanded the reconnoitring party of 
Badajos, and was present at the battle of Aibuhera. In Oc* 
tober, 1811, the command of the 7lh division devolved oo 
Major-General Alten, who was^ in June, 1812, appointed to 
the command of the light infantry division. He commanded 
it at the battle of Salamanca, and from thence went with it 
to Madrid, where he was left in command of part of the aro^ 
in order to cover that capital, and in observation of the French 
under Marshal Sucbet. Being joined by Lord Hill's corps, 
under whose orders he began to retreat, they fell in near Sala- 
manca with the Marquess of Wellington's army. From that place 
to Ciudad Rodrigo, Major- General Alten covered the retreat, 
and had an engagement near Sanmonios* 

In June, 1813, Major-General Alten fell in, at St. Milian, with 
a corps of die enemy which he attacked with his light divisaoo, 
defeated them, and took several hundreds of prisoners. He 
was on the 2l8t of the same month present, in command of 
the light division, at the battle of Vittoria. Immediately after 
the battle he formed the advanced guard of the army, which 
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pursued tbe beaten enemy through the Pyrenees ; he drove the 
enemy from their fortified positions of la Vera and la Bayonnetta. 

In the action of the Nivelle Mojor-General Alten forced 
with hit divbion several fortified rocks^ and took the 88tb 
French regiment prisoners. In December, 1813, when the 
British ariny passed the river Nive in order to invest Bayonne 
on that side, he had with his division a considerable share in 
the success attending the actions on that occasion. 

On the passage of the army over the Gaves and Adour, 
iprevious to the battle of Orthes/ Major-General Alten was 
several times engaged with the enemy, who were always 
worsted. 

His last engagements with the enemy, in that ever-memorable 
campaign, were in the battles of Orthes and of Toulouse, always 
retaining the command of the light infantry division. 

Major-General Baron Alten was appointed, on the 14th of 
August, 1814, a Lieutenant-Generai in the Hanoverian army, 
got the local rank of Lieutenant-General in the British on tiie 
continent of Europe, and was entrusted with the command of 
a Hanoverian corps of 16,000 men in the Netherlands. In 
April, 1815, Lieutenant-General Alten was appointed by Flis 
Grace the Duke of Wellington, to the command of a British 
division, retuning however the chief command and superin- 
tendance of the Hanoverian troops, who were then divisioned 
with this British. 

On the l6tfa of June, 1815, Lieutenant-General Alten M'as 
present in the battle of Quatre Bras, and on the 18th following, 
in that of Waterloo, where he was severely and dangerously 
mounded. His account, addressed to the Duke of Cambridge, 
is anneaed. 

His Royal Highness the Prince Regent of Great Britain and 
Hauover was graciously pleased to confer upon Baron Alteif, 
the title of Count, in August of the same year, and in Sep- 
tember, 1816, presented him vrith the commission of General 
of Infantry io the Hanoverian service. 

Count Alten has been invested with the following orders, viz. :

The fdOiowing account of the important buttlea fought in the 
Nedierknds on the X6th, 17th, and X8th of Jime, 1819, w:as 
transmitted by this Officer to the Duke of Cambridge^ and par- 
ticularly deserves to be recorded iu this, wof k„ it being CMsi- 
dcred as one of the best narratives of those events, and waf not 
fMiMisbed in the Gaaetles of this country.

*^ We were so fortunate as to maintain our position ; but, as 
the Prussiau army, on our left wing, had sustained a consider* 
able check, we were obliged to fall back, on the 17th, upon 
Genappe, in which movement my division formed the rear- 
guard. 

*^ As the enemy appeared, in the afternoon, in very great 
force, we retreated to Mont St. Jean, on the road to Brussels. 
Here the whole army of the Duke Wellington had assembled ; 
and it took a position on the heights in front of this village, so 
that the left wing was supported upon the village of Frichemont, 
and the right on the chauss^e from Brussels to Nivelles. The 
chau8s6e from Genappe to Brussels intersected the centre of tiie 
army, which was formed by my division. 1 sent the second 
light battalion of the King's German Legion, under Major 
Baring, to occupy the farm-house of La Haye Sainte, situated 
considerably in front of the left wmg of my division. A com- 
pany of Hanoverian Yagers, and two light companies of the 
British guards, were thrown into the farm-house of Hougou- 
mont and the snudl wood before it, in front of the right wii^. 

'' The infantry of the corps of the Prince of Orange, to 
which my division was attached^ was marched up in columns, 
en ichiquitTf the battalions being placed^ two and two, beside 
one another, in such a manner that they might immediately 
deploy, or form into squares. Between the columns there was 
a sufficient space for the passage of the cavalry and artillery^ 
stationed behind the squares. The corps of Lieutenant-General 
Lord Hill was posted in reserve, at Brame la Lend ; and, at 
the same time, covered the chaussee from Nivellea to Brussels* 
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Beyond Ihii cbMisis^e there was some cavalry, for the purpose 
of watchng the motions of the enemy. 

'' The enemy, at one o'clock, sent bis tirailleurs upon the 
wood in front of our right wing, where a smart action ensued. 
This post was of great importance to us, as the enemy would 
have gained, in its possession, a height which would have en- 
dangered our right flank. U e caused strong columns of infantry, 
supported by artillery, to advance successively upon this post, 
the maintenance of which was committed to the British guards, 
who defended it with undaunted gallantry. The battle became 
general upon the whole line. The enemy brought against us 
a numerous artillery, under cover of which a column of several 
thousand men pushed on upon the chauss^e of Genappe ; but it 
was repulsed by the two light battalions, and the 8th battalion of 
the line, King's German Legion, and the field-battalion of Liine- 
burg. Behind this column the enemy's cavalry advanced, with . 
such impetuosity, as to overthrow the infantry acting en deban^ 
dage, and to penetrate to the hill, among the squares posted en . 
ecAiquier. The troops remained immoveable till the English 
cavalry came up, and repulsed the enemy. The squares most 
eiposed on this occasion were commanded by Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel Von Wurmb and Major Von Schkop ; Lieutenant^Colonel 
Von Langrehr had already been brought wounded to the rear. 

** The fire of the enemy's artillery now became brisker, and 
It was maintained, on both sides, with a detemunation such as 
few of the oldest soldiers had ever witnessed. The attacks of 
the enemy's mfantry and cavalry were several times repeated^ 
and in di£ferent quarters. Buonaparte was resolved to break 
through the centre, and thus to open for himself a way to Brua- 
sels. One column was repulsed by Colonel Von Ompteda, 
who put himself at the head of his battalion. Meanwhile the 
enemy kept advancing nearer, and continually bringing up fredi 
troops. His artillery played upon our squares at the distance of 
150 paces. Not one of these gave way : the dead were pushed 
aside, and the ninks filled up again. Several went to meet 
the enemy's cavaky^ and, by their heavy fire^ were compelled 
to retreat. At leosdi some of them, which were almost el^tirely 
cut in "^pieces, fell back ; they retreated m good order, and im- 
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M^iMely nfifKiced afun when they were ordered. Tb^ Dake 
of Welliogton was a constant eye-wilness of ik&r conduct: he 
W«s ehrays at that point where the danger wlw greatest ; ud the 
]^rilice of Orange displayed a courage wordiy of his anceeton. 
It was his corps against which the mill force of the enea^^ hA 
on by BoomrparCe in person^ was. directed. At Ibis critieal 
ptiAnod^ General Von BiiloWi who had haalened to our aasia- 
tSM^ inUtk 80,000 men, attacked the efiexny in his flank. The 
victoiy was ours : the enemy fled m all direetioiisy leaving be- 
hind the greatest part of hb artillery. Atnmt tOO pieces of 
cltonofii and several eagles, have been taken. The total of 
priiioneiis btought in tannot be accurately stated, but it amomtta 
tb many thousands. The two days have, indeed, coat Us vnioli ; 
and, with the deepest regret, I have to state, that the greatast 
pUti of our most distinguished o6kers have fiillen. AiiiaB|t 
ihese 1 redcon particuhriy. Colonels Von Ompteda )and Di 
Fkt, lind lieutenant-Colonels Von Wurmb and Von Langiiohr. 
We bave, however, tbe consolstiob, thast theae officers kmm 
tewtisd their graves Mith gloiy, imd that Hanoveriana liav# 
eMifblished their reputation for valor.

^ Tbe conduct of lieutisnant-CoIonels Von Kleucke, Von 
Wurmb, and Von Langrebr; of Majors Von Scbkop, Von 
Billow, and Von Stockbausen, deserves the faigb^st praise. 
According to a report reccdved from Colonel Halket; I dmk I 
nay witb justice also recommend Major Count Munster : be 
fougbt witb the battalion of Osnabruck Landwebr against 
Buonaparte's Guards, and overthrew them. I am not less 
pateful to the officers of my Staffs and especially to Colottsl 
Von Berger, as chief of tbe Etat-major, who ne^er quitted my 
aide on the iSth and 18th, and who, by ius counsel and cantieii, 
afforded me the greatest services. Your Royal Highness 4s 
acquainted with the talents of this officer; and, sevief^* 
wounded as I was, I should not have been able to retain tbe 
chief command of Hanoverian troops, bad not Colonel Von 
Befger*s contusion permitted him to perfonti its principal 
duties.

I shall collect them, how- 
fenar, "anil tUM Your Rojitf Hil^M^s isn extract, dntt yon ttitty 
bettMde aoqdaiUM %kh thitttd ril,'if possible. Tbtts, too, the

'' I have still to remark to Your Royal Highness that the 
wound which 1 received at the couclusion of the engagement, 
will not prevent me from retaining the command of the Hano- 
verinnsy if you shall be pleased to continue to intrust me with it» 
under these circumstances. 1 hope in a few weeks to be cooi- 
pletely recovered.

336. Major-Gbneral William Bentham. 

This officer was appointed Ist Lieutenant in the Rojal 
Artillery, the 7th of July, J 779; CapUin, the S8th of June, 
1786 ; Major in the army, the 6th of May, 1795 ; Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the army, the Ist of January, 1800; Lieuten^t- 
Colonel in the Royal Artillery, the 17th of May, 1803; 
Colonel in the Royal Artillery, the 13th of January, 1807; 
and Major-General, the 4th of June, 1811. 

337. Major-General Edward Stehelin. 
This officer was appointed 1st Lieutenant in the Rojil 

Artillery, the 7tbof July, 1779; Captain, the 12th of March, 
1789 ; Major in the army, the 26th of January, 1797 ; liea- 
tenant-Colonel in Jthe army, the 29th of April, 1802 ; Iienl»> 
nant-Colonel in the Royal Artillery, the 1st of Septembsri 
1803; Colonel in the Royal Artillery, the 1st of Febrsary, 
1808; and Major-General, the 4th of June, 1811. He Jni 
subsequently served on tlie Staff at Barbadoes, and was praseot 
at the taking of Guadaloupe in 1815, and at the capture of 
Martinique ; for the latter of which he has the honor of weasiag 
a medal, as commanding the Royal Artillery. 

338. Major-General John Augustus Schalch. 

This officer was appointed 1st Lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery, the 7th of July, 1779, Captain, the 13di of Miicht 
1789 ; Major in the army, the 26tb of January, 1797 ; Lieote- 
nant-Colonel in the army, the 29th of April^ 1802 ; Lieata- 
nant-CoIonel in the Royal Artillery, the 12th of Sepfeanber, 
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IBOS; ColoDel in the Royal ^Artillery, the Ist of Febrotiy, 
1808 ; and Major-General, the 4th of June, 181 1. 

339' Major*General Hbnby Hdtton. 

This oflker was appointed 1st Lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery, the 7th of July, 1779; Captein, the ^ 1st of May, 
1790 ; Major in the armyj the 26th of January, 1797 ; Lieute- 
nant-Colonel in the army, the 29th of April, 1802 ; Lieutenant- 
Colond in the Royal Artillery, the 12th of September, ^ 1803 ; 
Colonel in the Royal Artillery, the 1st of February, 1808 ; and 
Major-General, the 4tfa of June, 1811. 

Major-General Hutton, v^hen a subaltern, and after his pro- 
motion to the rank of Captain, senred several times in Tarious 
parts of the West Indies. He has also served at Gibraltar. 
In 1794, he Btnped with the forces under the command of 4iie 
iafe General Sir Charles Grey at the capture of the islands of 
Martinique, Guadaloupe, and St. Lucie ; after which he was 
appointed to the command of the artillery at Grenada; from 
whence some months afterwards, when the enemy had reco- 
Tered possession ef a great part of Guadaloupe, he returned to 
that island^ with the permission of the Commander of the 
Forces, upon urgent prirate affiurs. Having upon his arrivid in 
the island repaired to Brigadier-General Graham's post at 
Benrille, and finding die detachment of artillery extremely 
reduced by sickness, without an officer capable of doing duty, 
aod an attack on the post being immediately expected, he felt 
it his duty, under such circumstances, to offer his aenrices to 
Brigadier-General Graham, which the Genial accepted, and 
afterwards noticed in a letter to the Commander of the Forces, 
m Tery flattering terms towards him. The enemy having, on 
die 90th of September, made die expected attack, he was 
wounded by a musket ball, which deprived him of the sight 
of his right eye ; and he afterwards became a prisoner of war 
with the small remnant of die troops, whose numbers were 
hoarlj diminished by the enemy's fire on the . post, < and the 
sefere sickness which continued to prevail. - After his return to 
England^ having been eifrhanged in 1796> be served with his 
eompany in variosis situations on the coast, 8cc. during th# 
R. M. Cal 111. H 



remtuoing yean of the war. And uppn the renewal of hpati- 
lities in 1803, bafing been promoted in the precednig Tear to 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, he was appointed to the com- 
mand of the artillery of an eatenaife district in Ireland, which 
aituation he held until 1811, when he was promoted to his 
present rank of Ma|or*GeneraI, . 

540. Majob-General Thomas Babbow. 

I|( 1772 this officer obtained an Ensigncy m the 1 6th foot ; 
hfB joined at Pensacola in West Florida ; in 1776 he received m 
Lieutenancy ; and in 177S a company in the Sd battalion 60th 
foot. He served at the talung of Savannali m Geoipa, under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Archibald Campbell oC Ae 71st regiment, 
who commanded the expedition. The beginning of the yefn- 
1 779, he was appointed Major of brigade to Ma|or-Oeneial 
Prevost, and was present in that capacity at the defeat of the 
rebels at Briar Creek in Geoqpa, and subsequently at die 
siege of Savannah. (Je senre4 libq at the siege and sunynder 
of Charles Town, in South Carolina, under the command of Sir 
Henry Clinton. The following year he returned to the regi* 
ment at St. Augustine in East Florida. 

From thence the regiment was ordered to New York, 
where he remained m service until the evacuation of that 
country. In 178^ be obtained leave of absence to return lo 
Enghnd, and whilst tbfre, owing to extreme ill bealdi, 
was obliged to go on MHl^iy* He continued on it two yeirs 
and a half during the peace, and then joined the 6Srd regiment 
(as Captain) in Ireland, from whence he proceeded with has. 
corps to the continent, and served under the command of die 
Duke of York, until the British troops were withdrawn from it. 
in 1796, he was appointed Major of the 5th West India regi* 
ment, and immediately procefdad to Jamaica to join thai 
corps. In 1796, be was appointed by the Earl of Biilcarreiy 
then Governor and Commander-in-Chief of Jamaica ^n^ it# 
Dependenciesi to tf ke tb|s command of the British fi^H^mmkt 
of Honduras on the Span^ nuup^ as Qif Miyesty> Snpiippo 
tendant and Connpiai^milt, with the loc^ rank f»f I li ant i t i mit 
Colonel. He held these jutnistiona when attacked by a SpailUi 
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feet and army, under tfie command of Field-Marshal Senor 
Don Artniro O'Nelde in 1798, who were repulsed, and for 
which terrice he received His Majesty's approbation, conveyed 
to him by His Grace the Duke of Portland, then Minister for 
the Colonial and War department. In 1779> he was appointed 
Uentenant-Colonei of the 6th West India Regiment, and 
relieved from those situations in 1800, by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sir Richard Basset ; and in consequence of such arrangement, 
be was ordered to England to settle his public accounts. He 
was re-appointed in 1801, holding the same powers, and with 
Che additional local rank of Colonel; and at the same time 
removed to the 5th West India regiment, then stationed at 
Honduras. He remained there until 1804 when he was re- 
lieved, in consequence of a violent attack of the yellow fever, 
and returned to £ngland. The U(b of April, 1808, he 
received the brevet of Colonel ; and in March, 1809, a letter of 
service as Brigadier-General on the Staff of the Windward and 
Leeward Charibbee islands, and on his arrival there, was 
appointed to the military command of the island of St. Chris- 
topher; and subsequently commanded the second brigade of 
the army, under Lientenant-General Sir George Beckwith on 
the eipeditkm against Guadaloupe. Since this period, thit 
oflictr has been in the West Indies, and is now stationed at St. 
Eustatia. He received the rank of Major-General, the 4th of 
June, 1811. 

Major-General Barrow has the honor of wearing a medal 
for the capture of Guadaloupe. 

341. MAJom^GsNfiRAL JoHit SuMoK Fabley. 

This officer was appomted Enngn in the 68th foot die ^fst 
of April, 1788 ; he served with his regiment m Antigua, and 
ancceeded to a Lieutenancy the SOdi of March, 1772- In July 
he proceeded to St. Vincent's, where he served till the reduction 
of the Charibs m 1773, and then returned to Enghmd. The gth 
of October, 1778, he was promoted to a company. In Novem- 
ber, 1785, he pcoceeded to Gibraltar, where he did duty tiD 
Novenb^, 1794, and then ralnmed to England. In Septem- 
ber, 1794, he bad the brevet of Major; and in 1793 was 
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appointed to a Majority in the 68th| which he joined at Mar- 
tinique in May of that year, and accompanied it in July to 
Grenada, and aasitited in reducing the revolted inhabitants ; after 
which, in 1796, he returned with the regiment to England. la 
1798 he received the brevet of Lieutenant-Cdoncl ; and the Isl 
of March, 1800, the Lieutenant^Colonelcy of his regiment* 
In January of the latter year he landed with the 68th at Mar- 
tinique, from whence he accompanied it to Barbadoes, where 
It remained till June, 1803, and then embarked for St Lucie. 
He was present at the storming of Morne Fortun^, where he 
was afterwards left in garrison with his regiment till Febniarj, 
1805; ^hen it was removed to St. Vincent's, and thence to 
Antigua, where it did duty till July, 1806, and then returned 
to England. The 25th of April, 1808, lie received die brevet 
of Colonel ; and in July, 1810, was appointed Brigadier-Oene- 
ral; the 4th of June, 1811, he received the rank of Major- 
General. Major-Genend Farley was appointed to the Staff at 
Jamaica, in July, 1809i where he remained till the summer of 
1815. 

This officer has been fifty-two years in the army, above 
twenty of which have been passed in service in the West Indies, 
yet '^ .as time and chance happen to all men,'' he has only 
arrived at the rank of Major^General, while many of his present 
superiors in military rank were not bom when he entered the 
army. 

342. Major-Genbral Sir Thomas Saumarez, Knt. 

This officer was appointed Captain in the £drd foot the 
ISth of September, 1779 ; Captob in Ae 7th foot the 18th of 
June, 1789; Major .in the army the 1st of Marqh, 1794; 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the let of January, 179B ; 
Colonel m the army the £5th of April, 1808; and Majors 
General the 4th of June, 1811. 

He served widi the Welch Fusileers in America from 1775 
to3bc termination of that war. He was in the principal actions 
in whkh that itgiment and ihe 1st Battalion of grenadiers, (to 
which be was attathed) weae engaged, and assisted at ifae sieges 
of Charleatovm, And of Yorktown, where he was made frisgiier. 
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Ua?iiig had die sapcrintendance of a division of Lord Corn- 
wailif 'f anny, he became one of the thirteen captains from whom 
one was to be selected by order of General Washington, for 
execution^, when the lot fell on General Sir Charles ^sgill, as 
stated in that officer's service (No. 75.) 

During the late war he served on the Staff ar Inspector of 
Militia in Guemaey ; and subsequently on the Staff of Halifax^ 
Nova Scotia. 

Sir Thomas Saumarez has the honor of being Groom of the 
Bed-chamber to His Royal Highness the Duke of Kent. 

S43. MAJORf-GsMKEAL JOHN JeNKIMSON. 

Tats officer held the rank of Major in the army the 1st of 
March, 1794; Major iar the late Loyal Sheffield regiment pf 
foot the £7th of August, 1794; Lieutenane-Colonel in the 
army the 1st of January, 1798 ; Colonel in the army the 23th 
of April, 1808; and Major-General the 4tb of June, 1811. 
He has been on half-pay many years. 

344. Major General Thsophilcs Lewis. 

This officer was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in. the Royal 
Marines the 25th of September, 1773; 1st Lieutienant the 12th 
of November, 1776; Captain*Laeutenant the 27th of October, 
1780; CapUin the 1 1th of October,. 1781 ; and in 1783 placed 
on half-pay, and contmued so till the 24th of December, 1791 ; 
Major in the army tlie 1st of March, 1794 ; Lieutenant-Colonel 
in the army the Ist of January, 1798 ; Major in the Royal 
Marines the 2nd of December, 1801 ; and on halfrpay from the 
30lh of June, 1802, to the 1st of January, 1803 ; Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the Royal Marines the 1st of July, 1803 ; Colonel 
in the army the 25th of April, 1808'; 2nd Colonel-Commandant 
the 10th of November, 1808;, Majpr-General the 4th of June, 
1811 ; and Colonel-Commandant in the Royal Marines the 29th 
of April, 1814. 

Major-General Lewis has served m every quarter of the globe, 
and he has been in ten general actions at sea. Returning after 
an absence of three years from America, he was promoted to a 
Captain-Lieutenancy. He embarked in His Majesty's ship 
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HerOj and tilled for the East Indies in the squadron commanded 
by Commodore Johnson, (General Medows commanding the 
land forces,) intended to act against the Cape of Good Hope. 
The ships sailed from Spithead in March, 1781| and in April 
were attacked in Praya Bfiy, St. Jago, one of the Cape de* Verd 
Islands, by the French squadron commanded by Admiral Souf- 
firein^ and before the notice of peace of 1783 they had five 
general engagementa with the French fleet. On his return to 
England, this officer found himself on half-pay; in 1793 he 
embarked, and was on board His Majesty's ship the Leviathan, 
in the fleet commanded by Lord Howe, and was engaged on 
the 28th and dgth of May, and the Ist of Jmnie, 1794 ; one ship 
of the enemy was sunk and six taken ; he was in His Majeaty*8 
ship Saos-Pareil, in the fleet commanded by Lord Bridport, on 
the 25rd of June, 1795, when it engaged the French fleet in the 
bfiyi and took three sail of the line. These are the ten general 
actions above mentioned; in six he was on board tbe Hero, diree 
in the Leviathan, one in the Sans-Pareil ; the ships this officer 
was in were principally engaged. 

345. Major-General FttANCis Dblaval. 

This officer bad the rank of Major in the army the 1st of 
March, 1794; was a Captain in the Corps of unattached Offi- 
cers receiving full pay the 30th of June, 1794; LieutenenU 
Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1798 ; Colonel in the 
army the 25th of April, 1808; and Major-General the 4th of 
June, 1811. 

346. Major-General Richard Williams. 

This officer wks appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Marines the 26t1i of August, 1778 ; Captain in the Royal 
Marines the 7th of May, 1781 ; Major iu the army the lat of 
March, 1794; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 1st of Janu- 
ary, 1798 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the Royal Marines the 19th 
of July, 1803; Colonel in the army the 25tb of April, 1808; 
and Colonel-Commandant en second in the Royal Marines the 
15tb of February, 1809$ Major-General the 4th of June, 
1811.

550. Major-Gbneral John Thomas Latard. 

In Jbbs^ 1778, this officer was appointed Eos^pi in the 54di 
foot, which r^giuMnt be joined in ireland, in 1773| and io Oc- 
tobei^ 1775, WBs pmnoted to a Lieutenancy. He embarked 
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with the i^itnent tt the end of the latter year, and tailed mih 
the troops under Lord Comwallis for America. He joiiied the 
army under the command of Sir William Howe at Staten* Istand, 
and' after the taking of New York went with the fortes 
:under the command of Sir Henry Clinton to Rhode Istend, and 
waswonnded in the attack made by the French under the 
Comte D'Estaing. He embarked with the flank companies the 
{alter end uf mS, and joined the corps of light infantry under 
the command of the present General Sir Robert Abereromby^ 
In Decpinber» 1779> he obtained leave of absence to return to 
England, and very soon after his arrival, by the particular desire 
of the late General Frederick, he went to Norwich on the re- 
cruiting service. In the latter end of 1781, the late General 
Matthew being appointed to the cooHnand in the Windward 
and leeward Islands, this officer embarked with him as Ml 
Aid-de-Camp, and continued on that station until the reduction 
of the Staff took place, at the close of the American war, in 
1783. In July, 1782| he received the rank of Captain. He 
returned to England in 1782, and continued on leave of absence 
and Ihe recruiting service till the latter end of 1787» when he 
obtained a company in the 54th. About September, 1787, 
General Matthew being re-appointed Commander-hi*Chier in 
the West indies. Captain Layard was again nominated his Ald- 
de-Camp ; he embarked the latter end of that year for Grenada 
and continued on the Staff until it was reduced in the year 1799l[ 
He returned to England in July, and was some time after or» 
dered on the recruiting service. In 1793f on the 54th being 
ordered to Guernsey, Captain Layard joined the regitoent, bat 
M'ent again on the recruiting service for rank, tod continued til| 
the spring of 1794. He joined the army under the commaixl 
of His Royal Highness the Duke of York, encamped near 
Breda, and continued doing duty with it until the regimeiit re. 
turned to England in 1795. In March, 1794, he obtained the 
rank of Major ; in August, HQS, he embarked with the regiment 
for the West Indies, and was on its arrival ordered to St. Vm- 
cent;in September, 1795, he was appointed to a Majority in 
the 54th ; he continued at St. Vincent till the enemy vras re- 
duced, and the regiment ordered to be drafted aad sent Iiome, in 
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]1QGj by the late Sir Ralph Abercromby. In 1797, bebg in a 
very bad state of heahh, and the regiment ordered to Ireland, 
Major Layard obtained leave of absence; in January, 1798, he 
received die brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel^ and in April follow- 
ing vieu( to Nottingham as Paymaster of that district; in June, 
1799, be joined his regiment at Roscrea in Ircknd, and conti- 
nued in that country till 1800> when the regiment was ordered to 
England. In May, 1800, he received a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in 
the Mth, and embarked with it on the expedition under the 
command of the late General Sir James Pulteney, and afterwards 
joined the army under the late General Sir Ralph Abercroroby 
at Gibraltar ; he proceeded with it to Egypt, and was in the en- 
gagements of the ISthand 21st of March, IBOl. Being ap- 
pointe<).Deputy-Quarter- Master-General in Egypt b^ Lieutenant- 
General the Earl of Cavan, and afterwards continued in the sanae 
appointment, on Lieutenant-General Sir John Stuart succeeding 
to the command, Lieutenant-Colonel Layard remained in Egypt 
till it was evacuated, in 1803. 

Whilst at Malta on the way to join the 54th then stationed at 
Gibraltar, at the representation of Mr. Elliot, then his Majes- 
ty's Minister at the court of Naples, to the late General Villettes 
and Sir Alexander John Ball, Lieutenant-Colonel Layard was 
appointed, by them, on a secret and confidential mission to Si- 
cily, and where he continued till 1805 ; he returned to England 
ill October, with Mr. Elliott's dispatches. 

He joined the regiment at Bexhill in January, 1806; and in 
January, 1807, embarked with it for Jamaica, where he arrived in 
March following, and continued doing duty in that Island until 
September, 1808, when he was appointed Colonel on the Staff 
of Cura^oa ; as Brigadier-General on the 25th of December, audi 
in conformity to his Majesty's instructions, he succeeded to the 
appointment of Lieutenant-Governor on Sir James Cockbum 
returning to England. Tlie 25th of April, 1808, he had the 
brevet of Colonel, and the rank of Major-General the 4th of 
June, 1811. He subsequently served several years on the Staff 
at Malta. 
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351. Major-General John Skinnek. 

Am^ointed Ensign in the l6th foot the 4th of Septemkr, 
177^, and in 1773 joined that corps in West Florida; in De- 
cember^ 1775, he was ordered to St. Augustine, East Floridly 
the light company being detached there. Tlie 25th of Novem- 
ber, 1775, he succeeded to a Lieutenancy. He was present at 
the siege of Savannah in Georgia, October, 1779; *t the siege 
of Charlestown, in May, 1780; at the action of Cowpens, the 
17th of January, 1781 ; at the battle of Guildford, tlie 15th of 
March, 1781 ; and at several other actions that took place 
during that war. The 3rd of July, 1782, he obtained a com-- 
pany ; he was on the home service till 1 791, when he embarked 
for Nova Scotia, and from thence the following year was or* 
dered to Jamaica. The 1st of March, 1794, he received the 
brevet of Major, and in 1795, a Majority in the l6th foot. He 
was employed against the Maroons in' Jamaica, with the local 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, during part of the years 1795 atod 
1796; after which the regiment was drafted and returned home. 
The 1st of January, 1798, be was api>ointed Lieutenant-Colobet 
by breVet, and in 1804 embarked for Barbadoes. He coin- 
manded his regiment on the expedition to Surinam in the latter 
year, and remained there till October, 1807. The 11th of 
April, 1805, he was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in the l6tii 
foot ; the 25th of April, 1808, Colonel iivthe army ; and Brt 
gadier-General in the West Indies, the 25th of DecenMber ill 
that year. He commanded a brigade in the expedition to Gua* 
daloupe in February, 1810, and was present at the capture of 
St Martin's m that month. The 4th of June, 1811^ he had the 
rank of Major-General. He continued to serve on the Staff of 
the West Indies several years. He has the honor of we^uring a 
medal for the capture of Guadaloupe.

Tbir officer was appointed £nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Marines the 10th of January, 1776; and 1st Deutenant the 4th 
of November, 1777, during which year he served on board a 
goard-sbip at Plymouth. In 1778, he served on the coast of 
Africa; in 1780, in the West Indies; the £4tb of July, 1782, 
be was promoted to the rank of Captain- Lieutenant. In 1789^ 
and three (oHowing years, he served in North America. The 
17th of April, 179S, he obtained a company ; in 1794, was in 
America and the West Indies, and on the Ist of March of the 
latter year bad the rank of Major in the army; the 1st of Ja- 
nuaiy, 1798, the rank of lieutenant-Colonel in the army, and 
served m the channel fleet in that year and 1801. The Slst of 
December, 1803, be received the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
in the Royal Marines, and served at Malta and m the Mediter- 
ranean during that year ; the rank of Colonel in the army tbo 
95tb of April, 1808 ; second Commandant in the Royal Ma^ 
rinea the 15di of February, 1809 ; and promoted to the rank of 
Major-Geoeral the 4lh of June, 1811. 

354. Major-Gbneral Watkin Tench. 

This officer was appointed 1st Lieutenant in the Royal 
Marines the S5th of March, 1778 ; Captain the 9th of Septem- 
ber, 1782; Major in the army the 1st of March, 1794; Lteu« 
tenant-Colonel in the army the Ist of January, 1798; Lieute- 
nant-Colonel in the Royal Marines the 12th of March, 1804; 
Colonel in the army die 25th of April, 1806 ; Colonel-Corn- 
maodaiit en aecond in the Royal Marines the 25th of July, 
1809; and Major-Geaeral the 4tb of June, 181 1. 
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555. Major-General John Stratford Saunbrrs^ 

Thi8 officer entered the service in February, 1778, hiviii^ 
obtained an Enaigncy in the 64th r^ment; in December of 
the year following he purchased his Lieutenancy in the 90lh 
regiment, and proceeded with it to the West Indies, wherse hi 
continued two years, when the regiment was ordered home, 
having out of one thousand men not a sufficient number to* 
complete the establishment of the commissioned officers and 
drummers, the rest having fallen by the different attacks of the^ 
enemy, the sick effects of the climate, and in the great hurri* 
.eane which happened in the year 1762, in which latter he ha4 
his arm broke, and one of his legs dislocated, with the loss of 
the whole of his baggage, for which he received no compensa- 
tion. The regiment during the above period was acttiwljr 
employed against the islands of Demerara, St* Eustatia, aad St. 
Vincent. At the peace of 1763 he was placed on hM-pt^ 
without receiving any difference, during which time he vas- 
chiefly employed in forming two regiments of volunteers. One- 
raised by his uncle, the late Earl of Aldborough, and the other 
by and at the sole expense of his brother-in-law Sir Jame^ 
Tynte, Bart., when Ireland was threatened by an invasion from 
the French. In the year 1790 he was appointed to the 6lat 
regiment, and proceeded with it to Gibraltar in the year 179^*^ 
In the following year, he was sent to recruit in Ireland, on Ids 
own and faniily estates, and his success was so great that it induoeii 
government to send him proposals to raise one hundred mm 
for the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, be being then a Brevet 
Major, and to which he agreed, and had a number of thea 
raised, when he received a letter from Gibraltar informing \um, 
tliat the regiment was proceeding to the West Indies, on actmd 
service, and that His Royal Highness was pleased to expreis 
his hopes, that all officers who wished for, or expected his pro- 
tection would join ; he therefore gave up all views of succeeding 
to promotion by the recruiting scheme, and (although he bad 
His Majesty's permission, and the Secretary at War's warrant 
to remain behind,) joined the regiment at a considerable expense, 
and proceeded to the West Indies in the year 1794. He remained 
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with the reginnait in the islands of Martinique and St; Lucie 
nearly two jears; durii^ which time he was present in several 
ei^pigenients with the enemy, particularly those of the Vigie, 
Gros Isieti Cul de Sac, and town of Camagie ; where the conr 
duct of bodi officers and men was of such a nature, as to call 
forth the ^blic thanks of General Stuart, and the Conunander- 
in-Chief, Sir John Vaughan. After a seiies of danger, hunger, 
and fat^oe, it was thought necessary to withdraw the few 
remaining officers and men for the defence of Fort George, and 
iiw town of Camagie, (now called Fprt Charlotte), where the 
iwovisions of the garrison and other stores were deposited ; he 
was ordered >on the duty of defending this latter place, and was 
twice, at different periods, attacked by a very superior force, but, 
by the alertness and courage of the officers and men under hia 
command, had the good fortune to beat them off with conside- 
rable Joss, by which means not only the storehouses ware 
saved from being plundered and burnt, but the garrison of Fort 
George prevented firom being compelled for want of provisions 
to surrender : for his conduct on the above service, he had the 
honor of receiving both the personal thanks of the Conunander- 
in-Chief, and his thanks in general orders ; but that officer. Sis 
John Vaughan, unfortunately dying soon after, no account of 
Major Sauoder's services was transmitted to His Royal Highness. 
While he remained in the West Indies, the Commanding Officer, 
LieuieiMinvColood Owen, fell a victim to the ill effects uf the 
diaiate» Major Carmthers succeeded to the Lieutenant-Colo? 
aalcyf Major Barlow who was next senior in the raiment, 
dscliDed purchaaii^ the Majority, and he, by his permission 
and consent, paid the regulation price for.it; but an augmenta- 
tioo of fidd-officers being then made to each regiment, Brevet- 
\ Major Bailow succeeded over his head, without paying any. 
^i diiag, and he was obliged to reouMu as second Major : he then 
^ 1 look the opportunity of representing the matter to His Royal 
** I Higboees; and the answer received was, that the amount he had 
I . paid, could not be refunded ; but in consideration of the then 
' freaent, though unavoidable difficulty of the case, together with 
^ kb past services as a.aaldier,: His Royal Highness the Duke of 
* York would take the first favorable opportunity of promotiiq; 
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bim. Howefier, abseiiM oo foreign Benk^ and in « iiiilietlthj 
dimtte, made it probable that fiite woald otberwise pRifida ff* 
bim, and he again remained foigotten^ afflicted bodi tti bodj 
and mind ; however, his constitution enabled him to sapport a 
•harp attack of the yellow ferer, and to retnm to England wilb 
the regiment in the latter end of the year 1796, pimouito 
which he had tlie misfortune to find that Major Taylor ftoai 
another regiment was placed over his head as a Lieutenant* 
Colonel in the 6 1st. 

Shortly after the arrival of the regiment in England, be mm 
ordered, as Superintending Officer, to receive parochial mCi 
raised by the different counbea, with express mjunctioDs froHi 
and strong hopes held out by the Duke of York, to anch o# 
cers as conducted themselves to the satisfacUcMi of llie citil 
power and the good of the service ; the public testimonj 
mitted to His Royal Highness on this occasion by Lord 
Seymour, as Chairman at the General Quarter 
Devizes, on the 10th of Janoary, 17979 expressing in '^ 
strongest terms the approbation of himself and the other ttapS" 
trates in favor of him, and the other officers under his conunand, 
clearly demonstrate how they acted ; which, with the favotaMa 
answer returned by Mr. Windham, in compliance with theDdke 
of York's directions, afforded them "the most agreeable 
of his future favor. The regiment being again complded^ 
onlered to Guernsey; LieutenanWCoIonel Taylor was 
to the 12th regiment, and another Field-Officer, Lord Elpkin* 
stone, from the 60th regiment, succeeded him, and waa aaaa 
after appointed to another regiment; he then solicited for Ai 
Lieutenant-Colonelcy, but was informed it waa promised -H 
General Hastings from the half-pay, and who aocordingly sni* 
ceeded to it. 

In the year 179B he obtained the brevet rank of LieuteoaM- 
Celonel, still remaining as 2nd Major in the 6lst regimeot, aad 
proceeded with it, in this capaGity> to the Cape of Good Hepai 
A disturbance breaking out there, a large force was sent nilir 
the interior of the country, under the command of Brigadier-Oe' 
neral Vandeleur, who waa soon after so hemmed in by the enenj^ 
that all conmmnication between bim and Cape Town would 
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hKfe been cul off, bed not General Dundas promptlj sent e re- 
anforoement la prevent it. lieutenant-Colonel Camithers was 
prdered for this expedition ; but he reporting bimseif unwell at 
the time, iieutenant-Colonel Saunders applied for and obtained 
the commanil of it, and at a few hours notice set out with about 
500 OMD, taking a new route, and marching through a desert of 
the country about 700 miles, and momentarily expecting an 
attack from the enemy, the Caffres, and other rebellious sub- 
jects of the colony. At the expiration of twenty-three days 
ibey arrived at the place of destination, where the Landrost re- 

- pUad; and who, despairing of assistance, bad resolved to at- 
f lampt his retreat, as the only means of escaping with his life ; 
f but soon after, mostly by conciliatory measures, tranquillity and 
r confidence were restorsd for manj miles round. The troops 
r* reituuned encaoiped for eleven months; during which time 

- Gaoefal Dnndas having arrived himself, peace was restored, and 
mallara settled to bis entire satisfaction. He then gave the 
eoMBand of the detachment, with an additional number of men 
ef idBSsieDt regiments, to lieuteuant-Colonel Saunders, together 
isilb a considerable sum . of money for the expenses of the 
march ; and they returned under his command to Cape Town, 
with the approbation of the G^ieraL Soon after his return 
fitMtt the above service, the regiment embarked on a secret ex* 
pediten; and, on ibeir arrival at Moeho, it was found their 
abject was to dispossess the French of the strong situations they 
keM oh the coast of Coromandel, and on the banks of the. Nile 

1^ in Upper Egypt: for this purpose they joined the army from 
^ Uldm, under General Baird, at the rendexvotHS at Cossire, and 
f' inm thence proceeded tbroiigh the dee9rtt Having completed 
^ ^ march through the desert, thej proceeded down the Nile to 
* Rboda near Grand Cairo, and from tbe»ice by Bosetta to Alex* 

Iandria, where they joined the army under Lord Hutchinson; 
Ibe sticec i s fu l termination of whose operations it is unnecessary 
Imc to menticn. 
^ .v.Tbe regiment, after a period of nearly two years services in 
U HeV^ proceeded t* the isbaid of Malta in IMt^; end after 
i M^iDUV tbp usual ^gwmtim Ipoded, and formed a part of 
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that garrisoD. The conmuind of the regiinciit now de? olfed oo 
Lieutenaot-CoIoDel Sauuden, who received his Lieotenuit- 
Colonelcy the 7th of March, 1805; in which he continued 
through the campaign with Sir James Craig in Italy and Sicily ; 
10 the latter island he was left as senior officer, while General Sir 
John Stuart was in Calabria ; this officer was then appointed to 
the command of Scylla, commanding the streights between 
Calabria and Messina. The 25th of April, 1808, he receifed 
the brevet of Colonel. From Scylla he accompained the 6lat 
to Gibraltar; and in the month of June,' 1809, proceeded to 
Portugal, and in a separate command joined, by forced marches 
LfOrd Wellington's army, five days previous to the battle of 
Talavera, where he had the honor of commanding the 6 1st 
regiment, which, by his Lordship's orders, was particuhuly 
mentioned for its gallantry on that occasion. Being soon aflar 
this memorable action attacked by a rheumatic complaint^ k 
obtained leave to return to Lisbon ; after diat had the honor of 
being appointed to Lord Wellington's Staff, and from tbeac^ 
proceeded to England, when the rank of Major-Geaeral was 
given to him the 4th of June, 1811. He has the hoo<« of 
wearing a medal for the Battle of Talavera. 

The following are documents in support of thb offioer'i 
services. 

In the year 1793, the following General Orders weieiaMied 
to the army, at St. Lucie, of which the 6 1st regiment fomiedi 
part: 

'' llthof May, 1795. 
* *^ Brigadier-General Stuart has much pleasure in com mi ai- 
eating to the officers and men who were on the late expeditioi^ 
the high sense the Commander of the Forces entertains of their 
gallant behaviour in thdr different actions with the enemy/' 

'' llthof June, 1795. 

'' Brigadier-General Stuart requests Major Saunders of dis 
6lst regiment, with the officers and men under his commandf ^ \ 
last night, in the town and vicinity of Camagie, will accept hii 
thanks for their gallant behaviour in repulsing the enemy : sock 
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<;ool and spirked conduct as they displayed, should cpnvhicv 
the soldiers that no force ^ill prevail against Britons, livhen they 
act with steady firmness, in obedience to the orders of their 
officers." 

In the month of December, 1801, Lieutenant-Colonel Saunders 
was presented with a gold medal from the Grand Seignior, and 
soon after received the following letter, being an Extract of a 
Pispatch from Lord Hobart to the Right Honorable Marquess 
Wellesley. — ^' In reply to your Lordship's letter of the 2nd ultimo 
{Jio» 8.) 1 am commanded by the King to signify to you His 
)Sa|esty'8 most gracious permission to accept and wear the ho- 
nor conferred upon your Lordship by the Grand Seignior, in the 
Order of the Crescent of the first rank ; and I am further com- 
manded to desire that your Lordship will notify the same graci- 
ous peuDJssion to Majpr-General Baird, and to the officers who 
have received similar honors frpm the Ottoman Court.** Tliis 
wft accompanied with the following from Sir Samuel Auchmuty, 
— -^'^ Sir, At the desire of Major-Gencral Baird, I have the honor 
la send you the above copy, from Lord Hobart to the Gover- 
nor-General of India. Tbe Major- General at the same time 
requests that you will be pleased to communicate His Majesty's 
gracious permission to the officers of the 6 1st regiment, who 
served in Egypt, in any manner you may judge proper.

N.B. In the above mentioned action of Talavera, on the 27tb 
and £8tb of July, the 6l8t regiment had 15 officers, and 320 
men, killed -and wounded. 

An officer of the 6Ut regiment who accompanied Colonel 
Saunders from Alexandria, crossing from thence the Desert to 
Suez and the Red Sea, mentions this excursion as follows. 

^' I6th June, 1801. 
^^ A report being received at Alexandria of one of the abips 
(hat had sailed from the Cape of Good Hope, when the IndUn 
army left that place under the command of General Baird, 
having on board the heavy baggage, some convalescent soldiers, 
together with the women and children of said army, ordered 
to rendezvous at Mocha, had been wrecked on the Afiican 
'coast, and that the men and women being oidy saved, bad been 
providentially taken* up 4>y a vessel of that country and carrwd 
up the Red Sea to Suez, where they were left in a very iiotlom 
situation, together with the impossibility of forwarding them to 
the army at that season of the year, in consequence of the pre- 
vailing winds ; and Lord Hutchinson, then commanding iim 
army in Egypt^ having signified his wish that some officer of 
rank would voluntarily undertake the task of bringing them by 
land. Colonel Sattnders, with the same readiness, humanity, and 
zeal, which he displayed -on many other occasions, offered, bis 
services on this also ; which being thankfully accepted and ap- 
proved of by the Commander of the Forces, the requisite past- 
ports were made out, with an order 'for four dragoons as an 
escort, together with permission for two odier officers (who 
Hkewise volunteered their services) to accompany him. This 
small detachment accordingly proceeded froin Alexandria^ 
bending their course to Grand Cairo and Giza, iihere further 
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direc^iif were to be received, and from thence crossing the 
I>esert, after four days' arduous journey, arrived at Suez. 

'' Fortunately at this time Sir Home Popham and Captain 
Carden, with a small convoy from India and Ceylon^ came to 
anchor ; from these officers we received every mark Of attention 
and hospitality, and by their means* obtained camels and pro- 
visions for about 50 men, and 60 women and children, belonging 
to the soldiers of different regiments. With these we left Suez 
for Grand Cairo and Lower Egypt : when about noon, on our 
•econd day's journey, a dragoon informed us that he saw at a 
great distance a large encampment of Bedouin Arabs ; and from 
a circumstance of one of these tribes having robbed and murdered 
a dragoon of the fiSth regimeo^ a few weeks before, he appre- 
hended tfaejr would attempt to serve us in* the same manner, 
strenuously advising us to hasten our speed, and avoid these 
Arabs if possible: however, we being already apprised both of 
the goodness of their horses, and knowledge of the Desert, 
together with the improbability of our being able to defend our 
small party from such numbers. Colonel Saunders immediately 
dftermined on. going into their camp himself, instead of vainly 
tfying to escape them, should the Arabs attempt an attack : 
taking therefore with him one officer and two dragoons, leaving 
the others to take care of the rest of his party, we instantly 
directed our course for the camp : every person there, on om* 
arrival, seemed surprised at the event ; however we still rode on, 
unto observing a man at the door of one of the tents, whose 
appearance intimated him to be of some diitittction and authority, 
vre stopped, and accosting him in the usual manner of the coun- 
try,- informed him we were proceeding to Grand Cairo with a 
small party of distressed soldiers and their wives, who had been 
shipwrecked, and seeing a camp so near, we were induced by 
fiecesnty, and the friendship that subsisted between them and 
Great Britab, to request their assistance, and a guide for the 
night : we told him also we had not yet dined, and would be 
glad of some itfreahment: provisions were immediately set 
before us, consisting of fatead, milk, eggs, salt, and butter; having 
heartily partaken of these, we again salam'd them, (a partieular 
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mode of salutation) and leaviog their camp with a xuid^i who 
had orders to take care of us, we aet out to rejoin our fMirt}, 
confident of safety^ knowing it to be an article of their religion 
to (ixoteqC ihoae to whom ihey give aalt or refreshmenta. It 
accordingly turned out so; the guide remained faithfully with tti 
all nighty and giving oi his directions as to die rest of our jour- 
ney, he left 08 with a small reward which we gave hin in token ef 
our gratitude. 

'' When our party arrived at Cairo we reported ourselvea lo 
the Grand Visier : we delivered hin some moles that were left 
by the Indian army at Sues, by order of General Baird : we 
were received very graciously, and m return reoeived aome email 
presents from the Grand Vizier, who likewise ordered us b^aH 
and fresh provisions, to carry us from thence down the JNile to 
Giza, Rosetta, and Alexandria. On our arrival near the iprtas 
of this place, we were ordered imder strict quarantine for fourtaan 
days, when finding our party all well, we were again pennittiad 
to join our friends, to the no small deli^ and gratitude of ll» 
soldiers, their wives, and families, who had been ao. loqg 
lieparated, and had almost despaired of ever meeting each 
other.** 

556. Major-General Lachi^an Maclban. 

This oflScer was appohited lieutenant m die 81st fool lbs 
7lh of January, 1788 ; he had the rank of Major in the army lbs 
1st of March, 1794; was appointed Major in the 60th the Ab 
of August, 1794; lieotenant-Colonel in the army the 1st ef 
January, 1798 ; Colonel in the army the £5th of April, 180t; 
and Major-General the 4th of June, 181 1. He has been oq tbs 
half-pay of the 60th foot a considerable period ; but during Aat 
time served on the Staff in the West Indies as Quarter-MaiM- 
General. 

357. Major-Genbrax. George Wii^sok. 

This officer entered the army the 18th of February, 1784, ii 
an Ensngn in die 39th foot, in which corps he obtained th» rank 
of Lieutenant and Captaio; and of Major the 1st of September, 
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1795 ; he waft ■ppomted lieotenaDtrCoIoiiel id the wtvu^ the l»t 
€)tJmMmuy, 1798; LieuteoanuCobiiel in tbe Invalid Battalion 
of Royal Artillery tba lit of August, IBOO ; Colonel in tbe army 
the %5fkof Aprils 1806; and Major*6eneral the 4th of June, 
ISll. 

358. Major-Gem BBAL Samuel RiMMiNaTON. 

This officer was appointed second Lieutenant in the Royal 
artillery the 15th of March, 1771 ; was promoted to a 1st Lieu- 
tenancy the 7th of July, 1779: appointed Captain-Lieutenant 
and Captain the 1st of December, 17B2 ; Captain of a eom- 
pany the Mth of March, 1791 ; Major, by brevet, tbe lat of 
March, 1794; Lieutenant-Colonel, bj brevet, the Istof Jannary^ 
1 79B ; Lieulenaut-Colonel in the Royal raiment of artiUery the 
Idtfa of November, 1800 ; Colonel, by brevet, tbe %5ih of Aprils 
1808; and Major*Geocral the 4th of June, 1811. 

In April, 1771> he embarked for Quebec, and from thence 
vrent to Montreal ; and in August proceeded with a detachment 
to Niagara. In June, 1773» he returned to Quebec and embarked 
forEngbmd. In December, 177^9 h^ went on therecnii ting seivice. 
In March, 1776, he sailed with four companies of artillery fba 
Quebec, and was on the Staff. On the night of the .4th of • 
June following, was at the a&ir of Three Rivers, Canada, under 
Lord Dorchester ; on the 1 Uh of October following, was at 
the attack made on die American fleet on Lake Champlain, and 
oomaanded one of the gun-boats. In July, 1777, crossed the 
Lake with the army under the command of General Burgoyne 
tnd was appointed Commissary of horse by General Philips ; 
on dm 19th of September he was at the aflbir of Freeman's Farm, 
Md the other actions, until die army surrendered prisoners by- 
convention. In 1781 he was exchanged, and joined the artillery 
St New York, and afterwards commanded a detachment of 
artillery at Poieshook, and Kmgsbridge, until the peace took 
phce. In 1783 he received orden to dismantle those posts, 
md sent tbe gmns and ammunition on board the transports, 
la October, 1783, he reeeived a warrant from Lord Dorchester 
to pioceed to the Island of Bermuda, to inspect and disband 
the garrison battafion, which took place in May, 1 784. Afltr 
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which he r»tiinied to Eogland. Iq April, 1787, he again went to 
Canada, and continued there more than two years. In Febroaiy, 
1791, he was appointed to command the artillery in Scotland, 
which'he did until the peace took place. In 1802, being thm 
ID bad health and unfit for foreign service, he requested to be 
allowed to retire to the invalid • battalion at Woolwich, which 
was granted, and in which be remained until he obtained the 
rank and pay of a Major-General. 

559* Majob-Gbnbral David Ballinoall. 

This officer was appomtad 1st Lieutenant in the Royal ^ 
marines the 31st of March, 1778 ; Captain the 2nd of Deceai^ . 
ber, 1782; Major in the army the 1st of March, 1794r; liao- 
tenant-Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1798; Loeule- 
nant-Colonel in the Royal marines the 15th of Auguat^ 18(15 ; 
Colonel in the army the 25th of April, 1808 ; and Sf^r« 
General the 4di of June, 181 1 . 

360, Major-Gbneral David Shank. 

The 4th of June, 1776, this officer was appointed lieutenant 
in the Loyalists under the Earl of Dunmore, in Virginia. * He 
was present at die defence of Guyns Island, and other skir- 
mishes ; and served as a volunteer in the battle of Long lahaid, 
on die 27th of August, 1776. In March, 1777, he recmvnda 
Lieutenancy in the Queen's Rangers. He was present wbm 
General Howe's army moved into New Jersey, and when it 
embarked for the Chesapeake ; he was engaged in the battle of 
Brandywine, the 11th of September, 1777, when out of 21 
officers present of that corps, 14 were killed and wounded. Sodi 
was the conduct of the regiment, that General Knyphausoi, who 
commanded die column it led that day, desired his Aid-de-Camp, 
on the field of battle, to inform General Sir William Howti bt 
had not words sufficient to express the good behaviour of the 
Rangers. lieutenant Shank commanded the ' picquet of the 
regiment at the battle of Germantown, near Fliiladelphia, on 
ihe 4th of October, and had the good fortune to check the 
column of the rebels that attacked the right of the army^ for . 
Hliich he received the thanks of Major Wemyss, at that time 
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comnuadiDg di« regiment. Soon after this period Major Sioor ' 
Goe obtaiaed the cominaiid of the corps,' and lieutenant Shank 
coDtinued on all occasions to participate in its fatigues, toils> 
and dangers; and was with the army on its retreat from Philap- 
delphia, and the batde of Monmouth. In October, 1778, he 
aucceeded to a company. He was with the regiment at the 
aiege of Chartestown; he returned to New York with Sir 
Henry Clinton, and was immecbately after engaged in the skjj^- 
xnish at Springfield. 

Being selected by Lieutenant-Colonel Simcoe, CapUdn Shank 
had the honor to be appointed to a troop of dragoons in August, 
1779 ; and afterwards commanded the caralry of the Queen's 
Hangers in the expedition to> Viiginia, under Generals Arnold,. 
Philips, and Lord Comwallis ; during which period he was 
most actively employed, and particularly engaged in a serere 
action at Spencer's Ordinary, under the immediate command 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Simcoe ; and made many very dangerous 
patroles during the defence of York Town, in 1781 ; in one of 
-which, when under the direction of Lieutenant-Colonel Tarieton, 
lie was present at the charge on the Duke de Lauzun'a cavali^ 
in front of the post of Gloueester, but which was rendered abor-' 
live by the firm and judicious position in which die enemy re- 
ceived it. The surrender of the army took place ; Captain 
Shank returned to New York, and soon after, the war being 
given up, went home. In October, 178S, he'^'was placed on 
half-pay, the corps being disbanded ; in which situation, not- 
withstanding repeated application to be placed on fuU-pay, he 
was obliged to remain until the 1st of September, 1791» when 
his friend Colonel Simcoe was appointed Lieutenant-Governor 
of Upper Canada, vrith leave to raise a small corps of 400 rank 
and file : Captain Shank was appointed Senior officer, and left 
under the patronage of the Marquess of Buckingham to raise 
the men in England, which having accomplished, this corps had 
leare to take agun the name of the Queen^s Rangers, were 
equipped as a lif^t infroitry corps, and embarked for Canada in 
April, 1792. The Istnof March, 1794, he receired die brevet 
of Major. 

Ma]or*General Simcoe^ on his return to Europe, left Major

mar of 1796. The Ist of January, 1798, oe received Am mk 
of Lieutenant-Colonel ; and in April the lieutenant-CoIonelej 
of his regiment.

In 1799 Lieutenant-General Simooe«lh 
tained His Royal Highness the Commauder4ii-Qiiefs leave ftr 
lieutenant-Colonel Shank to return home, with a view of en^ 
{Joying him, in the event of General Simcoe obtaining a cam- 
mand abroad. In this expi ation TJeutenant-Colonel Shank 
remained at hone, t II5 Joyed in inspecting Volun- 

teer corps ; when, ceme ortification, in 1806, on ihe 

peace of Amiens, the Queen's H |;ers wene nneaqpactedly re- 
duced, having been on the e ii shment Jbefore the war. In 
1805, having offered his service he Commander^n-Chief^ he 
soon after, the Srd of Septem of that year, Mceived thaap* 
ipointment of Lieutenant-Col 1 1 the Canadian regimM^ of 
Fencibles, commanded by O^nel Hiomas Peter. GovesBnent 
having learned th^t a spirit of emigration to Canada prevailed 
in the Highlands of Scotland, authorised Colonel Peter to en- 
gage to take die families of such as chose to enlist; about 7M) 
fine young men were aoon assembled at Glasgow ; but bsiof 
ordered to embark for the Army DepAt, Iile of Wight, a spirit of 
distrust arose amongst them, diat government did notOMMit* 
send them to Canada ; mutiny ued, and the corps waa^id^ 
mately disbanded. About one ilf immediately engaged is the 
78th, 79th, and other reg j. About twenty non-commiik 
siooed officers and drummers were permitted to remain wilb 
the corps, and embarked with it for Canada in 1805. On in 
arrival the prospect of recrui was very bad; tha New 
Brunswick Fenctbles having be< m the country before, eogagal 
that description of men most likely to enlist, men who had foe- 
merly been in the service; i|t was therefore difficult to make a 
begimiing ; but the recruits were mostly young men and Canar 
dians. In 1807 the coipa obtained the establishment of 400 
rank and file, and in 1809, 600 rank and file. The dj^lb of 
April, 1808, this officer received the rank of Colonel; pad of 
Major-General the 4th of June, 1811. 
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361. Major-Genekal John James Barlow. 

This ofllcer was appointed Ensign (from Cadet Royal Mili- 
Ury Academy^ Woolwich) in the 5th foot, the Ist of April, 
1773; ill 1774 Ensign in the 6lst; in 1775 he was appointed 
QuaJler-M aster of his regiment; and in 1781 AHjutant. The 
18th of January, 1777^ he received a Lieutenancy; the l8t of 
January, 1783, the brevet of Captain ; the $8th of December, 
1784, a company in the Gist; the 1st of March, 1794, the 
brevet of Major ; the 1st of September, 1795, the Majority of 
ibe 6lst; the Ist of January, 1798, the brevet of Lieutenant- 
Colonel; the 9th of July, 1809, the L\t;utenant-Colonelcy •f 
the Gut. The 17th of December, 1803, he was appointed 
l>cputy Inspector-General of the recruiting service, and 2iid m 
I'ommand of the Army DepAt, Isle of Wight; the £5th of May, 

1807, Commandant of Hilsea barracks; the £5th of Aprif, 

1808, Colonel, by brevet; the 4th of June, 1811, Major- 
General ; and the 25th of June, placed on the home Staff, 
in which he continued for several years employed. 

This ofliccr served constantly with his regiment thirty-one 
years. He was on foreign service at Minorca, Gibraltar, West 
Indies, Cape of Good Hope, and Egypt. In 180$, upon the 
death of Colonel Baron Durler of De Roll's regiment, in camp 
near Alexandria in Egypt, this officer was appointed to the 
command of the foreign brigade, composed of tlie regiments of 
De Roll, Watteville, Dillon, and Chasseurs Brittanniques, in 
Mhich he continued until sent home with Sir John Stuart's 
dispatches from Malta, on the evacuation of Egypt, by the 
British forces. 

He was placed on half-pay as Lieutenant-Colonel, upon hij 
appointment to be Deputy Inspector-General of the recruiting 
service. 

S62. Major-General Christopher Jeaffreson. 

This officer was appointed Lieutenant in the 86th foot, the 
4th of October, 1789; Major in the army, the 1st of March, 
1794; Captain in the late lS5tli foot, the 13th of May, 1795 ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1798; 
Lieutenant-Colonel 4th battalion of reserve, or 4th garrison 
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battalion, the 9th of Julj, 1803; Colonel in the army the €5tb 
of AprU, 1808 ; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1811. 
This oflker has been on half-pay a considerable period. 

363. Major-General William Minet. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 10th foot, the 7(h I 
of October, 1778; and Lieutenant in the g6th foot in 1779^ 
from which he exchanged, in 1780, to the 14th. He served 
with the latter 18 months on board ship, and accompanied it 
to the relief of Gibraltai;; in 1782 to St. Lucie, and froB 
thence to Jamaica. In April, 1783, he received a company ia 
the 30th ; he served with this corps in the West Indies, till thi 
peace of 1783, and was reduced on half-pay^ and continued §» 
till June, J 785, when he was appointed to the 4th regiment 
In 1789 he embarked for North America, and served at New- 
foundland as Commandant five years and a half, in the abseiloe 
of Colonel Elford, having the command of four companies of 
his regiment ; in 179^9 ^^ ^"^^ ordered with his detachment to 
Halifax, the regiment having gone to Canada,, and renuuned 
there two years and a half, during which period he received the 
brevet of Major. In January, 1798, he was appointed Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, by brevet, and in November, Major in the 5th 
foot; he served with that corps the campaign of 1799 in Hol- 
land. On Colonel Stevenson proposing to recruit a corps of 
blacks for foreign service, this officer was appointed to the 
Lieutenant-Colonelcy ; from which he was removed to the tol 
battalion of the 30th foot, the 25th of September, 1804. With 
the latter corps he served from his appointment and embarksl 
with it for Portugal, from whence it was subsequently ordered 
to Gibraltar. The 4th of June, 1811, he received the rank of 
Major-General • 

364. Major-General 
Sir Warren Marmaduke Peacocks, Kkt. & KjC. 

Appointed in December, 1780, Ensign in the 88th fool; 
Lieutenant in May, 1782; Captain-Lieutenant the 14th of 
April, 1783 ; in the latter rank he served, as a Marine Officer^ 
six months on board the Colossus^ and one month in Flanden* 
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The 6th of November^ 1793| he exchanged into the 2nd foot 
guards; and m March, 1794, obtained the brevet of Major; 
The drd of Maj, 1796^ he wa$ appointed Aid-de-Camp to Sir 
G. Nugent, on the Staff in Ireland. He continued on die 
Staff till 1799 ; and, during the period of his service in Ireland, 
be was present at the affair at Autum, and at the battle of 
Salljnahinch, and was thanked in general orders. He embark- 
ed for Holland in 1799; but did not arrive till after the evacua- 
tion of that country was agreed upon bj the British. The 9tb 
of May, 1800, he succeeded to a company in the 2nd foot 
guards. He served in the expedition to Egvpt, and was present 
at every affair the guards were engaged in ; he commanded the 
advanced guard of the army, that on the commencement of the 
operations to the Westward of Alexandria, compelled the enemy 
to quit their batteries, under the protection of which their 
flotilla was drawn up. In October, 1805, he embarked in the 
expedition to Hanover^ and returned in February following ; in 
July, 1807, he embarked in the expedition for Copenhagen, 
and returned in November. The £5th of April, 1808, he 
obtained the brevet of Colonel, and in December embarked'for 
Portugal ; in June, 1809t he was appointed by Lord Wellington 
to command a brigade, and subsequently to the command at 
lisboff. The 4th of June, 1811, he received the rank of 
Major-General. 

The services of this officer have been rewarded by the Prince 
R^ent, with Knighthood. He is also a Knight Commander 
of the Tower and Sword of Poitugal, and a Knight of the 
Crescent. 

365. Majob-Gbnbral Sir William Cockburn, Bart. 

At a very early age, in 1778, this officer entered the service 
as Ensign in the 35th foot. He served with that regiment the 
whole of the American war ; was appointed Lieutenant in it in 
1779 ; in 1783 he purchased a company in the 9^nd, and at the 
peace of that year was reduced on halfpay. I" 1790, the My- 
sore war having broken out, this dfficer exchanged into the 
73rd regiment, then in India, and served the whole of that 
war under General Sir Robert Abercromby and the Marquess 
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Cornwallif; be wu at the siege of Seringapatini, and was 
prdered by Lord Comwallis to auperiotead a branch of tke 
JEogineer departmeot. He formed a plaa mad sunrej of seTer^ 
vile* round Seringapatam, inclading the different operationt ef 
the arny prior to, and during, the siege of that iospofftant 
fKtress. In 1794 be was appointed Major in the army ; in 
179B Lieutenant-Colonel.: At the peace of Amieusi 180^ 
he returned to England, and exchanged into the 4th foot, hk 
1W4 he was appointed Inspecting Field»Officer of Volunteers 
in Ireland ; the £5th of April, 1808, he had the brevet of Co- 
lonel ; and the 4th of June, 181 1, was app<milad Major-General, 
and placed on the Staff of the army in the West Indies. la 
1813, he was appointed Inspecting Generai-Officer of the 
Severn District. 

366. Majqb-General John Pare. 

T918 officer was appointed Comet in the 6th dragoons the 
5Ak of December, 1777 ; Major in the army the 1st of Mardi^ 
1794 ; Captain in the g6th foot the dOth of May, 1795 ; Lieu- 
teoant^Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1798 ; Colooel 
in the army the 95th of April, 1808 ; and Major-General the 
4th of June, 1811. He has been on half-pay several years. 

367. Major-Geneeal Waldegrave Pelham C^at. 

The 87th of May, 1777, this officer was appointed to aa 
Knsigncy in the 40th, and the 17th of April, 1779, to a Lien- 
tenancy. As £nsign and Lieutenant he served in the Welt 
Indies and America, and was on board the Sultan man of w^ 
in the general action off Grenada, between the English attl 
French fleets, the 6th of July, 1779; he remained in the Wert 
Indies till August, 1781, when he embarked with the regimenl 
for America. He was at the storming of Fort Griiwold by tiM 
40th and 54th regiments, the lOtb of September, 1781 ; aid 
next appointed to the light company on detachment to dtestrpy 
Hyler's gun-boats, the 10th Qf January, 1782, and other dewW 
tory services. The lOth Qf June, 1783^ he siiceMtd to- a 
company; he sensed 10 America tiU the evacuation of K#w 
York m November, and returned to E^^lfattd in 1784. He 
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next embarked u Captain of the light company With the flank 
batlalioDi 00 Sir Charles Grey's expedition to the West Indies. 
/The SSrd and 40th light companies were selected by Majoiv 
General Thomas Dundas to attack the heights above St. Pierre's, 
Martinique, which they carried the 17th of February, 1794, and 
on the same day repulsed the enemy, who advanced to retake 
Cfaea ; he also served at the siege and surrender of Fort Bour- 
Ikmi. The 1st of November, 1794, he received the brevet- of 
Major; and the 1st of September, 179^i was appointed to di4 
Majority of the 40th. Major Clay served in the siege of Mome 
Fortun^e, St. Lucie, and in the o^her affairs of that campaign, 
and at its conclusion was sent home dangerously ill by General 
Prescott, but taken prisoner on his passage. In 179^ he em* 
barked for St. Domingo, and in 1797 was appointed Deplity 
lospector-General of Colonial troops, with the local #ank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. The 1st of January, 1798, he received 
the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel ; the 6th of August, 1799, 
Lientenant-Colonel in his regiment, and the d4th of August, 
1802, was placed on half-pay. As Lieutenatti-Colonel he 
served in the West Indies, in the expedition to Holland in 1799^ 
and b the Meditenanean in IdOO and 1801. In 1803 he was 
appointed Inspecting Reld-Officer of a Recruiting Distriet in 
Ireland, and in November, 1804, removed to one in EngfauMi. 
The 25th of April, 1808, he received tlie brevet of CoIomI, and 
the 4th of June, 1811, the rank of Major^General. He is now 
serving on the Staff at Trinidad in the West Indies^ ' 

In 1813 this officer was tried at B«rbadoet byai General 
Court-Martial on frivolous charges preferred by Captain George 
Pilkington, of the Royal Engineers, who having failed in his 
olgect by the acquittal of the Major-General of eveiy one of 
the charges, eicept a part of the fifth, his. Captain Pilkington**^ 
future servtcea in the army wore dupensed vrith by (he Prince 
Regent. 

366. Major-General Sir Charles Wale, K.C.B. 

Appointed EoaigD in the 88th foot in June, 1779f sod em- 
barked die 45th of Deeeraber following for Jamaica, where he 
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contiooed till 1781 1 and in the spring of thtt year reluined, 
havii^ been promoted in 1780 to a Lieutenancy in die 97tli« 
la 1782 he sailed with his regiment for the relief of Minorca, 
but which had surrendered before-, they arrived at Gibraltar. 
He served at the latter place till the conclusion of the war, and 
was engaged in its defence at the time of the attack made by 
the enemy's combined fleets and armies. In 1783 he received 
a company in the 12th, and in 1786, a company in the 46tii^ 
from which he was appointed Captain in an independent com* 
pany; Major, by brevet, the Ist of January, 1794; LieiF 
tenant-Colonel the 1st of January, 1798 ; and Captain in thl i 
120th foot in 1799^ He served in the campjugn of the latter 
year in Holland, and was present at the batdes of the lOlfc 
and 19th of September, and 2d and 6th of October. Tha 
l6th of January, 1800, he received a Majority in the 85tfi; 
the 9th of October following a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 
67th; and in the spring of 1801 took the command of b» 
regiment in Jamaica, and returned at the close of that year. 
In 1805 he accompanied his regiment to the East Indies, and 
having returned to England on account of ill health, he. ex- 
changed into the 66th, die l6th of June, 1808. The 25th of 
April, 1808, he was appointed Colonel, by brevet; in March, 
1809, Brigadier-General on the staff of the Windward Islands. 
He commanded the reserve of the army under General Sir 
George Beckwith at Guadaloupe, and with his brigade stomei 
the heights of Matauba, the drd of February, 1810, and mm 
wounded. The 4th of June, 1811, he received the rank ff 
Major-General. 

On recovering from his wound^ he vras appointed to ih^ 
command of Grande Terre in Guadidoupe; and subsequend^ 
succeeded to the command of the whole of the troops in .thil 
island. In 1812 the Prince R^ent was pleased to confer 
upon him the government of Martinique, in which he contimwd 
till the surrender of that bkmd to Louis X Vlll. 

He is a Knight Commander of the Military Order of the 
Bath, and has the honor of wearing a medal for the capture of 
Guadaloupe. His official report of the operations of the re- 
serve of the army will be found with the sUtement of Sir 
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George Beckwhh's services. No. 80. The following general 
order was issued by this officer after the storm of the 3rd of 
February, 1810.

'' Brigadier-General Wale has the honor to congratulate his 
brq;ade upon the complete success of the ^action of yesterday, 
ia which as much real cool and intrepid courage was displayed 
aa ever appeared in the annals of history : 600 of the Royal 
York Rangers went to the attack of 500 of the best troops of 
Ibe enemy, through passes deemed by them impracticable, and 
routed them from a post considered as inaccessible. By this 
gallant achievement,! the whole army has this day the proud 
satisfaction of seeing the flag of truce displayed upon all the 
«iemy'9 batteries, indicating the approaching end of our 
present labora. 

*' The Brigadier-General deeply regrets the loss of some 
gallant officers, and brave soldiers, but it was not to be expected 
that one of the strongest defended passes of the enemy, and 
the key to their intrenched camp, could be carried without 
considerable loss. 

'' To Major Hendereon, who led the attack, the Brigadier- 
General has not words to express his high sense of that officer's 
iavincible intrepidity in surmounting all difficulties, nor to 
Captain Starck Sutherland, Dariing and Mathewsoo^ and the 
officers and soldiera in general in support of their gallant 
leader. The Brigadier-General calls to mind the critical mo- 
nent when so many officera and men were killed and wounded : 
when but for the undaimted firmness of the rest, the day would 
have been lost But when the Brigadier-General recollected 
Jhe former exploits of the Royal York Rangers, he was convmced 
flbey would ultimately overcome all difficulties. The Brigadier- 
General desires that the names of the gallant officera who fell 
in this action. Lieutenants Coplys, Symmonds, Martineau, and 
Gregg, may be recorded in Orden, as having greatly conduced 
to the success of the day. The Brigadier-General returns his 
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best thankf to Major Hadden^ the officers^ and solditrt of the 
grenadier battalion, for their support on that day. 

'' To Brigade-Major Brereton, and Assistant Quarter Imd 
Barrack Master General Gray, the Brigadier-General feeb 
highly indebted for their gallant, great, and meritoriotts 
exertions." 

369. Major-Genebal John Le Couteuk. 

This officer was appointed Captain Lieutenant, and Caplaife 
in the 100th foot, the 1 2th of July, 1785 : Major in the mmlf 
the Ist of Mardi, 1794; Captain in the llth foot, the 9d^ 
September, 179^ ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the lat d 
January, 1798 ; Colonel in the army the fi5th of April, 1800; 
Major-General the 4th of June, 1811. This oflker serredw 
Inspector of Militia in Jersey ; and on the staff in JaoHriea, 
where he is at present. He has been on half pay a censidcraMc 
period. 

S70. MAJOtt-GENBRAL JaMES KeMMIS. 

This officer was a Captain in the 40th foot, the 31st of 
March, 1790; Major in the army the Ist of March, 1794; 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1798^ Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in the 40th foot, the 1st of August, 1804; Co- 
lonel in the army the 25th of April, 1808 ; and Major-Genieial 
the 4th of June, 1811. 

This officer served in America, in Holland and Flanaers B 
1794 and 1795 ; in St. Domingo in 1797 and 1798 ; B 
the expedition to Holland, in 1799; tip the Mediterranean ii 
1800, and until the conclusion of the peace. He served also 
five campaigns in the Peninsula imder Uie Duke of Welli^gfoa^ 
from the first landing in Portugal. When commanding in Bp 
vas he marched by order through the Sierra Morena to SevSa 
with the 40th regiment, the first British troops that ever enterad 
that city. He was present in all the engagements whilst in At 
Peninsula, excepting the expedition to Oporto, at which period 
he was ui Seville. He subsequently served on the staff at Tul- 
lamore in Ireland. 
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Major-Oeneral Kernmis basf the honor of wearing a medal 
and one clasp, for the battles of Roleia, Vimiera, and Talavera, at 
each of which he commanded the 40th foot. 

371. Major-General Robert Burne. 

This oflScer entered the army in the year 1773> by purchas- 
ing an Ensigncy in the d6tli regiment, and the ISth of January, 
1777, obtained a Lieutenancy also by purchase. In 1783, the 
36tb regiment volunteered its services for the East Indies ; and 
this officer embarked with it, and landed at Madras in July of 
tbatyear. In 1784 he succeeded to tlie Captain- lieutenancy, 
pad on the 7th of May of the same year was appointed 
Captain of a company ; and upon the army taking the 
field against the late Tippoo Sultaun, he, was captain 
of grenadiers. Ha was in the battles of Sattimungnlum and 
Showere, with a detachment of the army commanded by Gene- 
ral Fioyd, and was afterwards at the storming of Bangalore^ 
Pettah, the fort of Bangalore, the Hill Fort of Nundydroog, at 
the battle of Seringapatam, the attack of the post at Carrigatt 
Hill, and at the storming of the End Gaw redoubt (part of the 
lines before Seringapatam) under the late Marquess Comwaliis^ 
and in 1793, he was at the siege and capture of Pondicherry. 
The Ist of March, 1794, he was appointed Major, by brevet, 
and in 1796 purchased a Majority in the regiment. The 1st of 
January, 1798, he was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel, by brevet, 
and in the same year the 36th was drafted into the 76di regiment ; 
and the non-commissioned pfficers, drummers^ 8u:. under the 
command of this officer, sailed from Madras, and landed in 
England in 1799* The annexed copy of an Order, No. 1., was 
issued by the Governor in Coimcil, and Commander-in-Chief 
of Madras, on the 36th raiment quitting India, where it had 
aerved upwards of fifteen years. 

In 1791) be was promoted to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of 
the regiment ; and soon after its arrival in England, it was com- 
pleted with volunteers from the militia, and in 1800 embarked 
with the troops destined, as was supposed, for the attack upon 
Belleisle ; and after beiag encamped upon the Island of Howat 
tome weeks, he re-embarked with the regiment and landed in the 
R. M. Cat. III. K 
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Island of Minorca; from which island be, in 1801, from te?ere 
illness, was ordered to England for the recovery of his health, 
(being the first time he was ever absent from the regiment) and 
upon the conclusion of the peace, the island being restored 
to the Spaniards, he was ordered to remain in England until the 
arrival of tie regiment at home; when, in the latter part of 
1802, he again took the command of it on its arrival in lie-" 
land. 

In 1805, he embarked with the regiment for Germany, and 
upon the termination of the service in that country, in 1806, 
retumeci to England. In the latter part of the same year he 
embarked with the regiment on the expedition to South Ame« 
rica, under the late M ajor-Oetieral Crawfurd, and in June, 

1807, landed in that country, and was with the advance of the 
army at the operations in the suburbs of Buenos Ayres on the 
2d, drd, and 4th, and the attack on the town of Buenes Ayres 
on the 5th of July. 

The annexed. No. IL, is a copy of a paragraph from die 
dispatches of the late Lieutenant-General Whitelock, and 
whidi also appeared on the trial of the above General. 

The regiment returned home in 1807 ; and the 25th of April, 

1808, this officer was appointed Colonel, by brevet, and io Jttly 
of the same year embarked with the army destined for the Pen- 
insula, (commanded by the Duke of Wellington, at that time Sir 
Arthur Wellesley), landed in Portugal, and was present at the 
battles of Roleia and Vimiera, and was shortly afterwards ho- 
nored by His Majesty with the Grovernment of Carlisle. 

The annexed paragraph. No. III., appeared in a letter from Sir 
Arthur to Lieutenant-General Sir Harry Burrard, upon the 
latter taking the command of the army. After these services, 
this officer proceeded in command of the regiment, with that 
party destined to join the late Sir John Moore at Salamanca in 
Spain, and was present at the battle of Corunna, and then re-em- 
barked with the army for England in 1809 ; and for his services 
at Roleia, Vimiera, and Corunna, he has received the honorary 
distinction of a medal and chisp. 

In 18 10 he embarked with the expedition to the Scheldt, and 
commanded the regiment at the siege and capture of Flushing, 
in the ishmd of Wdcheren ; was afterwards appointed Colonel 
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oa die Staff tt tfatt place, where be cootinued until die evaciui- 
tion of the island. In 181 1 be was appointed a Brigadier on 
die Staff in Portugal; and, in that country, subsequendj a 
Major-General, and landed there prior to the retreat of the 
French army from San tare m ; and was present at the batde of 
Fuentes D'Onor in Spain, and the other operations in which 
the 6th division of the army was engaged, until recalled to he 
employed elsewhere. Upon his return to England be was 
^>pointed upon the Home Staff, and was ordered to take 
the command of the camp near Litchfield ; and upon the break- 
ing up of that encampment, was ordered to the command of 
the Nottingham district : where he remained on the Staff until 
die 24th of September, 1814. 

Major-General Bume commanded the 56th regiment fix>m 
the year 1793, until his appointment upon the Stuff in 1811 : 
and greater unanimity (so essential to discipline) never prerailed 
in any corps ; as some proof of which, the o£Bcers who served 
under him in South America, on their return from that coun- 
try, voted and presented him with a sword and belt of the 
value of one hundred and twenty guineas. 

He has the honor of wearing a medal and one clasp for the 
batdes of Roleia, Vimiera, and Corunna.

'' III taking leave of Lieutenant-Colonel Burne, the officers, 
and men of His Majesty's 36th regiment, the Commander-in- 
Chief cannot refrain from expressing his sincere regret at losing 
from under his command a corps so eminently distinguished for 
important services in the field, and for discipline; order, and 
regularity, iu every situation. Of a regiment whose merits are 
so well known, it is unnecessary to say much: their gallant 
exertions will receive their best reward in the applause and 
gratitude of their country. 

^'I'he Commander-in-Chief cannot more strongly evince his 
higli opinion of this corps, than by exhorting the men, where- 
ever their King and country may hereafter require their services, 
to make it their first care to preserve unblemished the name and 
reputation they have acquired in the 36th regiment.

relative to the Attack on Buenos Ayres. 

'' The 36th and 88th regiments, under Brigadier-General 
Lumley, moving in the appointed order, were soon opposed by 
a heavy and continued fire of musquetry fi-om the tops and 
windows of the houses, the doors of which were barricadoed m 
so strong a manner, as to render them almost impossible ta 
force ; the streets were intersected by deep ditches, in the insich 
of which were planted cannon, pouring showers of grape on 
the advancing columns : in defiance, however, of this opposi* 
tion, the 36th regiment, headed by the gallant General, reached 
its destination ; but the 88th being nearer to the fort, and die 
principal defences of the enemy, were so weakened by his fte, 
as to be totally overpowered and taken. 

*' Th6 flanks of the 56th being thus exposed, this regiment, 
together with the 5th, retired upon Sir Samuel A uchia i i^ ^s 
post at the IMaza de Tofos : not, however, before lieotenattl- 
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Colonel Buroey and the grenadier company^ had an opportunity 
of distinguinhing themselves, by charging about eight hundred 
of the enemy, and taking and spiking two guns.

572. Majos-Genebal 
Sir John OrmsbyVandeleur, K.C.B. 

Appointed Ensign in the 5th foot in December, 1781; 
lieutenant in the 67th in 1783 ; and Lieutenant in the 9th foot 
in 1788. As Lieutenant this officer served in the West Indies. 
The 9th of March, 1792) he succeeded to a company in the 9tb, 
from >%'hich he was removed to the 8th light dragoons ; in Oc- 
tober of that year, and the 1st of March, 1794, appointed to a 
Majority in the latter corps. From April 1794, to December 
]79-^> he was employed on the Continent, and present in several 
of the principal actions which took place during that period. 
The Ist of January, 1798, he succeeded to a Lieutenant-Colo- 
nelcy in the 8th. From August 1796> to October 1802, he was 
employed at the Cape ; and from October 1802, to July 1806, 
JD tbe £ast Indies. He served the campaigns of 1803, 4 and 5, 
as Lieatenant-Colonei of the 8th light dragoons, with local rank 
of Colonel, and commanding a brigade of cavalry, tmder the late 
Lord Lake in India. At the batde of Las wary, on the 1st of 
November,. 1803, his brigade turned the enemy's left flank, 
dbai^ged, and took 2000 prisoners, besides cutting many to pieces ; 
for which he received his Lordship's thanks. In November 
1804, be again received his Lordship's thanks for the cavalry 
nffair at Futty-Ghur, where the Mahratta Cbief^ Holkar, was 
anrpriaed asid defeated. On the 2nd of March, 1805, the late 
Major-General Smyth, with the cavalry of the Bengal army, 
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attacked die Mabratta Chief, Ameer Khaiii at Afzul-Ghur ; (be 
two brigades were formed in two lines; the 1st line, connsting 
of the brigade composed of the ^th and 25 ih light dragoouiy^aad 
a regiment of Bengal cavalry, was repulsed ; the second line, 
consisting of the brigade composed of the 8th light dragoons, 
and drd and 5th Bengal cavalry, under this officer's command, 
passed through the first, and defeated the enemy with great loss; 
the squadron of the 8th light dragoons, commanded by Captain 
Dean, retaking the artillery which was in possession of the 
enemy. 

After the conclusion of the war in India, he returned to 
Europe, in 1806, and in 181 1 was placed on the Staff of the 
army in the Peninsula, as a Major-General. He commanded 
a brigade of the light division of infantry, and was wounded 
leading the division to the breach of Ciudad Hodngo, the IQth 
of January, 1812, after the late Major-General Crawfurd had 
received a mortal wound: this wound prevented Major-General 
Vandeleur from being present at the siege of Badajos, which 
soon followed. He was present with the light division at the 
battles of Salamanca and Vittoria ; a few days before the latter, 
his brigade was so fortunate as to intercept a French division, 
and to cut off one of its brigades, taking 300 prisoners, and 
forcing the remainder to disperse in the mountains. 

In Jul}, 1813, he was appointed to command a brigade of tight 
dragoons, atUiclied to the column under Lord Lynedoch, and 
.afterwards under Lx)rd Niddry, and participated in all the opt- 
rations of that column. At the close of the war, he. was di- 
rected by the Duke of Wellington to conduct one of the diviskm 
of the British cavalry and artillery from Bordeaux to Calais-; 
and in October, 1814, was appointed to the Staff of the amy 
in Flanders, ami served at the battle of Waterloo in coronMod of 
the 4ih brigade of cavalry, consisting of the 11th, l£th, and iSth 
light dragoons. He afterwards commanded the whole of tlie 
British < av.tlry from the time that the Marquess of Anglasaj 
was \^uiinded till Louis the 18th entered Paris. The 1 6th of 
April, 1807, he was removed from the 8th foot, to a Lieuteoaot- 
Colonelcy in the IQth dragoons : the 25th of April, 1806, he 
received the rank of Colonel ; and Major-General the 4^ of 
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June 1811. He ia a Knight Commander of the military order 
of the Bathy and has the honor of wearing a Cross for his con- 
duct at Ciudad Rodrigo, and the battles of Salamanca, Vittoria, 
and the Nive. He is also a Knight of the Second Class of the 
Russian order of St. Wladiroir, and a Commander of the 
Bavarian order of Maximilian Joseph. The 12th of January, 
1815, he was appointed to the Colonelcy of his present regi- 
ment, the 19th light dragoons. 

373. Major-Genebal Chables Pye. 

Appointed Cornet of the 3rd dragoons the 31st of De- 
cember, 1782; Lieutenant the 9tVi of April, 1786; Captain the 
^4th of August, 1792; Major the 1st of March, 1794; lieu- 
tenant-Colonel the 1st of January, 179B; Colonel in the army 
the 2Jtb of Aprils 1808; Major-General the 4th of June, 
1811. 

374. Majob-Gbnkbal Sib William Atlett. 

This oiScer entered the army the 17th of May, 1783, as a 
Comet in the 15tH light dragoons ; in which be succeeded to a 
Lieutenancy, and a Company. The Ist of March, 1794, to a 
Majority in the same regiment. The 1st of January, 1798, be 
received the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel ; and the 14th of 
May, 1804, he exchanged from the 15th Ught dragoons to the 
19th foot ; and from which he was placed on the half-pay of 
the 6th garrison battalion. The 25th of April, 1808, he ob- 
tained the rank of Colonel ; and that of Major<^eneral the 4th 
of June, 1811. 

This o£Bcer served the campaigns in Flanders, and received 
the order of Maria Theresa for his share in the operations of 
his regiment at the relief of the Emperor of Austria. He lately 
served on the Staff in Ireland. 

Of the above operations, in which a small detachment of only 
272 men, composed of I6O rank and file, of the 15th lif^t 
dragoons, and of 112 Austrian hussars, actually attacked, sabred, 
aiid routed 10,000 French cavalry and infantry, killing from 
eight to twelve hundred, and taking three pieces of camioo, it 
is proper to record tbe following attestationa and teitimonials, 
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with Sir William A^lett's services, he being the senior British 
officer engaged therein. 

(x^n Attestation by Lieutenant-General Otto, in His Imperial 
Majesty's service, relative to the action that took place the 24th 
of April, 1 794, translated from the German, being previously 
witnessed by the Right Honorable Sir Morton Eden, our Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary at the Court of 
Vienna.) 

*' When His Itnperial Majesty's army besieged Landrecy, a 
French city, and His Royal Highness's army formed the riglit 
wing near Cateau, where I was placed, the enemy endeavoured 
by different attacks to prevent the siege, and, to effect their pur- 
pose, they assembled about 24,000 men at Ciesar's camp, and 
advanced, the 23rd of April, 1794, in three columns, attacked 
the Imperial troops near Douchy, Avernes le Second, Villers en 
Couche, Harpres, and the Hessian advanced posts near th^ river 
Selle, who were forced to retire. Major-General Sentkeresky, 
who was on my right flank near St. Hilaire, with twohussarand 
two English light dragoon squadrons, informed me of the cir- 
cumstance. I reconnoitred the enemy, who were 10,000 strong, 
composed of cavalry and infantry ; they advanced as far as ViDers 
en Couche. Seeing how serious it was, as the enemy's patroles 
had pushed on to the other side of the river Selle, I sent for a 
reinforcement, which arrived the same day, I marched on the 
24th of April, 1 794, in front of the enemy, and ordered them to 
be attacked on their flank, near Montrecourt, by a part of the 
cavalry, which were the advanced guard, composed of the above- 
mentioned two hussar and two of the 15th light dragoon squa- 
drons ; the reinforcement was not ap, and notwithstanding the veiy 
small force of the advanced guard, Aid-de-Camp Mezery, and 
Sentkeresky, Colonel of Leopold's Hussars, and Major Aylett 
of the 15th Enghsh dragoons, attacked (he enemy, considerably 
stronger, with such fortitude and bravery, that the enemy's 
cavalry began to run away behind their infantry ; then they cut 
the infantry, and killed above 800, and took three pieces of can- 
non. After this happy success, the Imperial and Hessians, who 
had retired from the Selle, re-assembled and advanced on the 
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olher side of my detachment, and by this means a very small 
number drove the enemy, who were prodigiously stronger, as far 
as Cambray. I do not wish to enter into too long a detail ; but 
every person can judge of the valor of this attack, if, with 
the eyes of an experienced warrior, he observes on the map the 
position of our army, and the advancement of the enemy as far as 
the river Selle ; and he will find how much truth there is in say- 
ing, ** a few resolute and brave soldiers can decide a great deal/'

'^ The undersigned certifies to Captain Ryan, of the English 
light dragoons, that on the 24th of April, 1794, the 15th regi- 
ment charged the enemy, who were in great force at ViUers en 
Couche, routed them, sabred a great many, and by their conduct 
rescued His Imperial Majesty firom the danger diat menaced 
bis person, who, being on the road from Valenciennes to Ca- 
tillon, was cut off by tfae patroles of the enemy, as His Majesty 
on that day was returning from Brussels to the army, and the 
enemy's patroles were already passed over the river Selle. 

'' The courageous conduct of tliis regiment, animated by its 
brave officers, is so much the more meritorious, as the main 
column of the allied army did not arrive to its support ; but this 
brave regiment, abandoned to itself, slill relied on its own valor, 
attacked the enemy, so much stroller, and whose bravery alone 
prevented the melancholy consequences above stated, and not 
content with that, it took three pieces of cannon. Captain Ry- 
an, who so distinguished himself in this affiw, bad fab horse 
wounded, as well as the other officers who are specified by Field- 
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Marshal Lieutenant Otto, under whose particular ccmmand tlie 
regiment was.

(An Attestation of General Senlk^esky, in His Imperial 
Majesty's senrice, witnessed by the Right Honorable Sir Morton 
Eden, K.B. our Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary at the Court of Vienna.) 

'^ The extraordinary bravery which the two squadrons of the 
15th Light Dragoons^ under my command, showed on the 24th 
of April, 1794, is as follows : — 

" A corps of ibe enemy, 20,000 strong, who, on the 24th o 
the same year, advanced from Cambray, dislodged the Hessians^ 
and drove them from the river Selle, and thus stopped the com- 
munication, was, by two hussar and the above two light dragoon 
squadrons, attacked near Villers en Couche. This attack ww 
executed with such bravery and resolution, that they killed above 
fOOO, and took three pieces of cannon. By this courageous and 
unexpected attack, the enemy was entirely driven back, the com^ 
munication with the Hessian troop near to Denain re-estabJisbed, 
and the right wing of the besieging army near Landrecy covered. 
His remarkable action of the two light dragoon squadrons, 
encouraged by their brave officers, who despising the greatness 
of the danger, and the multitude of the enemy, gave to this 
astonishing affair an essential decision. All this passed under 
ray eyes, to the disadvantage of the enemy, and to the glory of 
our arms, by the just, meritorious, and noble conduct of tlie 
eight brave officers mentioned bj General Otto.

by the astonishing number of the enemy, or by their support not 
beii)g up, but, conducted by their brave officers, attacked the 
enemy with such an extraordinary resolution, and with such vio- 
lence, that tliey killed a vast number, and took three pieces of 
cannon. I'he brave conduct of this courageous regiment was 
on this occasion more considerable, as the advancement of the 
enemy might have caused the most fatal consequences in re- 
spect to the journey of his Imperial Majesty from Valenciennes 
to Catillon.

" Sir, — The Emperor remembers with satisfaction the distin- 
guished proofs of valor that you. Sir, and the other officers 
manifested, of the Idth light dragoons, on the 24th of April, 
1794, near Cambray. His Majesty regrets, that the statutes of 
the Order of Maria Theresa, confirmed by a constant custom, 
forbidn the cross of this order, strictly national, being conferred 
on officers so worthy of being decorated with it : but wishii^ 
to give you, also your honorable companions, a public mark (Mf 
his particular esteem. His Majesty has commanded a medal to 
be struck to perpetuate the remembrance of this brilliant action ; 
and has ordered me to offer to them the only impressions which 
have been struck, eicept one which is placed in the Imperial 
cabinet of Vienna. In fulfilling the intentions of His Imperial 
Majesty, I beg you consequently to receive for yourself, Sir, 
and distribute to the other officers, who, on the memorable 24tli 
of April, 1794, fought under your orders, the medals which I 
have deUvefed to Captain Ryan. 1 have the honor to join the 
assurances of the highest consideration, and have the honor 
to be, &c.

'' Sir, " Cateau, April 25ih, 1794- 

'^ In consequence of a request from the Prince of Cobuig, 
X sent, the day before yesterday, a detachment of cavalry, to re- 
connoitre the enemy, who were reported to have assembled at 
the Camp de Caesar near Cambray. This patrole, with which 
General Otto went himself, found the enemy in great force, and 
so strongly posted at the villages of Villers en Couche, that he 
sent back for a reinforcement, which I immediately detached ; 
it consisted of two squadrons of the Zetchwitz cuirassiers, 
Major-General Mansell's brigade, and the 11th regiment of 
light dragoons. As they could not arrive till it was dark, 
General Otto was obliged to delay the attack till the next morn- 
ing, when it took place soon after day-break. He then ordered 
two squadrons of hussars, and two squadrons oi the 15th regi- 
ment of light dragoons, to charge the enemy, which they did 
with the greatest success ; and finding a line of infantry in the 
rear of the cavalry, they continued the charge without hesitation, 
and broke them likewise. Had they been properly supported, 
the entire destruction of the enemy must have beeh the conse- 
quence : but, by some mistake. General Mansell's brigade 
did not arrive in time. The enemy, however, were completely- 
driven back, and obliged to retreat in great confusion, with the 
loss of 1,200 men killed on the field, and three pieces of cannon. 
The gallantry displayed by these troops, but particularly by the 
15th regiment of light dragoons, does them the highest honor.

375. Major-General John. Rigby Fletcher. 

Appointed Comet in the 6th dragoons the 27th of April, 
1787 ; Lieutenant the 21st of October, 1791 ; Captain the 24th 
of February, 1793; Major the Ist of March, 1794; Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1798 ; Colonel the Ist 
of February, 1808; Major-General the 4ih of June, 1811. 
From the 3rd of November, 1794, to the 30th of December, 
1795, this officer served on the Continent with the army under 
the Duke of York. 

376. Major-General Robert Browne. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 56th foot the 1st 
of September, 1784; Lieutenant in 1790; and Captain of a 
troop in the 12th light dragoons, in 1793, when he embarked 
with his regiment for the Mediterranean. The 1st of March, 
1 794, he was appointed to the Majority, and served in Italy and 
Corsica. The 30th of November, 1796, He received the local 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in Portugal, where he served four 
years. The 1st of January, 1798, he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the army; and the 30th of August, 1799> Lieiite* 
nant-Colonel in the 12th dragoons. In 1800 he embarked with 
the regiment for Egypt, and commanded iti and all the dis- 
mounted cavalry, on the landing and in the battles of the 13th and 
21st of March. He commanded the bngade of cavalry in the 
expedition up the Nile, consisting of the 12th dragoons, detach- 
ments of the 1 1th and 26th dragoons, with the light-horse artil- 
lery, and took several detachmcvHs of Ae enemy; also the 
convoy in the Libyan Desert, consisting of 500 camels, with 
detachments of cavalry, infantry, arCiHery, and dromedary corps : 
he was also present at Rhamanie and Cairo. He was appointed 
by General Baird to succeed Colonel Montresor, aa Com- 
mamhint of Rosetta, and had charge of Osman Bey, when he 
conducted him to the army before Aiesandria, where be and 
several of his attendants were basely and inhumanly murdered 
by the Turks, in the boats of the Captain Pacha, on the Lake 
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6f Mareods. The 85tb of April, 1808, he received the brevet 
of Colonel ; he embarked and proceeded with his regiment in 
the expedition to the Scheldt, and was present at the taking of 
Walch(;ren and Flushing; the 4th of June, 1811, he was ap- 
pointed Major-General, and lenred on the Staff in the Severn 
District. 

On the 18th of June, 1817, he had the Honorary Degree of 
D.C.L. conferred on him in the University of Oxford. 

The following documents bear reference to the aervices qf 
Major-General Browne. 

<' From the Vatican, May SOth, 1794. 

" The marked consideration which the Holy Father has 
always entertained, and will never cease to entertain, for the 
generous and illustrious English nation, induces him not to 
neglect the opportunity of giving a proof of it, which is now 
afforded by the stay of a British regiment at Civita Vecchia. Am 
His Holiness cannot but applaud the regular and praise-worthy 
conduct of the troops in question, he has determined to eviiet 
his entire satisfaction by presenting a gold medal to each of the * 
officers, ini'luding General Sir James Steuart, and CoIomI 
Erskme, though absent. And since these medals, twelve in 
number, are not at the present moment in readiness, nor can be 
provided before the departure of the regiment from Civita Vec- 
chia, the Holy Father will be careful that they shall be sent as 
soon as possible to Sir John Cox Hippisley, who will be pleased 
to transmit them to the respective officers, making them ac- 
quainted at the same time with the feelings by which His Holi- 
ness is animated, and with the lively desire which he entertains 
of manifesting, on all occasions, his analterabU regard, whether 
it be towards the nation in general, or towards every individual 
Englishman. In thus making known to Sir John Cox Hip- 
pisley, Member of the British Parliament, the dispositions of 
the Supreme Pontiff, the Cardinal de Zelada, Secretary of State, 
begs leave to add an offer of his own services, and the assuraaces 
of his distinguished esteem.

** The Commander-iii-Chief is confident diat lie bat na oceil^ 
sion to remind the ]£th light dragoona of the hoepitdi^f and 
friendship thej receifed from the SoifeMffBt Podititf, when in the 
Roman State. And it must gife the oflkers and soldiers of 
that regiment infinite satisfitietion to be in possession of ba^^er, 
which thej received in gift from His HoUness, on accoiOKf of 
their good behaviour^— badges which they are recosMnelided to 
wear at the present moment, in token of tlieir regret for his 
nisfortmies, and the high sense they retaii^ of the Tirtues of a 
Prince, who, though oppressed with old ag^, and suffering under 
the greatest*of all human calamitiea^ bad die firmness to remain 
with his people."

" It will be doing me a particular faror, if you acquiesce in 
permitting me to give a pipe of wine to the non-commissioned 
officers and soldiers of the 12th light dragoons, embarked under 
your command, on board His Majesty's ship the Braakel. I 
offer it as a small testimony of the pleasure and satisfaction that 
I receifed from the invariably good conduct of the corps, and 
its soldier-like appearance, while 1 had the honor of serving with 
it in Portugal^ Persuaded that you will grant my request, I 
have directed the wine to be sent on board, deliverable to your 
orders ; and it will be Mr. Warden's fault, if it is not good of 
its kind, for I recommended to him to have that ascertained. I 
wish you a good voyage, and success wherever you meet an 
enemy.

Remarks on the foregoing Letters. ^ 

Referring to Cardinal de Zelada's letter to Sir J. C. Hippisley. 

Some of the officers who proceeded to Rome had the honor 
of being introduced to the Pope, who received them in the 
most gracious manner. The Pontiff took the British helmet 
in his hand ; and, ejaculating a wish that heaven might enable 
the cause of truth and religion to triumph over injustice and 
infidelity, placed the helmet upon the head of Captain (now 
Major-General) Browne. 

Referring to Brigadier-General Doyle's letter. > 

The capture of the enemy's convoy in the Lybian desert 
has been so variously told, that it may not be improper here to' 
state the circumstancea attending it. On the morning of the 
17tti, several Bedouin Arabs gave information that some French 
were in the desert. Major-General Browne, instantly sent 
ItM.Cal. HI. L 
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them to head-quarters, to report the circunistaace ; and imine- 
diatelj ordered Lieutenant Raynes with a detachment intp the 
desert. Lieutenant Raynes sent back an orderly dragoon with 
intelligence that he had reason to believe the information cor« 
rect ; but that the enemy must be at some distance, as he could 
not yet discern them. Uppn this Major-General Browne 
ordered the light-horse artillery, and all the cavalry, to be well 
fed and watered, ready at a moment's notice ; and also another 
detachment to be formed, under Lieutenant Caton, to keep up 
the communication with the first. Soon after Colonel Aber- 
cromby (the Adjutant-General) came to tell him that Brigadier^ 
General Doyle had received orders to take' his brigade into the 
desert, and that the cavalry were to accompany him. He 
reported to General Doyle that they were ready ; and, on his 
coming into their lines, they immediately set ofi^. Lieutenant 
Caton in advance. After proceeding some distance in column 
at a brisk trot, a firing was heard, and they soon came within 
sight of the enemy, who appeared greatly to exceed in numbers. 
The British artillery was far in the rear, and the infantry not in 
sight. Colonel Abercromby and Sir Robert Wilson being in 
front with some skirmishers, the latter went to the enemy^ with 
a view of persuading them to surrender. General Doyle and 
Major-General Browne^ perceiving that be was not received, 
the latter ordered the column to deploy into line, and ^ form 
rank entire,'' extending their distances of troops to as great a 
front as possible, still advancing. This he conceived might 
impose upon the enemy ; and the stratagem, assisted by the 
deception of the mirage, succeeded. Sir Robert Wilson was 
accordingly called back by the enemy, and General Doyle soon 
after -came to inform Major-General Browne that they had 
surrendered. — ^The latter ordered the ofiicers to form dieir 
troops ; and nothing could exceed the grief and mortification of 
General Cavalier, when he came forward and perceived that our 
numbers were only about 250 ; nor was he restored to tranquil- 
lity until he saw the brigade of infantry advancing. The 
convoy consisted of fi8 officers, 570 rank and file, 1 stand of 
colors, 1 light four-pounder, 300 horses and dromedaries, and 
460 camels. A they proceeded to our camp^ the British 
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formed on their flanks and rear. Buonaparte's famous Drome- 
dary corps in front, beautifully caparisoned, and mounted by 
chosen grenadiers splendidly attired, presented a grand and 
novel si|^t to the men, women, abd children of the camp, who 
were waiting the return of the British upon the sand-hills. — 
The capture of this convoy was productive of the most beneficial 
consequences, affording a very seasonable relief to the British 
army, who were much in need of it. The horses were given to 
the dismounted cavalry; and the camels distributed to the 
commissariat department, staff, and regiments, for the convey- 
ance of provisions and camp equipage. 

This convoy was intended for the purpose of bringing away 
the treasures from grand Cairo to Alexandria, which being 
prevented. General Belliard was induced to surrender at the 
time be did, on the pointed conditions that his whole army and 
followers should be allowed to take all their treasures Co France, 
and means of conveyance furnished. Had General Belliard 
been as regardless of these treasures as duty required, it is very 
much doubted whether the British would have been able to 
take grand Cairo, as the waters of the Nile were rapidly rising, 
and we should not have been able to maintain our posilioa 
before it 

377. Major-Genbkal Hugh Mackat Gordon. 

This officer served as a volunteer in America, and was at* 
tached to Sir William Howe's head-quarters, in 1775, and 1 776 : 
and was present in the actions of the Mnd and £7th of August 
of the huter year, the landing at New York, Sec. He was 
appointed Ensign in the 71st foot, the 11 di of March, 1777; 
he accompanied Sir William Howe's army up the Chesapeake, 
and was present in the battieof Brandy wine, and at the evacuation 
of Philadelphia. The 27th of April, 1778, he was appointed 
Lieutenant in die I6di foot ; he sailed from New York to the 
West Indies, and joined his regiment in Pensacola in January, 
1779, and remained there till May, 1780, when be was sent 
through the Incfian country to tlie Commander-in-Chief to solicit 
a reinforcement. In January, 1781, he returned to Pensacola, 
and was taken prisoner in May following, whilst acting as 
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Aid-de-Camp to General Campbell. On being exchanged he 
joined General Campbell at New York, and was present at the 
evacuation in 1783; he then accompanied the General to 
Halifax, and continued as Aid-de-Canip to that officer till 
1787, when he joined his regiment in Ireland. The Slst of 
May, 1788, he obtained a company in the l6th; and in 1792 
embarked for Halifax, where he remained till May following, 
when he sailed with the regiment to the West Indies, and there 
continued till 1794. On his return to England he was ap* 
pointed Aid-de-Camp to General Sir W. Pitt; in June, 1795, 
1ie sailed on a secret expedition, and was at the capture of the Cape 
of Good Hope; he next proceeded with General Sir Alured Clarke 
to the East Indies, and arrived at Madras in 1796; the 3rd of 
May, in the latter year, he received the brevet of Major. In 
1797 he was appointed Quarter-Master-General at Bengal, 
and was in the field with the army during all its operations. 
The 18th of January, 1798, he received the brevet of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel; the 20th of June, 17999 ^ Majority in the 
l6th ; in 1801 he returned to England; and in 1802 retired on 
half-pay. In 1803 Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon was appointed 
Assistant Adjutant-General to the late Lieutenant-General 
Sir James Craig, then commanding the Eastern District; and 
in 1805 Military Secretary to the Commander of the Forces 
in Ireland ; Colonel, by brevet, the 25th of April, 1808 ; Major- 
General the 4th of June, 1811; Colonel of the late York 
Chasseurs the 2nd of May, 1814; and Colonel of the ]6th foot, 
his present regiment, the 8th of January, 1816. 

This officer served as Major- General on the Staff at Madeira, 
which island he evacuated on the 2nd of October, 1814, m 
consequence of the peace. The 25 th of June, 1815, he was 
appointed to the command of the South- West District, and 
acting Lieutenant-Governor of Portsmouth, from which he 
was removed to his present situation, Lieutenant-Governor of 
Jersey, in March, 1816. 

378. Major-Geneeal Alexandbu John Goldib. 

In February, 1787, this officer was appointed Comet in 
the 5th dragoons, from which he was removed to the 18th ; 
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the lUh of Majy 1791» Lieutenant in the 5th dragoons; 
Captain 30th of Aprili 1794; Major ' I st of January, 1797; 
and Lieutenant-Colonel the 17thof Febraarj, 179B> in the same 
corps. He was actively employed during the rebellion in 
Ireland ; and the 8th of April, 1799^ was removed from the 
5th dragoons to the 6th dragoon guards ; the !25th of April, 
1808, he received the brevet of Colonel; and the rank of 
Major-General, the 4th of June, 1811. He was in February, 
18 1£, appointed on the Staff of the army in Spain and 
Portugal, from which country he was obliged to return to 
Britain in July following, in consequence of a coup de soleil 
followed by extreme bad health, and which made him resign his 
Staff appointment. 

Major-General Goldie is Groom of the Bed-chamber to His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Gloucester. 

379. Major-General Robert Ballaro Long. 
Appointed Comet in the 1st dragoon guards, the 4th of 
May, 1791 ; and Lieutenant the 25th of February, .1793. In 
June of the latter year he embarked with his regiment for Flan- 
ders, and at the opening of the campaign of 1 794 was appoint- 
ed Major of brigade to the forces ; he continued to serve on the 
Staff of the army till his return to England in February, 1796 ; 
he was present at the several actions and sieges (that of Valen- 
ciennes excepted) which occurred in the Netherlands and 
Holland. On his return from the Continent he was continued 
in the first instance upon the Home Staff as Major of brigade, 
but resigned that situation on being appointed Aid-de-Camp to 
Lieutenant-General Sir William Pitt, commanding the South- 
West District. The 10th of October, 1794, he had been pro- 
moted to a company with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel ; the 
26th of July, 1797y to a Majority in the late York Rangers ; and 
the 8th of March, 1798, to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in Uompesch's 
mounted Riflemen. He served in Ireland during the rebellion 
ill 1798. The IBlh of May, 1800, he was removed to the 
command of the York Hussars, and which was disbanded at the 
peace in 1802. The 3rd of December, 1803, he was ap- 
pointed to the 2d dragoon guards, from which he was removed 
to the l6ih light dragoons in August, 1805, and the leth of 
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December folio wii^ to the 15th light dragoons. ThetStbof 
April, 1808, he had the brevet of Colonel : and in November of 
timt year embarked with the cavahy for Spain, being ap p oin te d 
to serve on the Staff in die army under Sir John Moore, but cbd 
not join till the action at Comnna the 15th of January, 1809^ 
at which he was present. He next served in the expedition to 
Walcheren, and was present at the investment and siege of Flush* 
ing. T*he 4th of Jime, 181 1, he received the rank of Major- 
General. This officer served some time with his regiment in 
Spain and Portugal under Lord Wellington, and was present at 
the batde of Vittoria, in command of a brigade of cavalry, for 
which he has the honor of wearing a medal* 

380. Major-Gbmbbal 
Sib Roger Hale Shbaffb, Bart. 

The 1st of May, 1778, this officer received an Eiisigncy, and 
the 27th of December, 1780, a Lieutenancy in the 5th foot. 
He served in Ireland from January, 1781, to May, 1767 ; ui 
Canada fipom July, 1787, to September, 1797* He was em- 
ployed under the orders of Lord Dorchester, and with instmc- 
tioas from Lieutenant-Governor Simcoe, on a public mission in 
1794^ to protest against certain settlements made by the Ame- 
ricans on the south shore of Lake Ontario. The 5di of May, 
1793> he obtained hb company in the 5th foot ; the ISdi of De- 
cember, 1797, a Majority in the 81st foot; and the %2d of 
March, 1798, a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 49th. He served 
in Holland from August to November, 1799^ snd in the Baltic 
froni March to July, 1801; and in Canada from September, 
1802, to October, 1811. The 25th of April, 1808, he receiv- 
ed the brevet of Colonel ; and the 4th of June, 181 1, the rank 
of Major-General. He again served in Canada, from the 29th 
of July, 1812, to November, 1813. He commanded in the 
battle of Queenston, fought on the 13th of October, 1812; and 
subsequently at York in Upper Canada, when it was attacked by 
the Americans, the 27th of April, 1813, and whose loss on that 
occasion actually exceeded the number opposed to them. He 
continued to command in the Upper Province, and administer 
its government till June, 1813, and on quitting it received the 
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following flattering testimonials of his conduct from the resident 
membert of the eiecutnre government He was appointed ta 
the Staff of Great Britain^ the 25th of March, 1814, but the ap- 
pointmeBt was recalled, and deferred in consequence of the 
change of affairs in Europe. In December, ]81£, he wia 
created a Baronet of Great Britain.

'' Sir, — ^The resident members of the Executive Council can- 
not suffer you to quit the chair of this Province, without the as- 
surance of our sincere respect. In the short period of your 
command, we have had occasion to congratulate the public, 
upon that display of candor, justice and impartiality, which 
has marked your administration, and ourselves for the urbanity 
and confidence of your official intercourse. lo common vritli 
the whole Province, we acknowledged to owe its salvation to 
your military talents, on the memorable day when you succeed* 
ed to the conunand. We can justly appreciate the high induce- 
ments which retuned you with so inadequate a force at the Ca- 
pital, when threatened by the whole naval and military power of 
the enemy. 

'* To us it is not less surprising, that so unequal a contest should 
have been protracted long enough to defeat the great object of 
the enemy, than that you should finally have effected a retreat 
from tenfold your numbers.

To this Letter the Major-General made the annexed reply • 

" Kingston, l6th of June, 1813. 
''Honorable Gentlemen, — I receive with great satisfaction 
the tesUmooy of approbation of my public conduct, and of per- 
sonal regard towards me, conveyed in the letter which you have 
been pleased to address to me. If, in my administration of the 
Civil office, there can be raised a just claim to commendation, I 
cannot but be sensible of the share which belongs to the Exe* 
cutive Council, from whose experience and ability I have de- 
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rived the most essential aid and support, rendered tbd more ac- 
ceptable by the manner in wbich| on all occasions, thej hare 
been afforded. Accept, Gentlemen, the assurance of the 
lively interest which I shall always feel in your welfare, and of 
the well-merited esteem with which. Sic.

381. Major-General John Hughes. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the dSrd foot the 1st 
of September, 1779; Lieutenant in the 3Srd foot the 11th of 
October, 1781 ; Supernumerary Major in the 2ud life guards 
the 6th of June, 1794 ; Lieutenant-Colonel of the 60th foot the 
5th of April, 1798; Colonel in the army the 25th of April, 
1808 ; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1811. He served 
seven years as Ensign and Lieutenant in the East Indies, but 
returning in 1787 in ill health, he entered the life guards, where 
he served ten years, and then exchanged into the 2nd batta- 
lion 60th, and served with that corps as Major and Lieutenant- 
Colonel nearly three years in America. A complaint contracted 
in warm climates obliging him to return home, he was oiider 
the necessity of exchanging to half-pay. 

382. Major-General Alexander Doff. 

Appointed Ensign in the 66th in May, 1793; and served 
at Gibraltar from August in that year until January, 1794; when 
he was promoted to a Lieotenancy in Captain Powers* Inde- 
pendent company ; and in January, 1794, to a company in the 
88th. He served in Flanders until the return of the army in 
1795 ; in March, 1794, he was promoted to a Majority in the 
88th ; and ill April, 1798, to a Lieutenant-Cblonelcy. He 
sailed in the latter year for the^ East Indies, and served there, 
until ordered with the expedition under Sir David Baird, to 
Egypt, where he served till the peace in 1802. In 1806, he 
embarked for Soudi America, and in the attack upon Buenos 
Ay res, commanded the centre column. The 25 th of April, 
1808, he received the brevet of Colonel; and embarked with 
the force destined for ^pain under Major-General Sherbrooke, 
and on being put back by contrary winds, he applied to be 
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placed for a time on balf-pay, on account of family circumstances 
that required his attention. The 4th of June, 181 1, he received 
the rank of Major-General. 

In 18 16 a sword was presented to Major-General Duff by 
the officers of the 88th regimenti who had served under his 
command. The following is a copy of the correspondence : 

'' My Dear Sir, *' London, July 1, I8I6. 

** On my return from Spain I had the pleasure of meeting my 
old brother officers of the 88th regiment. The respect we have 
felt for you as a Commanding Officer, in services of difficulty, 
and the regard which your social qualities have at the same time 
merited from us, formed no small part of our conversation, and 
we dwelt with pleasure on the remembrance o( the happy days 
we passed under your orders ; from these officers I have . re- 
ceived a commission, which affords me the most sincere plc^a^re 
to carry into effect. We ofler you a small testimonial of our 
esteem and regard, in the sword which I have now* the honor 
to present to you, in the name of those officers of the 88th regi- 
ment who served under your command), with their earnest hop6 
that it may long keep alive in your memory those friends by 
whom you are so* highly and so justly esteemed. Allow me to 
add to tliis the personal respect and regard of, my dear Sir, &c.

383. Major-Genbral George Airey. 

The 6th of December, 1779, this officer entered tfaearmjr 
as an Ensign in the 91st foot. He joined that corps two 
months prior to its establishment, and in January, 1780, sailed 
with it to the West Indies ; he served a year at St. Lucie, and 
returned home in ill health a short time previous to the regiment 
being drafted. The 6th of July, 1781, he obtained a Lieute- 
nancy in the 91st ; from which he exchanged into the 48th, the 
2nd of January, 1782; and in January, 1788, sailed with the 
latter to the West Indies. The 19th of November, 1788, he 
purchased a company in his regiment, and went home on leave 
in 1790; in 1792 he joined again. On the expedition under 
Sir C. Grey coming out, the 48th was drafted, and this officer 
volunteered his services ; he was employed in the succeeding 
campaign, and commanded the light company of the 65th 
regiment, in the Srd battalion of light infantry ; on the conclu- 
sion of the campaign he rejoined his regiment at Plymouth, 
October, 1794. In December he rc-embarked for the West 
Indies with his regiment; but, from sickness, it was with 
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several otliert reJanded : ke was next appointed Aid-de-Canip 
to the late Lieutenant-General Tonjn, and remained with that 
officer tin his regiment was ordered on foreign service; he 
sailed with it in the winter of 1795 to the West Indies, and 
served diere as Assbtant Adjutant-General. The Ist of May, 
1796, he received die Majority of the 6Sih, and returned to 
England ; and the 4th of May, 1798, (by purdiase) the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonelcy of the 8th foot. The same year he went out 
with his regiment to Minorca, and from thence proceeded with 
the army under Sir Ralph Abercromby to Cadiz and to Malta ; 
he was then again sent to Minorca, as Deputy Quarter-Master- 
General under the late General Fos, and afterwards to the Isle 
of Elba as Commandant of the British troops serving in Porto 
Ferrajo, while that place was besieged by the French, and 
retained possession till the peace ; when he rejoined General 
Fox as Deputy Quarter-Master-General, and remained with 
that officer until his return to England. He was next appointed 
to the Staff in Ireland under General Fox, and afterwards accom- 
panied him to Gibraltar as Military Secretary ; from the latter 
place he went widi the General to Sicily, where (with the ex- 
ception of going to Egypt with the late Lieutenant-General 
Fraser) he served till 1813, as Deputy -Adjutant-General. The 
fi5th of April, 1808, he received the brevet of Colonel. In the 
year 1810, he commanded a brigade in Sicily, and was etti- 
ployed with the other troops in the defence of the coast, during 
the threatened invasion of Murat, in addition to his duties of 
Deputy Adjutant-General. In February, 1811, he was ap- 
pointed Brigadier-General, and thereby vacated the situation of 
Deputy Adjutant-General. On the 4th of June, 1841, he was 
appointed Major-General on the Staff of Sicily ; and in 
December of the same year, was ordered to go to Zante, 
to take the command of die Ionian Islands. He remained there 
in command, until succeeded by Lieutenant-General Campbell, 
(appointed Commander and Civil Comniisioner) in the year 
1813, when Tie received his present appointment of Quarter- 
Maifter -General to the forces in Ireland, and returned to England 
accordingly. 

This officer was never on half-pay. — He has been created a 
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Knight of the Tuscan Order of St. Joseph, i is fenrkei i 
Porto Ferrajo. 

Major-General Sir J. W. Gordon, in speaking of this office-^ 
before the House of Commons in 1809; observed, that he htk^^sm 
been confidential Secretary and Aid-de-Camp to Generals F» ^ 
and Mackenzie Eraser, and was one of the oldest and most 
meritorious officers in the armj. 

384. Major-General 

Sir Rufanb Shaw Donkin, K.C.B. 

Appointed the 21st of March, 1778, Ensign in the 44lh; 
Lieutenant the Qth of September, 1779; and Captain the 
3 1st of May, 1793. In November of the latter year this officer 
went to the West Indies, under Sir Charles Grey ; he was at 
the taking of Martinique, Guadaloupe, and St. Lucie; the 
siege of Fort Bourbon, and the French attack on and loss of 
Guadaloupe in 1794. During these events he served a pari of 
the period as Brigade-Major, and a few months in 1795 as 
Aid-de-Camp to General Musgrave, then on the Home Staff; 
the 1st of September, in the latter year, he was appointed 
Major in the 44th. He accompanied Sir Ralph Abercromby 
to the West Indies, and was at the taking of St. Lucie in 1796; 
in 17Q8 he was in the expedition to Ostend, and at the action 
on the Sand Hills he was wounded and taken prisoner. The 
24th of May, 1798, he succeeded to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy 
in the 11th foot, with which he again went to the West Indies 
in 1799 ; he returned in 1800, and^went back a fourth time is 
1801, and remained three years. In May, 1805, he was ap- 
pointed Permanent Assistant Quarter-Master-General, and was 
employed on the expedition to and siege of Copenhagen. The 
24th of April, 1808, he was appointed Colonel by brevet, and 
in July went to PoHugal as Deputy Quarter-Master-General; 
where he remained in that situation till April, 1809* At the 
passage of the Douro, Colonel Donkin commanded a brigade, and 
also at the attack of the rear-guard of the enemy at Salamonde, 
at the battle of Talavera, and in the retreat on Portugal in De- 
cember, 1809. Soon after the latter event. Colonel Donkin was 
appointed Quarter-Master-General in the Mediterranean, where 
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^ senrtd for tome time, and is now serving as secood in com* 
^and on the Staff at Beog 1. The 4tfa of June, 1811, he 
■'eceived the rank of Major-General. He has the honor of 
irearing a medal for the battle of Talavera. 

585. Major-General 
Thb Honorable Sir Edward Stopford, K.C.B. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 3rd foot guards the 
20th of October, 1784; Lieutenant and Captain the £5th of 
April, 179^ ; Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel the 28tb of 
May, 1798 ; Colonelin the army the 25th of April, 1808 ; 
and Major-General the 4th of June, 1811. He served in 
Flanders, and in Spain and Portugal. 

He was present at the battles of Talavera, Vittoria, and (he 
Nive, for which he has the honor of wearing a medal and two 
clasps. In 1814 he was appointed a Knight Commander of the 
Tower and Sword of Portugal, and he has like^e received the 
Order of Commander of the Bath. The 21st of September, 1818, 
be received the Colonelcy of the African corps ; and the 14th of 
June, I8I99 was removed to the Colonelcy of hb present 
regiment, the 41st foot. 

386. Major-General Sir Gborgb Cooke, K.C^B. 

Appointed Ensign in the 1st foot guards the 20di of 
October, 1784; and Lieutenant and Captain the 30th of 
May^ 1792. In March, 1794, he joined the flank battalion of 
guards in Flanders, and in June was appomted- Aid-<ie-Camp 
to Major-General Hulse ; he was present when the Combined 
Army took the field, and attacked the French posts in April ; 
and in the actions of the 17th and 18th of May, and in the 
aft^air at Boxtel, the 15th of Septemberr He continued Aid- 
de-Campto the Major-General till 1 795, when he joined the 
brigade of Guards at Darley Camp, and then became Aid-de- 
Camp to Major-General Stevens. The 4th of June, 1798, 
he was appointed Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel in his regi- 
ment; and in August, 1799, went with it to Holland. He 
was present in the action at the Zuype, the 10th of September, 
and in the battle of the 19th, when he was severely wounded. 
In 1805 he was appomted Assistant Adjutant-General to the 
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Nortb-West District, where be continued till the npnag of 
1805. In 1806 he went to Sicily, and came home in De- 
cember, 1807 ; in July, 1809» was employed in the expedi- 
tion to the Scheldt, and returned sick in September. The 
25 th of April, 1808, he receired the brevet of Colonel; and 
io April, 1811, went to Cadiz, where, upon Sir Thomas 
Graham proceeding to join the army, and Major-General 
Disney going home for his health, Colonel Cooke succeeded to 
the command of the troops, which he retained till he came to 
England, upon leave of absence, in July, 1813, and in 
November, 1813, he went with the brigade of guards to Holland| 
instead of returning to the Cadiz Staff. The 4th of June, 181 1^ 
he received the brevet of Major-General. 

Major-General Cooke commanded the 1st division in the 
battle of Waterloo, and lost his right arm. The 22nd of June, 
1815, he was appointed a Knight Commander of the militarj 
order of the Bath, vice Sir R. R. Gillespie, deceased* He is 
also a Knight of the third class of St. George of Russia, and 
of the third class of Wilhelm, in the Low Countries. The 23iil 
of June, 1815, he was appointed Colonel of his present regi- 
ment, the 77th foot; and the 20th of October, 1819, Ueii- 
tenant-Govemor of Portsmouth. He is a member of (he 
Consolidated Board of General Officers, 

387. Maior-General Thomas Joseph Backhouse. 

This officer came into the army as an Ensign in the 13th 
foot, in March, 1780 : he subsequently obtained a lieuteiuuicy 
and Adjutancy in the 64th foot ; and the 30th of June, ] 78% 
a company in the 47th. He had the brevet of Major the 3id 
of May, 1796; the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 47th foot^ 
the 6th of June, 1798; the brevet of Colonel the 2oth <rf 
April, 1808 ; and of Major-General the 4th of June, 1811. 

Major-General Backhouse commenced his military career 
under Major-General, afterwards Sir John Vaughan, in the 
West Indies, and was at the capture of St. Eustatius and some 
other Islands ; and from that period has been for the most 
part employed on foreign service. Being on his way to the 
East Indies, in command of the 47th foot, he was, early in 
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the month of Aogust, 1806, detained by Sir David Bwd at 
the Cape qf Good Hope, Imd immediately sent with the regi- 
ment, under his command, as part of the reinforcement, in- 
tended to assist Major-General Beresford in South America. 
On his arrival in die Rio de la Plata, be had the mortification 
to find that officer, together with the troops he commanded, 
had been overpowered by' the superiority of the enemy's num- 
bers, and made prisoners of war to the Spaniards* By this 
unlooked-for event he became the senior officer at the head 
of a small force, (consisting of three squadrons of dismounted 
dragoons, with the 38th, 47th, and a company of the 54th 
regiments, not in the whole exceeding 1,900) without aruUery 
and without any specific instructions in a trying situaUon. In 
co-operation with Sir Home Popham, who commanded the 
squadron in the river Plata, an idea was formed of assaulting 
and endeavoring to carry the town of Monte Video, on 
the side bounded by the river ; but the ships not being 
able to come near enough to silence the batteries, so as 
to permit the troops to enter, the project was given up. 
For the troops to remain much longer in transports, when 
many had been several months at sea, and without the oppor- 
tunity of procuring refreshments, might have been attended 
with unhealthy, and perhaps serious consequences. He there- 
fore formed the resolution of immediately making himself mas- 
ter of some position in the enemy's country, where he might 
keep a communication open with the shipping, command sup- 
plies for his men, endeavor to mount his cavalry, and if possible, 
to retain it until he could receive instructions from the Cape, or 
a reinforcement might chance to arrive firom Europe. Maldo- 
nado appearing the most eligible position for these purposes, he 
directly proceeded with Sir Home Popham in the Diadem, and 
with such of the troops (a part of the d8th regiment, the 54th 
Light Company, and a few of the dismounted dragoons) as 
could be conveyed in that ship, and a frigate, landed without 
lots of time, on the evening of die Sgth of October, crossed the 
sand hills, and after a fruitless opposition from the enemy, in 
which they lost numbers of their men, together with their guns, 
he made good his positioo, which he had the fortune to main- 
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tain, amid many difficulties, in the face of the enemy, ^itb whon^ 
he had mostly to fight for his supplies, until the arrival of Si^ 
Samuel Auchmuty with the troops from England, in Januar -« 
following. By this means, in consequence of Major-Genera^ 
Backhouse not having evacuated the country, Sir Samuel's for^re 
became strong enough immediately to proceed to the attacr^ 
and conquest of Monte Video. After the arrival of Sir Sama*/, 
Major-General Backhouse could only act in his capacity as 
commanding the 47th ; but the measures he had pursued were 
not only approved by Sir Samuel Auchmuty, whose thanks he 
received in public orders, but were also honored with the express 
approbation of His Royal Highness the Commander-in-Chief. 
After the evacuation of South America he went to the East 
Indies, where he was Commandant of the garrison of Bombay 
until he became a General Officer, and then served upon the 
Staff in that Presidency as a Major-General till 1813, when he 
returned to England. 

388. Majob-Genebai, William Eden. 

Appointed Ensign in the 46th foot the 26th of August, 
1786; Lieutenant the 31st of May, 1790. He served fifteen 
months at Gibraltar, and one year as Assistant Adjutant and 
Assistant Quarter-Master-General with the army in Flanders. 
The 3rd of June, 1795, he was promoted to a Captain-Lieu- 
tenancy in the 55th, and appointed to serve on the Staff as 
Brigade-Major at East Bourne. In 1795 he also succeeded to a 
Company in the 55th, and the l6th of December of that year 
to a Majority in the 79th. He embarked for the West India 
in October, 1795, and returned in. August, 1797. The 25tb of 
December of the latter year he was appointed Assistant Quarter^ 
Master-General in England ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the TSA 
foot the loth of August 1798; and removed to the 84th the 
llih of December, 1806. The 15th of February, 1307, he 
sailed for India, and was appointed, the 20th of June following, 
to act as Quarter-Master-General at Madras. In 1809 be 
marched with the army into the Seik country. The 4th of 
June, 1811, he received the rank of Major-General. He sub- 
sequently served as Quarter-M^aster-General under Lieutenant- 
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General Sir Samuel Auchmuty, at the capture of the Island of 
Java, for which he has the honor of wearing a medal. 

Major-Oeneral Eden is a Member of the Consolidated Board 
of General Officers. 

389* Major-Gbnkral 
Francis Gerard, Viscount Lake. 

This officer was appointed lieutenant and Captain in the 
1st foot guards the 26th of April, 1793; Captain and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in the 1st foot guards the SSnd of August, 1798 ; 
Colonel in the army the 25th of April, 1808 ; Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the 60th foot the 10th of May, 1808; and Major- 
General the 4th of June, 1811. 

His Lordship served in Flanders with the army under His 
Royal Highness the Duke of York. 

390. Major-General 
Sir George Townsuend Walker, G.C.B. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 95th, March the 
4th, 1782; Lieutenant March the J 3th, 1783; Lieutenaut in 
the 71st, June the 22nd, 1783 ; Lieutenant in the 36th, March 
tbe 15th^l784; and Lieutenant in the 35th, July the 25,tb, 1787. 
The 10th of March, 1784, he sailed for India; and in 1785 
^as appointed Deputy Quarter-Master- General to the King's 
troops ; and in February, 1786, employed as priucipal in that 
department, with a considerable force under Major-General 
Cosby, in a campaign against the refractory Boligars in the 
Madina, or Tinivally country; and in 1787 he returned to 
England. In May, 1788, he was appointed Aid-de-Camp to 
the Honorable General Bruce, thenon the Staff in Ireland. 
The ISdi of March, 1789^ he was appointed Captain-Lieute- 
fiant m the l6th foot; and the 4th of May, 1791, he succeeded 
to a company in the 60th. In 1793 he went as a volunteer, 
with recruits to the army in Flanders. He was in the action o£ 
tbe 10th of May^ near Toumay ; and subsequently was em- 
ployed by the Duke of Yoris in several important negociations ; 
and afterwards appointed Inspector of Foreign Corps, and em- 
ployed in the Black Forest and Switzerland, in the le?y of the

Baren de RolPs corps. From thence he was sent fofwud, by 
order of Mr. Secretary DundaM, to negociate a passage for that 
and other corps of a similar description^ with the Prioeef of 
Italy ; and^ on their final embarkation at Civitsr Vecchia, returned 
to England in August, 1796. The 28th of August, 1796, lie 
had succeeded to a Majority in the 60thf and in March, 1797f 
was appointed Aid-de-Camp to Lieutenant-General Fraser, 
whom he joined in Portugal, and was from thence promoted as 
British Aid-de-Camp to the Prince of Waldeck, Commanderw 
ni'Cbief of the united British and Portuguese army ; but hav* 
ing been' obliged to return home in the following winter, from 
ill health) he was, in February, 179d, appointed Inspecting 
Field-officer of the Recruiting District in Manchester, whei^ 
be remained till March, 1799- The 6th of September, 1798, ba 
was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in the 50th ; and in October, 
1799y went to Holland to undertake the situation of Military 
Commissioner to the Russian army, with which he was enploj^ 
ed until its return home in October, 18CX), and afterwarda with 
its accompts till he sailed to join his regiment in the Mediter- 
ranean, in August, 1601. In May, 1803, he returned with die 
50th to Ireland, and was with it at Belfast during the inaurrec* 
tion. He was next employed in the expedition to Copenhagien^ 
and afterwards, on theS9(h of December, 1807, on aaecret ea- 
pedition under Lieutenant-General Spencer, which, afltev a 
march through Sicily and landing at St. Mary's near Cadix^ ter^ 
minatid in a junction with Sir Arthur Wellesley's army, aad 
disembarked in Portugal. The 25th of September, 1808^ 1m 
received the brevet of Colonel ; and was iu the action of Vimiaii, 
the 21st of August, 1808. 

In this action the advanced guard of the army, composed' df 
the 5th battalion of the 60th regiment, and the 2nd battalioa of 
the 93th, with 2 six-pounders, was under the command of Lm^ 
tenant*Genenil Sir Henry Fane. In the affair at Roleia, Uw 
Commander-in-Chief had observed that the light troops aboee^ 
mentioned required the aapport of some troops of tlie line ( aod 
therefore he subsequently added the 50th regiment, under Colonel 
Walker, to those before composing his advanced guard. At 
Vimicra the position of the dOth was supported by the artillery, 
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•nd die jMcqnets of the two nAe regiments before named were 
thrown out in their front, end considerably in advance. These 
incqttets were early engaged with the enemy's advancing column ; 
Md were gradually driven in by it. Upon seeing the serious 
nttaek of the enemy's column upon his brigade. Lieutenant* 
General Fane made use of a discretion which had been given 
to him by the Commander-in-Chief, and ordered up from his 
rear ibe reserve artillery under lieutenant-Colonel Robe ; and 
this body of artillery, aided by Lieutenant-General Fane's bri- 
gade guns, were most destructively employed against the enemy's 
column during its advance, and, assisted by the two riBe corps, 
created very considerable confusion in it. At this critical mo- 
ment the 50th regiment, headed by Colonel Walker, charged the 
Miemy in the roost gallant manner, and turned their previous 
confusion into the most rapid flight. The loss of the enemy 
eiceeded -1000 killed, and 300 in prisoners. In October 
following, the 50di being ordered to remain in Portugal, on 
weount of its deficiency in equipments. Colonel Walker 
returned to England ; and as soon as a communication was open 
with Spain, he was sent with dispatches from Lord Castlereagh 
to Sir John Moore ; bat did not arrive off Corunna till two days 
after the action at that place, with the intelligence of which, and 
dispatches, he proceeded to Sir J. Cradock, (now Lord Howdeir) 
at Lisbon, and afterwards returned to England. He was next 
employed in the expedition to the Scheldt, in the command of a 
krigade, as a Colonel on the Staff, and also as one of the Com- 
missioners for deciding on revenue and prize property. The 4th 
of June, 1811, this officer was appointed Major-General ; lie 
served on the Staff in the Peninsula from that year, under I^ord 
WcUington, and received the thanks of his Lordship in different 
General Orders, and likewise the thanks of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and other honorable testimonials for his conduct. He was 
present at the siege of fiadajoz, and battle of Orthes: he 
commanded the 7di division of inAintry for a short time in 18 13, 
during the alisence of Lord DaHiousie. He was severely 
wounded in the siege of Badajot. He was appointed Colonel 
of the regiment de Meuron the 24di of October^ 1812; ana 
Colonel-Commandaot in the- rifle brigade, his present regiment? 
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ihe 2 1 St of May, 1816. H« was appointed a Knigbt CSmh 
niander of the Military Order of the Bath| on the augmentatkn 
of the Order, and has been subsequently promoted to the dignity 
of Knight Grand Cross. He is also a Knight Commander of 
the Tower and Sword of Portugal. He has the honor of wear* 
ing a medal and two clasps for the battles of Vimiera and Orthes, 
and siege of Badajoz. 

sSir George Walker is a Member of the Consolidated Board 
of General Officers ; he is also Groom of the Bedchamber to 
His Royal Highness the Duke of Sussex. 

S91. Major-Gbmeral Richard Stovin. 

Tmis officer was appointed Ensign in the 17th foot the l6tb 

of June, 1780; and Lieutenant in May, 1782; he was reduced 

on half-pay the 24th of June, 1783, and purchased from halC-pif 

into the 19th in January, 1784; and the 8th of October, I7B89 

succeeded to a company. In November, 1793, he sailed with 

the flank companies of his regiment from Ireland ; was at Ike 

taking of die island of Martinique in 1794, and at the siq^'of 

Fort Bourbon in that island, from the middle of February te the 

23rd of March ; at the taking of St. Lucie, where he recmed 

the public and personal thanks of the late Earl, then Sir Charles^ 

Grey, for his conduct in storming the redoubts around Mome 

Fortunee^ and also at the taking of Guadaloupe. He served ia 

Guadaloupe from the 4th of June to the 7th of October, 1794# 

when the island was attacked by the French* He cemmandad 

the left wing of the army, composed of the light battaUop^ 

39th, 43rd, 56th, and part of the 36th regiments, and a db* 

tachment of marines, and defeated the enemy in a despenlB 

attack they made on the British lines at Seville Camp. Brigadier 

General Graham, and Major Forbes of the 34th, who commani* 

ed tlie right wing of the army, in advancing with it to suppdit 

Captain Stovin, the former was wounded and the latter killed* 

In consequence of Captain Stovin being a prisoner from Co* 

tober, 1794, to Marcli, 1796, in the West Indies with VicUMr 

Hughes, he was deprived of the opportunity of pushing himself 

forward in the army; when many who were his junidii in 

the army, and many who only at that time entered the service. 
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got rtnk ofer him. The 5rd of May, 1796, he received the 
brevet of Major ; and the 2l8t of September, 1796, a Majoritj 
in the 17th foot ; he served on the Staff with General Prescot 
in Canada, in 1796 and 1797* In 1793 he took the couimand 
of the regiment in St. Domingo ; he was present at the evacua- 
tion of that island, and arrived with the officers and non-com* 
missioned officers of the regiment in England, in January, 
1799. The 6th of September ,^ 1799> he was promoted to a 
Lieutenant-Colonelcy in his regiment; in July and August, 
1799, he received volunteers from the militia, and formed them 
into two battalions. In August he embarked in the expedition 
for Holland, and was in the action of the 10th of September, 
when the enemy made a desperate attack on our lines, and in 
the action of the 19th, when the 19th suffered severely ; in 
March, 1800, he embarked for the Mediterranean, and re- 
turned arthe peace in 1802. In July, 1804, he embarked for 
die £ast Indies ; he was present at the siege of Gonowee, in 
November and December, 1807 : the 25th of April, 1808, he 
had the brevet of Colonel ; he held at different periods conside- 
rabk commands in the East Indies, both as Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel and Colonel : comnuinded, and was appointed to drill bri- 
gades ; the 4th of June, 1811, he received the rank of Major- 
General. He subsequently served on the Staff in Canada. 

392. Major-General Kenneth Mackenzie. 

The 26th of August, 1767, when only tiurteen years of age, 
this officer entered the jervice as an Ensign in the d3rd foot, 
and immediately joined that corps, in the Island of Guem^ey,^ 
where he remained till the reduction of the regiment in 1785. 
Having previous to that event obtained the rank of Lieutenant, 
be purchased an exchange from half-pay into the 14.th regiment 
of infantry, which he joined in the West Indies^ and remained 
there until the regiment returned to England. On the com- 
mencement of the war with revolutionary France, he proceeded 
to Holland with ti4s«regiment,. and during the first campaign in 
JPlanderi served as a light company officer, in a flank batta- 
lion, formed of the grenadier and light companies of the army, 
and was with the advanced party, as a volunteer, in storming the 
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outworks at the siege of Valenciennes. In carrying the oift- 
posts before Dunkirk, the light company of the l4th regiment^ 
with which he was, had more tlian one-third of its effective 
men killed or wounded, and the flank battalion of the line was so 
much cut up, that it was found necessary to break it up altoge- 
ther. Soon after he joined the 14di tridi the remainder of the 
company, that regiment was ordered out, to support two Austrian 
regiments, whicli had been driven from the advanced posts by a 
superior force of the enemy. The 14th regiment passed through 
these battalions, which continued to retire ; and, charging the' 
French, obliged them to retreat in confusion. Being on the' 
left of the line. Lieutenant Mackenzie was enabled, by pressing 
forward, with about half the company, and a few Austrians who 
joined them, to keep up a fire on the flank of the retreating 
enemy : but the rest of the regiment having retired, the eiiemj, 
on recovering their works, directed from the ramparts a heavy 
fire on the position of this small party, by a grape-shot from 
which, Lieutenant Mackenzie was wounded in the shoulder, land 
considerable loss inflicted on his party in their subsequent re- 
treat. After confinement for five or six w*eeks by this wound, 
he again joined his regiment ; while he remained in it, was pre- 
sent in every aff^iiir in which that gallant corps was engaged. 
After serving fourteen years, as a subaltern, in the West Indies 
and in Europe, be was promoted to a company, (the ISth of 
May, 1794) and immediately after to a Majority, in the QOdi re- 
giment, and under the superintendance of Colonel Graham, (now 
Lieutenant-General Lord Lynedoch) and of Lieutenant-Colonil 
(now lieutenant-General Lord Hill), he had the drilling of tMl 
corps. Witli the 90th he went to the coast of France, where,' 
after we gained possession of the Isle Dieu, he remained se- 
veral months. Ha ving next proceeded with that regiment to 
Gibraltar, he there quitted.it in 1796^ and went to Portugal witb 
General Sir Charles Stuart, where, with the local rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, he was appointed to command a flank battaltoo, 
formed of the flank companies, grenadiers; and light infantry 6f 
Uit British army in that country, which vi as disciplined hj him 
as a battalion of light infantry. So highly did Sir Charles 
Stuart approve, of the system of that corps, that he made it the 
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flckool of iMtnictioa for the whole army finder hU comnuiiKL 
Sir Charles Stiiari ha? ing been appointed to command an expe^ 
ditioo in the Mediterranean, Uentenant-Cdonel Mackenxit 
was by him appointed his Deputy Adjutant-General, and upon 
this, got the permanent rank (t 9th of October, 1798) of Lieute* 
«ant-CoIonel. He was immediately ordered by Sir Charles from 
Lisbon to Gibraltar, to superintend the embarkation of stores, 
and to report on the troops intended for the expedition against 
Minorca. ^Fhe masterly moyements of Sir Charles Stiwrt 
soon reduced the Island. After this Lieutenant-Colonel Mac- 
kenxie remained Deputy Adjutant-General in the Mediterra- 
nean for nearly two years, and dunng the latter year commanded 
the goth regiment, and also did the duties of Adjutant-General* 
Sir Ralph Abercromby liaWng come to Minorca, with troops 
io form an expedition, Lieuteuanf-Colonel Mackenzie was re* 
^luested to continue in his situation on the Staff: but as the 
90th regiment was to form part of the expedition, h^ 
resigned his Staff appointment, and joined it. On the fol^ ' 
lowing day he was appointed, by Sir Ralph Abercromby, 
to command a secret expedition, with the flank companies of 
his army, to be embarked on board part of Lord Keith's 
squadron : but the arrival of orders from England, in the 
course of the night, put a stop to it ; and Sir Ralph sailed with 
the whole of the expedition to Leghorn, and finally Io Egypt* 
In the action of the ISth of March, 1J800, LieMtMumt-CoIuaol 
Mackenzie commanded the adyance of the advanced gnard of 
the army. The troops under him consisted of the iank com* 
|Ninies, and two battalion companies, of the SOfli regiment, with 
a squadron of cavalry ; and they were supported by the six 
remaining companies of the 90th. He was ordered to feel for 
the caemy, and had advanced only a short distance, before a 
very heavy fire was opened upon them, and- a strong cavalry 
corps was obs4ved preparing to eharge : the advance was joined 
by the rest of the regiment under Lieutenant-Colonel Hill, who 
moved forward with that coolness and bravery so conspiciioas 
in his after actimis; but he having received a severe wound, the 
command of the whol^ devolved upon Lieatenant-Colonel 
Mackenzie.. The Fren^ cavalry charged; but ibeir ranks 
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were broken, and they were .forced to retire, by the admimbhr 
discipline of the . 90th regiment, and its weU-directed fire in 
light infantry style. This regiment was then alone in front of 
the enemy, and exposed to a tremendous fire of grape and 
musketry, under which they could not halt without being com- 
pletely destroyed. Their only alternative being to force the 
French line, Lieutenant-Colonel Mackenzie, without waiting 
for the support of the rest of the brigade, led them on, and the 
enemy retired beYore them. The goth then halted until joined 
by the other regiments ; and by their combined attack, the whole 
of the centre of the French line was forced to give way. Yet 
so partial was the action in this brigade, that while one regi- 
ment in it had only a very few men hurt, the 13th regiment 
suffered considerably; and the loss of the 90th, in killed and 
wounded, amounted to more than 200, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Mackenzie, in consequence of the wound of his senior officer, 
again commanded this regiment in the memorable battle on the 
21st of the same month, at which Sir Ralph Abercrombyf the 
Commander-in-Chief, was killed. He likewise commandecl il 
in the battle of Rhamanie, and was present witli it at the invest- 
ment of Cairo : while at the latter place, his promotion to the 
Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 44th regiment appeared in the 
Gazette, recommended by the Commander of the Forcea , in 
place of Lieutenant-Colonel Ogilvie, killed in the ^action of the 
2 1 St. He joined this regiment before Alexandria, and embark* 
ed at night in command of it, to attack at day-break the out- 
' posts to the eastward of the place. The 44tb was the first 
regiment which landed, when Lieutenant-Colonel Tilson baviog 
joioed the 44th, (till then detained by a wound,) on the following 
morning the outposts were driven in with little loss. The 
campaign in Egypt being finished, he returned to England in 
command of the 44th. His Royal Highness the Duke of 
York having determined to form a regiment of light infiiqitry, 
the 52nd, Sir John Moore's regiment^ was fixed upon ; and the 
two senior Lieutenant-Colonels being removed, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Mackenzie was appointed to it, from the 44th, only a 
few months after he bad joined that regiment. He commenced 
with the 62nd a plan of moiirement and exercise, in which Sir 
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John Moorei at first acquiesced with reluctance^ the style of drill, 
march, and^ phtoon exercise, being entirely new ; but when he 
saw the effect of the whole, in a more advanced stage, he was 
not only highly pleased, but became its warmest supporter. 
The other light corps were ordered to be formed on the same 
plan, and the 43rd and 95th regiments were moved to Shom« 
Cliff camp, to be with the 52nd. Letters from Sir John Moore 
are now extant, which corroborate the assertion^ that the improved 
system of marching, platoon exercise and drill, were entirely Mat* 
jor-Greneral Mackenzie's. At the conclusion of the encampment 
there, Lieutenant-Colonel Mackenzie got a very severe concussion 
of the brain, by a fall from his horse ; and in consequence of 
repeated relapses occurring when he returned to his duty, he 
was obliged to retire on half-pay. He continued in extremely 
bad health for four years ; during which period be obtained (the 
it5th of April, 1808,) the brevet of Colonel. He joined Lord 
Lynedocb at Cadiz, as Colonel on the Staff, and got a brigade 
'Of three regiments, with the light, troops and cavalry of his 
army. But the extreme heat of climate producing a renewal 
of his complaints, be returned to England. In the course of a 
year and a half after his return, he was appointed Major-Gene- 
ral (the 4th of June, 1811); and recovered so far, as to be 
placed on the Staff, in the Kent dbtrict, having under his orders 
all the light troops then in England. When the expedition 
nnder the command of Lord Lynedocb went to Holland, in 
1813, Major-General Mackenzie was appointed on his Staff; 
.and during the campaigns in that country, commanded the 
out-posts of his army, and for the greater part of the time a 
division of it. After his Lordship's return to England, he was 
removed by the Prince of Orange to the command of Antwerp, 
tiiat place being then in a disturbed state. This was previous 
to the return of Buonaparte to France. The Duke of Welling- 
ton, finding him in the command of a fortress of importance, 
where much delicacy of management was required, continued 
him in it, much against his inclination, until its final evacuation 
by the British troops, when he returned to England ; having 
served diirty-seven jean. 
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393. Major-G£Neral Sih John Dalkymple^ Bart. 

The 28th of February, 1790, this officer was mppoiated 
Ensign in the 40th ; the SOth of April, 179^, LieuteoRDt; th« 
26tb of April, 1793, Capuin in the 19th foot, and on the 2atk 
of the latter month he exchanged into the Srd guards. Ir 
1794 he went to Flanders, and served on the Continent till thf 
return of the British in 179^. The 6tb of December, 179^ 
he succeeded to a company, with the rank of Lieuienant-ColooeL 
In October, 1806, he accompanied the expedition to Hanoyer ; 
in July, 1807, he went to Zeahmd, and was present at the siegi| 
of Copenhagen. The 2dth of April, 1806, he received the 
brevet of Colonel, and was appointed Major-General the 4th 
of June, 1811. In 1 8 1 4, this officer served for r short time or 
the Staff in Scotland. 

394. Major-General Sir Francis John Wilder, Knt. 

Appointed Ensign in the l6th foot in April, Lieutenant in 
an independent company in June, Captain in the I06tk is 
August, and Major in the 106th the 18th of September, 1794. 
Jn April, 1798, Major in the 88th; the 31st of December, 
1798, Lieuteqant-Coionel in the Banffshire fencibles ; and the 
10th of April, 1801, Lieutenant-Colonel in the d5th foot. Am 
Lieutenant-Colonel this officer served in Gibraltar with the 
13anffshire fencibles, and with the 35th in Malta, Naplea, and 
Sicily. The 25th of April, 1808, he received the breret of 
Colonel, and served with that rank also in Malta and Sicily* 
The 4th of June, 181 1, he was appointed Major-General. Ha^ 
subsequently served on the Staff at Ipswich. 

395. Major-Gbnrral 
The Right Honorarlb George, Lord Walsingham. 

This officer entered the army in the year 1794, as Comet in 
the 1st dragoons, and obtained a Lieutenancy in the same regi- 
ment. He received 9 troop in tlie 25th light dragoons, on that 
corps being raised, and succeeded to a Majority the 25th of 
May, 1795. He was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in his 
present regiment, the 1st dragoons, the 6ih of June, 1799;

Colonel in die artny, and Aid-de-Camp to liie King, the 25th of 
April, 1808; aod Major-Geoeral the 4th of June, 1811. He 
accompenied the ^th light drmgoons, as Major, in the beginning 
of 1796, to Iwliii; was landed with it on the passage out at Che 
Cape of Good flope, and did dutj there during the arrival and ' 
taking of th^ Dutch fleet in Saldanha Bay. He afterwards 
proceeded to Madras, and remained on that station until |hi8 
retam to England in 1800. He aenred witli the cavalry of 
General (now Lord) Harris's army during the campaign of 
17(19, which ended in the capture of Seringapatam ; was pre- 
sent with the 25th dragoons at the battle of Mallavelly ; was 
appointed in 1799 to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 26th dra- 
goons, and afterwards to that of the 1st dragoons. On the 
breaking out of the war in 1 80S, he was appointed to the Staff 
of the Home District, as Assistant Adjutant-General, and was 
employed in that situation until the beginning of 1805, when he 
returned to the command of the Ist dragoons, and did duty with 
diat regiment from 1606 to V808, in Scotland and Ireland ; he 
accompanied it to Lisbon in August, ld09» and served in the 
Peninsula with the cavalry until the beginning of 1812, when 
he returned home from ill health; in the begii^ing of 1810 he 
was appointed to the command of the brigade of the 3rd draw 
goon guards and 4th dragoons. He was present, with the latter 
regiment, at the battle of Busaco, and served with that brigade 
at the battle of Albuhera, and afterwards at the aflFair of Usagre. 
On his return home he was placed on the Staff at Canterbury 
until the peace of 1814; the 25th of April, 1806, he was ap- 
pointed Aid*de-Camp to the King; and the 4th of June, 181 1, 
Major-General. He has tlie honor of wearing a medal for the 
battle of Albuhera. On the death of his father this officer suc- 
ceeded to his present title ; his Lordship continues to retain his 
Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 1st dragoons. 

396. Majok-Gbneral Samuel Hawker. 

This officer commenced his military career in the month of 
May, 1779^ as a Comet in die l6th regiment of light dragoons; 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the same regi- 
ment, after serving with it during the riots in London, in the 
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year 1781 ; he succeeded to a troop in the year 17d2f and ior 
1793 embarked for the Continent with the Duke of York's army. 
During the first campaign he was present at the battle of 
Famars^ the siege of Valenciennes^ on duty with the supporting 
body of cavalry in the storming of that fortress, and in eveij 
attack (with the exception of the affair of Lincelles) : he likewisa 
was present in each action, and at the repeated attacks under the 
walls of Dunkirk. Upon the opening of the second campaigDy. 
in 1794, he commanded the 1 6th light dragoons lo a general bat- 
tle, in an attack of the allied army upon (he whole of theenenajr^a 
posts and entrenched works in the neighborhood of Landrecy^ 
and upon that occasion received the personal commands of His- 
Royal Highness the Duke of York, during the action, to attack 
himself to two squadrons of the Esterhazy hussars, and attack 
the left of the enemy's position on the heights of Vaux ; wbidL 
was executed in a charge upon a nine-gun battery, with dit 
fluccess of taking every piece of artiUery, together with deisat* 
iog the whole of the enemy's troops supporting the battery; for 
such success he had the honor of receiving the approbation of 
His Royal Highness, delivered to him in the most flatteiini^ 
terms by his Colonel, Earl Harcourt; and likewise that of 
His Majesty the Emperor of Germany, delivered to him by 
Major Lepert, Commanding Officer of the Esterhazy hussars.. 
He commanded the same regiment in the memorable battle of 
Cateau, and in the batde of the 10th of May of the same year^ 
on the plains of Cysoings (where he was severely wounded) t 
he served in the campaign of 179^» &nd was present in the ac- 
tions of Boxtel and Oudenarde, and in various other actiona 
and attacks of that period ; he served in the severe winter m 
Holland of the same year; and after the campaign of 1796 m. 
the North of Germany, he embarked in the river Elbe and tail- 
ed for England. He was appointed to die rank of Major on 
the 6th of April, 1797; and to that of Lieutenant-Colond in 
1799> when he received the command of the Sussex regimenl 
of Fencibles, and in which he continued until the reduction of 
that corps. Having had the good fortune to recover the 
latter regiment from its lost state of discipline, His Majesty 
was pleased to honor him with the most flattering marks of 
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Ms approbatton, in the presence of their Royal Highnestes the 
Prince of Wales, Dukes of York, Kent, and Cumberlandi and 
many General of&cers; and at the same time (1801) personally 
appointing him to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 14th light 
dragoons, on account, as His Majesty was pleased to express 
himself, of that regiment being in equally as reduced a state 
of discipline as the Sussex regiment when lieutenant-Colonel 
Hawker was appointed to the command of it. In 1806 he 
was appointed Aid-de-Camp to the King, and in 1808 he 
embarked with the regiment for the Peninsula ; and during his 
services of that year, and the three following campaigns in that 
country, he was present, with few exceptions, in every action, 
and every affair tliat occurred, including those of Albegaria, 
Nova, and Grijon, on the advance of the army to Oporto, 9th 
and 10th of May, 1809; at the capture of Oporto, the 11th 
of May; at the affair at Salamonde, the 15th of Afay ; and the 
pursuit of the French army under the command of Marshal 
Soult into Galicia ; and at the battle of Busaco, the 27th of 
September, 1810. He was wounded at the battle of Talavera, 
at the conclusion of the action. In the defeat of the enemy 
from the lines of Torres Vedras, and his entire expulsion from 
the kingdom of Portugal, he was second in command of' the 
cavalry ; and was placed at the head of a brigade consisting of the 
1st Royal dragoons, the 14th light dragoons. Major BuITs troop 
of horse artillery, and occasionally of the l6th light dragoons ; 
during which time he was present (in advance) in eveiy action, 
and every skirmish. In 181 1, on receiving the rank of Major- 
General (the 4th of June), he was unavoidably obliged to 
return to England. In November of the same year he was 
honored by His Royal Highness the Prince Regent appointing 
him to the Staff at Woodbridge ; but on the breaking-out of 
the disturbances in Nottinghamshire, in January, 1812, he was 
ordered to take the command in that county, where he con* 
tinueda year and half; and on quiet being effectually re- 
-ttored in that part he resumed his command at Woodbridge, 
where he continued until the great reduction of the Staff 
removed him, in September, 1814. 
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Major-General Hawker has the honor of weAriig a OMdal 
for the battle of Talavera. 

S97. Major-General William Raymond. 

Appointed Ensign in the 3drd foot the 28th of August, 
1775; and the Slst of December foUowing, embarked for 
America. He served in the eipedition against Charlestown; 
and was present at the attack upon Sullivan's Island in Junc^ 
1776 ; at the actions of Brooklyn, Long Island, White PlainSi 
and the taking the works on York Island, which led to the 
surrender of that citj. The 25th of December, 1776, bl 
succeeded to a Lieutenancy; he served with that corps is 
the campaigns of 1777 and 1778, in New Jersey, Maiyland, 
and Pennsylvania ; and was present at the battles of Bramiy- 
\iine and Germantown, and Monmouth. The 23rd of May, 
I779i he received a company in the 22nd foot; and mn%i 
with it during the campaign in Georgia and South CaroGoaf 
in that year; and in Virginia, in 1780 and 1781. Hewvstt 
the siege and capture of Charlestown, at the action of Janis- 
town, and at the siege and surrender of York-town. In 1798 
he exchanged to balf-pay, and in 1798 returned to fbll-paj 
in the 60th foot. In 1793 and 1796, whilst on half-paj, be 
was employed as Aid-de-Camp to Lord Comwalliiy and as 
Brigade-Major-General to the Eastern district, lo IfQB he 
received a Majority in the 89tli foot ; and was appointed liatfr- 
tenant-Colonel, by brevet, and Deputy-Adjutant-Gmend in 
Ireland ; where he served during the rebellion, and was preaatt 
at the surrender of the French and rebel army under Geoenl 
Humbert. The 28th of March, 1801, he recdved a LmI* 
tenant-Colonelcy in the 46th regiment ; and on the reductsoii 
of the 2nd battalion of that corps, he was placed on half-paj. 
The 25th of August, 1808, he received tbe brevet of Colood; 
and the 1st of January, 1812, that of Major-General. Tbe 
19ih of November, 1812, he was appointed Colonel of the 
late 13th Veteran battalion ; and the 20th of November, 1819, 
Colonel of his present regiment, the 8th Royal Veteran Bat- 
talion. 
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398. Major-Gbnbrai. Teeence O'LouHLiN. 

This officer wm appointed Ensign in the 45th foot in 1782; 
and subsequently removed to the 27th. In 17B9 be succeeded 
to a Lieotenancj in the latter corps; in 179^ he was removed 
to the 1st life guards, and in 1793 to the 7th light dragoons. 
With the latler corps he served in Fhnders in 1794, and was 
wounded at the battle of the lOch of Maj, near Tournay. In 
179^ he was appointed to a troop in the 7th dragoons, and 
Aid-de-Camp to Major-Geueral Egerton, now Lord Bridge- 
water, on the Staff in Ireland, and in the Eastern district in 
JSngland; in 1799 to a Majority in the 14th dragoons. In 
1801 he received the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel ; and the 1st 
of September, 1808, the rank of Colonel, and a Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy in the 1st life guards, which he continues to hold. 
He obtained the rank of Major-General the 1st of January, 
181$. This officer commanded the brigade of life guards 
duriog the short period they were employed in the Peninsula 
under the Duke of Welliugton.-7-He was appointed to the 
btaff of the Duke's army the 6th of March, 1813. 

309' Ma#ob-Gbneeal Sie George Murkay, G.C.B. 

This officer was appointed in^pril, 1779y to an Ensigncy in 
the 71st, from which be was removed to the 34th, and in June, 
1790, to the 3rd guards. He served the campaign of 1793 in 
Flanders ; was present at the affair of St. Amand, battle of 
Famars, siq;e of Valeiiciennes, attack of Lancelles, investment 
of Dunkirk, and attack of Lannoy. In January, 1794, he was 
promoted to a Lieutenancy with the rank of Captain, and iu 
April returned to England. He rejomed tbe army in Flanders 
in ttie summer of tbe same year, and was in the retreat through 
Holland ml Germany. In 1793 he was appointed Aid-de- 
Camp to Major-General Alexander Campbell, on the Staff of 
Lord Moira's army ; in the summer he sailed on the expedition 
intended for Quiberon, and in the autumn on that for the West 
Indies, under Sir Ralph Abercromby, but returned in February, 
1796, on account of ill health. In 1797 and 1798 he served as 
Aid-de-Camp to Major-General Campbell on the Staff in 
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England and Ireland. The 5th of August^ 1799» be obtuned 
a company in the 3rd guards^ with the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel : he was employed on the Staff of the Quarter-Maater- 
Geueral's department in the expedition to Holland^ and wounded 
in the action near the Helder. In autumn^ 1800, he sailed for 
the Mediterranean ; was appointed to the Quarter-Master-Gene- 
ral's department, and sent upon a mission to Java. In 1801 be 
was employed in the expedition to Egypt^and present on the land- 
ing : in the battles of the ISth and Slst of March; in the expedi- 
tion against Rosetta ; at the affair of Rhamanie ; and at the in- 
vestments of Cairo and Alexandria. In 1802 he was appointed 
Adjutant-General in the West Indies; in 1803, Assistant 
Quarter-Master-General at the Horse Guards ; in 1804, Deputj 
Quarter-Master-General in Ireland; in 1805 he served io the 
expedition to Hanover, under Lieutenant-General Don^ and 
afterwards under Lieutenant-General Lord Cathcart, In 1806 
he returned to his Staff situation in Ireland ; in 1807 was 
placed at the head of the Quarter-Master-General's department^ 
in the expedition to Stralsund, and afterwards to CopcBha- 
gen; in the spring of 1808, as Quarter-Master-G^ieral 
in the expedition to Sweden under Lieutenant-General Sir 
Johii Moore; in autumn of that year, as Quarter-Master* 
General in Portugal. He was present at the battle of 
Vimiera, the affairs at Lugo and Villa Franca, and battle 
of Corunna. The 9th of March, 1809i he received the breiet 
of Colonel, and was appointed Quarter-Master-General in 
Portugal and Spain under Lord Wellington. He was prcMOt 
in the affairs on the advance to Oporto, passage of the Dove, 
battles of Talavera, Busaco, Fuentes D'Onor, Vittoria, I^fie- 
nees, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes,and Toulouse, and in the subseqoflit 
operations till the termination of hostilities in 1814, when he 
appointed Quarter-Master-General in Ireland, and in Di 
ber of that year Quarter-Master-General in America. The 1st 
of January, 1812, he received the rank of Major-General ; die 
9th of August, 1813, he was appointed Colonel of the 7lh 
battalion 60th regiment, and subsequently Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor of JSdinburgh Castle, from which he exchanged to die 
Government of the Roy^l Military College the 18th of August, 
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18'l9v Sir €teoife Murray served n 1814 on tbe Staff of the 
army ia CanHb with the local rank of lieuteoant-Generd. 
He 18 a Kbighe Grand Gross of the Bath ; Knight Grand Croav 
of the HenoiveriaD Gnelphic Order ;^ Knight CiMnmaiider ofi 
the Tower and Sword of Porti^al; Knight of the Order of 
Leopold of Austria.

400. Majos-General Sir James Kempt, G.C.B. 

Appointed Ensign in the lOlst foot the dist of Mareb^ 
1783 ; Lieutenant die 18di of August, 1784, and placed on half- 
pay at the redttctton of the regmmit in the same year; Captain 
in the ll^Sdi^foot the SOA of May:, 17^ which regiment be 
assfated in raisiag, and served widi in Ireland ; Major in the 1 IsSth 
foot the I8lh of September,. 1794 ; and in June, 1796, Inspect 
ing Piekl Officer of the Recruiting' Service in Scotland^ in 
wbiefar situation he servecl till Februarys 1799^ when he was ap»- 
poiiiled Aid-de>Camp to the late GSenetal Sir Ralph At^ercrom- 
Irjr, then commanding' the forces in that conntryi. He aeeom* 
panied' Sir Ralph in the expedition \o Holland in 1799^ and 
was promoted «» Ae rank of Ueutenant-Coloncf the 138lJi of 
August, 1799y being the bearer of that officer's dispatches iiroai 
the Helder ; he wa» present at all the actions in HoUand^OJicept 
that of the lOth of September, when he was absent! in EngiandL 
After the campaign he nstncned with Sir Ralph- taSeolland, and 
in Jane, TSOO, aceompanied: haan te the Mediterranean^ as 
Miitary SeereCapy and Aid-do^Camp^ andr sewed widi him until 
his dkath. H& served in the same aitnatkMk with his successor, 
I^ori Hntchinson^ and mm present at all the battles in Egypl» 
and at dm captuae of Caiio and AUnmndria. In April, 1808, 
he vras appeimadt AidMla*Gunp tin Sia David Duadao, and ton 

Ma^aviigr » dm f)6* thv 9th ei iuly followia^> and the 2Srd of 
the same month to a Lieutenant-Coloneligf in die Slst foot, 
in 1805, he embarked with his regiment at Plymouth, and 
went out to the B&dtsrrttNam ufH^ the iMe 6enml Sir James 
Cfdg. In ihei impnMm larl%te be coawanded a battalion 
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of light infaotry, and in 1806 returned with the army to SicUy. 
In 1806 be also went <o Calabria^ and commanded the light 
brigade, in the batde of Maida. In November, 1807, he return^ 
ed to England upon being appointed Quarter- Master-General 
to the forces in North America. The 8th of March, 1809, he 
received the rank of Colonel, and was appcHnted Aid-de-Camp 
to the King; the 4th of November, 1811, he received the 
local rank of Major-General in Spain and Portugal, and was 
present at the siege of Badajos, Battles of Vittoria, Nivelle, 
Nive, Orthes, and Toulouse. The 1st of January, 1812, he 
was appointed Major-General in the army, and the 4th oF 
November, 1813, Colonel-Commandant in the 60th foot. He 
subsequently served on the Staff in America «nd in Flanders, 
when he commanded the 8th British brigade in the 5th division, 
consisting of the 28th, 32nd, 79th, and 95th regiments. He 
was severely wounded at the battle of Waterloo, and 
for his conduct has been appointed a Knight of the Austrian 
Order of Maria Theresa, of the third Class of St. George of 
Russia, and of the third Class of Wilbelm, of the Low Coun- 
tries. He was appointed a Knight Commander of the Bath, on 
the extension of that Order; and the 22nd of June, 18159 Pro- 
moted to Grand Cross, vice Sir T. Picton, deceased ; and sub- 
sequently Knight Grand Cross of the Hanoverian Guelphic 
Order. Sir James has the honor of wearing a Cross vand three 
Claps for his conduct at Maida, where he served as a lieutenant- 
Colonel of light infantry, and at Badajos, Vittoria, Nivelle, Nive, 
Orthes, and Toulouse, where he commanded a brigade. Sir 
James was formerly Lieutenant-Governor of Fort Williaav, 
from which he was removed to the Lieutenant-Government of 
Portsmouth the 12th of August, 1819- The 12tb of Julyio 
the same year, he received the Colonelcy of his present regimenl^ 
the 81st foot. On the death of the Duke of Richmond, in 1819» 
Lord Dalhouaie was appointed Governor-General of North 
America ; and Sir James Kempt succeeded his Lordship ai 
Governor of Nova Scotia. 

401. Major-G]e;nebal William Borthwick.^ 

This oflScer was appomted Ist Lieutenant in the Bojal 
artillery the 12th of November^ 1779 ; Captain the 24ih of 
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3Marc%yl791; Major in the army the 1st of January, 1798; 
l^ieutenant-Colonel in the army the €5th of September, 1803; 
XJeutenant-Colooel in the Royal artillery the 20th of ivAy, 
1806; Colonel in the Royal artillery the SOtii of April, 1809; 
and Major-General the 1st of January, 1812. In 1811 this 
officer was appointed Brigadier-General in Spain and Portugal.. 
He commanded the Royal artillery at the siege of Ciuda^d 
Rodrigo, for which he has the honor of wearing a medal. 

402. Major-General Charles N. Cookson. 

This officer was appointed a Gentleman Cadet in the Royal 
artillery the 2nd of March, 1772; 2nd lieutenant the 25th o( 
December, 1777 ; and 1st Lieutenant the 3rd of December^ 
1779« From 1783 to 1785, be served under General Elliot at 
Gibraltar. In the latter year he embarked for Jamaica, and 
remained there and at St. Domingo till his promotion to the 
rank of Major the 12th of September, 1805. The 24th of 
March, 1791 > he had obtained the rank of Captain-Lieutenant, 
and that of Captain the Slst of October, 1794. The 20th of 
February, 1804, he was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
artillery; and Colonel the 20th of June, 1809* ^^ received 
the rank of Major-General in the army the 1st of January, 1812« 

403. Major-Gbneral William Johnstok. 

This officer was appointed Practitioner Engineer and 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers the 30th of October, 1775 ; 
Ist Lieutenant the 1st of January, 1783; Captain the"22nd of 
May, 1790; Major in the army the 26tfa of January, 1797; 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 29th of April, 1802; Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in the Royal Engineers the 13th of July, 1802; 
Colonel in the Royal Engineers the 24th of June, 1809; and 
Major-General the Ist of January, 1812. He subsequendy 
served on the Staff in Bartiadoes, and was present at the capture 
of Guadaloupe m 1815. 

404. Majtor-Gbnbral John Bur'^on* 

This officer was appointed 1st Lieutteant in the Royal 
aitillefy the 19tb of Jaotiary, 1780; Captam the 24th of 
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March^ 1791 ; Major in the army the Ist of Januiiy, 1198; 
Lieutenant-CoIoBel in the army the 25th of September, 1803 ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Royal Artillery the £Otfa of July, 
1804; Colonel in the Royal Artfllery the 4th of September, 
1809; and Major-General the Ist of January, 1812. He com- 
manded die artillery at the attack and capture of Guadeloupe 
in 1810, for which he has the honor of wearing a medal. 

405. Major-Genbral Habbt Chester. 

This officer was appointed Lieutenant and Captain in the 2d 
foot guards, the 25th of April, 1793 ; Captain and Lieutenant- 
Colpnel the 18 th of January, 1799; Colonel in the army the 
25th of October, 1809 4 and Major-General the Ist of January, 
1812. He served iu Flanders^ and for a short time In Spain 
and Portugal. 

406. Major-Obnbbal Evan Llotd. 

ThTs officer was appomted Comet in the 17th dragoons die 
25th of November, 1780 ; he received the rank of Lieutenanl^ 
Captain, and Major in the same corps, the latter dated the Ist 
of September, 1795; and LieutenantrColooel the 11th of Fe*> 
bruaiy, 1799; of Colonel in the army the 25th of October, 
1809 ; and of Mqor-General the 1st of January^ I819<r-Thi8 
officer retains bis regimental commission of Lieutenant-Cdkoel 
in the 17th light dragoons* 

407. Major General Matthew Sharpb. 

Thi9 officer vras appointed Major in the 28tb dsagoona db 
27th of February^ 1796; Lieutencml-Coloneil ia the army tfat 
jith of August, 1799 ; Colonelm the army the 96th of Octobo^ 
1809 ; and Mfyor-Geaeral the lat ef January, 1612« Helw 
been on half<-pay» as Miyor in the 28th dragoqns^ many jre«iB. 

408. Major-General John Lindsey. 

This officer wni aj^j^ointed Lieti«e«mt in Ae 55A foot^ lbs 
48th of April, 178a; Mtyov in tti« «Mi fool# tfia Ht of «ip- 
tember, 179S; U«itftti«d^loiid ui«e my tbe (Mi of ito^. 
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gust, 1799; ColoDd in tfie anny the d5Ui of October^ 1809; 
and Mf^or-General die Ist of January, 1812. He senred for 
some time on the Staff at Dominica* He has been on ha]f*pay 
many years. 

WhUst at Dominica this officer bad die disagreeable duty of 
preferring charges against lieutenant-Colonel Francis F. 
Brown of the 6tb West India regiment, which terminated in 
the removal of die lieutenant-Colonel from the service* 
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David I^atimeb Tinlino Widdrik«ton» 

In the year^ 1 777,at a period when hostilities had been carried ob 
for some montha between Great Britain and France, this officer*! 
aCtentiott turned to military pursuits, and he arrived at Gibraltar. 
In 1 779 the political importance of Gibraltar united theresourccfS> 
of Spain widi France,, in the most harassing and vexatious mode 
of attack on that fortress, which so powerful and obstinate an 
enemy could devise ; and at this period began a series of mill* 
tary services that have no parallel in history, and which conti* 
aued for three years, seven months, and twelve days. During 
the whole of dus memorable service, the blockade^ and siege of 
Gibraltar, until the end of die year, 1 783, the Major-Genenil 
was actively employed as Draughtsman, Engineer, and Enngo 
in the 12th regiment of foot, Us commission in the latter being 
dated the 11th of April, 1782, widi proud and brilliant testi- 
monials of approbation of bis conduct from his commanding 
Generals, accompanied widi a medal . from the* late General 
PicCon, Colonel of die 12th r^mdnt. On die 4di of October, 
1786, he succeeded to a lieutenancy by purchase i and was em- 
jiojf^d in the years 1790 and 179 Ij «m1 his regiment, as Mar- 
sines, on board of the grand fleet commanded by Lord Howe. 

Upop the first impression made throughout Europe by the 
political scUsm engendered in the bosom of France, Lieute- 
nant Tinling raised an independent company in Ireland ; and in 
a part of the country where French influence predominated, he 
was attack^, many of Ujs men forced from him, and he^ witb 
aa«esal odiers, wei^ wwndedi On the e9di of June, 179S> 
Captain Ttnbig purchiised a Company in the 17th regimest of 
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foot, with permisfion to dispose of liis independent company, 
the men having been previously turned over to the 54th regi- 
ment* In Augu8t| 1794, Captain Tinling left Ireland with his 
regiment for Southampton, and on the Jst of September, em- 
barked at that place for the West Indies : after buffetting about 
at sea for several months backwards and forwards^ the 17tb 
(yfiib other corps) was landed at Plymouth, behig unfit from 
sickness to proceed on its voyage. In August following the 
troops rendezvoused at Spike island in Cork harbour, and en- 
camped until J anuaty following ; during which period Captain 
Tinling was employed as Commissary-General, and did the 
cluty of Quarter-Master-General also. Captain Tinling was 
also appointed a Major of Brigade to the forces serving in the 
West Indies. In May, 179^, Brigade*Major Tinling arrived 
.with his brigade at Cape St. Nicholas Mole, at which tiofe the 
whole of St. Domingo had assumed an alarming appearance of 
sickness that could not be resisted, and thousands of brave fel- 
Jows sunk under it ; the Major himself suffered dreadfully, and 
with much difficulty reached home. On the 18th of January, 
1797> Major Tinling succeeded to a Majority in the 17th re- 
giment : and on the 6th day of August, 1799» xvhen agreat nii- 
litary promotion for some important service became general 
throughout the arrny. Major Tinling was appointed lientenant^ 
Colonel of the 2d battalion of the 17th regiment, raised from 
volunteers from the mi(itia ; and on the 27th of the same month, 
with his battalion came to an anchor off the hostile coast of Hd- 
land, to witness the defeat of the enemy in that day's battle. 
Ue was actively employed during the whole campaign in Hol- 
land under the command of His Royal Highness die Duke of 
York. On the 10th of September, when General ; Daendek 
made his attack on St. Martins, the village was defended by the 
17th and 40th regiments. After overcoming great di^culties 
and the most determined opposition, the principal post of Oude 
Carspel was carried by storm on the 19th of September, 1799 ; 
and at this attack the Lieutenant-Colonel commanded the flank 
. companies of the brigade : and he was again in action on the 
2nd of October ; and in justice to the corps, composed of volun- 
teers from the militia, it must be observed^ that the Comnuuidar 
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in Chief in bis dispatch was pleased to express that the gallan- 
try of the brave troops could not have been surpassed by any 
former instance of British valor. In this campaign the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel was accompanied by his son, a Lieutenant in the 
same battalion. 

A military force was again ordered to embark^ which, was to 
be followed by still more numerous troops, but the object of the 
expedition was not made known : Genoa was, however, said to 
be the place of its destination; and early in the year 1800 
Lieutenant-Colonel Tinling, with his battalion embarked at 
Deal, and arrived at Minorca in the May following. From 
1800, until the end of the war, 1802, Lieutenant-Colonel Tin- 
ling served with his regiment in the Mediterranean, and was 
reduced to half-pay upon his return home ; but was not suffered 
to remain unemployed : he was immediately appointed an In- 
specting Field-Officer on the recruiting Staff. 

By the Gazette of the 4th of March, 1809, it appears— '< The 
King has been pleased to grant unto David Latimer Tinling, a 
Lieutenant-Colonel in tlie army, late of the 17 th regiment of 
foot, and Inspecting Field-Officer of the recruiting service, his 
Ro^ial licence and authority, that he may assume and take the 
surname of Widdrington, in addition to his present name of 
Tinling, out of respect and affectionate regard to the memory 
of his wife's uncles, John and Nathaniel Widdrington, lineal 
representatives of the Hanxley bianch of that ancient family ; 
and likewise that his son George John Widdrington Tinling, a 
Captain in the 34th regiment of foot, and hit issue, and all the 
other children of the said Lieutenant-Colonel Tinling, by Sarah 
his wife, and their issue, may from henceforth assume and take 
the said surname of Widdrington only." 

Upon the 24th of May, 1809, Lieutenant-Colonel Tinling 
Widdrington was desired to signify whether he was desirous of 
being employed as a Brigadier-General in the Portuguese army, 
but was, from femily concerns, precluded from the possibility of 
immediately proceeding on that service. On the £5th of Octo- 
ber^ 1809, he was promoted to the rank of a Colonel in the 
army : and on the 1st of January, 1812, succeeded to the laak 
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of Major-Oeocnd, rnnfl was appointed to the Staff otGibnkw^ 
where be femained some years. 

Id the <battle of Vittoria, Major Widdrington, of the ^dSad 
ragimeoty when leading on his faithful companions in arin«, had 
his horse shot under him in two places and killed, and he 
himself (the Major-Genciai's eldest son) met a glorious fate 
Mi4be arms of victory, a ball having entered his breast.

410. Major-Gei^sral Richard Blunt. 

This officer obtained an Ensigncy in the 3rd foot the 31st of 
January, 17B7, and joined his regiment in that year in Jamaica, 
and was there employed until March, 1 790 ; the fiSrd of Fe- 
bruary, 1791> he received a Lieutenancy ; and the 1 1th of Jidy, 
11793, « company. He served in Lord Moira's expeditioa and 
in the Flanders campaigns of 1794 and 179^. In the latter jrear 
be sailed to the West Indies under Sir Ralph Abercromby, attd 
remained there actively employed till 1602, when be returned to 
England. In May, L796> he succeeded to the Majority of bis 
regiment, and the 2Srd of August, 17999 ^ the Liewtenmit- 
Colonelcy* He has since served in Uanoiver and Madeirm, 
Portugal and Spain. The fi6th of October, 1809» he received 
the raidc of Colonel; and the 1st of January, 1810, that ^f 
Major*6eneral . He is a Knight Commander of the Toner «nd 
Sword of Portugal. 

411. MAJOR^GENERi^L Hj^NRY BaYLY. 

In 1762, this officer received an Eneigney in the 85th fpot 
From 1783 to 1790, he was on the half-pay of that regiment; he 
then exclumged into the. Coldstream guards, and io April, 1799, 
embarked for Flanders ; he joined the 1st battalion «t T<mnmfj 
and obtained his Lieuleoancy with the tank of Captain the Mth 
of August of that year, when he was ordered • to England. Am 
Ensign he was pwsent «t the battle ef Famars, the siefe 4rf 
Valenciennes, and at the affuf at Linoelles^ where fae'iNM 
wounded. In 1790 he enboriied lor HoUand, and wae praeent 
in the action on the dagr Sir Bidph Abereroniby bin^ iat die 
Uelder, and m that of tbik MNfa •f September. Hm 6lb ef 
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SeptenbeTi 17d9» he obtained his company with the rank of 
Xieutenanl-Colonel^Mid rfiortlj after returned to England. The 
C5th of October^ 1909$ he reoeived die brevet of Colonel^ and 
•that of Major-General the let of January^ 1812. Major-Ge- 
seral Bajly served in 1814 for a short time on the Staff of the 
•army in Spain and Portugal. He succeeded in March, 1816^^ 
that distinguished and universally beloved officer Sir John Doyle, 
in the Government of Guernsey. Major-General Bayly is one 
oi the Equerries in Ordinary to the King. 

41^. Major-General Francis Slater Rebow. 

This officer was^appointed Ensign in the 60th foot in 1788; 
lieutenant in 1790, and Captain in 1792. He served in Ibe 
West Indies iu each of the above ranks, and commanded the 
•grenadiers of fais corps at the hiking of Martinique, St. Lucie, 
jtnd Ouadaloupe ; at tlie latter place he was severely wounded 
.llmMigh both his thighs. Tbe 20th of February, 1796, be suc- 
ceeded to a Majority in the 60th, which he exchanged into tbe 
Mad life guards the l6th of February, 1797 ; and was appointed 
Major and Lieutenaal-Colonel the £5th of September, 1799; 
■and the £Oth of August, 1807^ was appointed Supernumerary 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the 1st life guards. The S5th of Octo- 
ber, 1809^ he received tbe rank -of Colonel ; and of Major-Ge- 
neral the 1st of January, 1812. He served on the StaflF in Spam 
and Portugal, in command of the Household Brigade, to which 

he was appointed in 1812.

413. Major-Gen ERA I* Gjsobos Stracey Smith. 

Affointed Ensign in the ^5th foot the 18th of August, 
1T80; subeeqoently lieutenant in an independent company, from 
vMidk he was removed to £lford*s corps, and afterwards to the 
7th loot. He served as Lieutenant at Gibraltar one year; h 
Aniefiea and the West Indies live years and seven months. He 
M«sat Ihe taking of Martinique, St. Lucie, and Guadaloupe 
•sMder Sir Charles Gvey« He was promoted to a company in 
ihe SMk the l6th of November, 1794, from which h^ was 
removed' to the 7th foot the 17<h of April, 1795. H^ served 
on the Staff in North America five years. The 6di of Sep- 
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iember, 1798^ be was appointed to a Majority in die 8Svd fooC^ 
the 9th of Majy 1803, removed to the 3rd garrison battalioa. 
The 1st of October, 1799| he received the brevet of Lieutenant 
Colonel; of Colonel the 25th of October, 1B09 ; andof Major- 
General the Ist of January, 1812. He has for some years served 
on the Staff at New Brunswick, and where he is now stationed* 
Major-General Smith has the honor of being Groom of the 
Bedchamber to His Royal Highness the Duke of Kent. 

414. Major-General William Guard. 

This officer entered the army at the age of sixteen, having 
been appointed Ensign in the 45th foot on tlie 13th of June, 
17B9, lieutenant in November, 1790, and Captain in Septem- 
ber, 1795. He purchased the Majority in November, 1797, 
9b4 the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the same corps in October, 
1799* Obtained the brevet of Colonel the 25th of October, 
1809> aiid was nominated Major-General the 1st of January, 
1812. 

After doing duty some time at Chatham, he joined bis corps, 
then stationed in the island of Grenada, in February, 179I- 
His regiment being draughted the latter end. of 1793, be volun- 
teered his services in the expedition against the French West 
India Islands under the late Sir Charles Grey: after the capture 
of Martinique, he returned to Europe, in July 179^; r^m- 
barked with his corps (which had been completed by draughts 
from Chatham) on the 26th of December of the same year, and 
shortly after sailed again for the West Indies, where the regiment 
was stationed until 1801, in the summer of which year it finally 
returned to England. Early in 1802 the battalion was ordiered 
to Ireland, and being then joined by the senior Lieutenant- 
Colonel (the present Lieutenant-General Montgomerie) Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Guard was appowted to command a light batta- 
lion of the line, which command he retained until the nomination 
of Colonel Montgomerie to the Staff of the West Indies, as a 
Brigadier early in 1804, when he resumed the command of hk 
OYifn corps. In the autumn of 1805 he marched from the 
camp at the Curragh of Kildare for Fermoy, and embarked 
shortly after to join the expedition under Lord Catbcart ; but 
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the inteUigence of the loss of the battle of Austeriitz, which inm 
received bj the corps on its arrifal in the Downs, caused hi 
destination to be alteted, and the battalion was disembarked at 
Margate in Januaiy, 1806, and marchad to Brabouine Leoi 
Barracks, in Kent, and shortly after was encamped on the 
heights of Shomcliffe. From whence it marched in July, 180fi^ 
and embarked at Portsmouth on the 24th and £5th of the saiwi 
month. After touching at the ports of Plymouth and FaU 
mouth, and receiving at the latter place upwards of two hundred 
draughts from the Isle of Wight, the regiment finally sailed 
from thence on the 12tb of November, 1806, forming part 
of the expedition under the orders of the late Brigadieisi> 
General Robert Crawfurd. After remaining some weeks at 
Port Praye in the Cape de Verds, it reached the Cape of Good 
Hope, on the 20th of March, 1807 ; where a brig of war had 
previously arrived with orders which changed the destination 'of 
the expedition. It sailed from the Cape on the 6th of April> 
and having put into the island of St. Helena to complete their 
water the expedition quitted it again on the 26th of the same 
month, arriving at the mouth of the river Plate on the 27th of 
May ; but the transports being driven to sea by a severe galtf, 
did not reach Monte Video until the 14th of June, wheo'tb^ 
expedition joined the force already assembled there under tht 
orders of Lieutenant-General Whitelocke. In the subsequent 
operations against the city of Buenos Ayres, after theResidencia 
^the post assigned to the 45th in the plan of attack) had beeA 
captured and secured ; the lieutenant-Colonel taking his grenade 
ier company with him to reconnoitre and open the cdmmunioa^ 
•tion with the column on his left, was forced by circumstances 
•to j<Hn die corps under the orders of Brigadier^General Craw- 
ftu-d ; in the charge made through the street, and a subsequent 
one made by order of the Brigadier at the St. Domingo Church, 
diis company was particularly distinguished, driving before thenk 
and clearing the streets of a column of some thousands of 
Spaniards which had surrounded it ; in the execution of this 
service their loss in officers and men was extremely graat^ and 
honorable mention was made of the lieutenant-CoIonePs conduct 
in the dispatches of the Conmiander of the Forces. 
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The renuunder of the coqM defended its post^ the Residen- 
cia, with equal gallaatry under the command of Major NichoUs. 

Returning to Europe from this ill-fated expedition, die 
tegiment^ after a passage of fourteen weeks, from the river Plate, 
disembarked at Cork, on the 27th of December, 1807 ; having- 
(with the small interval of its services on die shores of South 
America) been embarked aboard the transports nearly eighteen 
months* The battalion however was not long destined for 
inaction; again embarking at Cork in July, 1808, it was landed 
at Montego Bay, in Portugal, on the 1st of August following* 
^e regiment was present at the battles of Roleia and Vimieray 
fought on the 17th and 21st of the same month, but hainng 
received a considerable reinforcement from its 2nd battalion, and 
these additional men not being equipped for the field, the corps 
was employed to garrison the fort of Peniche, afterwards removied 
to Oporto ; and on Sir John Moore's advance into Spain, the 
important fortress of Atmeide was entrusted to the lieutwiant- 
Colonel, with the command of the 45th and 97th regiments* 

In 1809 die 45th formed part of the advanced guard to the 
army whidi entered Spain under the command of Sir Arthur 
Wdlesley ; and at the battle of Talavera which took place oo the 
27th and 28th of July of that year, was highly pcaised for the 
distinguished manner in which it covered the retreat id the 
advanced guard when attacked by die enemy on the firat 
day, the Lieutenant-Colonel receiving the thanks of that cd»* 
brated Commander for his conduct on that occasion. Having 
been severely wounded on the evening of the 27th, and obliged 
to retire from the field, the Lieutenant-Colociel was left wiA 
many other officers in the hospitals at Tahvera, and, on die 
British army retiring from its position, fell into the hands of the 
French on their subsequent advance, and bang removed te 
France, endured a captivity of four years and ten montha, Ml 
being released until the oveidirow of Buonaparte's power in 
1614. 

Since his appointment of Major-Gieneral this officer bae #ot 
been employed* He has received a medal and one deep Jer 
the batdes of Roleia, Vimiera, and Talamra.

Appointed lieutenant in the 7th foot the 28th of June,

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417. Major General 
Sir William Henry Pringle, K.C.B., M. P. 

This officer was appointed Major in the late 11 1th foot, 
the 19th of September, 1794 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the anuy 
the 5th of December, 1799; Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel 
in the 2nd foot guards the 17th of September, 1802; Colonel 
in the army the 25th of October, 1809; and Major- General 
the Ist January, 1812. He served on the Staff in Spain 
and Portugalji to which he was appointed in 1812. He com- 
manded a Brigade at the battles of Salamanca, Pyrenees, 
Nivelle and Nive, for which he has the honor of wearing a 
^ross. 

The 12th of May, 1814, Major-General Pringle was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the Royal Newfoundland Fencibles ; aod 
the 1st of April, 1816 Colonel of his present regiment, the 
64th foot. For his services he has also been appointed Knight 
Commander of the Bath. The Major-General is a Member of 
the Consolidated Board of General Officers. 

To the addresses of the Speaker of the House of Commons, 
after the battle of Salamanca, the 10th of February, 18V3, 
inserted under the head of Lieutenant-General Sir Hediy 
Clinton's services. No. 266; after the battles of the Pyrenees 
and Orthes, the 24th of June, 1814, with Lieutenant-General 
Sir William Stewart's services, No. 220 ; — Sir William Pringle 
made the following replies :

418. Major-General James HarS* . , 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the ^d foof in 1791 > 
and joined the regiment at Gibraltar; he returned to England in 
179^: and obtained a Lieutenancy in the 10th dragoons in 
1793. He went out to the West Indies the same year, and 
was appointed Aid-de-Camp to the Commander-in-Chief, the 
late Earl Grey, with whom he returned to Ejiglaud in 1794^* 
In 1795 he obtained a troop in his regiment, and was subse- 
quently appointed Aid-de-Camp to Lord Camden, Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland ; the 19th of March, 1796, he was promoted 
tea Majority in the l^th dragoons, and shortly after joined that 
regiment in Portugal. In 1798 he was appointed to accom- 
pany Sir Thomas Trigge to the West Indies, and ordered hoiM 
for that purpose ; and at the begmning of 1799 to accdiBpany 
Brigadier-General Maitland to the Mediterranean.

420. Major-General William Ksrsteman. 

This officer was appointed, the Snd of Decembes^ 1775^ to-a

week for North America ; on the Ist of January,. 1776, be 
appointed to a corps of Engpieers^ and coatiniied in the: 
expeditiou under Lord Cocawallis. He semained iiK MoiA 
Amsricai five years,, and went throng the campaigasea F tntg 
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and York lihMii*^ iuid tvUI^ before Fort WMhStlgtbii, ^m 
ordered ^fith Capbiin D'Aobant's brij^fe to Rhoitfe Idnid» 
imder Sir Heurj Cliatott's cottmaiid^ wb^re he Mttakied dom^ 
tbe time we kept jMMsemoD of it, nmd assisted in re|>€iIiBg the 
attack maAe by D'Estaiog^s Fleet anil the AttiericaD Arttijr thdl 
approiched Nitiiport. He evacuated Ae iahad wirti the snny 
and OTifvd in New York, when being accidentally Vrounded al 
Fort WiftUngtoii, he \hHB niMler the iiecessity of returning to 
Ettfope in ITSO. He reinmned in the Westen^ division, tiA 
appointed to do duty at Landgtitrd Foit, from \rheiice he ^kULtd 
for Gibraltar in 17B4, and con^aed there till 1794^ %hMi h€ 
was ordered to join tbe army under the late Esri Grey, aild Wtts 
appointed to do duty as Captain Mider Colonel Durhferd of th« 
corps of Royal engineers. After Ae capture of tbe Fretoeh 
West India IsfaaKb he obtained six months leave of absence ; 
but the French having landed a force in>Guadal6npe he acted 
as senior Engineer on that occasion, and tontinned >ivith that part 
of the army till the important *tuck on Pomt k Vitre, afteiF 
which he was pefnntled t6 take his leave of Atoence. In the 
following year he ret^ilmed to the West Ihdies, and was sta^ 
tioned at St. Kitts, whefe he retnained two years, wheti being 
attacked by tbe fever, he was obliged in 1797 to returb to 
Europe. On his recovery he was ordered to Shisemess whet< 
be remained till 1601, when- he was appointed ComftiakMiibg 
Engineer at the Cape of Good Hope, and diere rettitined till its 
evacuation in 1803. 

Shortly after his krrival in England, he was sent to do duty 
at Bristol when new works were ordered at Milfbrd Hi^ven, 
and was considered the Commanding Roykl Engineer of the 
Severn District. On this duty he remained till 1808, when 
feeling himself unequal to take active duties be was permitted to 
retire t6 the corps of Royal Invalid Engineers, and on the 4tb of 
Jttne^ 181S> he was appointed a Major-General in the service. 

421. Major-Genbbal Gerard Gobselin. 

Ik 1780 this officer was appointed to the Marines, whkih 
coips he never joined, and at the reduction in 1785 was phced

in 1791 a Lieutenancy; and in 1780 e](changed into the Sod 
life guards, and was appointed- Adjutant. In 1794 he was pro- 
moted to a troop and afterwards exchanged into an independent 
company, and the 15th of June, 1794 obtained the Majority of 
the late 130th foot. Eariy in 1795 he embarked for Jamaica, 
and from thence proceeded in command of his corps, to St 
Domingo, and on its being drafted in 1796 he returned to 
England, and in 1798 was reduced on half-pay. The 1st of 
January, 1800, he received the brevet of Lieutenant-C<donel ; 
in 1801 he was appointed Paymaster to the Birmingham 
recruiting district; in 1804 Inspecting Field Officer to die 
Waterford recruiting district; in 1807 removed to the Carlisle 
district; the IstofJuIy, 1810, Colonel; and the 4th of June, 
1813, Major-General. This officer has since served on the 
Staff in Sicily. He was employed on the expedition against 
Genoa, under the command of Lord William Bentinck, and 
after its capitulation was continued Commandant of the place, 
until the breaking out of the war with America, when he 
received orders to embark with his brigade with all possible 
expedition for that country ; and on his arrival at Halifax, jmned 
the expedition against Castmi in the Penobscot, under die 
orders of lieutenant-General J. C. Sherbrooke, which proved 
successful, and he had the honor of having his conduct marked 
by the approbation of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent* 
He continued in the command of Castmi until the termination 
of the war with America, and subsequently of the garrison of 
Halifax, until September, 18 16, when a reduction of the 
General Staff took place. 

Major-General Gosselin is a Member of the Consolidated 
Board of General officers. 

422. Major-General William Alexander. 

This officer entered the army in 1791 as an Ensign in the 
12th foot ; he obtamed a Lieutenancy in the 44th foot in 1792 ; 
and a Company in the g6di foot in 1793. The 25th of Au- 
gust, 1794, he was appointed Major of the late LfOndondcny 
regiment of foot, to which corps he was attached fife years and 
two months, and then appointed to the Essex FenciUes. He 
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was emplojed with the latter in Ireland during the rcbelKon, 
and on its reduction^ was one year on half-pay. He received 
the brevet of Lieuteaant«Colonel the Ist of January^ 1800. The 
9th of July, 1805, was appointed to the ISth Battalion of Re- 
serve; the 25th of February, 1805, Major of the 1st Garrison 
Battalion; the 25th of J uly, 1810, he received the brevet of 
Cdonel ; the 30th of August, the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the

425. MAJOR-GEIfBRAL 

Sir Frederick P. Robinson, K.C.B. 

In February, 1777^ this officer was appointed Ensign in tfie 
Loyal American Regiment, with which he served ia North 
America; the 11th of September, 1778, he was removed to the 
i7th foot; the Ist of September, 177P> appointed Lieutenant in 
the 4th battalion of the 60th regiment ; and tlie 4th of Novem- 
ber, 1780, Lieutenant in the 38th foot. He was a prisoner in 
America several months during the period of his belonging to 
the 60th, and afterwards was in several engagements in that 
country. He served at the taking of the West India Islands, 
under the late Earl Grey, and was at ^he siege of Fort Bourbon. 
In March, 1794, he was promoted to a Company in tlie 38th ; 
and the 1st of September following to a Majority in the 127th 
foot; and in 1795 was removed to the 32d, when he returned 
home from the West Indies. In May, 1796> he was appointed 
Inspecting Field Officer of the Recruiting Service at Bedford, 
and some years after to the same situation in the London 
District. The 1st of January, 1800, he received the brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and went on half-pay of the 91^^ ^^^^[ (he 
^5thof July, 1810, he had the rank of Colonel ; the 4th of 
June, 1813, that of Major-General. lie served on the Staff 
in Spain and Portugal, to which he was appointed in 1812, and 
commanded a Brigade at the Battle of Vittoria, siege of St. 
Sebastian, where he was wounded, and the Battle of the Nivc, 
for which he has the honor of wearing a medal and two clasps. 
Subsequently to his Peninsula services, this officer was em- 
ployed on the Staff in Canada, and is now at Tobago in the 
West Indies, He is a Knight Commander of the Order of tho 
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Bath. Whilst an Inspecting Field Officer of the recruiting ser- 
vice^ this officer, in 1804, suggested various improvements and 
alterations which, from their interest and importance to every 
military man, are here recorded* 

Extract from a Letter to the Inspector-General in 1804. 

First.— ^' It appears to me that in a short time the recruiting 
Staff will be turned to much greater public advantage than that 
of merely looking after the recruits of others. From being 
permanent and stationary in each District, they are qualified to 
become the best of all recruiters, and by inlisting for general 
service only^ their exertions must produce annually, a large dis- 
posable body of recruits, to answer any emergency. The Re- 
cruiting Staff does not yet appear to stand on a footing with the 
other Military Departments, but to have been considered 
merely as a temporary expedient, or rather experiment ; other- 
wise, why not hold out preferment to the Inspecting Field. 
Officers, as in every other establishment i Why not select Ad- 
jutants from those meritorious men who may have become unfit 
for the active duties of the field ? Such men should have the 
rank of senior Lieutenant in their respective Districts, with 
eight or ten shillings per diem subsistence, and lOi. 6d. per 
M'eek lodging-money, and should be eligible for companies in the 
Veteran Battalions. Staff Serjeants ought to be selected with 
great attention and judgment, and every assistance afforded the 
Inspecting Field Officer in procuring them : at present it is at- 
tended ^nth many difficulties, few of the Field Officers having 
reason to be satisfied in this particular/' 

That I was right in my opinion of Staff recruiting, was fully 
proved by the success attending it in the London District, where 
a much greater number of recruits was raised (all for general 
service) by nine Staff Serjeants, than by all the recruiting partiea 
together. The jealousy of Colonels of regiments caused the 
abolition of this highly eligible mode of recruiting, as we may 
judge by the reason assigned, viz. That it interfered too mucb 
with regimental recruiting. Now, in my idea, this last mode of 
recruitmg is not only unnecessary, but replete with destruction 
to all the non-commissioned Officers and Privates employed in 
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it. Doable the number of men would be procured by a pro- 
per recruitiDg Staff, composed of the present establishment, 
with an aagmentation of Serjeants to the amount of one fourth 
the number of Infentry usually employed in each district ; to- 
gether with a few Staff Captains at 12s. per diem pay, and the 
usual emoluments. Regimental recruiting Officers are of no 
use whatever, but to sign their pay lists ; nor can I perceive 
they have any duty required of them, that would not be better 
performed by Officers who, established in it as a permanent 
business, would consequently be more likely to attend to the 
guidance of the Inspecting Field Officer. By such an arrange- 
ment, the recruiting service would be, in every respect, more 
expeditiously performed, as all letters on the subject, as well as 
all orders and instructions, would be sent direct to the Inspec- 
ting Field Officer instead of waiting the result of a correspond 
dence with Colonels of regiments, which at present occasions 
so much trouble in the Recruiting Department of the Adjutant- 
Generars office. 

But, as the above-stated arrangement has been already 
objected to, I will substitute — That of continuing recruit- 
ing parties from each regiment, but without Officers; as 
their duty might be performed by those of the Staff already 
mentioned, whose continuance in their situation would depend 
upon their capability and exertions ; every man being permitted 
to inlist such men for General Service, as might not wish to 
inlist in anj particular regiment, or might not be eligible for it 
Such regimental recruiting parties ought to be carefully selecl- 
ed for activity, diligence, honesty, and sobriety ; for though 
drunkenness is said to be inseparable from the recruiting service, 
yet experience proves that the sober men get all the recruits ; 
the art lies in the Serjeant making others drunk, and only pre- 
tending to be so himself. These parties should be considered' 
pennantnty as long as they were useful, both for the benefit of 
the recruiting service, and the good of their regiments; for few 
return from this service without being completely ruined in 
constitution, morals, and subordination. 

Second. — In October, 1807, 1 had the honor of addressing 
a letter to a Noble Lord then in office, on the subject of slop 
clothing, from which the following is an extract:—- 
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'' At the time of intermediate approval^ each recruit shouM 
be provided with a slop dress, consisting of a plain, close red or 
white jacket, Russia duck trowsers, cloth foraging cap, black 
stock, one shirt, and a pair of shoes, which would not cost more 
than five shillings beyond the present allowance for necessaries; 
as the colored clothes ought to be sold on the spot, for the be- 
nefit of the recruit. Every article to be marked with the name 
of the District, as well as the regiment, or General Service. 
This would not only be ao excellent drill dress, but much more 
convenient than any other on board ship^ and prove the greatest 
possible check to desertion." 

The above regulation has since been adopted by the Adjutant- 
General^ but I do not know by whose recommendation ; its 
utility has been already fully proved in the London Districti 
where desertion among recruits on the march for final approval, 
is scarcely ever heard of. 

Third. — From among the numerous letters I have written on 
the subject of bringing-mouey, I will only select an extract from 
one to' Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon, dated in 1805, when that 
officer was Military Secretary to His Royal Highness the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

'^ All those officers who are most conversant in the recruiting 
service, agree, that large bounties are not so materially necessary 
as may be imagined ; but that the reward to bringers should be 
liberal, and not hampered with too many checks in oflice. The 
reason is obvious. Almost all recruits are invited into the 
service in public-houses, and generally by the publican, (where 
he is sufficiently encouraged to interest himself, which is seldon 
the case ;) whereas, if five guineas were to be allowed for each 
recruit, half to be paid on intermediate, and the remainder upoo 
final approval, every publican among the lower order would 
become a recruiter of the best and most active description/' 

By a subsequent regulation, three guineas bringing-mooef 
has been allowed to parties of the line, and five to extra recmit* 
ing officers ; but as it can only be paid to the foTmeVf after final 
approval, the whole effect is destroyed, by tedious, unnecessary 
delays. My idea is, that the officer should be allowed to charge 
it against the public at the time of intermediate apd refunded ia 
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case of desertion before final approval. The advantage arisiiig 
from immediate payment to the bringers, is of the highest im- ^ 
portaice to the recruiting service. Final rejection would render 
either the Inspecting Field Officer or the District Surgeon 
responsible, so that the public could not be injured. 

It has been my misfortune to differ from my superiors with 
respect to the height and age of recruits ; but notwithstanding 
such powerful opposition, 1 still find myself bigoted to my 
opinion. I conceive, that under the present enormous expendi- 
ture of men, no recruit of the height of five feet three should 
be refused, if healthy loolung, and muscular. The regulation 
is five feet five for the infantry of the line. Men under forty 
years, if healthy, and of good personal appearance^ ought not to 
be rejected ; they have seven years {good service in them, and 
are the best adapted for the West Indies, as at that age the 
effect of the climate may be resisted. The present regulation 
b thirty years of age for infantry of the line, and thirty-five for 
general service. Both the regulations' may be considered an 
unfair strain against the population of the country, which ought 
to be managed and husbanded with the utmost care and judg- 
ment, as even our brilliant victories will ultimately prove calami- 
tous, if we adhere too pertinaciously to establish military preju- 
dices. I am not for introducing the alteration as a matter of 
choice, but as one of necessity^ which must in die end be 
adopted. 

Fourth. — Rejections by District Surgeons have occasioned 
many representations. In December, 1809^ I stated my senti- 
ments to the Adjutant-General as follows : 

** The number of Surgical' rejections exceeds all credibility ; 
in some points the District Surgeon's instructions are so drawn, 
that he is not left to the free exercise of his own judgment ; but, 
acting under the awe of subsequent inspection, which is alsa 
frequently performed by his junior in length of service and ex- 
perience in this duty, unwillingly rejects a man whom he thinks 
fit for the service, rather than subject himself to the expensive 
and mortifying consequences of differing in opinion with a sub- 
sequent Inspector, whose dietermination roust be final, unattend- 
ed with any responsibility whatever. The District Surgeon is 
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liable to the wbole expense of the recruit iu case of final rejectioo 
by a Surgeon^ or aa Auistanc Surgeoik Scars on the lega occa* 
fioD the rejectioa of some hundreds anoualljf in the London 
District A scar is a sufficient cause, although there may not 
have been an open wound for years, and originally accidentalf 
not constitutional. In the North and West of England, most 
of the young men amopg the lower cbss have scars on their legs, 
from tlieir peculiar mode in wrestling, yet are perfectly sound, 
and fit for service ; nevertheless such mea must be necessarily 
rejected by the Pi8ti:ict Surgeon, in oonformity with his instruc- 
tions. Many a stout young man is rejected for having a crooked 
finger, and numbers for a tendency to a rupture ; although Aey 
may have followed some laborious employment for years prev^ 
ous to their inlistment, without having the slightest appeaiance 
of one. No recruit should be rejected upon suspicion of a 
blemish.'* 

I have seen so many instances where the most cosscien- 
tious Surgeons have differed in opinion, that 1 conceive tbeDifr>' 
trict Surgeons ought not to be made responsible to the opimoB 
of any individual ; but that all doubtful cases should be decided 
by two or more Surgeons. The thread of the District Suigeon's 
instructions is so nicely spun, it is incapable of bearing its owb 
weight. During the raising of levies by men who bad uothing 
but emolument in view^ checks upon the Surgeons'were abs^Autely 
necessary. But the present system of recruiting places the 
^rvice in a very different situation, and acts as a safeguaad to 
the public, without the interventioo of such mortifying rqpd^ 
tions. 

Fifth. — In the year 1B03, 1 addressed a letter to General 
flewett, on the subject of procuring substitutes, whicby I 
understood, convinced him that desertion, in a great measure, 
owed its encouragement to that monstrous military abortioD; 

In 1804, 1 was desired to state my opinion on the same aiib* 
ject for Mr. Pitt's information, which I did in the foUofriiig 
manner : 

'^ The trade of finding substitutes for the lincy has becooM no 
lucrative to crimps, that a regidar system of desertion has been 
e&tabUshed throughout the whole army, under the encouragement 
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xA enornoui bouodes^ togelber with a flatteriog certainty of 
ifnpttMty foe some yetrt, as tbey selcbm are detected until their 
fac60 become known 9t the amiy depdt^ and ail regiments within 
a hundred miles of Lpndon, The military are strictly prohibited 
from any inleifertnce in procuring substitutes, consequently 
those i)Mn ^re ialisted only by crimps ; who, not being legaljy 
qualified, the iolistment cannot be Talid. Yet the Savoy is 
crowded with deserters sworn in by crimps under their own in- 
JifCmenls only. There are proofs in the London district office, 
of men having inlisted as substitutes upwards of twenty times ; 
and frequent attempts have been made to bring the same man a 
second time foe intermediate approval, so disguised, that the ut- 
most vigilance of the Staff could alone detect the imposition. I 
humbly presume to suggest, as a remedy against this alarming and 
wcreaaing evil, that a certain stipulated sum should be accepted 
in lieu of men, and that the pernicious system of finding sub- 
stitutes may be done away. £very such man now serving, 
might be proved to be either a deserter, or one that would have 
inlisted at all events ; plain proofs that the service derives no 
benefit whatever from a lystem so replete with evil." 

In the same year I wrote to the Inspector*General in a similar 
manner, and was told that my ideas on the subject gave gseat 
satisfaction ; but that its bearing the appearance of a money 
job to the country, was an insuperable objection. I never 
knew an instance where the friends of a person about to be dis- 
charged did not inquire whether a tum of money could not be 
taken in lieu of men, as it would save them much trouble, ex- 
pense, and anxiety. The country at large could have nothing 
to say to it, it concerned individuab only* In 1B07, I sub- 
mitted those opinions to the Adjutant-General ; and in 1S09 
repeated tbem, with a few additional observations, why so vile 
a stain upon our service ought to be obliterated. Through the 
interpositioD of some other person, this lias since been effected. 

Sixth.— The London District differs in many respects from 
all others ; still, whatever may be deemed eligible tliere, majr, 
with very little alteration, become generally applicable. The 
moat useful of all recruiting is that for general service.; yet it 
is not carried to the extent it might and ought to be. In the 
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liondon District all recruits rejected for die cavalry^ are permit* 
ted to inlist for general service only, bj which regulation a 
tolerable number of recruits of that description are annually 
sent to the army depAt. The number might be very codsh 
derably augmented^ by adopting the plan I have already sug- 
gested ; invaluable would be the advantage of having a large 
body of disposable recruits at the depdt; every emergency 
might be answered with ease; and skeleton regiments might 
be completed in a few hours^ instead of wasting years in ac« 
complishing it. By the mode above mentioned, the service 
never loses a ipan. In some few instances there has been 
some little caprice and wavering in consequence of the disap» 
pointment in not being permitted to enter the cavalry ; but in 
a few minutes the question has been decided in favor of .in- 
listing for general service, and for this plain^ incontrovertible 
reason, — men inlist from necessity ; and although in the first 
instance there may appear a choice of service, yet, when dis- 
appointed in his hopes, that irresistible cause compels the re- 
cruit to embrace the only alternative. 

Seventh. — Why should not a man of the United Khqpdom, of 
five feet three, and forty years of age, make as good a soldier as 
a French Conscript of that description ? No one will deny that 
be must be his equal, at least ; and therefore, why should our 
population undergo this military sifting. It should be considered 
that the expenditure of men in the line, is not from the bulk of 
our population, but confined to those not lower than five-feet- 
five, or upwards of thirty years of age (except for general service^ 
which admits of thirty^five) ; and all those must be hearty maii 
and perfectly free from personal blemishes of every kind. The 
contrary extreme is the reason why an army, at the commence* 
nient of a revolution, such as Europe has lately been visited 
with, is so expeditiously collected ; it is considered as a violent 
temporary, and indispensable expedient, and no man is rejected 
If such a system as the latter I have suggested were to be adopted, 
the parties might be kept constantly at their stations, except as 
far as relates to marching their recruits for intermediate approvd, 
as all the conducting duty might be performed by the Staff 
Serjeants, whose number should be augmented for that purpose ;

ix>t altogether with Serjeants, but-a certain number of Corporals, 
and Lance Corporals ; who, having promotion always in view, 
would be stimulated to an active and diligent discharge of their 
duty. Too much time is at present thrown away by all parties, 
in merely marching to and from the places of final approval. 
They ought to be constant residents at their station, thereby to 
confirm any local interest they may have obtained ; and to occa- 
sion close attention to their own character and conduct. A 
Recruiting Serjeant is looked upon as much a bird of passage, 
as one of prey, scarcely to belong to any part of the community ; 
and with reason, for he is never a fortnight together in the same 

place. 

Eighth. — The policy of recruiting boys has been condemned 
by some, under the idea that it is injuring the population by 
' anticipation ; perhaps it may be so, but the benefit the service 
derives from it, is of much greater consequence than the sup- 
posed evil. Habits acquired at fin early age become deeply 
rooted, for which reason boys always imbibe a stronger attach- 
ment to the military life than can be expected in men, whose 
minds must have already received a bias from some trade or 
profession. Most men inlist from motives of idleness, dissipa- 
tion, or distress ; boys inlist solely from a wish to become sol- 
diers, and are pleased with those forms of discipline under which 
men are so impatient. Boys, under kind treatment, soon look 
upon the regiment as their home, and neither wish for, or ex- 
pect a change ; they should be instructed in reading, writing, 
and arithmetic, and, as far as possible, in the most useftil trades, 
particularly as tailors and shoemakers. They should be kept at 
the regimental dep6ts, and not suffered to join their regiments 
until fit to carry arms. Boys might be taken for general service 
at twelve years of age, without incurring any very great addi- 
tional expense, as two guineas and a half would be sufficient 
bounty, and lOd. per diem ample subsistence. 

Ninth. — ^The number of pauper boys, who, from the heavy 
charge of poor's-rates, (a burthen to their parishes,) woold 
gbuily become soldiers, and who, by so doing, would greatly 
relieve the public, is much greater than can be imagined. I 
have made inquiry in many parts of this country, and in no in-

stance did I fiixl a dissenting voice, among those who are best 
acquainted with the subject, against instituting a phin for recdv- 
ing all supernumerary boys into the army* Most of the boys now 
inlisted are runaway apprentices, who, by changing their nanes, 
remain undiscovered until after the limitation of time prescribed 
by the act ; such boys at the age of fifteen or sixteen, must have 
made considerable progress in their trade, and consequently an 
a loss to the public. Pauper boys are bound apprentices k 
any way most convenient to the parish purse, and consequent!/ 
many of them are ill-provided for ; and, after b^g for som 
years worse than useless, they are compelled to enter into tk 
navy or army, where the severity of cUscipline alone restraabi 
them ; whereas, had they been engaged at an early period, Ihey 
would not only have been useful in themselves, but examples of 
good conduct to others. It comes within my own knowledge^ | 
that boy-recruiting has been very much checked by the circum- i 
stance of their being immediately hurried away to regiments or 
the army dep6t. They ought to be sent to the county regimental 
depdt, and kept there until qualified, by age and strength, to 
perform the active and laborious duties of a soldier. Many 
parents have taken their boys away from my office, under the 
idea of their being too young to encounter the dissipation of 
barracks and camps. 

Tenth. — I am at a loss how to introduce my ideaa on tbs 
subject of desertion, because I cannot do it without first deoy^ \ 
ing the position that Proclamations of Pardon are of no 
Proclamations hold out a free pardon to all such deserten 
shall surrender themselves, by such a period, to persona i 
pointed to receive them. But they have been uniformly 
panied with instructions, that all such surrendered desertoi 
were to be put in confinement, and sent under escort to the 
army depdt, or regiment, and subsisted at lOd. per dieaSi 
Now, surely, all idea of a free pardon is completely done awsy^ 
if, after a man has made every reparation in his power to his 
country for his former ill-conduct, he is to be disgraceAiBy 
escorted from the very place where he so joyfully came forward 
to express contrition for his fault, to be looked upon, through 
the course of a long march, exactly in the same light as if he 
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d been apprehended as a deserter. This is repugnant to 
mmon sense and policy ; I feel myself authorised to say, that 
e best effect wonid be produced in London, by giving sur- 
ndered deserters the satisfaction of knowing, that their voiun- 
ry return to tbeir duty would meet with the highest approba- 
m and encouragement. Such men, it is not unreasonable to 
ppose^ would become more tiust-wortby than many who may 
^ yet have deserted. Desertion is a crime by which the 
Niptry suffers much more materially than is commonly known ; 
Si not merely the loss of so many men, and the consequent 
•vy expense, in any given period, but that it becomes more 
d more a system, encouraged by impunity ; for althongli a de- 
rter is severely punished when he is taken, how few are ap- 
ehended! Who will run the risk of apprehending men of 
cb desperate characters, for the insignificant reward now 
tablished i In London, the number of deserters would form a 
lall army ; yet, whenever one is taken, it is owing to some ac- 
lental circumstance, and not to the vigilance of the military — 
B police being totally out of the question, as it cannot be 
pposed the under constables would destroy the hopes of a 
tter harvest, by apprehending a man as a deserter, who in all 
obability would in a short time commit some act of felony, 
>m which much greater profit would arise. When a deserter 
apprehended by the military in London, it is at the risk of 
ir lives, they must put him in a coach, and consent to a de- 
etion of three shillings out of the twenty allowed by the act 
ion swearing him in, which, added to coach-hire, generally 
luces the reward to ten or twelve ; besides which, it rarely 
ppens that a soldier escapes without having his clothes torn, 
d Serjeants frequently have dieir swords broken. I under- 
ind the present reward of twenty shilhngs for apprehending a 
•erter was established in King William's reign ; if so, there 
n be no doubt that it ought to be at least three times as 
ich now, and clear of all deductions, which are at present, 
o shillings to the clerk of the police office, where the deser- 
' is sworn in ; and one to the Provost Marshal, on receiving 
B prisoner. You will probably ask what all this latter para- 
iph has to do with the recruiting service ; in answer to which 
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X beg to inform you^ that at least one half of the recruits passed 
in the London district are deserters, consequently it beopmes 
an interesting point to the Inspecting Field Officer, and be 
has a l^etter right than any other individual, to offer his opinioo 
and suggestions upon it. Desertion is no longer to be con- 
sidered as an accidental crime, owing to intoxication, or to av<Md 
punishment for some trifling breach of discipline ; it is now 
systematic fraud : it is done for the sake of the high bountiQi; 
and instead of imputing it to caprice or dissipation, we mirt 
attribute it solely to a greedy desire for money, to defray the 
expenses of every vile gratification ; introducing, thereby, vi* 
cious principles of the worst and most incurable nature. De- 
sertion, considered in itself^ is a heinous crime^ but its conie- 
quences aggravate it many degrees. 

I have ventured to offer my opinion more than once on the 
subject of Bread-and-meat-Money. In the London District it 
is utterly impossible to establbh any regular delivery of either 
bread or meat ; the parties not being stationary for a day, as all 
recruits are sent away immediately upon receiving the first part 
of bounties, consequenUy die men belonging to the parties are 
never together at their station. The officers commanding par- 
ties cannot sign the required certificate, without a manifest 
breach of honor, unless they see the bread and meatdetitervd; 
which^ from the reason already stated, they cannot do. Thflie 
is no contract butcher, and the men entided to bread nught bt 
fifty miles from their station on the day of delivery, llie » 
ward for each recruit is ample, sufficiently so to Justify Ike 
abolition of bread-and-meat-money with recruiting parties ahop- 
ther. But as a contrary opinion might be urged, an allowwce 
in money may be given in lieu of it ; in London, the average v 
about three half pence per diem. This^ or something simDir, 
would put a stop to all the tricking and jobbing that at present 
subsists between recruiting parties and innkeepers ; it wohM 
also tend to simplify the district accounts, which are unavoid- 
ably very voluminous and troublesome. It is now time to re- 
lieve your patience a little, by concluding my lekler, which I 
hope will answer the intended purpose of proving to you, that I 
have fully understood and felt the importance of the recruiting 
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establishment. The expense of recruiting our army^ though 
irast beyond all former precedent, will never occasion dissatis- 
faction, if the purpose is answered, and every well-wisher to bis 
country will be much more anxious in his inquiries after men, 
than solicitous about economy. I believe we inlist all the men 
that are to be bad of the prescribed height and age. But since 
-we cannot entice a better description of recruits in addition, 
into the service, we must be content to supply those regiments 
kast actively employed, with a certain proportion of shorter and 
older men." 

424. Major-Gbneral Charles Campbell. 

This officer was appointed Major in the late 132nd foot the 
1 1 th of September, 1794; lieutenant-Colond in the arm j the 
Ist of January, 1800; Colonel in the army the 25th of July, 
1810; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. He was on 
half-pay as Major of the late 132nd foot several years. He 
served some time on the Staff at Newfoundland. 

425. Major-General Arthur Robert Dillon. 

Previous to entering the British, this officer served in the 
Austrian army as Ensign and Lieutenant, and was in two cam- 
paigns under Marshal Loudon. He received a Cometcy in the 
7th dragoons in 1790 ; a Lieutenancy in the 27th foot in 1791 ; 
was appointed Captain in an Independent Company in 1792; 
and Major in the late 115th foot the 18th of September, 1794. 
Hie regiment was reduced in 179i| and during the rebellion in 
Ireland Major Dillon served as a volunteer in a regiment of 
Yeomanry Cavalry, and was at the battle of Tara; after which 
he was appointed an Assistant Quarter-Master- General, and 
stationed at Limerick; in 1802 he was taken off the Staff, and 
on the renewal of war, again appointed to it. The Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1800, he received the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel ; the 
25tfa of July, 1810, that of Colonel; and was appointed Major- 
General the 4th of June, 1813.

426. Major-Gbneral Duncan Darroch. 

In March, 1792> this officer was appoiDted, at the age of 
sixteen, Ensign, by purchase, in the 41st regiment ; in Januaiy, 
1793, Lieutenant ; in 1794 Captain, by purchase, in the IMdi 
regiment ; and in September, 1794, Major, by purchase, in the 
latter corps. Upon the 104th regiment being drafted into the 
59th regiment at Spike Island, in the Cove of Cork, the Field 
officers were allowed to retire on their full pay until employed. 
Soon after this be was appointed Major in the Caithness High* 
landers, and employed during the Irish rebellion. In 1799 h* 
was appointed to command the Glengary Fencibles, with the 
local rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and in that situation received 
the public thanks of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, (Marquess 
Comwallis), for bringing the regiment into a proper State of 
discipline ; for upon his taking the command, there were great 
feuds betweeu the Protestant and Roman-Catholic oScen and 
men. In 1800 he had the permanent rank of Lieutenanl-Colo- 
nel. In 1801 be was appointed to command a battalion of 
Irish Militia light infantry, and continued to do so until the 
peace of Amiens. On the war breaking out he was again 
appointed to the Irish light infantry, and commanded the 2nd 
division of that corps, consisting of two battalions, until he was 
removed to the SGth regiment. On proceeding with Ins regi- 
ment to Hanover in 1805, he was appointed Assistant Adjutant- 
General on that Staff, under the command of Lord CatiN^rt. 
On returning from the expedition, he was stationed ki dia 
Severn district as Assistant Adjutant-General. In 1806, upei 
his regiment embarking on a secret service, under the commtaii 
of Brigadier-General Crawfurd, he joined it, and proceeded to 
the Cape of Good Hope, and from thence to St. Helena^ and 
South America ; and when the army landed at Ensenada it 
Barragon, in the river Plata, he was in the advanced diviiioD 
under the orders of Major-General Gower, and whilst crosstaf^ 
the Chico Pass, the 2nd of July, he was ordered by the General 
to take charge of the six pounder brigadeof artillery and amonmi- 
tion, with three companies (two of the 88th and one of the 36th), 
and was engaged during the night, and the greater part of the 
next day, with the enemy in die suburbs of Buenos Ayrea. In 
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December, 1807, he landed at Cork y/ith his regiment from the 
above expedition ; and in the beginning of ] 808 was appointed 
Assistant Adjutant-General in Edinburgh ; but his regiment 
embarking again under Sir Arthur Wellesley for service, he 
hastened after it, and joined in Portugal, in August, 1808. He 
accompanied bis regiment under the orders of Sir John Moore 
to the Frontiers of Portugal, from whence he was sent to take 
chaige o( the Adjutuift-Generars department in Lisbon. 

Soon atter Sir John Cradock took the command oT tlie 
troops in Portugal, he was appouited Deputy Adjutant-General 
at the head of the department, and continued until Sir Arthur 
Wellesley came out again, and assumed the command. He 
joined this army as Assistant Adjutant-General ; was present at 
the attack near Caivulhos, the crossing the Douro at Oporto, 
and the attack of Soult's rear-guard at Salamonde ; he accom- 
panied the advance to Montea Lengre, when the army retired 
and recrossed the Douro. His health requiring it, he got leave 
to come home, but soon after returned and joined the army at 
Badajos ; from thence he was sent to take charge of the Adjutant* 
Generurs department in Lisbon. In 1810 he was appointed 
Colonel, and in 1818 placed on the StaiTof North America, as 
Brigadier- General. He joined the army in Kingston, Upper 
Canada, and whilst there assisted in strengthening it. He esta* 
blished a fl>ing bridge across from Kingston to Point Frederick, 
and a road communicating with Point Henry (the most com- 
nanding spot at that post), added much strength to the whole ; 
(or in case of attack, troops and light artillery could be then 
moved with great rapidity to the points required. In 18 KS he 
1^'as appointed Major-General, and ordered, the latter end of 
the year, to Halifax, Nova Scotia, where he remained until 
May, 1815, when he was ordered to embark for Europe in 
charge of two regiments, (the 29th and 9Sth). On their arrival 
^t Porismouih, the 4th of June, 1815, the Major-Gencral was 
removed fioui the StaflF. This officer has generally been employ- 
ed abroad, having never been quartered in England as a regimeti- 
tal officer.

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427* MajoR'General John Grey. 

Appointed Ensign in the East-India Company's service in 
March, and Lieutenant in September; and in 1794, Lieutenant 
in the 76th foot. This officer served as Ensign and Lieutenant 
in India ; he was employed in the campaign in the Mahratta 
country, and against the Rajah of Benares ; attack on Raman- 
ghur, (where he received a wound In the leg) ; and siege of 
Bidzighur. In June, 179^', he obtained a company in the 1 13th 
foot; and the 19th 6( September following, a Majority. In 
August, 1795, the regiment was drafted, but Major Ghrcy conti- 
nued in the receipt of full pay ; and, the latter end of 1796, was 
appointed Inspecting Field-Officer of the Nottingham district. 
The Ist of January, 1800, he received the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel; that of Colonel the 25th of July, 1810; and the 4th 
of June, 1813, that of Major-General. 

428. Major-General Francis Stewart. 

This officer was appointed Major in Champagne's regiment 
of infantry the 19th of February, 1797; Lieutenant-Colonel 
in the army, the Ist of January, 1800; Colonel in the army, 
the 25th of July, 1810; Major in the Ist Ceylon regiment, the 
19th of February, 1807 ; and Major-General the 4tb of June, 
18J3. 

429. Major-General John Murray. 

This officer was appointed Lieutenant in the 20th foot, die 
22ud of October, 1799 ; Captain in the 20th foot, the 3 Ist of 
October, I8O6; Major in the 96th foot, the 22nd of Sep- 
tember, 1808; Colonel in the army, the 25th of July, 1810; 
and Major-General, the 4th of June, 1813. This officer semi 
on the Staff in the West Indies as Adjutant-General for soaie 
years prior to the termination of the war, and has continutd in 
the West Indies on the Staff to the present time. He is now 
stationed at Demerary. 

430. Major-Gbneral Arthur Atlmer. 

This officer was appointed Major in the Manx Fencibles 
the I si of November, 1794; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 68rfi 
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foot, the 1st of January, 1800; Colonel in the army, the 25th 
of July, 1810 ; Major- General the 4th of June, 1813. He was on 
the half-pay of the 68th foot, as Lieutenant-Colonel, several years. 

431. Major-General John Mackenzie. 

Th I s officer entered the service in 1787^ as an Ensign in 
the 6Srd foot ; he was promoted to a company in the 78th 
foot; and to a Majority in the same corps, the loth of No- 
vember, 1794 ; appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in the army, the 
1st of January, 1800; Colonel in the army, the SMh of July, 
1810; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. He em- 
barked with the 78th foot, in the expedition under Sir James 
Craig, against the Cape of Good Hope, in 1793, and was 
present at the reduction of that' settlement by General Sir 
.Alured Clarke, in the same year : he continued to serve at the 
Cape, under the command of Sir James Craig, at the head of 
the Quarter-Master- General's Department, until November, 
1796, ^« hen he proceeded to Bengal with the 78th regiment ; 
which country he was finally obliged to quit in the year 1801, 
on account of a severe and confirmed liver complaint, and was 
soon afterwards reduced on half-pay. 

432. Major-General Sir £dward Barnes, K.C.B. 

This officer was appointed Major in the late 99th foot the 

16th of November, 1794; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army^ th^ 

Ist of January, 1800; Major in the 78th foot, the 79tb, the 17th 

of February, 1800; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 46th foot, the 

€3rd of April, 1807; Colonel in the army the 26th of July, 

1810; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. He served 

on the Staff in Spain and Portugal, to which he was appointed 

in 1812. He commanded a brigade at tlie battles of Vittoria, 

Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, and Orthes. He also served with the 

army in the campaign of 1816 in the Netherlands and France, 

aa Adjutant-General, and was severely wounded in the battle 

of Waterloo. The 24th of October, 18 16, he was appointed 

Colonel of die late 99th foot. 

For his services the Major-General has been appointed a 
Knight Commander of the Bath, and has the honor of wearing 
^ cross and three clasps. He is also a Knight of the Austrian 
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Order of Maria Theresa, and of the first class of St. Anner 

of Russia. 

In 1819 be was appointed to the Staflf in Ceylon, where 

he is now serving. 

435. Major-Gen BRAL Edmund Reily Cofs. 

This oflieer was appointed Ensign in the 66tb foot the 
19th of January, 1784; Major in the late Loyal Irish Fencibles 
thedrdof Decemberi 1794; and Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
army the 1st of January, 1800. In 1814 he was placed on the 
list of Major-Generals of the 4th of June^ 1813. He has been 
on half-pay a considerable period. 

434. Major-Gen ERAL Phineas Riall. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 92d foot in Ja- 
nuary, 1794; Lieutenant in March, Captain in May, 1794; 
Major in the 12Sth foot in December of the same year. In 
1797 he was reduced, and continued on half-pay seven years. 
He was appointed Major in the 15tli foot in April, 1804; 
Lieutenant-Colonel, by brevet, the 1st of January, 1806; 
Colonel the 25th of July, 1810 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 69th 
foot the £7th of December, 1810; and Major-General the 4th 
of June, 1813. He served one campaign in the West Indies, 
and commanded a brigade in the expedition against Martinique, 
and in that against the Saints in 1809^ and at the attack and 
capture of Guadeloupe in January and February, 1810. On 
his promotion to the rank of Major-General, he was placed on 
the Staff in Great Britain; and in September, 1813, ordered to 
America, where he was wounded at the battle of Chipawa. 
The 18th of February, 1816, he was appointed Governor of the 
Island of Grenada and its dependencies ; and in which situation 
he continues at the present time, 1820. 

- He has the honor of wearing a medal for the captures of 
Martinique and Guadaloupe. In Lieutenant-General Sir Gordon 
Drumniond's dispatch, from Upper Canada, dated the ^7th of 
July, 1814, he observes, " I was very early in the action 
deprived of the services of Major-General Riall, who, I regret 
to learn, has suffered the amputation of his arm (a mistake), in 
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the enemy's possession; his bravery^ zeal and activity have 
always been conspicuous/' The letter from the Secretary of 
State having reference to this Officer's services, will be found with 
the statement of Sir Gordon Drumroond's (N^o. 157). 

435. Major-General William Brooke. 

The 29th of June, 17939 this^ officer entered the army as a 
Comet in the 8th light dragoons ; he received a Lieutenancy in 
the 83d foot the 7th of October, 1793 ; was appointed Captain 
in an independent company the 14th of December, 1793; 
Captain in the g6th foot the «5th of March, 1794; and Major 
in the 96th foot the 13th of December, 1794. He rtmained 
unattached, from the reduction of the 96th regiment in 1795, to 
the £8ih of February, 1798. He was placed on half-pay the 
1st of March of the latter year, and so continued till the 4th of 
January, 1805, when he received the Majority of the 56th foot, 
and the 25th of July that of the 5tb dragoon guards. The 1st 
of January, 1800, he had the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel ; 
the 25th of July, 1810, that of Colonel, and that of Major- 
General the 4th of June, 1813. In September, 1794, he 
embarked at Plymouth for the West Indies, and arrived at St. 
Marc, in the island of St. Domingo, in March, 1795; in 
June he was appointed to the command of that garrison, and 
continued in that situation till August, 1796, when he returned 
to England. Major-General Brooke served a short time on 
the Staff in Spain and Portugal, to which he was appointed in 
1818. * 

436. Major-Geneeal Thomas MbLYNEUx. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 6th regiment the 
27th of September, 1786 ; and joined that corps the same year 
in North America; where he remained till 1793, >vhen he em- 
barked with them for the West Indies to form part of the late 
Earl Grey's army, and was there employed as a Lieutenant in 
thm l8t battalion of light infantry at the taking of Martinique, 
St. Lucie, and Guadaloupe. He was appointed to a Lieute- 
Bancj b the 6th regiment the l6th of November, 1791 • In 
June, 1794j he returned from the West Indies to join the 5th 
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dragoons^ of which he had been appointed Captain- Lieutenant 
in April of the same year. He was promoted to the Majority 
of the Rothsay and Caithness Fencibles the 19th of December, 
1794 ; with which regiment he served till the conclusion of the 
Rebellion in Ireland in September, \798, when he exchanged 
to the half-pay of the 104th regiment. He was appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel, by brevet, the 1st of January, 1800; and 
placed on the Staff of the Severn district, as Inspecting Field- 
Officer of Yeomanry and Volunteers, in June, 1807 ; in which 
duty he was employed till May, 1813. The £5tb of July, 
1819, he received the brevet of Colonel, and the 4th of June, 
1813, thatof Major-General. 

437. Major-Genebal George Andrew Armstrong. 
This officer was appointed Ensign in the 8th (or King'a) 
regiment of foot, the 24th of September, 1787 ; Lieutenant the 
2d of February, 1791 ; Captain-Lieutenant, the 30th of April, 
3793 ; and Captain in the same regiment, the 27th of Notem- 
ber, 1794. He raised men for the rank and pay of Major of 
Independents, and was gazetted the 22d of January, 1795* He 
was appointed to the command of the Leeds Recruiting District 
on its first establishment in June, 1796, and received the brevet 
of Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1800. He 
was struck off the Staff of the Leeds district at the short peace, 
the 24th of September, 1802, and appointed Inspecting Field- 
Officer of Yeomanry and Volunteers under General Simcoe in 
January, 1804. He received a Majority in the 56di foot in 
September, 1804; from which he exchanged into the late g6th 
foot, without taking the difference, in January, 1B05. He was 
appointed Colonel in the army the 25th of July, 1810, and 
Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. 

433. Major-Genbhal Augustus Fitzgerald. 

This officer was appointed, the 8th of February, 1795, 

Major of the late 107ih foot; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army, 

the 1st of January, 1800; Colonel in the army, the 25th of 

July, 1810 ; and Major-G^eral, the 4th of June, 1813. He 
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has been on half-pay several years as Major in the late 107th 
foot. 

439* Majob-General Benjamin Gordon. 

This officer, whose name till lately was Forbes^ was appointed 
Lieutenant in the 73rd regiment in August, 1779, and reduced 
in 1783; Lieutenant in the 75th regiment in 1787; Cfaptain- 
Lieutenant in the 75th regiment, in September, 1791 ; Brevet- 
Major in 1795 ; Brevet-Lieutenant-Colonel in 1800; Major in 
the 77th regiment in 1801, and removed to the 80th regiment in 
1802; lieutenant-Colonel in the 80lh regiment, the 14th of April, 
1805; Colonel in the army, the 25th of July, 1810; and 
Major-General, the 4th of June, 1813. 

This officer served in India from 1788 to 1811, with trifling 
intermission ; during which time he was in most of the battles 
under Lord Cornwallis, Sir Robert Abercromby, General 
Stuart, General Harthey, and General Harris. He commanded 
tfie grenadiers of the 75th at the storming of Seringapatam : 
be was one of the Prize Agents there, and has since commanded 
the provinces of Malabar and Canara. He commanded the 
light infantry of the 75th regiment at the capture of the French 
fortress of Mah6, on the Malabar coast, in 1793, and was 
appointed one of the Prize Agents for the capture. During a 
short leave to Europe, he was sent in command of a battalion of 
detachments, belonging to Indian regiments, to the defence of 
Jersey ; and since his return last from India has been on the 
Irish Staff, where he now continues. 

440. Major-General William Peachey. 

THE.7th of April, 1795, this officer was appointed Major of 
the late 108th foot ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army, the 1st of 
January, 1800 ; Colonel in the army, the 25th of July, 1810 ; 
and Major-General, die 4th of June, 1813. He has been on 
half-pay, as Major of the late 108th foot, several years. 

441. Major-Gbnebal Sib William Inolis, K.C.B. . 

This officer was appointed, on the 11th of October, 1779» 

Ensign, by purchase, in the 57th regiment ; the 3rd of May, 
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17B2y Laeuteoant, by purchase; the 11th of July, 1785, Cap* 
tain-LieuteDant, by purchase; in 1788^ Captain, by purchase; 
on the 6ili of May, 1795, Major, b^. brevet; and on the Ist of 
September, of the same year, by augmentation, 1st Major of 
the 57tb; the Ist of January, 1800, Lieutenant-Colonel, by 
brevet, and the l6th of August, 1804, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the 57lh regiment, in the command of uhich he constantly re- 
mained till he was appointed Colonel on the Staff. On the 25tb 
of July, 18 10, he received the brevet of Colonel ; shortly after 
which he was appointed Colonel on the Staff by His Grace the 
Duke of Wellington ; on theSlst of Jauuary, 181S, Drigadier* 
General ; and on the 4th of J une, of the same year, Major-Gc^ 
ueral on the Staff of the Peninsula. 

In October, 178 1, he joined the 57th regiment at New York, 
and served in America till November, 1791> when be returned 
to England with his regiment ; during which time be had had 
two years' leave of absence, but joined before they had expired. 
He embarked for Ostend in September, 1793, and served ia 
Flanders, having joined the army under the command of Hia 
Royal Highness the Uuke of York at 1 ourhout. In the latter 
part of that year, the 57th regiment returned to England, and 
joined the Marquess of Hastings, who was appointed Coniinan- 
der- in-Chief of a force intended .to co-operate with the Royaliatt 
in Brittany. Sir William shortly afterwards embarked iq^m 
for Ostend with the army under Lord Moira, and, after a difficuU 
and fatiguing march, joined the Duke of York at Machlin, and 
continued to serve in Flanders and Holland till May« 17i)$i 
during which he was present at the siege of Nimeguen. He 
then embarked witli bis regiment at Uremer-Lee for England; 
where on their arrival, they were encamped in the neighboHr* 
hood of SouUiampton, and there joined the expedition forming 
under the late Sir Ralph Abercromby for the West Indies^ 
which he accompanied, and arrived at Barbadoes in February 
1 79^> having encountered the destructive gales attending Admi- 
ral Sir H. C. Christian's fleet. He was present at the capture 
of St. Lucie, and the reduction of the Brigands of Greniida. 
He remained with his regiment iq the West Indies ti|l Dec^ml^, 
1802, when he returned to England, where altera diorta^y 
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the regimeot left it for Guernsey and from thence went to Gib- 
raltar; from which he embarked with his regimeot on the 9th of 
July> I8O9, for Uttbon, to join the army under Sir Arthur 
Wellesley. His regimeot was shortly after appoioted to Major- 
Central Richard Stewart's brigade io the 2nd (Geoeral 
Hills) division, which he joined io Spanish Estreroaduni. 
General Steviart having fallen sick, Sir William commanded his 
brigade on the march to Busaco, at that battle, and on the 
subsequent retreat to the lines before Lisbon. He did not 
however receive a medal for that battle, from his brig».de not 
being actually in the iire of musketry, although in the fire of 
artillery ; the regulation for the claims to medals allo^«-in); only 
those exposed to fire of musketry as the exclusive title to 
that honor, and >«bich regulation was more rigidly observed on 
that day than ii has ever been since. On the \(nh of May, 
1811, he commanded bis regiment in the hard-contested battle 
of Albuhera, at the commencement of which he had a horse 
shot under him, and at the close was very severely wounded ; 
in consequence of which he was kept from the army for the re- 
covery of his health and strength, in 1812 ; during the greatest 
|sart whereof, he was President of a General Court-Martial at 
Lisbon. On the 21st of May, 1813, he was appointed to the 
command of the 1st brigade of the 7th division, composed of the 
5l8t and 68th regiments of light infantry, the 1st battalion 
82nd, and the Chass^rs Britanniques ; which he command- 
ed in the different battles and affiurs in the Pyrenees and France ; 
more particularly on the 30th of July, 1813, (when bis horse 
ivas shf>t,) on the 31st of July, on the 31at of August, (in which 
be had another horse shot, and where his brigade suffered very 
severely,) and on the 10th of November, where he received a 
contusion on tlie foot by a musket-balh In the year 1814 he 
was present at the battle of Orthes, on the 23rd of February, 
where his horse was wounded, and on the 27th of the same 
oionth at Peyrehorade. This officer has served with and fol* 
lowed the fortunes of the 57th regiment, in all climates and

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 66th foot, and 
Lieutenant the 3rd of August, 1782 ; and afterwards exchange^ 
the 16th of December, 178S, to the 49th, in which he obtained 
a company. He served with the latter corps in the West Indies, 
and was at the taking of St. Domingo. He obtained the 
brevet of Major, and was ordered to England for the recovery 
of his health ; but the vessel in which he sailed was captured by 
« French frigate, and he was detained a prisoner in France for 
one year. The 1st of September, 1795,- he obtained a Majority 
in his corps ; and the 1st of January, 1800, the rank of lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. He served in the expedition to the Helder, 
and subsequently in the expedition to Copenhagen under Admi- 
ral Sir Hyde Parker; after which he went to Canada, and 
served there several years. He was promoted to a Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy in the 49th foot, the 13th of June, 1811 ; Colonel, 
by brevet, the 25th of July, 1810; and Major-General the 4th 
of June, 1813. 

443. Major-General George Lewis. 

This officer was appointed, from the Royal Military Acade- 
my at Woolwich, to a 2nd Lieutenancy in the Royal regimtfU 
of Artillery the 10th of April, 1776. He received his commis- 
sion as 1st Lieutenant the 7th of July, 1779 ; as Captain-Lieu- 
tenant the 5th of ^pril, 1787; as Captain the 14th of AugosC, 
1794; as Major in the army the 6th of May, 1795 ; as Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel the 1st of January, 1800; as Major of Artilkiy 
the I4th of October, 1801 ; as Colonel in the army the 25til 
of July, 1810; and as Major-General the 4th of June, 1813* 

The services of Major-General Lewis have been confined to 
the West Indies, whither he embarked in November 1778 : llie 
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year before the force to Mrbich he was attached was employed 
in the capture of Goree. He proceeded on that service three 
several times. In consequence of extreme ill health, Major- 
General Lewis retired from the more active duties of his pro- 
fession at the peace of Amiens. 

444. Major-General Robert Lethbridgb. 

This officer entered the service at the age of sixteen, the 
12th of February, 1776, as an Ensign in the 4th battalion 
(iOth regiment. He joined his regiment early in June of that 
year at St. Augustine, in East Florida ; and served in that gar- 
rison until November, 1778, when he marched with the ex- 
pedition into Georgia, under the command of Major-General 
Augustine Prevost. He was present at the siege of Sunbury, 
when that place with its fort surrendered. He returned to 
England, by leave from General Prevost, the latter end of 
1779^ in consequence of promotion in a battalion of the regi- 
ment serving in Jamaica, and embarked for that island in March, 
780. He arrived at Jamaica the following August, was three 
weeks embarked with his regiment in October, in Port-Royal 
Harbour, for the Spanish Main ; but owing to the mortality of 
the troops already on that service, the expedition did not take 
place, in consequence of ill health, he had leave to return to 
England in December, 1781. In November, 1783, he em- 
barked again to rejoin his regiment in Jamaica ; served with it 
till December, 1785, when he obtained Major-General Sir 
Alured Clarke's permission to return to England. .In 1786 his 
corps was removed to Nova Scotia; and in July, 1787i he 
embarked from England for the island of St. John's, with the 
view of joining his regiment at Halifax. On arriving at the 
island of St. John's in September, he found that his regiment 
had been removed to Quebec, for which place he could find no 
opportunity of proceeding till the spring, and was under the ' 
necessity of wintering in this island. On the first opening of 
the communication in the spring of 1788, he received the infor- 
mation of bis having been appointed to a company in the newly* 
raised 4th battalion 60th regiment in England, so long 
since as the previous September. Instead of proceeding for 
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Quebec, he of course embarked for England^ which he readied 
ID July, and lost no time in joining his corps at Chatham; 
where he raised bis company, principally at his own expenst, 
according to the conditions whereon he had been appointed 
thereto. On the embarkation of the battalion the followiif 
November for Barbadoes, having so lately returned from Ame- 
rica, he obtained a few months' leave of absence. In the 
following year he exchanged back into the 1st battalioa 
60th regiment then in Canada ; embarked from Falmouth it 
tlie August packet for New York, and proceeding by tbi 
Mohawk River, Oswego, and the skirta of L«ke Ontario^ joinel 
bis regiment at Niagara in November. In the following yeai^ 
1790, the regiment was ordered to Montreal. He continual 
to serve in Canada till July, 1793, when he received the per* 
mission of the Commander of the Forces to return to Ei^landi 
m consequence of ill health. In November of that year he wai 
nominated by Lord Amherst, the then Commander-in-Chief of 
His Majest/s Forces, one of his Aides-de-Camp; which Mtus- 
tion he held until the appointment of the Duke of York as 
Command^-in-Chief, in February, 1795. He was then ap- 
pointed by the late Marquess of Townshend one of hia Aidea- 
de-Camp, and continued 'as such until his pronotioo to the 
Majority of the Srd battalion 60tb regiment in December, 
1795. Previous to the expiration of the leave of absence be 
had received from His Majesty, he embarked in the Aprfl 
packet in 1 796, and joined his r^ment, then on actual aerviee 
in St. Vincent's, in May, when he was sent to command a post 
in the Charib country. On the termination of hostilities at St* 
Vincent's, by the surrender of the Vigie and the capture of Ae 
Black General Marina, he received Sir Ralph Abercromb/i 
permission to return to England. While on l^ve of abaenee m 
England, he exchanged into the 2d battalion of the regimeiit 
serving in Canada, embarked in the August packet, and 
joined his regiment in Montreal in November, ] 798. In the 
following year the battalion was ordered to be drafted, and dM 
officers and non-commissioned officers to be sent to Barbadeea* 
The shell of the regiment etnbarked accordingly at Quebec so 
late as the 20th of November, (some circumatasces, 
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with the repairs of the transpoit^ having delayed the enibarka* 
tion till then). In the course of the same day the whole were 
ordered to disembarky and go into cantonments for the winter, 
on account of the advanced period of the season. Being very 
far from a good state of health, he obtained permission of the 
Commander of the Forces^ in February, 1800, to return to 
England by Lake Champlain and New York* In February^ 
1802, he was appointed Lieutenant^Colonel of the 4th battaliou 
6Dih regiment, serving in Jamaica; and he embarked for 
diat island in tlie packet of the following month. He continued 
with his regiment until June, 1804, when the junior Lieutenant- 
Colonel having joined, he had leave from the Commander of the 
Forces to return to Fngland. In October, 1804, having been 
more than 28 years a regimental officer, he applied to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, through his Military Secretary, for a recruit- 
log district. His Royal Highness complied immediately with 
the request, by nominating him to a district in Ireland. He 
continued Inspecting Field-Officer of the Enniskillen district, 
and subsequently of the Shrewsbury district, until February, 
181 Q ; when he exchanged with an Inspecting Field-Officer of 
Militia in Canada, and he was fortunate enough to reach Quebec 
in June, seven days before the declaration of war by the 
government of the United States. He continued to serve in 
Upper and Lower Canada until October, 1813, when^ having 
been included in the promotion of Major-Generals of June of 
that year, (which removed him from his situation as Inspector) 
he tendered his services to lieutenant-General Sir George 
Prevost, which were declined, on the score of his not being 
authorised to place him on the Staff; he consequently received 
Sir George Prevost's permission to return to England. Oi| 
arriving in England, the latter end of December, in notifying his 
arrival to the Adjutant-General of the Forces, he likewise 
tendered his further services for any quarter of the world. He 
is at present unemployed, and one of the Major-Generals, 
(not a Colonel of a regiment) receiving the allowance lately 
assigned. 

The following are the dates of Major-General Lethbiidge's 
commissions: Ensign the 12th of February, 1776; lieutenant 
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the 27th of December, 1778; Adjutant the 2d of September, 
1779; Captain the 25th of September, 1787; Major, by brevet, 
the 6th of May, 1795 ; Major in the 60th regiment the 25th of 
November, 1795; Lieutenant-Colonel, by brevet, the lit of 
January, 1800; Lieutenant^Colonel in the 6()th foot the 11th 
of February, 1802; Colonel in the army the 25th of July, 
1810; Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. 

445. Major-General Henry Proctor. 

The 5th of April, 1781, at the age of sixteen, this officer 
obtained an Ensigncy in the 43rd regiment : he purchased A 
Lieutenancy on the SOth of December following ; succeeded to 
a Captain-Lieutenancy, by purchase, on the 30th of NovembeTi 
1792; and likewise to a company in 1793; he procured a 
Majority in the same corps on the 13th of May, 1793, and 
u'as appointed Lieutenant-Colonel, by brevet, the Ist of 
January, 1800; on the 9th of October following he succeeded 
to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 41st regiment, then serving in 
North America, which corps he joined in 1802, on ascerUuning 
that he did not come within the reduction. He received the 
brevet of Colonel on the 25th of July, 1810; and of Major- 
General the 4th of June, 1813. 

This officer served with his regiment in the West Indies 
whilst a field-officer. After the declaration of war by the 
American Government, in 1812, being then in command of the 
41st regiment, he was sent from Fort George, upon the American 
army crossing the Detroit and invading the British territory, to 
take the immediate command at Amherstburg ; where be coo* 
tinned, directing the operations of the British troops, till the 
arrival of the late Major-General Sir Isaac Brock, \iitb Pan* 
forcements ; which was immediately followed by the surrender of 
Detroit, and capture of the American force under General 
Hull, as stated in the dispatch of Major-General Sir Isaac 
Brock upon that occasion ; from which are extracted the follow- 
ing passages, relating to Major-General Proctor's conduct: 
'^ The iutelligence received from that quarter (Amherstbufg) 
adiniiting of no delay. Colonel Proctor was directed to assume 
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tlie commaod, and his force was sooo after increased with sixty 
rank and file of the 41st regiment.'^ 

" I found that the judicious arrangement which had been 
adopted immediately upon the arrival of Colonel Proctor, had 
compelled the enemy to retreat and take shelter under the guns 
of his fort: that officer commenced operations by sending strong 
detachments across the river, with a view of cutting off the enemy's 
communication with his reserve/' '^ I have been admirably 
supported by Colonel Proctor, the whole of my Staff, and, I 
any justly say, by every individual under my command." In 
January, 1813, being then upon the Staff as Colonel, and still 
io command of the Western District, it was invaded by an Ame- 
rican force of 1200 men under the command of General Win- 
chester, and was immediately attacked and defeated by a motley 
force under his command, as appears by the following extract 
from the late Lieu tenant-General Sir George Prevosfs dispatch 
to £arl Bathurst, relative to that affair : '' I have the honor to 
congratulate your Lordship upon the signal success which has 
again attended His Majesty's arms in Upper Canada. Brigadier- 
General Winchester, with a division of the forces of the United 
States consisting of upwards of 1 100 men, being the right wing 
of Major-General Harrison's army thrown in advance, marching 
to the attack of Detroit, was completely defeated on the ££nd 
of January last by Colonel Proctor, commanding in'tbe Michi- 
gan territory, with a force which he had hastily collected upon 
the approach of the enemy. 

• " The result of the action has been the surrender of Brigadier- 
General Winchester, with MO officers, non-commissioned officers 
and privates of the American army, and with a loss on their 
part of nearly the like number in killed and wounded. For the 
details of this affair, which reflects the highest credit upon Colo- 
nel Proctor, for the promptitude, gallantry, and decision which 
he has manifested upon this occasion, I beg leave to refer yoiu* 
Lordship to his letter to Major-General (now Sir Roger Hale) 
Sheaffe, herewith transmitted. 1 have also the honor of trans- 
mitting to your lordship, returns of the killed and wounded on 
our part, and of the prisoners taken from the enemy ; the latter 
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of which, your Lordship will not fail to observe, more than ts- 
ceeded the whole of the regular and militia force which Colo- 
nel Proctor had to oppose to them." 

*^ I feel the fullest confidence in the skill and bravery of 
Colonel Proctor, and the troops under his command, for an 
effectual resistance to every attempt of the enemy in that 
quarter." Major-General Proctor, who had at this period been 
appointed Brigadier, having invested the enemy's Fortress on tiie 
Miami, with a view of anticipating their projected attack, sus- 
tained and defeated the united efforts of the invested force, aoi 
reinforcement of thirteen hundred men, and which tetniinated 
in the capture and destruction of the latter : on which occasion 
Sir George Prevost expresses himself, in his dispatch to £tri 
fiathurst, in the following manner : " I sincerely congratulate 
your Lordship on this additional proof of the steady disciplbe 
and valor of His Majesty's forces on the Detroit frontier, and 
which have enabled them, under the judicious arrangements of 
their distinguished leader, so successfully to repel the attack of 
the enemy." These successful efforts produced the Prince 
Regent's gracious approbation, as expressed in the following 
extract of a letter from the Secretary of State, Earl Batburst, 
to Sir George Prevost. '^ I am also commanded by His Royal 
Highness to direct your Excellency to inform Majors-Genial 
Proctor, that His Royal Highness is fully sensible of the judg- 
ment, spirit, and perseverance manifested by Major-General 
Proctor, in the course of his arduous exertions to keep in check 
Major-General Harrison's army." 

During an incursion into the enemy's country, from the DC* 
cessity of seeking provisions for his Indian body, the Major-Ge* 
neral was induced by Indian clamor to make an attempt on a 
fort near Sandusky, but which terminated without his former 
success. The wants of every description of his division BOt 
admitting of any further delay, the fleet were under the necea^V 
of contending for the superiority on the Lake, it being the OD^ 
adequate channel of supply to prevent absolute starvation ; tht 
unfortunate consequences of which are well known. Notfciog 
therefore was left to him but to retreat ; which of course was 
delayed until the landing of the enemy; not only in superior 
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numbers^ but with tho entire command of thd waters^ and that 
in a situation particularly exposed under those circumstances, 
rendering bis retreat absolutely necessary, and at the same tniie^ 
peculiarly hazardous. The division fell back, and the naval and 
ordnance stores had been removed by vrater to a position be- 
yond which an immediate retreat Mas not contemplated. The 
destruction of these stores, and the defection of a considerable 
portion of the Indian body were caused by an unanticipated 
retreat of the troops ; and the unfortunate and too-often 
inglorious attendants on a retreat, especially by a force more 
accustomed to seek than avoid the enemy, were here unhappily 
conspicuous, and finally led to their discomfiture, and almost 
entire capture, thus closing the operations of the right division. 

Capturb of Fort Detroit, l6th of August, I812* 
Honorary distinctions have been granted to some of the 
officers engaged in this capture ; the General commanding, 
Major-General Brock, and the then Governor of the British 
Provinces in North America, Lieutenant-General Sir George 
Prevost, being dead, Major-General Proctor is the senior sur- 
viving officer, and it may be added no one more distinguished 
himself. The official account is therefore annexed to his ser- 
vices : 

"* My Lord, '< Montreal, e6th August, 1812. 

'' I feel the greatest satisfaction in transmitting to your Lord- 
ihip a letter, which I have this day received by express from 
Major«Oeneral Brock, announcing to me the surrender of Fort 
Detroit on die l6th instant, by Brigadiei^Gencral Hull, with 
the army under his command, exceeding 2500 men, together 
with 25 pieces of ordnance. In my dispatches of the 17th and 
24tb insUnt, I had the honor of detailing to your Lordship, the 
opentions which had taken place in Upper Canada, in conse- 
quence, of the invasion of that province by the army of the 
United States. Brigadier-General Hull having crossed the 
Detroit river on the Hth of last month, with 2300 men, coq- 
sis^ of regular cavalry and infantry, and militia, bringing with 
him several field pieces, and having driven in the militia towards

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Anilicrsiburg, first advanced to Sandwich^ and afterwards ap- 
proached Amhenitbiirg with a part of his army to the river 
Canard, about five miles from the fort, where be was foiled in 
three attempts to cross that river, and suffered a considerable 
loss. The garrison of Amherstburg consisted at that time» of 
a Subaltern's detachment of the Royal artillery, commanded by 
Lieutenant Troughton ; of a detachment of 300 men of the 
4 1st r^ment under the command of Captain Muir, and about 
as many of the militia; the whole under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel St. George, Inspecting Field OflScer of 
Militia in the district ; General Brock relying upon the atroiig 
assurances I had given him of a reinforcement as prompt and as 
effectual as the circumstances under which 1 was placed by this 
new war would permit me to send, adopted the most vigorous 
measures, for the safety of that part of the« frontier which had 
been attacked. In these measures he was most opporhinely 
aided by the fortunate surrender of Fort MichilimackimK;, which 
giving spirit and confidence to the Indian tribes in the neigh- 
bourhood, part of whom had assisted in its capture, detenniiied 
them to advance upon the rear and flanks of the American 
army, as soon as they heard that it had entered the province. 
The certainty of the expected reinforcements, and the weakness 
of the enemy on the Niagara frontier, had, in die mean time, 
induced General Brock to detach from the Garrison of Fort 
George, 50 men of the 41st regiment, under Captam Chambers, 
into the interior of the country, for the purpose of collecting 
such of the Indians and militia as might be ready to join him, 
and of afterwards advancing upon the left flank of the enemy. 
Snty men of the same regiment were also detached from that 
garrison to Amherstburg, and forty to Long Point to collect 
the militia in that quarter. Having made these dispoaitiooi, 
and having previously sent forward Colonel Proctor of the 41st 
regiment to Amherstburg, where he had arrived and atninftH 
the command on the 26th of last month, General Brock pro- 
ceeded himself from York on die 5th instant, for Fort St. 
George and Long Point on Lake Erie, which last place be left 
on tlie 8th following for Amherstburg with forty rank and file 
of the 41 St regiment, and 260 of the militia forces. Whilst 
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General Brock was thus hastening his preparations for the 
relief of Amherstburg^ the prospects of the Ameiican army under 
General H ull were becoming every day more unfavorable, and 
their situation more critical. The intelligence of the fall of 
Michilimackinac had reached them, which they knew must 
expose them to an attack of the Indians in one quarter, at the 
same time that they were threatened on another by the force 
approaching under Captain Chambers ; an Indian tribe of the 
Wyandots, whom they had in vain attempted to bribe, aided by 
a detachment of the 41st regiment from Amherstburg, had suc- 
ceeded in cutting off their supplies on the x>ppo8ite side of the 
river, and in intercepting their dispatches, which described in 
very strong terms their apprehenlions and despondency. The 
losses they had sustained in their different actions, upon the 
Canard River, as well as those for protecting their supplies, 
together with the mode of warfare pursued by the Indians, had 
greatly discouraged and dispirited them, and had convinced 
General Hull how hopeless any attempt would be to storm 
Fort Amherstburg, without great reinforcements and a battering 
train. It was under these circumstances, at this critical period, 
and when the enemy were beginning to consult their security by 
intrenching themselves, that General Brock entered Amherst- 
burg with a reinforcement, which he was fortunately enabled to 
do, on the l^ih instant, without the smallest molestation, in conse- 
quence of our decided naval superiority on the Lakes. To his 
active and intelligent mind die advantages which the enemy's 
situation afforded him over them, even with his very inferior 
force, became immediately apparent; and that he has not failed 
most effectually to avail himself of those favorable circum- 
stances, your Lordship will, I trust, be satisfied from the letter 
^'hick 1 have the honor of transmitting. Having thus brought 
to jour Lordship's view the different circumstances which have 
led to the successful termination of the campaign on the 
western frontier of Upper Canada, I cannot withhold from 
Major-Geaeral Brock, the tribute of applause so justly due to 
him for his distinguished conduct on this occasion, or omit to 
reeomaeiid him, through your Lordship, to the favorable consi- 
deration of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent, for the

great ability and judgment with which he haa planned, and 
promptitude, ®>ygy> ^^^ fortitude, with which he hai effected 
the preservation of Upper Canada, with the sacrifice of lo little 
British blood in accomplishing so important a service. Mj 
Aid-de-Camp Captain Coore will have the honor of delivering 
to your LfOrdship this dispatch ; and as he is well qualified to 
give your Lordship information respecting the military resources 
of this command, I shall beg leave to refer your Lordship to 
him for further particulars.

'< I hasten to apprise your Excellency of the capture of this 
very important post. Two thousand five hundred troops have 
this day surrendered prisoners of war, and about 25 pieces of 
ordnance have been taken, without the loss of a drop of Britisb 
blood. I had not more than seven hundred troops, mclnfing 
militia, and about six hundred Indians, to accomplish this eer- 
vice. When I detail my good fortune, your Excellency will be 
astonished. I have been admirably supported by Colood 
Proctor, the whole of my Staff, and I may justly say, every 
individual under my command.

'* My Lord, — Since I had the honor of transmitting to your 
Lordship, my letter, of the 26th ult. in charge of my Aid-de- 
i'nmp Captain Coore, I have received from Major-Geaenl 
T^rock a dispatch, of which the enclosed is a copy, contaitung 
the particulars of Brigadier-General Hull's invasion of Upper 
Canada, which has terminated most gloriously to His Majesly's 
arms, in that officer's defeat and surrender, as a prisoner of mr, 
with the whole of the North Western army, together with die 
i'\>rt Detroit, and three and thirty pieces of ordnance. I fiNT- 
ward this dispatch express, in the expectation of its reaching

^' Sir»— I have had the honor of informing .your Excellency, 
that the enemy effected his passage across the Detroit river, on 
the 12th ultimo, without opposition, and that after establishing 
himself at Sandwich, he had ravaged the country as far as 
the Moravia town. Some skirmishes occurred between the 
troops under Lieutenant*Colonel St. George and the enemy, 
upon the river Canard^ which uniformly terminated in his being 
repulsed with loss. I judged it proper to detach a force down 
the river Thames, capable of acting in conjunction with the 
garrison of Amherstburg offensively, but Captain Chambers, 
whom I had appointed to direct this detachment, experienced 
difficulties that frustrated my intentions. The intelhgeuce 
received from that quarter admitting of no delay. Colonel 
Ph>ctor was directed to assume the command, and his force 
was soon after increased with sixty rank and file of the 41st 
regiment. In the mean time the most strenuous measures were 
adopted to counteract the machinations of the evil disposed, 
and I soon experienced the gratification of receiving voluntary 
offers of service from that portion of the embodied militia the 
most easily collected. In the attainment of this important 
point, gentlemen of the first character and influMice shewed an 
•xample highly creditable to them ; and I cannot on this occasion 
avoid mentioning the essential assistance. I derived from John 
McDonnell, Esq. His Majesty's Attorney-General, who from the 
beginniBg of the war, has honored me with his services as my 
provincial Aid-de-Camp. A sufficiency of boats being collected 
-at LoBg Point for the conveyance of three hundred men, the 
embarkation took place, on the 8th instant, and in five days 
-arrived in safety at Amherstburg. I found that the judicious 
arraagements which had been adopted immediately on the 
arrival of Colonel Proctor^ had compelted tbe enemy to. retreat, 
and take shelter under tbe gusu of his fort \ that officer com- 
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iiienced operations by sending strong detachments across the 
river, with a view of cutting ofF the enemy's communication 
with hi» reserve. This produced two smart skirmishes on the 
5th and 9th instant, in both of which the enemy's los:» was veiy 
consideiable, vihilst ours amounted to three killed and thirteen 
wounded; amongst the latter 1 have particularly to regret 
Captain Muir an-.l Lieutenant Sutherland^ of the 41st regiment, 
the former an officer of great experience, and both ardent in 
His Majesty's service. Batteries had like>«ise been commenced 
opposite Fort Detroit, for one eighteen pounder, two twelve, 
and twO'five-and-ahalf inch mortars; all of which opened on 
the evening of the 15th, having previously summoned Brigadier- 
General Hull to surrender; and although opposed by a well- 
directed fire from seven twenty-four-pounders, such was their 
construction, under the able directions of Captain DiciLSon, of 
the Roval Elngineers, that no injury was sustained from, its effect. 
The force at my disposal being collected in the course of the 
15th in the neighbourhood of Sandwich, the embarkation took 
place a little after day light, on the following morning, and by 
the able arrangements of Lieutenant Dewar, of the Quarter- 
Ma ster-Generars department, the whole was in a short time 
landed without the smallest confusion at Spring Well, a good 
position tiiree miles west of Detroit. The Indians, who had in 
the mean time effected their landing two miles below, mofed 
forward, and occupied the woods aj{out a mile and a half on 
our left. I'he force, which I instantly directed to march against 
the enemy, consisted of thirty Royal artillery, two hundred and 
Arty 41st regiment, fifty Royal Newfoundland regiment, four 
hundred militia, and about six hundred Indians, to which were 
attached three six pounder.% and two three pounders. Tlie 
services of Lieutenant Troughton commandhig the Royal 
artillery, an active and intelligent officer, being required in the 
field, the direction of the batteries was entrusted to Captain 
Hall, and the marine department, and 1 cannot wiUihoId my 
entire approbation of their conduct on this occasion. I croated 
the river, with an intention of waiting in a strong position the 
effect of our force upon the enemy's camp, and in the hope of 
compelling him to meet us in the field ; but receiving inforcDation 
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opou landing, that C^Iond M'Arthur, an officer of high reputa- 
tion, had left the garrison three days before with a detachment 
of five hundred men, and hearing soon afterwards, that Uis 
cavalry had been seen that morning three miles in our rear, I 
decided on an immediate attack. Accordingly the troops 
advanced to within one mile of the fort, and having ascertained 
that the enemy had taken little or no precaution towards the 
land-side, I resolved on an assault whilst the Indians penetrated 
his camp. Brigadier-General Hull, however, prevented this 
movement by proposing a cessation of hostilities, for the pur- 
pose of preparing terms of capitulation. lieutenant-Colonel 
John M*Donnell and Captain Glegg were accordingly depu- 
ted by me on this mission, and returned within an hour with 
the conditions, which I have the honor herewith to transmit : 
certain considerations afterwards induced me to agree to the 
two supplementary articles. The force thus surrendered to His 
Majesty's arms cannot be estimated at less than two thousand 
five hundred men. In this estimate Colonel M ^Arthur's detach- 
ment is included, as he surrendered agreeably to the terms of 
capitulation, in the course of the evenrag, with the exception of 
two hundred men, whom he left escorting a valuable convoy at 
tome little distance in his rear; but there can be no doubt the 
officer commanding will consider himself equally bound by the 
capitulation. The enemy's aggregate force was divided into 
two troops of cavalry ; vone company of artillery regulars ; the 
4th United States regiment: detachments of the Jst and Sd 
United States regiment Volunteers: three regiments of the 
Ohio Militia ; one regiment of the Michigan territory : — thirty 
three pieces of brass and iron ordnance have already been 
secured. When this contest commenced many of the Indian 
nations were engaged in active warfare with the United States, 
notwithstanding the constant endeavors of this government to 
dissuade them from it. Some of the principal chiefs happened 
to be at Amherstburgh trying to procure a supply of arms and 
ammunition, which for years had been withheld agreeably to 
the instructions received from Sir James Craig, and stnce 
repeated by your Excellencj. Fromr that nomeiit th took 
a most acdve part aod appeared foremost on every occasion : 



Aey were led yeiterday bj Colonel Elliot and Captain M^Kee, 
and nothing could exceed their order and steadineab. A few 
prisoners were taken bv them during the advance, Hhom tbey 
treated with every humanity : and it affords nie much pleaatirt 
in assuring your Excellency, that such was their forbearance^ 
and attention to what was required of them, that the enemy 
sustained no other loss in men, than what was occasioned by 
the fire of our batteriea. The high sense I entertoin of the 
abilities and judgment of Lieutenant^Colonel M^ers, induced 
me to appoint him to tiie important command at Niagara : it 
was with reluctance I deprived myself of his assistance, but bad 
uo other expedient : bis duties as head of the Quarter- Mastaiw 
General's department were performed to my satisfaction by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Nicolls^ Quarter- Master-General of the 
Militia. Captain Glegg, my Aid-de-Camp, will have the honor 
of delivering this dispatch to your Excellency : he is cbaigied 
with the colors taken at the capture of Fort Detroit, and thoae 
of the 4th United States regiment Captain Glegg is capable of 
giving your Excellency every information respecting the atate 
of this province, and I shall esteem myself liighly indebted to 
your Excellency to afford him that protection to whidi Us 
merit and length of service give him a powerful claim.

446. Major-General Joseph Walker. 

This officer was appointed to a 1st Lieutenancy in the late 
Royal Irish Artillery the 5th of February, 1784; he succeeded 
to a company and a Majority in the same corps, the latter oa 
the 20th of May, 1795; and obtained the rank of Lieutenant* 
Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1800; and of Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the late Royal Irish Artillery the IStb of Merck, 
1300 ; Colonel in the army the 25th of July, 1810; and Majo^ 
General the 4th of June, 1813. 

447. Major-general William Hutchimson. 

This officer waa appointed Ensign m the 46th foot^ Cbe lat 
of June, 1780, whilst serving with the. army at St Lucie aa a 
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tolunU^; be accooipaniecl bis regiment to Aniiguay and i^turnad 
witb it to England. In January, 1783, he succeeded to a !Ueu* 
tenancy, and being placed on half-pay at the peace of that 3*ear, 
he was appointal, the 6th of Septemberi 1786, Lieutenant in the 
59th foot, from which he exchanged first to the 55th, 3rd of 
May, 1787; second, 97th of October, 1790, to the 19th foot; and 
third, to the I3tb foot, the 93rd of November, 1791. Iq 1790 
he again went out to the West Indies, and whilst at Jamaica was 
appointed, the 7th of November, 1799, Captain-Lieutenant m 
the Royals; he volunteered his services for St. Domingo, before 
his regiment was ordered there; he was at the taking of Jerono- 
mie. Cape St. Nichola Mole, &c., in September, 1793; and at 
the capture of Cape Tibenyin, the 9nd of February, 1794; at the 
atorming of Fort L'Acui in the vicinity of Leogane on the 19tb, 
mid woanded. The 90th of March, 1794, he succeeded to a 
Company, and returned to England; the 90tb of May, 1 795, he 
was appointtd to a Majority in the 9nd West India regiment; 
and in July, 1798» removed to the 49th foot; he served in the 
eapedition to the H elder, and was severely wounded at the bat- 
tle of Egmont-op>Zee. The 1st of January, 1800, he received 
the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel; he next served in the expedition 
to Copenhagen. At the peace of 1809, the 49ih being reduced, 
this officer was placed on half- pay; in 1803 he was appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the 83rd foot; and the 6th of May, 1805, 
be retired on half-pay. The 90th of June following, he was 
appointed Inspecting Field-OflScer of Voluntcters iki NorA 
Wales; the 8th of January, 1807, Inspecting FiddbOfficer of 
the Waterford recruiting district; the 93tfa of July, 1810, Coio^ 
iiel in the army; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 48th foot, the 94th of 
October, 1811; and the 4th of June, 1813, Major^GeneraT. 
The 95th of November, 1819, he was appointed to the Staff of 
Uie army in Spain and Portugal, where he served a short tnoe, 
and subseqtiently on the Staff at Malta. 

448. Major-General Daniel Seodon. 

In 1778 this officer waaa Lieutenant in the Lancashire milt- 
tia; in 1779 an £nsign io the late 96th fool; and is 1780 aLieii- 
teuant in the late 100th foot^ then under ordeia for enberkation 
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on a secret expedition, and which sailed from Spithead tlie ISlh 
of March, 1781, under the command of General Medows and 
Commodore Johnstone; and this officer was engaged in the batp 
tie of Port Praya, fought at anchor in the bay, yard-arm and 
yard-arm, with a superior fleet of the French, commanded fay 
Monsieur Suffrein, and which effectually frustrated the original 
intent and purpose of the expedition, which was destined against 
the Cape of Good Hope, and Buenos Ayres. The French hat- 
ing taken possession of the Cape, obliged the expedition to pro- 
ceed to the East Indies, and on arriving there it b^g deeoned 
expedient to divide the forces, a part went with General Me- 
dows, to the coast of Cororoandel ; the rest, consisting of the 
1()0th regiment, a part of the £nd battalion of the 4£iid, and ftwr 
additional companies under the cemmand of LieuteDant-Cdonel 
Humberstone to the coast of Malabar. Destitate of eveiy 
necessary equipment for the field, they landed at Calieut in 
April, 1782; a strong garrison opposed their Irading without 
effect, and the fort was immediately stormed and carried with 
little loss. This small corps, after being recruited^ look die field, 
and against every difficulty and impediment marched and raised 
the siege of Tillicherry, which had been for two years laveated 
by a powerful army of Hyder Ally's, under the superintendaiice 
of the late Tippoo Sultaun. This fortunate event enabled the 
garrison to spare a force of near dOOO native troops weU ex- 
perienced in Indian warfare, and which gave them die power 
immediately to commence offensive operations. Laeuteaaiit 
Seddon was at this period appointed Brigade-Major to Ma|or 
Campbell of the same regiment, who on all occasions cbmnand- 
ed the advance brigade. 

The army was now somewhat formidable, near 1000 Euro- 
peans, and about SOOO effective Sepoys ; with this force the 
campaign was carried on with the utmost energy, and daring 
which, they possessed themselves of every fort and garriaoB 
from Tillicherry to Anjanga, and from the coast to Raroghuny; 
several general engagements were fought, and the almost daily 
skirmishing perfecdy established the credit of diis little anuy 
for bravery, discipline, and patient endurance. 

The services of this officer in the following campaign, were 
required as an engineer'^ the field was taken even before the 
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monsoon had ended, with eveiy prospect of brilliant success, 
tor notwithstanding the torrents of rain which fell, and the in- 
cessant opposition which was nia<le, they fought their way to 
Pallachacherry ; this movement was made with the intention 
of giving relief to the Camatic, and it had the effect of with- 
drawing Tippoo Saib in person, with 30,000 troops ; the mo- 
ment intelligence to thia effect arrived, an instantaneous retreat 
was ordered, but no sooner had the troops re-entert* d the town, 
which they had before passed through without even leavings a 
guard therein, than they were attacked on every side, front, 
flank, and rear, as well as from the windows and the roofs of 
the houses. In this perilous state they remamed for several 
hours, nor were they able to extricate themselves until the 
evening closed, when a passage was forced, but at the expense 
of many valuable lives, both of officers and men, with every 
article of baggage, provisions, and amunition, except what 
had been on that morning served out to them. The battalion 
guns fortunately escaped, which in a great measure saved Uie 
army ; the wounded, such of them as were unable to walk, 
were of necessity left in the streets ; and in thia state, under 
cons»taut heavy rain the march was pursued : it was so far for- 
tunate however, that the rain continued with such unremitting 
violence, an to impede the rapidity of Tippoo's movements, 
and thereby saved the lives of numbers, and probably tlie entire 
army ; under such uncommon difficulties it was most wonderful 
that the retreat was effected at all, not a moment's time lo halt, 
■o possibility of cooking the scanty provisiona the troops had 
with them, and the enemy the whole way hanging upon their 
flanks and rear ; ten days however completed their march, but 
so utterly exhausted were they on their arrival at Panana, their 
dep6t, that they laid themselves down in the sand, and would 
bave suffered death rather than have been at the trouble of 
riaing to defend themselves ; the next day however presented 
a different view : a British fleet was anchored close in shore, 
from which Lientenant^Colooel M'Leod lauded with the re- 
mainder of the 42nd regiment, and about £000 additianl 
Sepoys. This seasonable velief gave confidence to ail^ pro- 
visions were served out, and all was joy, esertioni' and bustle, 
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breiatworks were forthwith thrown up^ and every man laboitd 
with all his might. It was evident tliat the enemy were fiitigiieiy 
or that the whole of their force had not yet arrived ; otherwiK 
had they so^er commenced the attack, they most asauredly 
would have had infinitely greater advantage, but they sufieied 
three days to elapse, and in that time every thing was prepared 
to give them a warm reception. At daybreak on the fourth 
morning the enemy's entire force, commanded by Tippoo in 
person, commenced a general attack, and were repulsed in 
every quarter with considerable loss : this so enraged His 
Highness, tliat when he rallied, which he had a difficulty in dwig, 
he re-commenced the attack, and placed his war elephants u 
the rear of his own troops, at the same time givmg them to 
understand, that inevitable death would be the conaequeoce o£ 
their retreat. A desperate assault again took place, and tbey 
were again repulsed with immense slaughter; the confiieion 
which they were thrown into by the bayonets in the froo^ and 
the elephants in the rear, occa^oned the Sultaun a lota of 
upwards of 5000 of his best troops, a greater force dian die 
British had in the field. Whether this complete defeat, or 
the death of Hyder Ally, which happened at that time, induced 
a precipitate retreat, was never ascertained, but the following 
morning the whole army had disappeared ; a few days after 
this glorious victory, the troops embarked and proceeded coatW 
ways, to meet a force then expected under the command of 
Brigadier-General Matthews: the junction was formed at 
Sadashagur near Goa, and the whole were landed with bat 
trifling opposition. Lieutenant Seddon now returned to the 
duties of his regiment, which was actively employed on cveij 
occasion and on every emergency : in a short period thia amyy 
now near 8000 men, overran the whole coast, took every im- 
portant garrison, and the strong forts of Onore, Cundapore, 
Cannanore, and Bangalore, fell into their possession. From 
Cundapore their course was directed to Bedanore, with the 
intention of again relievmg the Carnatic ; every possible re- 
sistance was made to stop the progress of their marcb^ which 
the enemy finding impracticable, resolved to make a desperala 
stand, for which purpose diey collected all their strength for 
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the defence of the Ghauts, which were nearly a perpendicular 
height with five banier gateways ; yet nothing could withstand 
the hitrepidity and bravery of the troops, they stormed and at 
the point of the bayonet carried the whole in less than three 
hours ; Lieutenant Seddon was on this occasion slightly wounded 
in two places, but not so materially as to prevent hb con- 
tinuing his services. These gallant achievements ought to have 
been recorded by earlier historians, but the subsequent cabu- 
mities of the army, and being afterwards captured, prevented 
them from being particularly known. The enemy, pauic-stnick 
by what they considered so desperate an undertakmg, sinren- 
dered Bedanore without firing a shot ; Ananpore and Coola- 
droog were taken by storm, and an immense extent o£ country 
was taken possession of. These brilliant successes however 
were not of long duration, for Tippoo Saib, now Sultaun 
Baubauder, having by the death of Hyder Ally quietly suc- 
ceeded to his dominions, and finding his richest provinces 
overrun by a comparatively trifling force, moved an army upon 
them of 40,000 men, and a corps of French, commanded by 
Colonel de Cossign6. A disagreement having taken place, 
previous to this, between General Matthews and the field ofiicers 
of his army, relative to the division of the spoils of Bedanore, 
the whole were sent away, and lucky indeed it was for .them. 
On the approach of Tippoo and his army, the General moved 
ail his force, now not more than 1,500 men, (the rest having 
been left in different garrisons,) to meet the enemy in the open 
field : this extraordinary conduct occasioned a severe loss, and 
reduced the remaining few to the confines of the fort ; the siege 
lasted 17 days, a cessation of arms took place, and on the 26th 
day of April, 1 783, this gallant army terminated their exploits. 
The garrison capitulated on the following terms, '^ that it should 
march out of the fort with the honors of war, and pile their 
arms on the glacis ; the public stores and prisoners to be given 
tip, private property respected, and that after tlie garrisons of 
Ananpore and Cooladroog, (which were included in the articles,) 
bad joined, the whole should be at liberty to proceed unoioles- 
ted to Sadashagur, a suflM:ient guard to be furnished for their 
protection, and every necessaiv accommodation given tfbr the 
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comfort and convenience of tbe sick and wounded^ and that two 
liostaj^es should be forthwith sent by the Sultaun for tlie perform- 
ance of ihe articles on his part." The hostages were forthwith 
sent, the capitulation signed, and the troops accordingly marched 
out of the garrison and piled their arms on the glacis : they were 
then surrounded by a large body of the enemy , which was tup- 
posed their escort, and conducted to a plain about half a mile from 
the town, where they remained without notice or shelter till 
tlie I St of May. The most gloomy presage now pervaded every 
body ; the General, the Captains, and all the principal oflScen 
were sent for, and the remaining British or European officen 
were ordered into the Bazar. Here the most disgraceful and ig- 
nominious scene took place that was almost ever witnessed : one 
by one, they were forced into a circle of armed men, and there 
stripped and plundered of every article that was worth conside- 
ration, nor did they scruple at exposing ihem thus naked, to the 
ridicule and insults of their brutal banditti ; the women also were 
searched in tbe same infamous and indecent manner. In the af- 
ternoon the European soldiers and Sepoys were separated, the 
sick and wounded were left to perish on the gronnd, and in the 
evening the subalterns were marched into^the stables which their 
horses had occupied but a few days before, and there closely 
confined, without food, until the following night: a pice and a 
seer of the coarest black rice was then given to each person. 
On the 7th a letter was sent to the Commandant of the French 
troops, Monsieur Cossign^, praying his interference with the Sul- 
taun, representing to him the shameful violation of tbe condi- 
tions on wh:cli the fort surrendered, and the cruel and inhuman 
treatment they experienced ; requesting him at tiie same time, in 
the name of His Britannic Majesty, to use his strenuous en- 
deavours that the terms of the capitulation should be adhered to, 
and if he in thnt point failed, that he would for humanity *8 sake, 
obtain a mitigation of their hard usage. This letter was never 
answered, but they were told, that as General Matthews had 
plundered tlie treasury and stores, the Nabob considered him- 
self justifiable in acting in the manner he did. On the 9tb the 
siibjiltern part of that brave army were removed by pairs, 
from these most loathsome stables, rendered insupportable br 
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llie dreadful stench that arose from such close confioement^ and 
were at the door linked together like felons, with irons so rough 
and unfinished, that in a short time after they were thus ma- 
nacled but little skin was left on their wrists. When the whole 
were fitted with senriceable heavy irons, they were marched like 
con? icts to the galleys, to pass in grand review before His 
Highness the Nabob Sultaun, where they were received with 
shouts of joy and acclamations of the most malignant inveteracy. 
At 7 o'clock on the morning following, their march commenced 
under a strong escort of infantry and cavalry, each officer as he 
left the ground receiving three pice (about 3 farthings) for his 
day's subsistence. To detail every barbarous and inhuman act 
in this march, would overpower the feelings of humanity ; we 
will therefore content ourselves with stating, that a number died 
for want of food, from savage treatment, and from the intensity 
of the heat. It was the misfortune of Lieutenant Seddon on this 
occasion to be handcuflRed to an ofiicer who. died, but the bar- 
I barians would not liberate him from the corpse, and placing it 
across a bullock, obliged him to march by its side till the day's 
journey was ended. On the £lst of May, this miserable body 
of fallen heroes arrived at Chittledroog, and after haviug been 
exhibited for several hours to the gaze of the gaping multitude, 
they were marched to the summit of this almost impregnable 
fortress, where they were formed into two divisions and put into 
separate cells ; their handcuffs were then taken off, and heavy 
irons put upon their legs. We will pass over their wretched 
ooodition in this abode of misery, briefly observing, that during 
the whole period of their confinement they were kept under the 
eoQtinual apprehension of being either poisoned or starved to 
death for want of food ; providence however ordained it other- 
wise, for on the 25ih of March, 1784, their irons were knocked 
off, and they were taken out of their dungeons. The prison in 
which Lieutenant Seddon was confined consisted of four dark 
rooms, surrounded by a wall of twenty feet high, which formed 
an area of four yards square, and which was the only place that 
oiiie and thirty of them had for every purpose. At one time 
they were kepi for three days without provisions, but they suf- 
fered no inconvenience on that account, having a plentiful sup- 
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ply of raU on which they fed. When thev were moved into the 
open air and quite at libt-rt\^ they were unable to walk, from 

then itv* '■ ^'>'" ^^^'^ ^ ' '""^ ^'*^ '^^ closelv coufined together. 
Iltn- thev were joined liy their fellow suffererSy who had sur- 
vived the haidship^ of the other prison^ but alaH, like themselves 
ill so meagre and miserable a btate, that even the most intimati* 
friends did nc)t know each uther^ and at which the reader will 
not be a'ltoiashed if he considers their long confinement, almost 
cntirelv naked, their beaids at full length, their hair matted, and 
their bodies covered with vermin : such, however, uere tlieir 
sensations at this nieetnig, that tears of joy trickled down their 
faces. About 11 o clock the whole were ordered to proceed 
below, but which, with every possible exertion, they were unable 
to eifect before 10 o'clock at night. The next morning thej 
were informed that a peace had been ratified between the Sol- 
taui: and the East India Company, and that they should be im- 
mediately conducted to their own country. On the S8tb, aome- 
w hat recruited both in mind and body, they began the happiest 
march they had ever as a body taken. On the S5th of April, 
they reached their own territories ; and were on that day given 
up at Vellore, one of their frontier garrisons in the Camatic; 
but dreadful to relate. General Matthews and every officer save 
one, above the rank of Subaltern, had been most barbarously and 
inhumanly murdered. We will not dwell on this aad and me- 
lancholy subject, but shortly state the losses which the lOOch re- 
giment alone sustained during the short period of its ezisteoce. 
They were raised by Lieutenant-Colonel Huinberstone the lat- 
ter end of the year 1780, sailed for the East Indies the begin- 
ning of 1781, and on the 25th of April, 1784, the day on wUch 
they were given up, they had lost by service 1 Lieutenant^Co- 
lonel, 3 Majors, 7 Captains, 16 lieutenants, 9 Entignty 1 
Quarter Master, I Surgeon, 1 Surgeon's Mate, and npwaida ef 
twelve hundred men : such a list of casualties in one regimaiitf 
and in so short a time, perhaps was never known. 7'hey em- 
barked upwards of eleven hundred strong, had two additional 
companies drafted into them, and some recruits joined them 
from J'jigland, and they returned to their native land in 178^< 
with only C7 men. Four Captains sufllcrcd death by poison, 
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U)e vacabtieh of ttluch, as well as ererjr Qthet- diat occulted 
during the tlptivitj of the Tegiment, were fillet) up in E&glatad ; 
however, imtnediktety previous to the reduction of the regiment, 
the Captain-Lieutenancy became vacant, and thb officer snt- 
ceeded thereto. We bave exceeded (he timiti of our wishes itt 
detailing so particularly the services of this unfortunate regiment, 
but We bave been induced to do so in consequence of its having 
been so long in conflnemetit, and the peculiar hardships which 
it onlerweitt being but little knowti. 

This officer, during the time he remiuned 4b half-pay, made 
to excursion to the northern continent, and visited Germany, 
Denmark, Sweden, and Russia, where he availed himselfof every 
Opportunity of obtaining professional knowledge. In 1788 he 
tras recalled from his tour, having succeeded to a company in the 
f5th regiment, and again went out to the East Indies. Hit 
regilnent, raised by ib present Colonel, Sir Robert Abercromby, 
vfU Considered one of the best disciplined in His Majesty'* 
•eiirice, and certunly it produced some officers of considerable 
cniDcncc, among whom nere Major-Oeneral Robert Cnw- 
furd, Lieu tenant- General Sir Samuel Auchmnty, aiid General 
the ^unorablc John AbetCromby. Captain Seddon went 
througit ihe regular service with ibis regiment as Captain of gre- 
nadiers, and was at the taking of Seringapstam with Lord Con>- 
wallis. In tlie year 1792, in consequence of a universal peace, 
and being unable to obtain leave of absence, he disposed of his 
tomiiiission and returned home, but on his arrival the Fmch 
revolution tiad broken ou^ and be re-commenced his aervices. 

In 1795 the osud light dragoons, in which he then was Major, 
embarked for Ireland, and m the rebellion of 1798 he was sta- 
tioned with a squadron of that regiment at Antrim : the circum- 
stance* attending the attack of that town are too wall knowB Kf 
require mentioning; suffice it to say, the 9Snd suffered materially, 
and the ubels very considerably, Major Seddon on this oc- 
casion was wounded, and had two horses ahot under him, ouaof 
diem in three different places : bis conduct dwing fait ttKj m Ait 
troubled part of tbe conotrj waa most higblj ipiikM ^^aad tht 
loyal infaabiianta of the town and neighboaibood teatified tliar 
approbation by presenting to him a piece of platt estimated at 
R. M. Cat. IIL R 
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SOO guineas value, and on which was engraved the following in- 
scription : '' This Piece of Plate is presented to Daniel Seddon, 
Esquire^ Major of the 22nd light dragoons, bj the Inhabitants of 
the town and neighbourhood of Antrim, as a mark of gratitude, 
for his unremitting attention to the preservation of their lives and 
properties^ in bringing treason to justice, and affording protec- 
tion to loyalty, during the period of near four years which he 
commanded in this district. Antrim, July, 1708." 

On the 1st of January, 1800, he obtained, by brevet, the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and early in 1801 he embarked 
with the regiment for Egypt, and remained there until the end 
of tlie war. On their return home the regiment was disbanded, 
and when the war broke out again he was appointed Inspecting- 
Field-Officer of Yeomanry and Volunteers in the Northern Dis- 
trict, in which situation he remained till 1809 : he then went out 
to Portugal, and commanded the 1st brigade of Portuguese 
cavalry. On obtaining the rank of Colonel, the 25th of Julj, 
1810, he returned home, and on the 4th of June, 1813, he suc- 
ceeded to the rank of Major-General. 

449. Major-General George Robert Ainslie. 

This officer entered the army the 9th of June, 1793, as an 
Ensign in the 19th foot, and served as such in the campugn of 
that year in Flanders. In 1793 he received a lieutenancy in 
the 85th foot; and the 15th of April, 1794, a Company. He 
served in the island of Walcheren under Lord Mulgrave, pwt of 
August and September, 1794; and afterwards joined the 
British army on the Waal. He was present in the actions of 
St. Andr6 under Sir Ralph Abercromby, and Thuyl on die 
)Vaal, and during the whole of the severe retreat from the 
Rhine ; in the expedition of 1799 to Holland, from the actioo 
of the 27th of August, to the re-embarkation of the troops, h 
1799 he succeeded to the Majority of the 85th ; and the 11th 
of January, 1800, was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of the hte 
Birmingham Fencifale Infantry ; on the disbandment of which 
he was reduced to half-pay, and remained so till 1807, when he 
was appointed Lieutenant-Cobnel of (he 5th garrison battalion ; 
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and on the Slat of Maji 1807, lieutenant-Colonel of the 25th 
foot. The 25th of July, 1810^ he received the brevet of 
Colonel ; and the 4th of June, 1813, that of Major-General. 

In 1812 he was appointed Governor of St. Eustatius, and 
two months after Vice-Govemor of Grenada ; the same year he 
was appointed Brigadier-General. In 1813 he was made 
Governor of the Island of Dominica, and Major-General in the 
army, ifae 4th of June of that year. In 1814 he received the 
thanks of the Legislature of Dominica, and a sword of 200 
guineas' value, for subduing the Maroons, a ferocious and very 
numerous body of runaway slaves, who had set the law at defiance 
for above 40 years, levying against the inhabitants of the is- 
land, and trusting to the nncommon strengtli of the savage country 
they inhabited. On his leaving the colony at the end of Novem- 
ber, 1814, in order to give personal explanation to Government 
respecting the Maroon war, which had been a subject of discus* 
sion in Parliament, he received the most gratifymg and affec- 
tionate addresses from no less than six classes of the inhabitants, 
comprising all the British, French, white as well as colored 
inhabitants, praying for his speedy return, and. which subse- 
quently took place. 

450. Majob-General Sib John Byno, K.C.B. 

This officer entered the army m 1793 in the SSrd regiment, 
then commanded by the present Duke of Wellington ; he ob- 
tained his company in the same regiment in 1794; in 2797 he 
was appointed Aid-de-Camp to General Vyse, and continued so 
until appointed Major in December, 1799> in the 60th regi- 
ment. In 1800 he was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in die 
29th regiment, which he accompanied to America. He was 
removed to the 3rd regiment of guards in 1804 ; in 1806 he was 
appointed an Assistant Adjutant-General in Great Britain. The 
Q5th of July, 1810, he was appdnted Colonel, by brevet; in 
J81 1 appointed Colonel on the Statf in the Peninsula ; in 1812 
a Bfigadier-General in the same army ; and the 4th of Jane, 
1813, a Major-General* 

He served in Flanders, Holland, Irelanid, in the ezpeditionfl 
to Hanover, to Copenhagen, and Walcheren. He joined the 
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Sod brigade of guards in Portugal ; and subiequeodjr command- 
ed for three jean a brigade in the find di? iaion of the Duke of 
Wellington's armj, and wai present at the battles of Vittoria, 
Pjnenees, Nivelle, Nive, and Ortbes. He served also in 
Flanders, and at the battle of Waterloo commanded the 2d 
British brigade in^ Ist division, consisting of the Sod and Sid 
foot guanls. The Major-General has the honor ot wearing a 
cross and one clasp, and is a Knight Commander of the Bath, a 
of Maria Theresa, and a Knight of the £nd Oass of St 



The following is an honorable testimonial of his sernoe :

troops, under a most galling fire, tp the assault of a strong 
height occupied in great force by the enemy, an^ hamg him- 
self ascended the hill first with the color of the Slal 
of foot in his hand, he planted the color upon thi 
drovo the enemy (far superior in numbers) dowm the si^ge to die

without infriiiging the rights of the people. The foIlowin|( 
order, isiaad by this <^cer in 1819> points out the situation of 
his conmand and the vigilance with which he has to guard against 
the machinations of those designing indiTidual^i who, uAder a 
pretence of reform, would destroy the constitution, and whose 
wickedness and folly have occasioned the legislature to firam^ 
new laws, and impose restiktions whidi otherwise would never 
have been attempted.

^' Major-General Sir John Byng has to acquaint CJoBmand* 
iiq; officers of regiments m die District, that an attempt eitiber 
has or will be made to circulate amongst them, fite of expense, 
papers of a most mischievous dcMription. One instance has 
already been repotted, where a man delivered such to a corporal 
and private of the 88th regiment, who inraiediately, with a 
decision and feeling highly creditable to themselves and to the 
regiment, took them to their commanding officer. The Major- 
General having long known most of the corps now under his 
command, having served with them and shared in their dangers, 
thev fiitigues, and privations^ and having witnessed a long career 
of conduct highly honorable to themselves and beneficial to 
thmr countfy, has such implicit confidence in afl, that, so far 
from preventing the curcnlation, he would himself read them to 
eveiy regiment in the District^ without a fear that such pub- 
lieatien could have any effect in wiAdrawing a single individual 
firom his duty. But as the intention in writing and distributiiq^ 
thesn* P^pen amongst the military is so bad, as to merit the 
bigbflst pnmshment the hw can mflict, he trusts that every 
olBcer, non-conunissioned officer, and soldier, will consider if 
hia ddty, not only to deliver ancb papers to their commanding 
officer, but endeavor to merit the person or persons dredatnif 
them, so ftr as to be abkto pve evidence ^[ainst him or them. 
And Sir John Byng wil! give a reward of ten guineu to any 
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non^ommbsioned officer, drummer, or soldier, upon every con- 
viction, by their evidence, of any person or persons guilty of the 
offence, to which the Major*General doubts not a regimental 
reward will be added. It should be generally known, that there 
are a set of men, destitute alike of character and property, who, 
too idle to work themselves, are subsisting upon the bard eani- 
ings of the poor, extracted from them upon some pretence for 
subscriptions of pennies, and in some instances, larger suma, the 
amount of which is never accounted for to those who subscribe, 
but is spent among a few upon themselves, and in the piintiiig and 
circulation of such papers as those alluded to. Commanding 
officers will be pleased to have this order immediately and 
generally made known throughout their respective regiments.

451. Major-General Silt Thomas Brisbane, K.C.B. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the S8th regiment in 
1790 : Lieutenant in the same corps iu 1792, and Captain iu the 
53rd foot in 1793. lie joined the 38th regiment and continued 
to do duty with it until February, 1793, when, having raised an 
independent company, which was attached to the 5drd repment, 
he embarked with it and joined the Duke of York's annj in the 
beginning of the war, aod was present with it in every action in 
which it bore a share except that of the 22nd of May, 1793^ 
when he was confined, from a wound received in the action 
of the 1 8th of the same month. He served at the aicge of 
Valenciennes and Dunkirk ; was besieged in Nieuport in the 
month of October, 1793, and formed part of the covering army 
during the siege of JLandrecy, and was with the regiment at 
Nimeguen during its bombardment by the enemy. Here- 
turned with the regiment on its quitting the continent, •em- 
barking at Bremen in the spring of 1795. The 5th of August, 
1795, he- received a Majority in the 5drd foot, and embarked 
with it in October following for the West Indies, with the army 
under the orders of Sir Ralph Abercromby. He was present 
at the attack of Morne Chalot, in the IsUnd of St Lucie, and 
the siege of Morne Fortun^e. After the surrender of this for* 
tre:is, the siege of which lasted six weeks, he embarked for the 
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Islaod of St. Vincent, and served at the reduction, and during 
the* whole of the Chaiib war ; be served also at the capture of 
the Isknd of Trinidad, and commanded the regiment at the 
sif^e of Porto Rico. The 4th of April, 1800, he was appoint- 
ed Lieutenant-Colonel in the 69tb reguneut. He returned to 
England to take the command of that corps, which having em- 
barked for Jamaica, be joined it in 1801, and continued with it 
until ita return to England in 1803. He remained in command 
of the regiment until it embarked for the East Indies, in 1805, 
but was unable to accompany it from laboring under a severe 
liver complaint. The 25th of July, 1810, he received the bre- 
vet of Colonel. He was appointed Assistant Adjutant-General 
of the Kent District, and continued until promoted to the rank of 
Brigadier-General in the end of the year 181 1, when he proceed- 
ed to join the army under the Duke of Wellington, and com- 
manded a brigade at the battles of Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, 
^ive, Bayonne, Orthes, and Toulouse, where he was wounded. 
He embarked in June for Canada, and commanded a brigade 
at Pittsburgh, and the advance of the army until the peace. 
He returned with twelve battalions and joined the Duke of 
Wellington's army at Paris, where he commanded a brigade, and 
at one period the find division of his Grace's army. The 4th 
of June, 1813, this officer received the brevet of Major- 
General. He is a Knight Commander of the Bath, and has 
the honor of wearing a Cross and one Clasp for the actions in 

Spain and Portugal above enumerated.

452. Majob-Generai^ Richard 0*Dokovan. 

Appointed Comet in the 6th dragoons in 1789; Lieute- 
nant m 1791; and Capuin the 14th of August, 1794. He 
served on the continent from the 1st of April, 1794, to the 31st 
of December, 1 795 ; and was present at all the principal actions 
wherein the British army was engaged. In 1799 he was ap- 
pointed to a Majority in his regiment ; and to a Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy the 2nd of May, 1800 ; Colonel, by brevet, the 2Ath 
of July, 1810; and Major-General the 4tb of June, 1813. 

Major-Geueral O'Donovan retains his Lieutenant-Colonelcy 
in the 6th dragoons.

This officer was appoiiited Ist Lieutenant in the RoyaJ

Corps of Officers Seconded upon the Invalid battalion of 
Royal Artillery, the 1st of September, 1B03; Colonel in the

Early in 1791 this officer was appointed to an EnsigBcy 
in the did guards. He served in Flanders in 1793, Rod was at 
the battle of Famars, sieges of Valenciennes and Dunkirlr, and 
battle of lincelles ; in 1 794 he was promoted to a Lieutenancy. 
He served in Ireland during the rebellion, and in the expedition 
to the Helder, where he was present at the seiml nctionft. 
Tlie 1 6th of May, 1800, he was promoted to a eopipany, with 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel ; he served with the goarda in 
Spain and Portugal from 1809, until his promotion to the rank 
of Major-General, which obliged him to return to England. He 
was present at the battle of Salamanca, for which he hat the 
honor of wearing a medal. The d5th of July, 1810, he leeeived 
the rank of Colonel ; and that of Major-Gcneral the 4th of June, 
1813. 

433. Major-General John Hall. 

This officer was appointed lieutenant in the 34th foot the 
30th of September, 1781 ; CapUin in the 46th foot the Ifith 
of December, 1794; Major in the 2Srd foot the l8th of Jrrw- 
sry, 1797 ; lieutenant-Colonel in the 23rd foot the IStb of June, 
1800 ; Colonel in the army the 25ih of July, 1810 ; and Major- 
General the 4th of June, 1813. He was on the half-pay of the 
SOth foot, as Lieutenaiil-Colonel, from 1^04, until J 6 14, when 
pay was allowed to the General Officers in lieu of the half-pay 
of their regimental commissions. 
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456. MAJOm-GxHBRAL AlVXAKDBR HAliKBtT. 

This officer was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of the 93d 
ifoot tbe ^th of August, 1800; Lieutenant-Colonel ift the 
104th foot the Srd of May, 1810; Colonel in the army the 
2oth of July, 1810; and Major-Generat the 4th of June, 18Jfi. 

457. Major-General Hugh Swaynb., 

This officer was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Irish 
Artillery the ISth of April, 17d« ; Captain the 7th of August, 
1793; subsequently Major; Lieutenant-Colonel the lat of 
September, 1800 ; Colonel in the army the 25th of July, 18)0; 
and Major-General tbe 4th of June, 1813. He aerred for 
some ume on tbe Staff of Nova Scotia, and waa stationed at 
Cape Breton, from whence be was recalled in 1815; oo wbicb 
occasion ifae following addresses were nude to bin :

458. MajoR'General 
The Honorable William Fitzroy. 

This officer entered the army in September^ 1790, as an 
Ensign in the £9th regiment; in February, 1791, be exchanged 
into the Coldstream regiment of guards. In the year 1793 he 
accompanied his regiment to the Continent, and was in everj 
action in which the guards were engaged during the campaigns 
in Holland and Flanders. He returned with them to England 
in May, 1795 ; and obtained a Lieutenancy in the same corps 
in 1794, with the rank of Captain. From December, 1794, to 
May, 1795, he served as Adjutant to the grenadier battalion of 
guards. In 1795 he was appojnted Aid-de^Camp to the late 
Viscount Howe, then SirWilliam Howe,who was Commander-in- 
Chief of the Northern district, head-quarters near Newcastle-on- 
Tyne. In 1797 Sir William went to Colchester as Commander- 
in-Chief of the North-East district. In September, 1799, he 
was removed from the Staff, and this officer went to Ipswich, 
aind was Major of Brigade to the garrison there under Lord 
Charles Fitzroy, who commanded there at that time as a MaJGjr- 
General. He remained on this Staff till 1800, when he received 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, with the Captam-Lieutenancj 
of the Coldstream Guards. On obtaining a Company, by the 
death of Colonel Brice, he went out to Egypt, and returned 
with the guards. During the short peace he went upon half^ 
pay of the 85th regiment, his rank going on. He anived at the 
rank of Colonel the 25th of July, 18 JO ; and at that of Migor- 
Geocral the 1st of July, 1813. 

459* Major-General 
Sir William Grant Keir, Knt. 

Appointed Comet 15th dragoons in 1790, and Lieoltnant 
in 1791 • He served in Flanders, and was preaent at the battle 
ot Famars, siege of Valenciennes, and all the other actions in 
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tvbich the 16th dragoons were engaged in 1793. In 1794, he 
waa in the actions of the I7th^ 24th, and 26tb of April, the lOlb, 
17th, 18tb, and 22nd of May. In 1794 be obtained a troop 
in the 6th dragoon guards; and the 6tb of January, 1796, » 
^lajority in that corps, with ^'bich he served in Ireland during 
the rebellion in 1798. Early in 1799 he joined the Russian 
and Austrian army in Italy, and served the campaigns of 1799, 
1800, and 1801. He ^as present in the battles ot Non, 
Rivoli, Mondovi, and Saviliano ; he served in the gao-boata at 
the siege of Genoa, in which he was frequently engaged, and in 
several actions on the mountains of Genoa, when the Ruasians 
and Austrians lost nearly 33,000 men ; also at the battle of 
Marengo; in the sieges of Alessandria, Sarraval, Tortona^ 
Cunio, Savona, Genoa, &c. The 3rd of December, 1800, he 
obtained a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 22nd dragoons ; and Ml 
the reduction of that corps was placed on half-pay. In the 
beginning of 1803 he was appointed acting Aid-de-Camp to 
His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, and in Norenbcr 
of the same year was appointed 1st Aid-de-Camp to General 
the Earl of Moira^ with whom he served until Maj, 1806, 
when he was appointed Adjutant-General to Hit Majeaty'a 
Forces in India. The 25th of July, 1810, be obtamed tbe 
rank of Colonel ; and the 4th of June, 1813, that of Major- 
General. During the campaign in 1810 be gave np the utua- 
tion of Adjutant-General for a time in order to conBiand 
Major-Gencral St. Leger s advanced guard and out-posta. In 
1814 he was nominated to the command of a corps conpoaed 
of cavalry, horse artillery and grenadiers, opposed to Atteer 
Khawn. In 1815 was appointed Commander of the Foreca 
in the Island of Java. In 1817 was placed as Major-General 
on the Staff of the Bombay army. In the end of that year, 
and in 1818, commanded the Gnzzerat Field force, in Mafira, 
forming a division of the army of the Deccan. In tbe courae 
of this campaign he routed and dispersed the Durrah of Seetoo, 
the celebrated Pindarree chieftain^ and after dispersing her 
troops and followers, captured the Beemah Bhye (a predatory 
Heroine, sister of Holkar), in the wilds of Jobboab. In the 
commencement of 1819 be obtaiaed tbe connaad of • fofM 
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aofeniUed oo the frooticr of the province Ltwunt Warm, and 
was charged with the political agency. Having failed m hit 
endeavors to induce the Lawunt Warrie government to accede 
to an amicable ammgement^ he crossed the rrontier on the 1st of 
February, eocamped before the fort of Newtie on the 4tb^ 
which aumeudmd on the following morning. On the 13th 
breached and took the outworks of tlie celebrated fort of Raree 
hy assaoit. The fort capitulated on tlie nioming of the 14th 
marelied direct upon the capital of the province, and signed a 
Ueaty with the regency at Warrie, on the 18tb, which met with 
the fullest approbation of the Governor-General. On the IBth of 
March of the same year lie assumed the command of the army in 
Cuteh ; marched fifoni Anjar on the Mtfa ; fell in with and repulsed 
dw enemy's troops vrith considerable loss on the 05th ; and on the 
sDOfBing of the £6ch took the strong hill fort of Boogio by 
eacaladc^ ITie Rao or reignhig Prince, was so confounded by 
diq loss of this fortress, which he had hitherto deemed impreg-* 
aaUe, diat he immediately gave himself up to tlie British 
nothoritieai surrenderiog to diem bis capita), and giving up his 
fort, towns and territories. In the conduct of this campaigu the 
Major-General had again the honor to obtain the high appvoba* 
tion of the Oovanior--General« 

460. MAjom«0«KvnAL Sin Dbnis Pick^ K.C.B. 
Tjuia officer was appointed to a Cometcy in the 14tb Drigoooi 
ioI>ecefliber, 1791 } be joined bis regiment^ tbenquarlersdin Vheh 
an ParkyDublinyin January^ 1792; and served in Irriand, and was 
en g ig e d in qudUng sobm disturbaacea between that period and 
1794, when he easborfced at Cork for Ae Continent, and landed 
with the fbfcea under Lord Moira at Ostend. After hie Lonl» 
ship's maicb from thence to form a junction with the Duke of 
Yorik^a mwnf, Am offieer offered his aervkesi, and was emptoyed 
to carry an UBpertant dispatch to Nieupovt* He fortonatdy 
ittceasdaJ m *e atteaqpt, and was dianked for it by Gcneial 
Tyan. Hie Cewnaadmg Officer's squadron of the 14tb light 
Jhagoasa was destined, afksr the enbarkatioa at OsteMJ^ to 
tetseat to Niauport, which it effscted by the advanco of aeaspt 
frapa dwt pkoa to its support. Naeaportbebg ahaoit 



diately investedi fardier retreat from thence became extremely 
hazardous and difficult. This officer was in a boat with about 
200 Emigrants, and did not gain the sea without a sharp action 
and a severe loss. It conveyed the last of those who escaped 
the horrors which befei that ill-fated garrison. He joined the 
Duke of York's army near Antwerp, and was in the action at 
Boxtely and some partial affairs : he served that severe winter 
campaign, and in 1795 returned to England, succeeded to his 
Lieutenancy, and embarked at Southampton in command of a 
detachment of 80 dragoons for Quiberon Bay ; after the diaat- 
tious failure of the Emigrants there,he proceeded under theordera 
of General Doyle to the Isle Dieu, where he landed, and did 
duty for some months as field officer. In 1796 ha retomed to 
England, and obtained a troop in die 5th dragoon guarda, and 
accompanied his regiment to Ireland: he waa Iraqueiitlj 
engaged during the rebellion there, and on one occasion waa 
noticed in the gazette. When the French landed a lone in 4at 
country he was specially employed by Lord CornwiUia'dilb 
a detached squadron, and after the surrender of Geneial Ham* 
bert, he was appointed to command the escort, which was dis- 
patched in charge of him and the other Grenerala to DnUin. 
In 1798 he obtained a Majority in the 4th dragoon guaids^ and 
embarked with his regiment in the expedition to HoUnd; but 
was countermanded and stationed in England and Scotland 
until 1800, when he succeeded, the 6th of December,. 1800^ to a 
lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 71st regiment. He immadklriy 
jomed that corps in Ireland, and served diere until 1805, wben 
he embarked at Cork on the expedition to the Cape of Good 
Hope under Sir David Baird, and was engaged and aeTarely 
wounded in effecting the landing there, but continued in the fidd 
and was on die following day in the batde of Blueberg. In tta 
beginning of 1806 he went on the expedition to South AmarieB, 
under the command of General Beresford : he was preaent in 
six actions with the enemy in tiiat countiy, and waa wo un ded 
and detamed a prisoner, contrary to the capitulation wUcb 
restored Uie town of Buenos Ayres to the Spaniarda r < he 
effected his escape (Vide Appendix, No. I. and IL) with 
General Beresford, and joined Sir Samuel Auchmuty*a army 
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At Moute Video: that General (at this officer's own request) 
directed ■ boaid of naval and military officers . to inquire 
into the particulars of his escape, by whom it was unani- 
mously approved, and he was declared free to serve. He was 
then detadhed with a small force to Colonia, where he com- 
manded successfully in two actions ; via. in an attack of the 
enemy on his p^st, and in one made on his, at St. Pedro, (Vide 
Appendix, No. III.) when, after a forced night march, the troops 
under his orders, amounting to 1013, routed the enemy with the 
loss of a standard, all his artillery, baggage, &c. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Pack was shortly after appointed by General White- 
locke to the command of all the light companies in his army, 
and joined the force then in the river Plate, destined to act 
against Buenos Ayres. He was engaged in two successful 
actions with the enemy previous to the unfortunate attack on the 
town, in which he was three times wounded. He returned ta 
Europe in the. end of that year, and early in 1808 had the 7l8t 
completely re-equipped in men, and again embarked at Cork on 
the expedition to Portugal imder Sir Arthur Wellesley, and was 
in the actions of the 1 7th and 21st of August in that year. 

In 1809 he marched into Spain under Sir John Moore, and 
was in the affair of Lugo, and the battle of Coninna : he re-> 
turned to England in January, 1809, V^d embarked in June of 
the same year for Holland under Lord Chatham. On the 
landing at Walcheren he was appointed to command a small 
corps of cavalry and light infantry : he was employed in the 
«ege of Flushii^, and particularly named by General Sir Eyre 
Coote for the command of a detachment to storm an advanced 
work on the right of the enemy's line. He successfully executed 
his orders, having taken 49 prisoners, and spiked the gtms, 
though defended by five times the number of men under hia 
command. After the surrender of Flushing he was appointed 
Commandant of Veer, where he was dangerously ill for a short 
time, but remained till the island was evacuated, on which, 
occasion, in conjunction with Commodore Owen, he com- 
maaded the rear guard of the army. Soon after the return of 
the7l8t regiment to England in 1810, it was prepared agam for 
active service ; but Mimsters did not think the men had suffi- 
ciently recovered the effects of the Walcheren fever, and being 
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himself extremely anxious to see the interosting campaigii thus 
about to conimence in the Pemnsuhii Ideuteuant-Colonel Pack 
obtained His Majesty's leave to proceed to Portugal, and oStt 
his services to Lord Wellington and Marshal Beresfbrd ; and 
both Generals having decided diat he could not serve tbea 
more usefully than with the Portuguese troops, be a cce pt ed an 
infantry brigade in that service : he took the conraiaDd of it just 
before the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo by Marshal Massma, pre- 
vious to his invasion of Portugal. About the same period he 
was appointed, the 25th of July, 1 8 10, Aid-de-Camp to the 
King, which gave him the rank of Colonel in the army. After 
the surrender of Ciudad Rodrigo, of Almeida, and Marihal 
Massena*s passage of the Coa, Colonel Pack's brigade (an inde* 
pendent one) was directed to take a separate rottfe with a regi* 
ment of cavalry attached to it, and remained in preseoce of the 
enemy's army at St. Combadoa, retiring slowly befeie it, oo his 
advance to the position at finsaco. The condoet of the bri- 
gade was noticed in that battle ; and in the admirable retreat 
afterwards to the Uiies of Lisbon, it formed with tike light 
division and cavalry, the rear-guard of the allied army. Hie 
71st having at that time joined Lord Wellmgton, Qrionel Pick*s 
wish was to |||ftve returned to them, as he had always f/arponed^ 
but by the desire of both Commanders-in-Chief he continued 
to serve in the Portuguese army. 

In 18 1 1 the brigade was in the advance guard in fdllowiag the 
enemy up to his position at Santarem ; was at the oot^M there, 
and again in the advance on the further retreat of die efiellty MC 
of Portugal : it was employed in the investment of Ahmidk, 
and in the operations against Marshal Marmont, on hie a d vattee 
to the relief of Ciudad Rodrigo in I&IS. At the siege of Ciiidid 
Rodrigo it bore a distinguished part ; it marched to the aiejge of 
Badajoz, and was in active operations against the enemy off his 
advance to the Tagus, and subsequent retreat oift of Portugal. 
it moved in the advanced guard on the march of the allies t^ 
Salamanca and the Douro ; it suffered severely in the battle of 
Salamanca. It was in the march to, and capture of, Madrid; iit 
the march to, and siege of, Burgos. Previons fo the siege, de- 
tadiments under Cohmel Pack's command- carried by aasank 
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the horn-work of that castle, after a desperate and gallant action, 
for which the special thanks of His Royal Highness the Prince 
Regent and the Commander-in-Cbief were given to the troops, 
through Lord Weliiogton. 

In retreating from Qurgos in 1813, Colonel Pack's brigade 
formed the retr-gnard, and from thence to the frontier of Portu- 
gal was veiy frequently in presence of the enemy. In the memo- 
rable adfance of the Duke of Wellington into Spain, and tbe 
pamge of the Ebro, the brigade was in the advanced guard of 
the left column of the army, under Sir Thomas Graham : it was 
in the battle of Vittoria, and again in the advance of General 
Graham's corps, in the pursuit of the enemy to the Bidassoa. 
Shortly after. Colonel Pack was appointed to the Highland bri- 
gade, in tbe 6th division ; the division itself, at tbis time, for a 
short period, fell also to his command, and aftei a forced march 
be arrived in time to share in the victory gained by the Duke of 
Wellington over the French under Marshal Soult at Pampluna, 
on die 20th of July, in which action Colonel Pack was severely 
wounded in the head. He commanded the Highland brigade in 
the passage of the Bidassoa, and advance of tbe British into 
France ; in the overthrow of the enemy in bis fortified lines before 
Bayonne; the advance to, and passage of, tbe Nive: tbe lepulsf 
of the enemy's attack on the British position before St. Jean de 
LfUz ; and, though not actually engaged, he was present at the 
tigoal defeat of the enemy's desperate attack on Lord Hill's 
eorps, on tbe ISth of December, 1813. He was abo in the pas- 
sage of the Bidassoa, tbe Oaves, D'Oleron, and the Pan ; at the 
battle of Orthes ; in tbe passage of tbe Adowr at St.Seur, and at the 
batde of Toulouse, in which his brigade had nearly two-thirds 
of the officers, and upwards of half the privates killed or wounded. 
The 4th of June, 1813, he received the brevet of Major-General. 
Since this officer first joined the 14th Light Dragoons, until 
tbe close of the war in the Peninsula, he has been constantly on 
active employment. 

In 1813 he was appointed Knight Commander of the Portu- 

g«eae Order of the Tower and Sword ; and in 1815 Kn^ht 

CommwoAsr of the Order of the Bath. He has the honor of 

wtaring across and s^ien siuff$ for the under-mentioned actions, 

R. Af. CaL Uh S 
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at all of which he commaiided troops, and was personallj 
gagM: Roleia, Vimiera, Coriiona, Busaco, Ciudad 
Salamanca, Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, 
Toulouse. 

Sir Denis Pack has received eight wounds, six of them rather 
severe ones : he has been frequently struck by shot, and had 
several horses killed and wounded under him* He purchased 
all his commissions ; never was on half-pay, or absent from a 
service on active duty that he possibly could have been employed 
on. 

The J 2th of August, I819f Sir Denis Pack vras appointed 
lieutenant-Govemor of Plymouth. 

APPENDIX. No. I. and II. 

Papers referred to in the foregoing Statement of Sir Denis 

Pack's Services. 
'' Montevideo, Febniaiy 27 th, 1807. 
'< Sir, — Anxious to be immediately employed in the service of 
my country, I take the liberty of stating the circumstancea which 
led me to make my escape from the enemy, trusting my conduct 
on the occasion will meet with your sanction, and that you will 
be pleased to take my wishes into consideration; the foUowing I 
believe will be found a correct statement of the transaclioa. Im- 
mediately after the surrender of the fort of Buenos Ayrea, on the 
1£th of August last, I understood from Brigadier-General Bares* 
ford that the conditions verbally agreed to between luBi and 
Colonel Liniers were, that die British troops were to ba conaU 
dered as prisoners of war, but to be immediately embarkad ibr 
England or the Cape, and to be exchanged for those SpMsb 
prisoners made on the British possessing themselves of Bnanes 
Ay res. On the ISth^ m the morning. Colonel Liiuera deapatdh 
ed a Spanish officer to Sir Home Popham, vrith a letter fien 
General Beresford, to send the British transports back for dK 
purpose of the immediate carrying the treaty mto executioD ; and 
a few days afterwards I vras present when Cdonel liniera aae- 
quivocally affixed his name to die capitnhtion, containiog ibe 
above condition. After the return of die transport^ varioQS 
delays took place, and I believe it was on dM 86di dmt ColeMl 
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Liniers informcid Oeneral Beresford^ in the presence of Major 
l^ciij, of the 7 lit regioMot, mid Captain Arbutbnot, (the Gene- 
ral's Aid-de-Camp, fton aH of whom I learned it^) that he 
regretted to iofono bin of its having been resolved, in spite of 
his efforts, «ot to embark the British troops, at the same time 
declaring his (Colonel Liniers*) abhorrence of such a breach of 
faith, and offering to second General Beresford's remonstrance 
on the occasion. On the 27th, in the evening, I heard that 
Cokmel Liniers' Aid-de-Camp had waited on General Beres- 
ford, stating it to be the Colonel's mtention to carry the treaty 
into execution, by privately embarking the men, and requesting 
the General would for that purpose order the British transports 
to a particular plice. However, on the 3l8t of August, or the 
1st of September, it was finally amounced in a letter, printed 
and made public, to General Beresford, that our surrender waa 
at discretion, and that it was the determinatioti of the then 
Governor of Buenos Ayres, that the British troopa should be 
aent to the interior, and the officers on their parole to Europe. 
General Beresford, for obvious reasons, at first declined our pas. 
ting a parole, but being given to understand that without it 
persons were insecure, and it bdng determined to separate di 
officers from the men, he, (with the concurrence of the majority 
of the seniors,) finally acceded to it. Notwithslanding this, on 
the appearance of a British force in the river^ they were sud- 
denlj compelled to march under an armed escort several miles 
into the interior, and about two months afterwards, orders were 
pven to aeparate and remove th^m still finrther ; and which, not* 
wiAstanding die remonstrance of the BiigacEcr-General, were in 
part carried into effect. In his communicadon at that time to 
Colonel Liniers, he finUjr exptamed that we did not consider 
ourselves on parde, nor did we think it binding, after our remo- 
val in the first instance, and their reftisiog to fulfil die conditions 
under which we had been prevailed on to give it. About this 
tine die unfortunate murder of Captain Ogilvie of the Royal 
AitilleiFy, and a private soUBer of the 71st regiment, took place, 
finm gnsfeds were placed at sobm of die quarters of the officers, 
p i uftis e dl y for dw putpoie of prolecdon, but posidvely with 
^rim injwit tions most ntifdiyly to watch ns^ tad to take care, as 
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Ihe Govenior said in his instructions to tbe Aleade cm the wmnit 
jubjecty that we did not desert. I mention this circumstmce to 
.prove there could be no misunderstanding on the subject^ for 
though such language must be considered unhandsome and il- 
liberal under anj circumstance, it surely never could have been 
held to officers supposed on their parole. On the arrival of the 
news of the capture of Monte Video by our forces, the chief 
magistrate of Buenos Ayres repaired to General Beresford*! 
quarters, accompanied by Lieutenant-Colonel Gurrias, acquaint- 
ing him with the necessity there was of possessing himself of the 
papers of the several British officers, prisoners ; which he pro- 
ceeded to do, placing a sentry over them individually, until be 
effected his purpose; and in a conversation which General Beies- 
ford bad with Lieutenant-Colonel Gurrias, die General explicitly 
told him that we were not on our parole, recapitulating the ei- 
.planation made to Colonel Liniers on the subject. Shortly, after 
this, the necessity of removing ftrther into the inlener waa 
communicated to us, and we were on our journey widi an aniied 
escort, when an opportunity offered, of which I nioat gladly 
availed myself, to make my escape. Sir, I will not fivtber tres- 
pass on your time by commenting on the many circumatancaa I 
conceive so evidently .conclusive, but submit the bare Act to 
your better judgment ; however, I caunot debar nnyadf ^t 
satisfaction of acknowledging here the obligation I am under to 
many individuals, and the kind and generous treatment iriuch I 
myself, as well as the British officers in general, received trom 
the inhabitants of the town and country of Buenos Ayres.

His Majesty's ship Pheasant, August 25th, 1807. Ct^Hfum. 
Ogilvie commanded the detachment of die Rojpd Aitilln a 
General Beiesford's expedition, from the Cape of Good B»pe 
to the Riode U Phta, and was in every respect ao niMmiinl to 
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his piofession. Whilst prisooers at Luxaii we formed a clos« 
intiiDacyy and were often io the habit of riding out together ; it 
was to him I first commiraicated my settled opinion, that the 
parole exacted from us in Buenos Ayres ought not to be cop- 
sidered binding, and my idea that an escape was feasible, proper^ 
and expedient ; he seemed at once to agree with me, and find- 
ing soon after, on consulting General Beresford, that he cordially 
approved the measure, became really to think it a duty incumbent 
on him to make the attempt, conceiving his knowledge of the 
language would give him the best chance of success, and was 
as anxious and zealous on this occasion as on those where the 
interest of his profession might appear more clearly to be at 
stake. It was, I think, about the 27th of November last, that 
we went, as frequently happened, to take a ride by our- 
selves in the evening; the weather was extremely warm, and 
we put on our lightest dress, laying aside even swords ;. a fata- 
lity f eemed to attend our excursion, for though just at the time 
we bad reason to think the minds of the people were a good 
deal exasperated against us, by an inflammatory sermon, printed 
and circulated at Buenos Ayres, with other libellous matter 
against the English, we went out totally improvided with any 
weapon of defence, and though too at our little mess that dayj^ 
the efiect of the Lasso only the week before, most murderously, 
used against a quiet and imarmed soldier of the 71 at regiment^ 
had been much spoken of, and it was agreed a knife was the 
best possible defence against it : yet, we had not the precaution 
even to take on with us. It may be fair also to remark, that 
we had been told at Buenos Ayres (when in our possession) that 
it ¥ras by no means safe to go about unarmed and alone in tlie 
country, as the probability was, we would meet some one who 
would commit murder for so trifling a thing as a pocket hand* 
kerchief, if an opportunity offered to do it with impunity^ and 
we had been often cautioned since our arrival at Luxau, not to 
go out so unguardedly as almost all of us did. We took the road 
to Buenos Ayres, which we were accustomed to do, in hopes of 
bearing something of our friends, (the British troops,) whom We 
knew were then in the river ; and entered, as usual, on tbe siibject 
next our heart, the probidble means of gettbg to them, and 
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which we thought everj moment made of more eomeqaenoej 
we soon fell in with a Creole coming from Las Concha*, with 
whom we discoursed some time, and on his leaving us, observed 
another from our village accost him as we had done, and after- 
wards follow in a direction as if to overtake us. Poor Ogilvic liad 
acijuired the idiom of the language completely, and used, by bis 
good humor and manner, apparently to gam the esteem and good 
wishes of those he conversed with, and at that time less than at any 
other avoided communicating with any, hdping thereby to meet 
some friend inclined to forward our views of escape. We were 
one mile off the public road, as I suppose, and about two from 
the village; I had dismounted to substitute something for e 
stirrup I had lost, and Ogilvie began to chat with the new 
comer ; on my joining them, he said, '' dib man has been telling 
me an odd incoherent kind of stoiy, amongst other thn^, that he 
came from Buenos Ayres to-day, and brought letteni tor the 
General from a lady there ; that he was afraid to take lliem to 
him in the village, for the Christians (meaning the Spaniards) 
would kill him if they discovered it, but that he conld have 
them by riding a little way fnrdier, where be left tbem in chaige 
of a black man :** the sun was setting and warned us to retom, 
hut something in the fellow's countenance recommended him, 
and hoping he might prove to be really a person in our interest 
I encouraged the idea of going forward, and we aeeoidiB^y 
proceeded : having gallopped about a mile with him, he pointed 
to some cattle, about which place, he said, the person wilb the 
letters was, and I thought I could perceive a man moving 
amongst them, but on getting to a water course nearer to the spot, 
and not seeing him, we determined not to go further, but said 
we should wait some little time for his return, if he crossed ower 
to his friend ; this he assented to, and rode np the side oL Ae 
water as if to find a pass or get hb friend over to bin bj Us 
whistling and hallooing; he dismounted for a few secondal 
thought, perhaps to lead his horse or girt hia saddle, but afkcr 
adjusting something which I am now persuaded vraa hia piatoly 
he again mounted and rode towards us, saying the man waa com 
ing ; as he approached I passed close to him, going to the phoe 
he had leh, having remarked to Ogtivie who remained on the 
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look out b^UDci, that 1 could not see any one ; I had scarce!/ 
gone twenty picas from the spot we were on when I heard a 
shot, and tumii^^ round saw the ruffian with a pistol reversed 
and uplifted to strike at Ogilvie on the beady be was a little be- 
hind his left shoolder, having gained that position before he 
fired| and Ogilvie appeared quite helpless, with bis arms ex- 
tended, and the reins of the bridle fallen from bis hands ; the first 
idea that occurred to me, was to endeavour to sieze the pistol, 
and 1 directly rode at the fellow with that intent ; seeing me ad- 
vance he uistantly dropped it to a fastening in the saddle, and 
drawing a sword, struck at me, but so aukwardly, as only to cut 
my jacket, and observing me put my band in my bosom, he 
thought, I believe, as I hoped he would, it was to search for 
some arm, and inimediatidy sheered off to the distance of 20Q 
or 300 paces, when I got clear of him. I found Ogilvie on 
foot, and be recommended me also to dismount, but* on his 
telling me he was not in the least hurt, 1 strongly urged our 
trusting to our horses, to take us to the village ; my reasons 
prevailed, I assisted him to mount* and we set out, Ogilvie again 
assuring me, he was not hurt, but we bad gone but a short dis- 
tance, when be complained of a pain in his side, which obliged 
us to slacken our pace : still he did not seem to entertain the 
most distant idea of his being struck by the shot, and I really 
conceived the pain proceeded frooi a wound be received at 
Buenos Ayres, which I knew was not perfectly healed up, and 
as it certainly was given treacherously (the person afterwards 
boasted of the exploit) and has sometimes been confounded with 
this story. I think it well here brieiy to mention the circum- 
stance. On the 10th of August, when Mr. Liniers first advanced^ 
and took a position in the suburbs of Buenos Ayres, two guns 
wcr» ordered down die street, then quiet and the inhabitants 
walking in it, Ogilvie accompanied them ; and on returning a little 
time after, by himself, towards the fort, a man dressed as a 
gentleman attempted to startle bis bone, by stepping before 
him and shakmg his cloak at bim, whilst another of the 9MM 
appearance ran out of a boose behind, and stabbed at Og^vie 
wMi a sword, inflicting a verj ngly wound immcxtiately over his 
loins. 1 now proceed to state, that on looking round I could 
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plainly pekt:eive the fellow was winding his Lasso alid prepciiiig; 

to follow us^ and as, I have said, we slackened our pftCCi he 

came up with us fast; we rode about 10 paces asunder and i- 

breast of each other ; as the fellow advanced he seemed to fix 

his eye on Ogilvie, and when at a proper distance threw the 

Lasso at him, which he avoided by suddenly stopping his horse; 

thinking it a favorable moment to lay hold of the villain, I rode 

at him, and though be went off at full speed, I at one 

time got so close to him as to grasp at a knife, carried, as 

is usual in South America, in his girdle, missing it^ I turned to 

Ogilvie, pursuing the direction home ; but as we went alowlj^for 

the reason before assigned, the fellow soon got in readifciets, 

and again advanced upon us. I was now a little in the rear, 

and he chose me for his object of attack. I watched for the 

instant of his throwing the Lasso to draw in my hone, but I 

did not do so with a great deal of dexterity, and got a .little 

entangled and was dismounted, owing in a great meatore to my 

having but one stirrup. We were now pretty near the village, 

and two men most opportunely made their appeaitnce al the 

instant in front, and coming towards us, tUe fellow went off 

immediately on throwing the Lasso, at a hard gallop, at is 

customary, and as he did before, to the distance of about fiOO 

paces ; poor Ogilvie had stopped to support me, and we thus 

remained in suspense as to their proving friends or foes ; they 

soon joined us, which occasioned the fellow to take binudf off 

altogether : but I should have stated that Ogilvie Udd IM, he 

heard the villain mutter something about money as. he went off 

the last time ; and when he fired the pistol at him, he distinctly 

heard a Spanish expression, generally, he said, used by such 

ruffians when their determination was murder. One of our fiiends 

was a Blackamore, who immediately went in search of.mj hofic^ 

the other, a Creole inhabitant of the village, remained, and to hit 

utmost assisted poor Ogilvie, who now complained dreadfidly of 

his breathing; still he was certain he was not wounded, rtmarit- 

ing to me that he was sure there was no ball in the piatol, and 

begged I would satisfy myself by examining his jacket ; I did so, 

and found the back of it burned and a shot hole from .which 
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blood issued, just under the shoulder blade ; from the direction 
of it I could not entertain a hope almost, but it would prore a 
mortal wound, I allowed him however to continue in deception, 
onlj entreating him to exert himself to get home ; with the aid 
of our friend I got him once more on horseback, and with 
considerable difliculty gained a house at the edge of th* 
village, where I knew he would be safe ; there I left him and 
rode as fast as I could for Mr. £vans, the assistant surgeon of 
the 71st regiment, by whose direction he was carried quietly 
home in a chair, and by whom he was afterwards most car^ 
fully attended : from the moment of his examining the wound he 
expressed much apprehension for the result, saying, what fatally 
proved true, that he feared the lungs were severely wounded ; 
-and though afterwards extraordinary favorable symptoms ap- 
peared, the surgeon never raised our hopes, though we did flatter 
ourselves, from the favorable opinions of others, that he would 
recover, so mUch so that I could not now easily describe the 
grief and disappointment of our little party at his deadi ; he 
survived 14 days, and though he breathed with difficulty yet he 
seemed to suffer little pun, and died almost without a struggle, 
suffocated, as was supposed, by some discharge of the wound 
internally ; during his illness, he was watched over and. inquired 
after by his brother officers, with the most anxious and jiffec- 
tionate solicitude, but to their kind attention, though he. seemed 
perfectly alive, yet to none of us did he express a worldly wish 
save those often-repeated for the success of His Majesty's 
arms. He was mterred with all possible .respect, close to,, and 
at the back of the wall of the church of Luxau. General 
Beresford read the service, and we did hope it would soon have 
been in our power to have raised a monument over him« The 
ceremony was one of the most melancholy I recollect to have 
ever witnessed, none but unfortunate prisoners attended, but it 
is only justice to the inhabitants ^f the village, to state, .diat aU 
seemed to share in our grief, none more so than the worthy 
clergyman of it; and indeed as fisr as I could learn, all raoKs in 
.the country and at. Buenos Ayres, heard Mrith shame tod horror 
the account of his death ; at the same time, I must also Hij, diere 
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were not those wanting who circulated fieriae and acandalow 
reports respecting the manner of it.

had, H-ith much jiulgiDeiit^ placed a detachment^ coQUstiiig of 
ail companies of the 40th regiment, the light infantry battalion, 
and three companies of the rifle corps, with a squadron of the 
9th light dragoons, at Colonia de Sacramento (a port and 
harbour on the north side, immediately opposite to Buenos 
Ayres) for the purpose of keeping a cheek upon the moticms of 
the enemy in that quarter. Soon after my arrival, I sent the 
remaipderof the 4(Hh regiment to reinforce Lieutenant*Colonel 
Pack, in consequence of the enemy having assumed a more 
formidable shape, and from the arrival of several detachments 
from the opposite side of the river, with the view of cutting off 
his communication with the country, and eventually attacking 
him. They collected for this purpose, to the amount of about 
2000 men, under the command of Major-Oeneral £llis, an 
officer lately arrived from Spain, and Lieutenant-Colonel Pack 
with a promptitude and zeal which has invariably marked his 
conduct, determined to attack him ; the particulars of which 
event are detailed in the enclosed letter from the Lieutenant- 
Colonel ; in transmitting which, I cannot refrain from particu- 
larly recommending this gallant officer to the favorable notice of 
His Royal Highness, for the conduct displayed by him, and the 
troops under his command on the present occasion.

Having obtained information on Saturday evening last, that the 
enemy had taken post at St. Pedro, twelve miles from this, I 
resolved upon moving to attack him, and commenced my march 
iccordingly at three o'clock the next morning, with a force 
imountipg to 10 IS rank and ile, leaving the garrison under the 
M>mmand of Major Pigot of the Qth light dragoons. We arrived 
il St. Pedro at seven o'clock, and found the anemy stronglj 
posted on an eminence, with his front and fkiAs secured by a 
deep and maiaby river, ov^r which there was only one paa^ 
scarcely practicable, and thilt defended by four m pounders ai)4 
two howitzers. The bniYti; of the troops however, soon pTffs 
came all difficultly; they cfoaied the fprd, reduced tQ a Qpont 
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of less than sections, many up to their middles, and under t 
heavy fire from the artillery. After effecUng the passage, the 
troops formed, and advanced to the attack iivithout firing » shot 
The enemy's cavalry soon gave way, but the in&ntrj to my 
surprise, stood until we approached within SO paces, when they 
fled in disorder, throwing away their arms and ammunition, and 
leaving us in possession of their guns and camp, with one 
standard, and 105 prisoners, including one Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and 5 other officers ; had it been possible to bring our guns and 
cavalry across the ford, I am confident that we should have 
taken or destroyed the whole force of the enemy which connat- 
ed of upwards of 2000 men. The chief loss fell on the 40th rai- 
ment, which corps supported most gallantly its well-established 
character, and, indeed, the bravery evinced by the whole of the 
troops in the affair, merits my warmest recommendatioa. I 
herewith enclose you a return of the killed and wounded, and 
I am sorry to add, that from the unfortunate eiplosion of two 
ammunition waggons, (taken from the enemy,) which it was 
necessary to destroy after the action was over, Major Gmrdner 
(a most deserving officer) and fourteen of the rifle corps were 
severely wounded. 

I have to acknowledge the most zealous assistance from 
Captain Cockburn (Assistant Adjutant- General) at all times, 
particularly in the affair of yesterday. " I have, tuo.

'' I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your des- 
patch of the 8th instant ; and 1 lose no time in conununiciling 
to you my warmest approbation of the zeal and dedsion which 
suggested the idea of attacking the enemy at St. Pedro, aa well 
as the distinguished gallantry which marked jour conduct and 
that of the troops under your command, in the execution of the 
same. I can say nothing stronger to convince you hoir lu|^7 
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1 q^reciate the biHTery of this action than what is detailed in 
"die orders of this day^ and shall only repeat that such a re- 
presentation shall be made to His Majesty's Ministers of the 
transaction, as cannot fail to call forth every degree of approba- 
tion, which the conduct of yourself and the troops under your 
orders so highly merits.

(Extract) " Monte Video, 10th June, 1807. 

'^ The Commander of the Forces congratulates the army upon 
m brilliant achievement performed by the troops at Colonia, under 
the immediate command of Lieutenant-Colonel Pack, who on 
the mormng of the 7th instant, attacked the enemy in a very 
ttroeg position twelve miles from Colonia, and with a spirit 
becoming firitish soldiers, destroyed, captured, and put to 
flight double their numbers, and returned to Colonia with the 
whole of the enemy's guns. The enemy were repulsed with 
the 4oss of 1^ men killed, and a great many wounded, leaving 
in our possession a standard, six pieces of cannon, near 300 
atand of arms, a quantity of ammunition and ordnance stores, 
^■and lOJ prisoners, amongst whom were one Lieutenant-Colonel, 
one Major, two Captains, and two Lieutenants. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Pack spoke in the highest terms in the praise of tba 
troops generilly who were employed on this occasion ; a- small 
detachment of artillery, under the command of Lieutenant 
Shepherd ; a detachment of the 9th light dragoons, under the 
command of Captain Carmichael ; rifle corps, under the com* 
mand of Major Gardner ; light battalion under the command of 
Miyor Trotter ; and the 40th regiment under the command of 
Major Campbell; upon which occasion some loss must naturallj 
be expected, but considering the superiority of the enemy's num* 
bers, what we have suffered is not considerable, being 2 men 
killed^ and 30 wounded. Major Gardner of die rifle corpa 
was wonnded by an unfortunate circumstance of the blowing up 
-of a quantity of ammunition. The Commander of the Bnrces 
cannot close the above orders of the day, without expressing hb 
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marked approbation of the braverf dbplayed on this occanott hf 
Ldeutenaot-CoIoDel Pack, and the officers and men imiler Ui 
command, which sentiments shall be conveyed by.theeariicst 
opportunity to England, when he is persuaded that His Majesty 
and the country will duly appreciate merit of this deacriptioQ.

Captain Fraser to pay on account of the Board of Onhance> 
40/. for each of the guns taken from the enemy on the 7th instant. 
And His Excellency further directs, that the money shall be 
divided amongst such detachments or regiments at Cotooia, u 
were actually present at the capture. 

46i. Majoe-Genbral Charles Griffiths. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the l^tfa Ibo^ in the 
year 1779^ pkced on half-pay in 1783, restored to fiilKfMijr in 
the 40th regiment in 1786 ; and appointed Lieutnant in the 76th 
regiment in 1787. He served in the East Indies, and was pre- 
sent at the siege, assault, and capture of the town and fortress 
of Bangalore, also at the siege and storming of the hill fort of 
Savendroog, in the general action near Seringapatun, with 
Tippoo Suluun on the ISth of May, 1791» tnd was them 
wounded ; he was in the general action of the 6th of Febmarj, 
179^9 ^hen the enemy's lines were stormed under the Walk of 
Seringapatam, and at the siege of that capital, which tenHialed 
in the peace of the igth of Mvch following. Jb the jmr 
1794 he was promoted to a company in the I4th foei« He 
served in Fhmders with die anny nnder the Duke of Yeik| md 
was in the actions of the 17th and 18th of May, and at PoMo- 
chin on the 2M, vrith the brignde under the command off Ihs 
hte Major-General Fox, consisting of the 14th, S7lh, and S9tA 
regiments. He was in the action of Geldermansel nnder LOid 
Cathcart on the Waal. The 1st of June, 1790, ho wne 
pointed Major in the SSd regiment, and served in Iffehnd 
Minorca with that corps. Previous to proceeding to MiMita, 
he landed on the isUnd of Houat, preparatory to an aUnch en 
Belleisle, which service was abandoned. The 1 1th off Diiesni- 
her, 1600, he was appomted lientenant-Coloael in the hie 
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vBcient Irish Fendblet ; be ten^ with diat carpi Bi%nil, 
and was present atlhe riegeofjUexipdria : he was subeeqneii^ 
placed on the Staff of Irdand and Eof^and^ and reoeired the 
breret of Colond die 25th of Julj, 1810. The 11th of Au- 
gust, 1811, he was qipointed Lieutenant-Colonel of the Snd 
battalion of the 1 llh fix>t, which corps he joined at Oibtahar. 
The 4th of Jane, 1813, he recaved the rank of Major-General, 
nod was phoed on the Staff of die garrison at Gibndtar. Be 
coDunanded for nearly two jrears the British auxiliary troops in 
the fortress of Ceuta in the straights of Gibraltar. 

468. Majoe-Gbmibal 
Sir (Hanbt T. Calcbaft, Knt. 

Appointbo Comet in the 15th lq(ht dragoons in March, 
17BB; and lieutenant in 1799. He served in the campaigB of 
1793 in Fhuukri, and was at the battle of Famars, Mge of Va- 
lenciennes, and attack on Dunkirk. He was ptomoled to a troop 
io April, 1794 ; and was in the actions of the 17th, €4th, and 
^6th of April ; 10th, 17th, 18th, and eed of May ; at die battle 
of Boxtel, sortie of Niinegnen, and batdes of Alkmaer on the 
19th of September and 1st of October; in the latter he was 
wounded. He was appointed Major m the 25th, now fited, 
light dragoons iu 1799 ; end in die expedition of that year Io the 
Texel, served as Aid-de-Camp to the Marquesi of Anglesey 
(then Major-General Lord Paget). From the 25tb he ea^ 
changed to the drd dn^oon guards in 1800 ; the Uth i]4 De- 
cember, ] 800, he was appointed lieutenant-Coioael in the hit- 
ter regiment; the 25th of July, 18K>, he received the rank of 
Colonel in the army. In March, 1809, he went to Portugal in 
command of his regiment. He was present at the battle of 
Talavera, and the subsequent retreat from dience. In 1810 he 
was in the retreat of the army to the lines of Torres Vedras, 
near Lisbon ; during which, the batde of Busaco and diflSsrsnt 
affiurs took place. He was with the army when il advanced 
upon Massena's retread afterwards crossed the Tagne, and was 
in the affair with Marshal Beresford at Campo Mayor ; wkh 
die covering army during the sieges of Badajos; and empliyed 
io the advance doriiig the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo. He was 
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present with Lord Hill's corps in the retreat from Madrid and 
Salamanca into Portugal in 1812 ; and in all the affiurs aad 
battles in which the 3rd dragoon guards were engaged, ftoni the 
period of his disembarkation in the Peninsula till June, 1813, 
when he returned to England on account of illness ; and was 
placed on the Staff in North Britain, till September, 18 14. For 
his share in the battle of Talavera, he received a medal, and the 
Portuguese order of the Tower and Sword was conferred upoo 
him in 1812. The 4th of June, 1813, he received the rank of 
Major*General. 

463. Major-Gbnbral 
Lord R. £. H. Sombrset, K.C.B. & M.P. 

Appointbd Cornet in the 10th dragoons the 4th of February, 
1793 ; Lieutenant in December following ; Captun the 28th of 
Aagust, 1794. With the latter rank his Lordship Bened as 
Aid-de-Camp to the Duke of York^ in Holland, in 1 799, ^nd 
was in the iNittles of the 19th of September, 2d and Glh of Oc- 
tober. In November, 17999 h® ^^^ promoted to a Majoriftj in 
the 12th light dragoons, and served with tliat regiment in Por- 
tugal ; and on the £5th of December, 1800, he was appobted 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the 5th regiment of foot, from whence 
he effected an exchange in the following year into the 4th dra- 
goons. In April, 1809, embarked for Portugal in co mm apd 
of that regiment, and continued to serve under the Duke of 
Wellington in the Peninsula until the conclusion of the war : be 
was present at the battles of Talavera, Busaco, Sahnanca, 
Vittoria, the Pyrenees, Orthes, Toulouse, and other adioBa of 
less importance. At Sahmanca, the 4th dragoons under his 
command, b conjmiction with the 5tli dragoon guards, and the 
3rd dragoons, forming the heavy brigade under the late Mqor^ 
General Le Marchant, made a brilliant and successful attack 
on a strong body of the enemy's infantry, which was eon- 
pletely defeated with great loss. On thb occaaioo two 
pieces of artillery and nearly 2000 prisoners were captured by 
the brigade. 

In July, 1810, he was appointed Aid-de-Camp to the King ; 
and in June, 18 Id, being promoted to the rank of Major-Ge- 
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oeral, received the comawnd of the hussar brigade^ consistiiig 
of the 7th, lOthi and i5th hussars, with which he was actively 
employed in the advance of the army into France in the cam- 
paign of 1814. At the battle of Orthes, the hussar brigade 
made a successful attack, and captured many prisoners from the 
enemy in hirretreat. For his conduct on -these occasions he 
received Ibe thanks of Parliament on his return to England in 
1814, and he has also the honor of wearing a cross and one 
clasp, and is a Knight Commander of the Bath. 

In the engagements in the Netherlands in June, 1815, his 
Lordship had the command of the first brigade of British 
cavalry, consisting of the 1st and 2nd regiments of Life Guards, 
the Royal Horse Guards Blues, and the Ist, or King's Dra- 
goon Gruards. This brigade bore a conspicuous part in the 
battle of Waterloo, and made several gallant and successfiil 
chai|^es against the enemy 's cuirassiers ; and to adopt the words of 
the Dukeof Wellington, (Vide Dispatch, page 260, Vol. 1) ^'highly 
distinguished themselves.'' The conduct of the two regiments, 
the 1st and 2nd Life Guards, obtained them the honor of the 
Prince Regent nominating himself their ColoneUin-Chief. 
Major-General Lord Edward Somerset has been honored with 
the Order of Maria Theresa from the Emperor of Austria $ and 
of St. Wladimir of the Sd class, from the Emperor of Russia. 
He is likewise a Knight of the Portuguese Order of the Tower 
and Sword. 

After the conclusion of peace in 1815, Lord Edward Somerset 
continued to command the 1st brigade of cavaby in the army of 
occupation in France ; and the 15th of January, 1818, was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the 21st r^ment of light dragoons. 

The following address was made to this officer, on the 26th 
of July, 1814, by the S]|)eaker of the House of Commons. 

'' Major>General Loid Edward Somerset. 

*' Your name also stands recorded among those distinguished 
officers whose gallantry was conspicuous in the last great action, 
which called forth the stfength and valor of the Bridsh cavalry. 

'' In defiance of the eaily scoffi of an insulting eneny, tibis 
R.M.Cal. •III. T 
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nation has during the late Continental war, re-esttfaliihed iti 
military character, and vindicated its ancient renown. The no- 
bility of England sent forth its sons to the tented field, and there, 
trained up under the great commanders, who have obtained and 
dignified the honors of the Peerage, they have acted throughout 
ujyon the just persuasion that, in this free country, the willing 
tribute of respect paid to high rank and birth can only be se- 
cured by a continued display of ihe same great qualities which 
ennobled the founders of their race. The profession of arms, 
Avhich you had gallantly chosen, you have successfully pwiued ; 
and, in those provinces of France, where your ancestors, of noUe 
descent and royal alliance, have in former ages fought, con- 
quered, and governed, you have renewed, by your own swoid, 
the claims of your illustrious house to the respect «Mi gntitiide 
of your country. I do therefore now, in the name, and hy ibe 
command of the Commons of Great Britain and Ireland in 
Parliament assembled, deliver to you their unamoMMis thanks, 
for your able and disUnguished conduct throughout the open* 
tions which concluded with the entire defeat of the enemy at 
Orthes, and the occupation of Bourdeaux by the allied foicea^*' 

Upon which Major-Geoeral Lord Edward Someraet said : 

" Mr. Speaker, 

'' Deeply impressed as I am, with the hij^ honor wUch has 
just been conferred upon me, 1 feel totally incapabk of' exr 
pressing my gratitude in adequate terms. The dnnka of 
this House, which must at all times be received with thft flMMt 
lively sentiments of satisfaction, have been rendered doubly 
gratifying to me by the handsome manner in which yoOp Sir, 
have been pleased to express them. Commanding Briliih 
troops, and holding that command under Ibe Duke of Wellinigtoii^ 
a British General can never fail of supporting the character 
of the British arms. It is to this favorable circunutance moie 
than to any merit of my own, that I consider myself indebted 
for the high distinction which I have this day received* Sir, 
I can only repeat that I shall ever entertain the Uf^ieat 
of the honor conferred upon me by this House.'' 
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On die e9di of April, 1816, the thanks of Parliament, \?hich 
had been foted Lbrd Somerset, for his conduct upon the 18th 
of June, 1815, were presoited to him in the following address, 
from the Speaker of tiM House of Commons : 

<^ OeneraV—At length ' we are gratified by seeing amongst 
us one of those distinguished oflScers, to whom this House has 
voted its thanks for their eminent sendees in the battle of 
Waterioo ; a victory eclipsing the fiime of all other battles 
foi^t in those celebrated fields of war, and consummating the 
glory of the Duke of Wellington, with whose great name the 
gratitude of this House has justly associated that of Keld- 
Marshal Prince Bludier. In the narratives of that gigantic 
coniict, our historians will always relate that Major-General 
Lord Somerset, already known by his brilliant services in llie 
Southern Provinces of France, held a high and forward 
command in those gallant cbaiges by the British cavalry, which 
defeated and destroyed the boasted squadrons of cuirassiers; 
They will relate also that lieutenant-General Sir Henry 
Clinton, who had, in five former battles, commanded divisions 
of that heroic army which rescued Portugal and Spain, main- 
tained a conspicuous post in the support of that enifbattled line, 
where the British guards repulsed and put to flight the Imp^ 
rial guards of France. Nor will those other illustrious men be for* 
gotten, who might now have been standing up amongst us to 
receive ourthanks^ if the fate of war had not laid them low 
in their grave of glory : soldiers long dear to the aflection and 
remembrance of their country, which will never cease to revere 
and regret the veteran, but ardent valour of Picton, or the bright 
and rising honors of Ponsonby. The days indeed of diese our 
mingled triumphs and griefs are now concluded. Other scenes 
have opened, and other cares have arisen to demand our vi^ 
lance. From the long. contest| however, now happily closed^ 
this durable advantage has resulted to our coiintry. We have 
proved to oursdves the value of those manly habits and insti*. 
tutions, whidi have established the superiority of our national 
character ; and such spleHifid eiamples of dull, valour^ and 
constancy, as we btve had this day to commemoraley will 
deeply impress upon our enemies, and upon our aHies, in all 
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ages, a just respect for the councils and arms of this Em^re. 
The special duty which I have this day to discharge, it to de- 
liver to you the thanks of this House, for your last great ser- 
vices. Aiid I do therefore now, in the name and by the com^ 
mand of (he Commons of Great Britain and Ireland in Par- 
liament Assembled, deliver to you, their unanimous Thanks, for 
your indefatigable seal and exertions upon the 18th of June, 
1615, when the French army, commanded by BuoDaparte, 
received a most signal and complete defimt." 

REPLY. 

*' Mr. Speaker, 
'' I beg to express to die House, the high sense I entnrtma 
of so distingtttshed a mark of its approbation conferrtd upon 
me, for my conduct in the memorable battle of Waterloo: 
deeply impressed with the importance of such an honor, I en 
conscious that I want words to convey, in adsquafe (ermf^ 
my sentiments on this occasion. Sir, whatever meril mj ham- 
ble exertions in this great conflict may be entitled to, 1 cannot 
but attribute to the fortunate circumstance of my htmg pieced 
in command of a brigade, vrfaose persevering gallantry, discipline, 
and intrepidity, contributed so largely to the success of dns 
important day. Animated by the example of that great nmn 
under whose command we had the honour to serve, end who 
had so often led us to rictory and to honor, every indifidMl of 
the British army was naturally inspired with bot one fisdaig : 
that Ceding, and well-grounded confidence in their ConHMndsr^ 
enabled them to surmount the most formidable obslncla% and 
to bring the contest to a final issue. That it was my kt in 
form a part of the army on that day, and that my conduct showM 
be deemed worthy of receiving the thanks of diis Houeef wiD 
be ever to me a source t>f the utmost satisfaction, and will be 
remembered with pride and gratitude to the latest period of 
my existence. I cannot conclude, vrithont expressing to yon, 
Sir^ how sensible I am of the flattering terns, in whidi yon 
have been pleased to communicate to me the resolutions of 
the House on this occasion." 
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464. Major-General^ 
The Honorable Arthur Anneslbt. 

This officer wai appointed Major in the late Slat dragoons 
the lOtb of July, 1795 ; lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 
1st of Januaiy, 1801 ; Colonel in the army the 25th of July, 
1810; Major of the 6th Garrison Battalion the 6di of Decem- 
ber, 1811 ; and Major-General the 4th of Jane, 1813. 

465. Major-General Boyle Travers. 



Appointed Ensign in the 40th foot the 5 1st of July, 1790; 
lieutenant in 1792 ; Captain in the late 1 14th foot in 1794 ; and 
Major the 19th of August^ 1795. From March 1798, to July, 
1800, he was on half-pay. From November 1803, to June/ 
1806, he served as Inspecting Field-Officer on the Staff in 
Enghmd; the 17th of July, 1806, he was appointed to a Ma- 
jority in the 56th foot. In June, 1807, he sailed for the East 
Indies. The 1st of January, 1801, he received the brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonel; of Colonel the 25th of July, 1810; and 
of Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. The 2od of January, 
1812, he succeeded to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 56th foot. 

466. Major-General Edward Scott. 

At a very early age this officer entered (1780) the service, by 
purchase, as Ensign in the 11th foot; and purchased a Lieute- 
nancy in the same rq;iment in 1781. He was placed on half- 
pay at the peace, and re-purchased on fuD-pay into the 13th 
foot in 1787, and purchased a company in that regiment in 
1790, at which period he went to the West Indies with his 
regiment on the expectation of a war with Spain. In 1794 and 
1795, he served in St Domingo^ where the British troops were 
incessantly harassed by very superior numbers^ - composed of 
French Jacobins, combined with negroes and people of color. 
They invested the whole. line of posts^ particularly Fort au 
Prince, the British bead-quarters, guarded on the eastern ap- 
proach by the palisaded post Bissetin, against which they opened 
batteries from commanding heights. He commanded at this

post during eight days, when the enemy incessantly fired aboC 
and shells into the post from sun-rise to sun-set^ and every night 
threatened to storm. The highest approbation and thanks of 
the Commander of the Forces, Major-General Homeck, were 
expressed in General Orders on this occasion. The 1st of Sep- 
tember, 179^^ he was promoted to the Majority of die ISth 
infantry. He served in the disturbances and rebellion in Ireland 
in 1797, 1798, and 1799* In 1800 he embarked with his regi- 
ment on th» secret expedition, under Sir James PuUeney, against 
Ferrol, Cadiz, 8cc. In 1801, he served under Sir Ralph Aber- 
cromby, in Egypt^ and was present at the actions of the Stb, 
13th, and 21st of March, and at the siege and surrender of 
Alexandria. In the action of the Idth he received • severe 
contusion on his breast from a niusket-ball, which penetrated 
his cross-belts and clothing. The 1st of January, 1801, be was 
promoted brevet Lieutenant-Colonel ; in 1 804 be served at 
Gibraltar, during the whole period when that gprriacm was 
desolated by the most malignant fever on record; the 7di of 
May, 1807, he was appointed lieutenant-Colouel of the 96di 
regiment, and served with that corps several campaigns in the 
West Indies; the 25th of July, 1810, he received the brevet of 
Colonel, and commanded in that year the Island of St. Croix; 
in January, 1813, on the death of Major-General Harcourt, 
Lieutenant-Governor of St. Croix, Colonel Scott, as commander 
of the troops in that conquered island, succeeded to the admmw- 
tration of that government, civil and military. In this com- 
mand he was shortly superseded by the appointment of a senior 
officer ; and from his high sense of feeling on this and other dis- 
appointments, and sinking under ill health, the consequence of 
long and arduous service in various and unhealthy climatesi| be 
solicited to retire, which was allowed, 1814, with the permission 
to retain his rank as Major-General in the army, to which he was 
promoted the 4th of June, 1813. 

467. Major-Gen £RAL Frederick William Bulles. 

This officer received an Ensigncy in the S7th in 1790; a 
Lieutenancy in 1791 ; and a Company in the 57th foot in 1793'. 
He served the campaigns of 1793 and 1794 in FUmders. In 
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1795 be obtuned a Majoritj in the 57tb^ from which he ex- 
changed into the 88th the 27th of June^ 1796. He served ^Yith 
the latter regiment in the West Indies, and was at the siege of 
St. Lncie, and reduction of Grenada. He received the brevet 
of lieatenant-Colonel the 1st of January, 1801 ; the 28th of 
Angustj 1804, the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 88th, from which 
he exchai^ed into the Coldstream Guards the 1st of December, 
1806 ; he received the brevet of Colonel the 25th of July, 1810 ; 
and that of Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. Hesubse 
quently served on the Staff at BristoK 

468. Major-Genebal Sik Thomas Bradfobd, K.C.B. 

This officer received an Ensigncy in an independent com- 
pany the 20di of October, 1793 ; a Lieutenancy in November, 
1793; and a company in April, 1794« In September, 1795, 
he was appointed Major of the Nottingham Fencibles, with 
which corps he served in Ireland during the rebellion ; he was 
subsequently reduced on half-pay, and remained so till October, 
1804, when he was appointed Major of the 3rd Garrison Bat- 
talion; and in June, 1805, Major of the 87th, in which he^ con- 
tinued till June, 1809- During the latter period he served in 
Hanover; in South America, and was present at the siege of 
Monte Video and attack on Buenos Ayres ; also in Spain and 
Portugal, and was at the battles of Vimiera and Corunna ; the 
1st of January, 1801, he received the brevet of Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel ; the 21st of December, 1809, the Lieutenant-Colonelcy 
of die 8end ; the 25th of July, 1810, the brevet of Colonel; and 
the 4th of June, 1813, that of Major-General. This officer 
served in Spain and Portugal as Assistant Adjutant-General^ 
till he received the brevet of Major-General, which removing 
him from his Staff situation, he was placed under the orders of 
Lord Beresford, and appointed to the command of a Portuguese 
Brigade. He was present at the battles of Corunna, Salamanca^ 
Vittoria and Nive, and the siege of St. Sebastian, for which he 
has the honor of wearing a cross and one clasp. He is a Knij^t 
Commander of the Bath, and of the Tower and Sword of Por- 
tugal. Subsequent to the latter service be was employed ofi die 
Staff of the Northern District m England. 
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469. Major-General John Granby Clay. 

This officer entered the army as an Ensign in CapUia 
Abercromby's Independent Company^ the 6th of Novemberi 
1782^ at the age of fifteen : he was reduced the folio wiiq; jear 
at the conclusion of the American war; he exchanged finom 
half-pay into the 43th regiment, the 28th of December. 1784; 
joined the regiment in Ireland the beginning of 1785, and eoi« 
barked for Grenada in the West Indies, early in 1786; be was 
promoted to a Lieutenancy, the 30th of April, 1788; and 
detached in 1793 with the light infantry to Tobago, Barbadoes, 
Martinique, and Dominica. In consequence of the 45lh bafing 
suffered severely from climate and the effects of the Bidam 
fever, the regiment was drafted in 1794, when lietttenant Clay 
volunteered his services with the 2nd battalion, of lif^t inftDliy 
on the expedition against Martinique under General Sir Charlef 
Grey, and was attached to the d3rd light company ; <m the at- 
tack of the enemy's positions in the rear of St. Piem^a, lieute- 
nant Clay volunteered and led the forlorn hope at the atormiDg 
of the Mome de Pin ; his party consisted only of a aegeant and 
twelve men, with part of whom he gained the summit just be- 
fore day-break in rear of the enemy's position, who findiqg him- 
self so unexpectedly assailed from that quarter, precipitately 
abandoned the post (leaving a brass field- piece in the haadi of 
the storming party,) but not until Lieutenant Clay had bioiaelf 
wounded the Trench officer who commanded ; after the capture 
of St. Pierre's he assisted at the siege and reduction of forts 
Louis and Bourbon. After tlie conquest of Martiini|U^ he 
accompanied the expedition against St. Lucie, and, on the aur- 
reuder of that island, he returned to England on the 1st of July, 
and purchased a company in the 105th regiment then ruau^ at 
Leeds. Hia commission bore date the 17th of April, 1794^ and 
m consequence of his standing in the army as a Lieutenant, he 
became the senior Captain, and on the l6th of September, 
1795, succeeded to the Majority ; the regiment being drafted 
soon afterwards he remained unattached for some time, and was 
then placed on half.psy. In December, 179Q, he was ap- 
pointed Brigade-Major to the forces in South Britain, and sta- 
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tioned at Canterbury, Brighton^ Lewes, and Aniode], being at- 
tached at different periods to Lieiitenant-Generals Bruce, Sir 
William Medows, Hulse, Cuyler, and Major-Gerieral Whyte. 
In 1798 he accompanied the brigade of guards to Ireland. 
On the 19th of May^ 1800, being appointed to the 2nd battalion 
of the 54tfi regiment, then under orders for secret service, he 
resigned bis Staff employment and joined his corps at Netley 
camp, and embarked soon after at Southampton, and sailed 
with the expedition under Lieutenant-General Sir James Pulte- 
ney to Belleisle, Ferrol, Vigo bay, &c. He was made lieu- 
tenant-Colonel by brevet the 1 St of January, 1801, and served 
with the army under General Sir Ralph Abercromby in Egypt ; 
was in the severe actions of the ISth and £ 1st of March, and 
present during the whole period of the siege of Alexandria ; he 
accompanied Major-Gcneral Coote's division of the army to 
the westward of Alexandria, and on the advance of the troops to 
attack a position of the enemy on the £2nd of August, he had 
bis charger killed under him by a French eighteen pounder on 
the heights of Marabout. He left Alexandria the latter end of 
December, and returned to England in April, 1809 ; was placed 
on half-pay shortly afterwards, in consequence of the reduction 
which took place. In July, 1803, he was appointed to die 
buffs, and ordered to London to superintend the army of reserve 
for Middlesex, cities of London and Westminster, and Tower 
Hamlets. In June, 1804, he was made Assistant Inspector- 
General of the additional force ; on the 2oth of November, 
1803, appointed Inspecting Field Officer of the Manchester 
recruiting district, and placed on the half-jiay of the 24th light 
dragoons. In May, 1808, very serious disturbances broke out 
at Manchester, and all the manufacturing towns for many miles 
round, which Lieutenant-Colonel Clay with very small means 
effectually quelled, in the course of a few days. Major-General 
Champagne, who commanded the north-west district, thanked 
him publicly for his active exertions on that occasion, and made 
very handsome mention of him to the Commander-in-Chief J in 
1809 he obtained the brevet rank of Colonel in the army. In 
April, 1812, most alarming riots again took place at Man- 
chester and its vicinity, when the mob assembled in very for- 
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midable numbers^ and proceeded to acts of violence and outrtge^ 
which obliged Colonel Clay to act against them with the troops 
in garrison. The disturbances, however, assumed so serious ai 
aspect in Lancashire, Cheshire, and West Riding of Yorkshire^ 
that Government ordered Lieutenant-General Maitland with a 
numerous Sta£f to Manchester^ and despatched a consiiferable 
force of cavalry, infantry, and horse artillery there ; bat die 
timely example he made of the mob at Middleton, (where they 
attacked the mill and burned the dwelling-house of a Mr. Bur- 
ton, a principal manufacturer, and had the audacity to fire upon 
the troops,) so completely dismayed them,, that they had ceased 
to assemble in any great numbers before the reinforcements 
arrived ; although the same bad spirit existed for many mondii 
afterwards. From the representations which were made te 
Government of the Colonel's services on this occasion, be wis 
made Colonel on the Sta£f (as appears by the annexed docu- 
ments), and continued in the command of a brigade at Man- 
chester until the 4th of June, 1813, when he wu made Major- 
General, and appointed to the Sta£f of the West Indies ; and 
whilst preparing for his departure for Barbadoes, he was waited 
upon by a numerous party of the principal gentlemen of Man- 
chester, and its immediate vicinity, who addressed him as 
follows : 

'^ General Clay — We are deputed, Sir, by a most respectable 
body of our fellow townsmen, to congratulate you upon jour 
recent promotion to the rank of Major-General ; ye^ at the 
same time, to express our concern that we shall consequently 
be deprived of your future services in this dbtrict, where yon 
have for so many years commanded with the greatest honor te 
yourself, and the highest satisfaction to the neighbouriiood. 
Under circumstances of considerable difficulty, and often with 
very circlimscribed means, you have happily quelled insurrections 
without any acts of severity ; and misguided mobs have found 
themselves obliged to own your lenity and forbearance. Per- 
mit us, therefore, to request that you vrill honor us by the 
ceptance of a sword and service of plate in recollection of 
important services, and also of the high esteem we entertain for 
you as a member of society. May success attend you in the 
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higher services in \vhich you will hereafter be engaged, and 
vrhenever your sword may be drawn in defence of your country, 
v/e feel assured, that the expectations of your Manchester friends 
will be realised to their fullest extent, and that we shall have 
the pleasure of congratulating you on your return to England, 
upon' brilliant and important services against the open and 
avowed enemies of this highly distinguished country." 
To this address the General made the following reply : 
'' Gentlemen — I return my sincere thanks to you and the 
higUy respectable body whom you represent, for your congra- 
tulations on my recent promotion, and for the kind concern 
you are so good as to express at my consequent removal from 
the Staff of this district. It is particularly gratifying to know 
that under the trying and unhappy circumstances to which you 
allude, my conduct, in the painful execution of my duty, was 
such as to merit your approbation ; and the reflection that I 
was instrumental in restoring tranquillity to Manchester and its 
vicinity, will always afford me the most heart-felt satisfaction. 
I lament my inability to express, in language commensurate with 
my feelings, the due sense I have of the high and distinguished 
honor conferred upon me by your sumptuous presents of a 
sword and service of plat^. They are sure and inestimable 
proofs of your friendship, and I accept of them with mingled 
emotions of gratitude and prid^,— -grateful for such obvious 
marks of your esteem-— proud that you deem me worthy of 
them. Permit me to offer you my warmest wishes for your 
health, happiness, and prosperity, and to thank you once more, 
not only for the signal honor you have done me this day, but for 
the uniform kindness 1 have experienced at your hands during 
xny residence amongst you, which has made an impression on 
roy mind that can never be effaced. When occasion shall pre- 
sent itself for drawing my sword against the avowed enemies of 
roy King and country, I trust I shalf neither disappoint your 
expectations, nor falsify your good opinion of me." 

The sword was of the value of 100 guineas, extremely su- 
perb, and exquisitely wrought. The blade had the following 
inscription : ^' To Major-General J. G. Clay. This sword waa 
most respectfully presented by his numerous friends in Man- 
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cheater and Salford, as a grateful memorial of his invaluable 
services in the local events of 1812, and of the esteem and ad- 
miration with which they have uniformly regarded I^s excellent 
deportment as an officer and a gentleman, during a residence of 
eight years in the district/' 

. A few days after this public mark of approbation, so bosor- 
able to his character and gratifying to iiis feelings, it was offi- 
cially notified to him that the Prince Regent had been gracioudy 
pleased to remove him from the Sta£f of the West Indies to that 
of Great Britain ; and he was directed to repair forthwith to 
Norman Cross, and take upon him the command of tbat depdt; 
in which command he continued until the 24th of September, 
1814, when his Sta£f employment ceased in consequence of the 
termination of the war with France. 

Mem. On Colonel Clay's relinquishing the situation of In- 
specting Field Officer, in consequence of hu appointment to the 
Sta£f of the North-West district, the officers on the recruiting 
service in the Manchester district, presented him ifilb an elegant 
silver tea service and two beautiful salvers, as a mark of dieir 
esteem.

'^ Dear Sir — At the desire of the several parties who have 
signed it, I have the honor to enclose the copy of a letter, which, 
under the sense we entertain of Colonel Clay's exertionSy we 
have felt it but justice to him to transmit to the Secretary of 
State. It occurs to us, that to Colonel Clay as an officer, it 
must be more especially important, if the sentiments we enter- 
tain were made known to the Commander-in-Chief, but feeUqg 
that it would be presumption in us to address His Royal Hig|i- 
ness on the subject, we trust that we shall be excused by yon if 
we lay the circumstances before you, in an anxious hope thal^ 
should you see no impropriety in the communication, you would 
honor us by taking such means as to you may seem most fitting

" Sir, — We trust that we shall be excused (when in conse- 
quence of the new military arrangement that has been made in 
this district. Colonel Clay has ceased to hold the responsible 
situation which he has for some time hitherto done in this 
neighbourhood) if we offer our unsolicited and unanimous 
testimony to his merits. It is in the knowledge of some of us, 
that the value of his former services has been reported to 
government, but we deem it only justice to him on this occasion 
further to state, that in the present crisis, his exertions have 
been unremitted ; that his co-operation with the Civil Power 
has been most active and acceptable, and that we consider his 
services to have been such as reflect honor on himself, and as 
having been of essential benefit to the public. We have availed 
ourselves of an opportunity, by Mr. Farrington's being in Lon- 
don, to request that he would be so good as to deliver this 
letter, knowing that his sense of Colonel Clay's services is as 
high as our own, and that, should it be the wish of government 
to have any further information on the subject, he is particularly 
qualified to give it.

470. Major-General Alexander Cosby Jackson. 

This officer was appointed £nsign in the 40th regiment in 
July, 1790 ; Lieutenant in the same corps in DecJember, 1793; 
embarked with them in November, 1793, for Toulon, botsAer 
seventeen weeks continuance in crowded transports, n.iever 
broke out among the men, whidi was very fatal^ and die r^pment 
was sent to Plymouth, and there disembarked. In March| 
1794^ he was appointed Captain of the late 94th (Lord ButchiiH 
son's regiment), and joined his corps at Guernsey ; he obtained 
the Majority of it in December, 1795; and in March, 1796f 
was placed on half-pay from the reduction and dissolution of 
the corps. In August, 1799^ he was appointed Major of his oM 
regiment the 40th, which he accompanied on the Helder eipe- 
dition, and was present at the battles of the 10th and \QAk of 
September, and 2nd of October ; in the second of these die 
gallant 40th suflfered very considerably in officers and men, and 
were highly distinguished and praised in the Duke of York's 
public letter and orders. In March^ 1800, he accompamcd 
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%is corps on a second expedition under General Pigot^ which 
was detained at Minorca some weeks^ and arrived in the Gulph 
of Genoa too late to co-operate with the Austrians who had 
unfortunately been defeated at Marengo. The expedition return- 
ed to Minorca, and joined the army under the late Sir Ralph 
Abercromby^ which proceeded to the unsuccessful attempt on 
Cadiz. In the latter end of 1800 he proceeded to Malta, and 
in Janoary, 1^01, obtained the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel. 
He continued in garrison at Malta and Minorca, until the 
peace of Amiens, when returning to England with the £nd 
battalion, he was placed on half-pay, September, 1802. In July, 
1803, he was, on the breaking out of the war, appointed to the 
Majority of the 67th regiment ; he joined that corps immediately 
in Ireland, proceded with them to Guernsey, and in April, 1B05, 
^embarked with them for the East Indies. In the passage out 
to India the fleet was attacked by Admiral Linois in the 
Marengo, with the Belle Poule Frigate, and the 67th had a 
man killed and two wounded in the desultory firing of that day. 
In 1808^ while with the 67th regiment in Bengal, he was 
selected to the command of the 5th Light-Infantry, which 
corps was trained by him, and ordered in a few months after 
their formation to march against Ranjut Sing, a predatory chief. 
In 1810 be obtained the rank, and in December of that year, 
the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 66th regiment, which regiment 
he joined in Ceylon, where he has held several important 
commands. In the brevet of the 4th of June, 1813, he was 
appointed Major-General, and to the Staff of Ceylon. In the 
late conquest of the Candian territory the Major-General direct- 
ed the movement of the 3rd division on the Northern side, and 
was engaged in the bloodless but fatiguing service of that cam- 
paign. The Major-General has had two yearsMeave of absence, 
and been something more than two years on half-pay: the 
remainder of his time has been employed on duty, and, in 
general, on foreign service. 

471. Major-Gbneral Gage John Hall. 

This officer was appointed Major in the late 78th foot the 
£3rd of December, 179^; bieutenant^Colonel in the army the 
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Itt of January, 1801 ; Lieuteoant-Colonel in the 7th Wot 
India regiment the dd of September, 1807; CcdoDcl ia 
the army in 1813 ; and Major-General the 4th of 3nae, 1811 
He served for some time as acting Governor of the island of 
Mauritius, from ^ivhence he lately returned. 

472. Major-Gen ERAL 
The Honorable William Blaquiere. 

This officer was a Captain in the army the 1st of August, 
1793 ; Captain in the 25th light dragoons the IQdi of Septem- 
ber, 1796; Major in the 25th light dragoons the 1st of Febm- 
ary, J 798 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 22d of Jinnaiy, 
1801 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 7l8t foot the SOth of July, 
1807 ; Colonel in the army the 25th of July, 1810; «iidMa|or- 
General the 4th of June, 1813. He was on half-paj sevenJ jeafs. 

473. Major-Genbral Henrt Greik Barry. 

This officer obtained an Ensigncy in the 15th foot the 25th 
of June, 1789i and a Lieutenancy the 4th of May^ 1791* He 
joined his regiment at Dominica in the spring of 1792, and re- 
turned in 1795. The 22d of May, 1794» he was promoCed to | 
a troop in the 7th dragoon guards ; he served m Irdaiid duriog 
the rebellion, and acted as Aid-de-Camp to Major-General Sir 
William Myers. The 23rd of January, 1800, he was reoioved 
to a Company in the 25th foot; the l6th of July he received a 
Majority in the 55th, from which he was removed to the 15di 
foot, the 2d of October, 1800; and the 4th of March, 180l| | 
was promoted to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the latterregjuiient. 
In January, 1805, he M'ent out to the West Indies, and retamed 
in June, 1808. He received the brevet of Colonel the 25th of 
July, 1810 ; and the 4th of June, 1813, that of Major-Gencrd. 
He subsequently served for some time on the Staff in Ifdand, 
and was stationed at Dublin, and subsequently at Limerick. 

474. Major-Genera L Thomas Browne. 
This officer was appointed to an Ensigncy in the 59th re- 
giment on the 24th of September, 1787 ; and to a Lieutenancy 
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in September^ 1789* He served two years at Gibraltar with 
this corps. In Janiiaryi 1793, be went to Jersey, and was there 
placed upon the Staff as Brigade-Major to Colonel James 
Henry Craig, (afterwards General Sir James Henry Craig^ 
K. B.) the Commander-in-Chief of that Island. In the autumn 
of 1793 he resigned his Staff situation to proceed on more ac- 
tive service with his regiment^ on an expedition for the reduc- 
tion of the French West India Islands, under General Sir Charles 
Grey, K. B. (afterwards Earl Grey.) When on the point of 
sailing for the West, he was suddenly detached with the 59th 
to the coast of Flanders. On its arrival off Nieuport, the ene- 
my had raised the siege, which,, with the tempestuous weather 
at the time on this coast, occasioned his regiment to return to 
Portsmouth. As Sir Charles's expedition had sailed, and a force 
was then collecting at this port under the orders of Major-Gene- 
ral the Earl of Moira, to co-operate with the Royalists on the 
coast of Brittany and Normandy, his destination was in conse- 
quence changed, and he proceeded with this expedition, as Lieu- 
tenant of light Inhntry, to Guernsey. However^ the object of 
the expedition to Lm Vendee being relinquished, after this army 
had remained for six weeks at the above Island, he embarked in 
May, 1794, for service in the Mediterranean, as Aid-de-Camp to 
Major-General Trigge, and acted in that capacity for two years 
at Corsica. There he succeeded to a Company, on the 3rd of 
September, 1796. In June, 1796, he went down to Gibraltar 
with the General, where he served with him two years, and in 
October, 1 79^^ returned to England. In January, 1799> Lieu- 
tenant-General Irigge was appointed Commander-in-Chief of 
the Windward and Leeward Charibbee Islands, aud he em- 
barked once more for foreign service, with this officer on his 
Staff. Towards the close of this year he was ordered to Eng 
land, with the GeneraPs dispatches from South America, on the 
aurrender of tho Dutch settlement of Surinam, by which means 
he obtained the brevet rank of Major, the 26th of August, 
1799 ; «"d on the 25th of November of that year he succeeded 
to tlie Majority of the 59th regiment. In the following spring 
he went out again to Martinique, and being on the expedi- 
R.M.Cal. lU. U 
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lion against the Danish and Swedish Islands of St* Bartholo- 
mew and St. Thomas's, with the Dutch and French Island of St. 
Martin's, the Commander-in-Chief selected him once more 
as the bearer of his dispatches to Europe, on the redactioo of 
those colonies. He thereby got the brevet of Lieutenant- Cdo- 
nel, on the 29th of March, 1801 ; and on the 30th of Maj» 1805, 
he was removed to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 69th rep- 
nient, which he joined at Jersey. On the £5th of Jolj, 1810, 
he attained the brevet rank of Colonel. After commandiiy the 
2nd battalion of the 69th for near seven years, he was ordered in 
December, 1811, to assume the command of the 1st battnUou 
of this corps in the East Indies. On his arrival at Madras he 
was nominated by the Government of Fort St. George to the 
command of the Auxiliary Forces at Goa, on the coast of Ma- 
labar. Soon after which this settlement was restored to the 
Portuguese, and our troops withdrawn accordingly. From Tel- 
licherry he crossed the Ghauts with his regiment, through the 
Wynaad country into the Mysore ; and shortly after he airivcd at 
Seringapatam, he was appointed Commandant of tlua memora- 
ble fortress, which he held, until his promotion [to the rank of 
Major-Oeneral, on the 4th of June, 1813, was notified firom the 
Presidency. On the 2nd of October, 1814,'he sailed ibrEniopr 
from Madras Roads, and on the 15th of February, 1815, the 
Prince Regent was graciously pleased to place him niton the 
Staflf of the Presidency of Fort St. George, where he ia noir 
serving as a Major-General, 

475. Major-Gbneral Louis De WATTETibLi. 

This officer served the campaigns in Flanders as an Ensign 
and lieutenant in a Swiss regiment in the Dutch service, waA as 
a Captain was employed in the campaigns of 1799aiMl 1800^ in 
Switzerland and Germany. The 1st of May, 1801, be waa ap* 
pointed Lieutenant*Colonel in the regiment '* De WattofiDe,*' 
witli which he served in Egypt^ Malta, the kingdom of NaplM, 
and Sicily. He was present at the surrender of Alexandria in 
1801, and at the battle of Maida, the 4th of June, 1806. Tbi 
7th of May, 1813, he was appointed Colonel of the regimint, 
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andlhe 4th of June, 1813, Major-General. He served for 
some time on the Staff in Canada. 

Major-General De WatteviUe has the honor of wearing a 
medal for the battle of Maida. 

476. Maios^Gekeral Sib John Lambert, K.C.B. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the Ist foot guards 
in 1791. He served in Flanders, and was present at the 
siege of Valenciennes, action at Lincelles, and siege of Dunkirk. 
The gth of October, 1793, he was appointed Lieutenant and 
Captain ; and the 14th of May, 1794, Adjutant. He served 
with the Guards in Ireland during the rebellion, and in the expe- 
dition to the Helder as Adjutant to the 3rd battalion. The l^th 
of May, 1801, he succeeded to a company, with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel ; to the brevet of Colonel the 25th of Julj, 
1810; and was appointed Major-General the 4th of June, 
1813. 

This officer also served in the expedition to Walcheren, and 
in the Peninsula under the Duke of Wellington, on whose Staff 
he was placed in 1813, and on the 2nd of July in that year, 
appointed to command a brigade in the 6th division. He had 
the command of a brigade at the battles of Nivelle, Nive, 
Orthes, and Toulouse. He served also on the Staff of the 
army employed on a particular service in America, under the 
late Major-General Sir E. M. Pakenham ; and in Januaiy, 1815, 
succeeded to the command of the army on the coast of Louisi- 
ana, in consequence of the death of Major-Generals Pakenham 
and Gibbs, at the attack on New Orleans. He subsequentlj 
served in Flanders, where he was present at the battle of Water- 
loo, in command of the 10th British brigade, in the 6th division^ 
and consisting of the 4tfa, 27th, 40th, and 81st repments. 

I1ie Major-General has the honor of wearing a cross on ac- 
count of the battles in die Peninsula above enumerated, and is 
a Knight Commander of the Bath ; a Knight of the Third 
Class of St. Wladimir, of Russia ; and a Commander of ther 
Order of Maximilian Joseph, of BaV^ria. 
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477- Majob-Genebal 
Sir Jambs Willoughby Gordon, Bart., K.C.B* 

This officer was appointed Rosign in the G6th foot tbe ]7tli 
of October, 1783 ; and in 1786 joined his regiment in the West 
Indies, where he remained till 1790. The 5tb of March, 1789, 
he W9L8 promoted to a Lieutenancy; and in the spri ngof 179^ 
again joined his regiment in the West Indies, and accompaoied 
it to Gibraltar in 1793. From thence he went up as a folunteer 
with Lord Hood's fleet to Toulon, where he remained till Oc- 
tober, and then returned to Gibraltar. In 1794 he was sent to 
England; the 2nd of September, 1793, promoted to a company, 
aud went to Ireland as Aid-de-Camp to General Dalrymple; he 
was subsequently employed in Ireland as Assistant Adjutant- 
General to the Northern District, llie 9th of November, 
17979 he succeeded to a Majority in his corps ; and io March, 
1708, went to Halifax to join it. He commanded the€6th till 
1799> and was then appointed Military Secretary to the Duke 
of Kent^ at that time Commander-in-Chief in British Nortli 
America; in 1800 he returned with His Royal Highnea s to 
England. The 21st of May, 1801, he was appointed LieaCe- 
nant-Colonel in (he 85lh ; he embarked with that regiment on a 
secret expedition, and commanded it in Madeira and Jftmuca. 
He was appointed Deputy Adjutant-General in Jamaica, and 
remained there till 1803, when he returned home ; and in May 
of that year was appointed Permanent Assistant Quarter-Master- 
General, and employed under General Sir David Dundasintbe 
Southern District. In January, 1804, he was appointed Deputy 
Barrack-Master-General to the Forces; the 4th of Augnst 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the 9^ud foot, and Military Secretary to 
the Commander-in-Chief, the Duke of York. The 13th of 
June, 1808, Lieutenaut-Coloncl-Commandant of the Royal 
African Corps; in March, 1809, Military Secretary to Sir 
David Dundas, the Commander-in-Chief; in October, 1800, 
Commissary-in-Chicf; the 23th of July, 1810, Colonel of the 
Koyal African Corps ; Quarter-Master-General in 1812; the 
4th of June, 1813, Major-General ; and the 27th of November, 
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1815| appointed Colonel of the 85th foot, his present regiment. 
He is a Knight Commander of the Military Order of the Batb^ 
and in October, 1818, was created a Baronet of Great Britain. 

In 1812 this officer Mas nominated to the Staff of the Duke 
of Wellington's army, but from which he returned a few weeks 
after his appointment. He is a Member of the Consolidated 
Board of General Officers ; one of the Conmnissioners of the 
Royal Military College; and of the Royal Military Asylum. 

In the examination of this officer in 1809y before the Conn 
mittee of the House of Commons, appointed to investigate the 
conduct of the Duke of York, he was required to state the 
length and nature of bis services in the army, to which he 
replied: — '* I have served His Majesty very nearly for twenty-six 
years ; for the last twenty-four of which I have been employed 
in every part of the worldj (the East Indies excepted,) \%here 
His Majesty's troops have been stationed, and with ver> little 
yntermission. I have been four times to the West Indies, and 
have been there nearly six years. I have been twice to America ; 
I have been all over the Mediterranean ; J have commanded a 
regiment in America ; I have commanded a regiment in the 
West Indies. It has been my fortune^ very undeservedly per- 
haps, to have a sword voted for my services, and to : ave been 
repeatedly thanked by General Officers under whom I have been 
placed. It is perhaps a singular part of my service, that I have 
not only served in every situation in the army, from an Ensign up 
to my present rank, that a gentleman could serve in, but I have 
also served in every situation upon the Staff of the army, with* 
out one single exception. Of this servici , ' elve years I was a 
subaltern, nine of that in constant regimental duty ; five years, 
I think, as Major ; two or three years a9 Lieutenant-Colonel 
ivith my regiment : the greatest part of that time abroad." 

The following is this officer's opinion on an important military 
question, the origin of purchaaei and sales of commissions in 
the army, and the effect they have upon the army, delivered 
before the Committee of the House of Commons, lOth of Fe* 
bruary, 1809:— 

'' I believe that the origin of the purchase and sale of com- 
missions arises pretty much as follows : In every other Krtice 
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in Europe, it is understood that the Head of the army has the 
power of granting pensions to the officers of the army, in pro- 
portion to their rank and services ; no such power exists in the 
Head of the army in this country ; therefore when an officer 
is arrived at the command of a regiment^ and is, from long service, 
infirmity, or wounds, totally incapable of proceeding with that 
regiment upon service, it becomes necessary to place a more 
efficient officer in bis stead. It is not possible for His Majesty 
to increase the establishment of the army at his pleasiire, by 
appointing two Lieutenant-Colonels where one only is fixed upon 
the establishment ; nor is it consistent with justice to place an 
old officer upon the half-pay, or deprive him -altogether of his 
commission : there is, therefore, no alternative but to allow him 
to retire, receiving a certain compensation for bis former ser^ 
vices ; what that compensation should be, has been awanled 
upon due consideration by a Board of General Officers, that sat 
I think forty or fifty years ago, somewhere about 1762 or 1765 ; 
diey, taking into consideration the rank, and the pay of each 
rank, awarded a certain sum that each officer who was allowed 
to retire, should receive upon retiring ; that sum is called ' the 
regulation price of commissions/ The bearing that tbb has 
upon the army is a very extensive question, but there can be no 
doubt that it is extremely advantageous for those officcta who 
cannot purchase.! I cannot better illustrate it to the Committee, 
than by stating an example : We will suppose of the 1st regi- 
ment, the third Captain cannot purchase, the first and second 
can ; if those two officers could not purchase, it is very efident 
that the third Captain would remain much longer third Captan, 
than if they were removed out of his way, by purchase, ill the 
great body of the army ; and if no officer can be allonred to 
purchase, unless he is duly qualified for promotion without par- 
chase, there cannot possibly be any objection to such regublion, 
nor can it be said that any unexperienced officer is appcnaled 
by purchase, over the heads of others better qualified than him- 
self, no officer being allowed to purchase but such as ia duly 
qualified by His Majesty's regulations." 
" Upon the whole, you consider the present mode in whtcb 
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purchases md sales of commbsions is liraitedy as advantageous 
to the service f* '' As a matter of opinion^ I certainly do." 

478. Major-Genbral Michael Head. 

This officer was appointed to a Cometcy the 5rd of Deeem- 
ber, 1785 ; to a Lieutenancy the 3 1st of January, 1790 ; and to af 
Troop in the same regiment (the 12th light dragoons,) the 9 1st 
of August, 1793. He obtained a Majority in the 8th light dragoons 
the 19th of July, 1799. The 4th of June, 1801, he was appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the 1 3dilight dragoons ; Colonel, by breyet, 
in August, 1810 ; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. He 
was employed part of 1703, the whole of 1794, and part of 
1795, in the Mediterranean, and in the reduction of the Island 
of Corsica, under the command of the late Sir Charles Skiart. 
In 1797f 1798, and 1799i he was employed in Portugal and 
Minorca ; he was present at the landing of the British troops, 
in 1798, in the Island of Minorca, at which period he was 
Aid-de-Camp to lieutenant-General the £arl ofRosslyn; and 
was also at the siege of Cicudella in that Island. In 1810, 1 1, 
I2f and 13, he served as commanding officer of the 13th light 
dragoons in the Peninsula under Lord Wellington, from whence 
he returned on his promotion to the rank of Major-General. 

Major-General Head retains the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of 
the 13th light dragoons. 

479* Major-General Joseph Fuller. 

Appointed Ensign in the 2nd foot guards in August, 1792* 
in 1793, and part of 1794, he served in Flanders; he was 
present at the sieges of Valenciennes and Dunkirk, and in all 
the actions of that campaign. The £2nd of January, 1794, ht 
succeeded to a Lieutenancy, widi the rank of Captain. In June, 
1798, he embarked on a secret expedition under Lieutenant- 
General Hulse, and landed on the coast of Ireland, in whidi 
country he served one year during the rebellion ; in 1799 he 
served in the expedition to the Helder, and was present in the 
principal actions. He was appointed Aid-de-Camp to. Lieu- 
tenant-General Hulse, and remained on that officer's Staff till 
June, 1801 ; the 18th of June, in the latter year, he succeeded 
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to a company in liis regiment^ with the rank of LdeatenanC-Colo* 
nel. In December, 1808, he embarked on a secret ezpeditxm 
under Major-General Sir J. C. Sherbrooke, and 'in April 
following landed at Lisbon ; and was appointed to command 
the light companies of the 2nd brigade of guai da, with the rifle 
company of the 60th regiment. He was at the passage of the 
Douro^ the 12th of May, 1809; and at the battle of Talavera, 
where he served as Lieutenant-Colonel^ commaodiff^ the 
Coldstream guards^ and for which service he has the honor of 
wearing a medal. He has since served on the Staff in Eagbnd. 
The 25th of July, 1810, he received the brevet of Colonel; 
and of Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. 

480. Major-General Sir Manlbt Power, K.C.B. 

Appoi NTEo Ensign in the 20th foot m 1785 ; Lieutemnt in 
1789; Captain in an Independent Company in June, 1793, 
from which he exchanged to the 20th foot in 1794; he waa 
promoted to a Majority in his regiment in 1799; lientenanU 
Colonel in the army in June, 1801 ; Lieuteoant-Colonel b the 
d2nd foot the 6ih of June, 1805 ; Colonel in the army the £5lh 
of July, 1810; and Major-General the 4th of Jane, 1813. 
This officer has served two ^ears in Halifax, Nova Scotia; be 
was in the expedition to Holland in I799» and was preaant at 
all the actions of that campaign; at Minorca in 1800; md in 
the campaign in Egypt in 1801, where he was preaent at the 
siege and capitulation of Alexandria. In October, ISOS, he 
was reduced to half-pay. From 1803 to 1805, he served oa 
the Staff in England as Assistant Adjatant-Geueral. He served 
with the Duke of Wellington's army in Spain, until his prono» 
tion to the rank of Major-General, when he was dinectcd to 
return to England ; but his destination waa on the same day 
changed, and he was attached to the Portuguese army under 
Marshal Beresford. He commanded a Portuguese brigade 
at the battles of Salamanca, Vittoria, Niveile, Orthes, and Ton- 
louse, for which he has the honor of ^eaimg a Cross and one 
Clasp; and was appointed a Knight Commander of the Por- 
tuguese Order of the Tower and Sword. He aubaequeatly 
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served on the Staff in Canada^ and is at present on the Staff at 
Malta. This officer is a Knight Commander of the Order of the 
Bath. 

481. Major-Gbneral Thomas Gage Montrbsor. 

Tjiis officer^ in nSQ, obtained a Subaltern's commission in 
the 18th, or Royal Irish regiment, and proceeded immediately 
to join his corps, then stationed at Gibraltar. After a residence 
of two years there, he returned to Bngland, and was in a short 
time appointed Assistant-Deputy-Quarter-Master-General on 
the home Staff; but the war with France breaking out, he got 
himself iraiisferred to the same department in the force under 
the command of the Earl of Moira, with whom he served in 
Flanders, and until the dispersion of the troops he commanded* 
Durmg this period, in the year 1794, he purchased a Company 
in the Royal Irish. The latter end of the year 1 795 he went to 
join his regiment, then senring in Corsica, and was immediately 
appointed Aid-de-Camp to the Commander-in-Chief, Lieutenant- 
General De Burgh, by whom be was twice sent on important 
business to Italy. On the evacuation of the Mediterranean by 
the British troops, this officer proceeded to Lisbon, and after- 
wards to England. General De Burgh, (Earl of Clanricarde,) 
having been appointed to the Staff in Ireland, he again named 
him his Aid-de-Camp. At the period of the landing of the 
French under General Humbert, His Lordship was confined to 
his bed by sickness, but gave this officer leave to join the army 
in the field, where he acted as Brigade- Major, until the affair of 
Ballynanick terminated that short service. In May, 1799* he 
was appointed to the Majority of an Albanian corps, which His 
Majesty's Ministers intended should be employed in co-operation 
with the British troops in Egypt. For this purpose he embark- 
ed at Yarmouth, and travelled through Germany, to Trieste, and 
sailed down the Adriatic to Corfu. After remaining there some 
time, he went to the Island of Malta, and obuined permission 
to join the expedition proceeding to Egypt, which he fortunately 
fell in witli at sea. He was now appointed Aid-de-Camp to 
Lord Hutchinson; and after die battle of the 21st of March, be 
was detached with Colonel Spencer, when that officer marched 
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against Rosetta, He was directed by Cobnel Spencer to tile 
the charge of the Captaia Pacha's battalions, which were com- 
manded by Germans, and became die usual channel of commu- 
nication with His Highness. He was subsequently detached by 
the Commander-iu-Chief to the Grand Vizier, with whom he 
i¥as at the battle of Alhauh, and on various important occuioiit. 
But after the capture of Cairo he was ordered to England with 
dispatches, when he had the rank of lieutenant-Colonel confer- 
red on him. Peace between France and England having been 
shortly after proclaimed, he exchanged into the ttnd leginient 
of dragoons, serving in India. After commanding this fine regi- 
ment in various parts of the Peninsuh of India, he was nominate 
ed, in 1806, to the important conmiand of the Subeidiary force 
at Hydrabad. Here a serious insurrection took phice, headed 
by the able ex-minister Mohijsut Ram, against whom lienle- 
naut-Colonel Montresor was ordered to march. Having effect- 
ually prevented hb entering the southern dominotti of the Ni- 
zam, and forced him to cross the rivers Tapty and Nnilraddah, 
he returned to Hydrabad, the object of the expedition being ac- 
complished. Two dangerous mutinies in the Madras army hav- 
ing occurred during Lieutenant-Colonel Montresoi^s command 
at this station, were suppressed in a great measure bj the sleps 
he pursued. He was recalled from Hydrabad in S^Mmnber, 
1809, by the Government of Madras, and appointed tin next 
month by the Govemor-Greneral to the no less importent com- 
mand of the troops serving His Highness the Peiahwn. Here 
he was twice employed in the field in successful operalimi^ but 
was obliged, in consequence of his promotion to the lank of 
Major-General, dated the 4th of June, 1813, to resign Us com- 
mand and return to England, when he found peace Ind been 
concluded with France. 

482. Major-General 
Matthew Chit Darby Griffith. 

Appointed Ensign in the 44th foot in 1791, and removed 
to the 1st foot guards in 1792. He served in Flanden firom 
November, 1793, to the 8th <tf May, 1794, when he was pro- 
moted to a Lieutenancy, with the rank of Captain. He was in 
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the battles of the l6tb, 17di, and 26th of April, 1794; and ia 
the actions of the 27th of August, the lOth and 19th of Septem- 
b«-, the 2nd and 6th of October, 1799> in Holland^ The 3rd 
of July, 1801, he was promoted to a Company, with the rank of 
lieutenant-Colonel. He served a part of the campaign m Spam, 
under Sir John Moore, and was in the action at Lugo, and in 
the batde of Corunna. The 25th of July, 1810, he received 
the rank of Colonel; and the 4di of June, 1813, that of Major- 
General. 

483. Major-Gen£ral Ralph Darling. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 45th foot in Ma^, 
1793; he joined his corps at Grenada in August, and was em^ 
ployed from March, 1795, to the end of that year, against the in- 
surgents; the Negroes, assisted by the French from Guadaloupe, 
having revolted and murdered the Governor, and a number of 
the inhabitants. In September, 1795, he was promoted to a 
Lieutenancy in the 45th ; and in January, 1796> removed and 
appointed Lieutenant and Adjutant in the 15th foot, which re- 
giment he joined in Martinique; and in August, 1796> he was 
appointed by Sir Ralph Abercromby, Military Secretary, and 
left in that Island with General Graham, who then commanded 
in the West Indies. In September, 1796, he was promoted to a 
Company in the 27th; and January, 1797| he volunteered vriih 
the expedition sent against Trinidad, and was present* at die 
surrender of that Island. [In July, 1797| he wu appointed 
Military Secretary to General Morshead, who commanded in the 
West Indies ; and in October to General Ciiyler, who succeeded 
to the command in the West Indie^. In May, 1 798, he returned 
to England with General Coyler, and in July was appointed his 
Aid-de-Camp; in January, 1799^ Military Secretary to Sir 
Thomas Trigge, who was sent to the West Indies as Com- 
mander-in-Chief; in July be proceeded with the eipeditlon 
against Surinam, and was present at the surrender of that Colony. 
In February, 1 800, he was appointed Major in the 4tb West 
India regiment; in Aprils 1801, was in the expedition against 
the Danish and Swedish Islands, and present at the surreftiderof 
St. Bartholomew's^ St. Martin's, St. Thomas's, and St^ Croix. 
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In July^ 1801, this officer was promoted to i Lieuteiitii(« 
Colonelcy in the 69th; he continued as Military Secretary in 
the West Indies till July, 1802, when he returned to England. 
In July, 1 Q' Sf he was appointed Assistant-Quarter-Master-Gene- 
ral, and attached to the home district. In April, 1805, he ac- 
companied his regiment to India, but returned in 1806, and was, 
the 8th of May, removed into the 5l8t foot. In August, 1806, 
he was appointed Principal-Assistant-Adjutant-Genera], and 
atationed at the Horse Guards; in which situation he continiied 
till September, 1808, when he accompanied his regiment to 
Spun, and was present with it before Lugo, on the 7th of Ja- 
nuary, 1809, and on the l6th before Corunna, for which he has 
the honor of wearing a medal. On his return to England he 
resumed his StaflF appointment; in July, 1809, he was appointed 
Deputy-Adjutant to the troops sent to the Scheldt, and was at 
the siege and surrender of Flushing in August. In September 
he rettumed to England, and resumed his Staff situation ; and in 
1814 was appointed Deputy- Adjutant-General. 'IVis officer 
received the rank of Colonel the 25th of Jiilv, 1810; and that 
of Major-General the 4di of June, 18 IS. In 1819 Major-Ge- 
neral Darling was appointed to the head of the Staff of the Isle 
of France, and where he continues entirely engaged in suppress- 
ing that nefarious traffic in slaves which has been so long notorimia 
in the Mauritius. Major-General Darling is a member of die 
Consolidated Board of General Officers; one of tbeCoaunif- 
sioners of the Royal Military College, and of the Royal MiUtaiy 
Asylum. 

484. Major-General George Horsford. 

Appointed Ensign in the 67th foot the 15th of Aogoat, 
1787; Lieutenant the 14th of October, 1790. This officer 
served as Ensign and Lieutenant in Aniigua, Grenada and 
Martinique. The 17di of September, 1794, he obtained a 
Company in the 58th, and was appointed Aid-de-Camp to Ma- 
jor-General Leland. The 4th of June, 1796, he received a 
Majority in the 58th foot, from which he removed to the ggdi, 
the SOth of August, 1799- He served in the Mediterranean IS 
months, and subsequently in the West Indies, commanding die 
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59tfa, and as Deputj-Adjutant-General in Jamaica. The 28th 
of August, 1801, he was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of die 
4th West India regiment, from which he removed the £6th of Ja- 
nuary, 1809, t(» the I8th foot. The 25th of Jul>, 1810^ he had 
the brevet of Colonel in the army; and the 4th of June, 1813^ 
the rank of Major-General. From the Staff of the West Indies 
Major-General Horsford was removed on the commencement 
of war with America to the command of the forces, and Lieute- 
nant Government, of the Bermudas, which situation ill health 
obliged him to vacate and return to England. 

485. Majob-Gbneral Randolph Marriott. 

Appointed Ensign and Lieutenant in an Independent Com- 
pany in 1793 ; Captain in the 99th, the 17th of February, 1794 ; 
and Captain 31 Mt foot, the 30th of July following. In May, 
1 796, this officer was employed under Sir Ralph Abercromby in 
the West Indies, and in 1797 he returned to England. The 
19th of January, 1797, he succeeded to a Majority in the 3l8t; 
in 1799 was employed in the expedition to the Helder; 
and in 1800 on the coast of Spain. The 9th of October, 1800, 
he rectived a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 9th ; and m 1802 
was placed on half-pay. In 1803 he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the lltb Reserve; from which he was removed to 
the S4th foot, the 1st of September, 1804 ; and in May, ]808, 
he sailed to the Cape of Good Hope, to take the command 
of the 1st battalion of that corps. The regiment being ordered 
to India, he sailed with it on the l6th of June, 1810, in com- 
pan * of the following East Indiamen : Ceylon, William Pitt, 
Astell, Windham, and Euphrates, and on the next day separated. 
On the 3rd of July, in the Mosambique Cbaimel, the Ceylon, 
Astei., and Wnidham only being in company, (of the former of 
which ihiis officer was on board) were attacked by a French 
squadron, the Bellone and Minerva of 50 guns each, and 
Victor sloop, 20 guns. After an action of five hours, the 
Ceylon and Windham, having a number of killed and wotinded, 
and the ships being too much disabled to be managed, were 
obliged to surrender ; the Astell escaped in the dark. In this 
action Colonel Marriott was severely wounded. He was taken 
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to the Isle of France, where he remamed a close jprisoner until 
the 3rd of December, when the Island was taken by die 
British, after which he proceeded to India to join his lepment, 
and where he remained until March, 1814, when he was re^ 
called to Europe, upon his promotion to the rank of Mqor- 
General, there being no vacancy in India. 

The 25th of July, 1810, he received the brevet of Colonel ; 
and the 4th of June, 1813, that of Major-General. 

486. MaJOR-GeNERAL LaCHLAN MACQUAEtS. 

This officer entered the service as Ensign in the 2nd bat- 
talion of the 84th foot, the 9th of April, 1777. He performed 
garrison duty at Halifax and other parts of Nova Scotia, in 
North America, for four years, from 1777 to 17B1 induaive. 
The 18th of January, 1781, he obtained a lieutenancy in the 
1st battalion 71st foot. He did garrison doty at New York 
and Charlestown in North America, and in the island of 
Jamaica in the West Indies for three years. He was reduced 
on half-pay the 4th of June, 1784 ; and appobted lieutenant 
in the 77th regiment the 25th of December, 1787 ; and Cap- 
tain the 9th of November, 1788. Captain Maeqoarie served 
in various parts of India from the Srd of August, 1788^ to the 
1st of January, 1805 ; he was present at the siq^es of Ganna- 
nore in 1790, at Seringapatam in 1791> at Cochin in 1795, 
and at Columbo in 1796. The Srd of May, I7969 be sac- 
ceeded to a Majority in the 86th foot. He continued to ierve 
in various parts of India and in Egypt during the above men* 
tioned periods. He was present at the battle of Seedaseer, and 
at the siege of Seringapatam in India in 1799; be was on 
actual service in Malabar and in some petty engagementa diere, 
and was present at the si^e of Alexandria in C^ypt, in fbe 
year 1801. The 7th of November, 1801, he was appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the 7Srd foot. He served at home as 
Assistant- Adjutant-General on the London Staff from July^ 
1803, till April, 1805 ; and afterwards in India with the 80di 
regiment, in the field, in 1805 and I8O6. He returned boae 
in 1807, to join the 73rd regiment ; and in May,'1809, waa aent 
out to New South Wales as Governor and CommandeMU- 
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Chief of that settkmeiit and its dependencies, acRI where he is 
still serving. The 25th of July, 1810, he received the rank of 
Colonel; md of Major-General the 4th of June, 1813. 

487. Major-General Herbert Taylor. 

This officer jomed the British army in Flanders, in April, 
1793, as Secretary to Sir James Murray, then Adjutant-Ge- 
neral, and was present as a volunteer at the action of St. Amand 
on the 8th of May, the battle of Famars on the 2drd, the sieges 
of Valenciennes, and Dunkirk ; and at most of the actions 
during that campaign. The 25th of March, 1794, he was 
appointed Comet in the 2nd dragoon guards ; and the 17th of 
July following, Lieutenant. Upon the return of Sir James 
Murray to England, this officer continued widi the Duke of 
York as an Assistant Secretary ; he was present (in general 
joining his regiment in the field as Cornet or Lieutenant) at the 
battles of the 17th, 22nd, and 26th of April near Cateau; of 
the 10th, 17th, and 22nd of May near Touniay ; and at some 
of the less important affiiirs during that campaign, and the 
retreat through Holland. The 6th of May, 1795, he was pro- 
moted to a troop in his regiment. 

When His Royal Highness returned to England, Captain 
Taylor was appointed Secretary to the Commander of the 
British forces on the Continent, and continued in that situation 
with Lieutenant-General Harcourt, and Sir David Dundas, 
until the l6th of September, 1795; when he returned to Eng- 
land in consequence of being appointed Aid-de-Camp to the 
Commander-in-Chief, the 1st of August, 179^ ; and soon after 
Assistant Secretary in His Royal H^ness's office. In July, 
179B, Captain Taylor, having leave of absence from the Duke 
of York, attended Lord Comwallis (appointed Lord lieutenant) 
to Ireland, in the situations of Military and Private Secretary, 
and Aid-de-Camp. He continued widi His Lordship until 
February, 1799» when he returned to England, on being ap* 
pointed Private Secretary to the Duke of York : in September, 
1799^ he attended His Royal Highness to Holland, and was 
present at the battles of the 19th of September, the 2nd and 
6th of October in that year. Captain Taylor remained with 
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Sir James Pulteney as Secretary, until the return of the troops 
from North Holland; the SSnd of January, 1801, he wai 
promoted to a Majority in the 2nd dragoon guards ; the S6di 
of December following to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 9di 
West India regiment; the 18th of March, 1803, he was placed 
on half-pay : and the 26th of May, 1803, appointed to a Com* 
pany in the Coldstream guards. 

This officer continued in the situation of Private Secretary, 
and Aid-de-Camp to the Duke of York, until the 13tb of June, 
1805, when he was appointed Private Secretary to His Ma- 
jesty ; he received the rank of Colonel the 25th of July, 1810. 
In March, 1812, he was appointed one of the Trustees of the 
King's private property, and soon after (in consequence of the 
Regency,) Private Secretary to the Queen ; the 4th of June, 
1813, he obtained the rank of Major-General. lo November, 
1813, he was ordered on special service to Holland, and a few 
days after bis return from the army under Sir Thomas Grabam, 
in March, 1814, he was sent on a military misttoa to the 
Crown Prince of Sweden, to Sir Thomas Graham, and to the 
Hague. In December, 1818, he was appointed Master of 
Katherine's Hospital ; and has lately been nominated e Knight- 
Commander of the Hanoverian Guelphic Order. 

488. Major-Gen EBAL Sir Robert TuoMAa Wilson. 

This officer, son of Mr. Benjamin Wilson, a distiDguisbed 
historical and portrait painter, after being some time at the desk 
of a respectable solicitor, joined, as a volunteer, the amy ooder 
the Duke of York in Flanders, in 1793, and was ^ipoioted 
Cornet in the 15th dragoons in i\pril, 1794. He aerrad all 
those campaigns, and was present at the principal battlea and 
actions till the return of the cavalry. . For his conduct m the 
action at Villers en Couch6 (the particulars of which will be 
found with Major-General Aylett*s services. No. 374,) the Mk 
of April, 1794, he received from the Emperor of Anstria the 
gold medal and ribband of Maria Theresa, accompanied with a 
gold chain. The 31st of October, 1794, he was appoioled 
Lieutenant, and Captain in the same year. He served OB the 
Staff as Aid-de*Camp to Major-General St. John during the 
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rebellion in Ireland ; and in 1 799 went to Holland, and was 
present in all the considerable actions. In June, 1800, he sue* 
ceeded to a Majority in Hompesch's mounted riflemen. He 
went through Oeroiany and Italy by Marmora and Cyprus to 
^?ypt> tnd was present in all the battles and actions of the 
campaign in the latter country ; he afterwards embarkad with 
the expeihlion for Corfu. In February, 180S, he was appointad 
Lieutenant-Colonel in Hompesch's corps, and in October placed 
on half-puy. He served as Inspecting Field-Officer of Yeomanry 
Cavalry to the counties of Devon, Somerset, and part of Corn- 
wall. In August, 1804, he was appointed Lieutenant*Colonel 
in the 19ih light dragoons; in March, 1805, he was removed 
to the 20ih, and went to the Brazils and Cape of Good Hope ; 
he was present at thtf capture of the latter place. This officer 
next accompanied Lord Hutchinson to the Continent, and was 
attached to the combined aimies, and present in all the opera* 
tions, battles, and actions, from the one at Pultusk to that of 
Friedland inclusive ; he returned from thence through St. Peters^ 
burg, and was immediately sent back to the latter place on a 
special mission ; and came to England in December, 1807* The 
Portuguese Minister in London, having in 1808 proposed that 
the Portuguese refugees in this country should be embodied 
under British Officers and sent to Portugal, Sir Robert 
Wilson was selected to superintend this levy, having under him 
Lieutenant-Colonel Perponcher and Major Baron Eben, In 
Augubt of that year, Sir Robert went to Portugal. He raised 
and formed the Royal Lnsitaman Legion, and was engaged in 
Yarious encounters with the eiiePiv in Castille and Estremadunii 
.during and for several months after the retreat of the British 
from Spain. lie was ordered by General Cuesta and Marshal 
Beresford to take the command of a corps of 10,0(X) men on 
the lietar; but the battle of Midellin frustrating that arrange-* 
ment, lie was afterwards directed to take the command of tlm 
advanced guard of Marshal Beresford*s army, in pursuit of Mar- 
shul .>oult: subsequently he was ordered into Spain by Sv 
Arthur Weilesi^} to command a Legion and a Spanish BrigMfo* 
and formed tii« advance of the combined arm). He was en- 
gaged in various encounters^ and penetrated within nine iiilrs of 
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Madrid. At the battle of Talavera be was potted irilh infittttiy 
and guns, but without cavaby, two miles in rear of the enem/s 
centre, within half a mile of his bead-quarters, and finally cut 
oflF; but saved the corps under his command by passing the 
mountains, and at Bainos fought the enemy, 12,000 infiuitiy and 
1500 cavalry and SO guns, for nine hours, baving under bis com- 
mand neither guns nor cavalry, and only 3000 infantiy^ of wbich 
2200 kept posts that covered passes. Sir Robert's guns were 
saved ; but marched by another route on the first *"!ipi^linn of 
Sir Arthur Wellesley's movement on the Tagus* Since Aia 
period. Sir Robert Wilson was constantly -employed as Biitiah 
Military Correspondent at the head-quarters of the allied armiei 
on the Continent, and was present in the principal occurrences 
that took place in the eventM years of 1812, 161S, and 1814. 
At the battle of Lutzen Sir Robert, in person, rallied a Pmstian 
detachment, and carried the village of Gros Gorscben, of which 
be kept possession for several hours, until the evenings wbca 
the enemy renewed the attack with three columos, and drove 
the allied troops almost entirely from this position* At this 
period Sir Robert received the command of the Emperor Alex- 
ander to put himself at the head of the Prussian reserve, which 
having done, and uniting himself with the Russians, who were 
still disputing the skirts of the village with the enemy, he dnnre 
the French back to Lutzen, and at the close of the conbjat re- 
mained master of the contested spot. 

The 25th of July, 1810, he received the rank of Colooel m 
the army; the lOtfa of December, 1812, the laeutnaat-Co- 
looelcy of the 22nd light dragoons 4 and the 4th of JoM^ IBIS, 
was appointed Major-General. 

Sir Robert Wilson is a Knight Commander of the Tower 
and Sword of Portugal; of Maria Theresa of Austria; of St 
Anne and St George of the Third Class, of Russia; and of the 
Red Eagle of Prussia. 

Sir Robert Wilson has published the followiiq; miUlary and 
political works : — ^An Account of the Campaign in 1801, becpssn 
the French army of the East, and the Eoglish and Twfciah 
Forces in Egypt TnmsUted Irom die French of Oeatfal 
Rcgnier, Bvo. 1802. An Histoiicd Account of the BMA 
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Expedition to Egypt, iivith some importaDt facts relative to 
General Buonaparte, 4to. 1802. The British Expedition to 
Egypty carefully abridged from the larger Volume, 12mo. 
1803. An inquiry into the present state of the Military Force 
of the British Empire, 8vo. 1804. Account of the Campaq^ 
in Poland in- 18()6 and 1807| with remarks on the character and 
composition of the Russian army, 4to. 1811; and lastly a Sketch 
of the Military and Political power of Russia. 

The share Sir Robert Wilson had in effecting the escape of 
Monsieur Lavalette is well known ; but as a General Order, in 
reference to his conduct, was promulgated by the Commander- 
in-Chief, it will not be irrelevant or uninteresting, to introduce 
a letter, purporting to be from Sir Robert Wilson to Earl Grey, 
giTing an account of that eitraordinary business. '' It was de* 
termined (says Sir R. Wilson) that the fugitive should wear the 
English uniform ; that 1 should conduct him without the barri- 
ers in an English cabriolet, wearing the uniform myself; that I 
should have a relay horse at La Chapelle, and proceed from 
thence to Compiegne, where Elister should repair with my car- 
riage, in which I should afterwards travel with Lavalette to 
Mons, by the way of Cambray. I had no difficulty in procuring 
from Sir Charles Stuart, at my request and on my responsibility, 
passports for General Wallis, (who married Sir Robert Wilson'a 
sister, the latter died in November, 1819«)and Colonel Lesnock, 
names which we chose because they were not preceded by 
Christian names. The passports were duly countersigned by the 
Minister for Foreign Affiiirs, but when they were presented for 
signature, one of the Secretaries asked who Colonel Lesnock 
was i He immediately replied, it is the fiither of the Admiral. 
This object accomplished, Elister took the passports for Colo- 
nel Lesnock, procured postrhorses for his carriage, and, finally, 
to avoid all suspicion, took an apartment and a coach-house it 
the Hotel de Helder, in the name of Colonel Lesnock. Bnic« 
fortunately learned that the brigade commanded by his cousin, 
General Brisbane, was at Compiegne, and that his Aid-de-Camp 
would quit Paris neit day, the 7th of the month, for Com- 
piegne, with the horses and baggage belonging to the General, 
who was th«i in E«gl«id. We law the Aid-d#*Canip at Bnct^h 
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where we met by appointment. We told him that to; particu* 
lar circumstances obliged us to pass through Compiegne with a 
person who must remain unknown ; we wished to stop an hour 
or two in a remote and retired quarter. He frankly replied diat 
he would trust entirely to us on the subject; that his exiatence 
depended on preserving his situation, but that be would nol 
hesitate to accede to our proposition, particularly since be nw 
we were interested in the aiFair. 1 avow that 1 felt rapugoajice 
at implicating such a person in this aflFair ; but the cause waa too 
important to stop at that consideration, and I eucooraged the 
hope that a day would one time arrive in which it might be poa« 
sible for me to acknowledge this service. Bruce procored 
Lavalette's measure, and Hutchinson gave it to a tailor, aaymg 
it was the measure of a Quarter-Master of his regiment, who 
wanted a great-coat, waistcoat, and pantaloons, but did not need 
a suit. The tailor observed that it was the meaiure of e tall 
man, and that it had not been taken by a tailor. Hia reottrk 
alarmed me so much that I thought it advisable to aeiid Hutchin* 
son to say to him, that as the Quarter-Master could not wait till 
Saturday evening, it was necessary that the clothes ahould be 
carefully packed up, and that they would be forwarded |o him 
after his departure. Hutchinson and Elister took beiidea mil 
necessary precautions with respect to the horses^ and reoomioi* 
tred the barriers )n a promenade on the preceding day. Ef«7 
precaution for avoiding accidents being adopted, it was ieaUy 
agreed that Lavalette should be removed to Hutchinsoo'a lodg- 
ings on Sunday, January the 7th, at half-past nine in the event- 
ing precisely ; and that next day, at half-past aeveo in the 
morning, equally precise, 1 should be at his door with Bmce's 
cabriolet, my servant, the servant on my mare well equifq^d as 
if/ ] were going to make an inspection. That Hutchinson should 
ride along by the side of the cabriolet, keeping up coQvenutkm 
with us, and that in case any embarrassment occurred, Lavuiette 
bhould mount my horse, and I the mare, in order that we might 
act more freely, arid gain in expedition. I should certainly have 
preferred passing the barriers on horseback ; but it was tbouglit 
that the manner of riding on horseback might attract attendon, 
and that passing the barriers in full day, and in an open carria|e, 
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would show too much confidence to give cause for suspicion. 
The hour being at last arrived, Elister, Bruce^ and myself, re- 
paired to Huicbiiison's apartments, under the pretext of a party 
for punch; at the moment \%hen Lavalette was to present him- 
self, Bruce advanced to the top of the stairs, Lavalette took him 
by the hand, and we saw before us this interesting personage. 
He was dressed in a blue uniform, and sufficiently disguised to 
pass without remark in the apartment of an Englishman. The 
friend who conducted him did not enter the room, but he 
delivered to Hutchinson a pair of double-barrelled pistols for 
Lavalette. He appeared at first much moved. We did not 
permit him to give vent to all his sentiments of gratitude ; but a 
few moments after, Elister and I withdrew, and left him to the 
care of Hutchinson and Bruce. 

*' Next day, at half past seven, 1 was at Hutchinson's door. In 
five minutes I had seated Lavalette, and we were on our way 
to the barrier of Clichy. We met an English Officer, who ap- 
peared surprised at seeing a General Officer whom he did not 
know. But my servant avoided all questions; I passed the 
barrier at a moderate pace ; the gendarmes looked earnestly at 
us, but the presenting of arms gave Lavalette the opportunity 
of covering his face in returning the salute. When we got 
through the barrier, Lavalette pressed his leg against mine, and 
when we were out of the reach of observation, his whole coun- 
tenance appeared enlivened by this first favor of fortune. The 
road was full of all sorts of people ; but whenever we met the 
diligence, I began to converse with a loud voice ir English, and 
I remarked that my hat, which was mounted with a white plume, 
and which Lavalette held in his hand, attracted the notice of the 
passengers, and withdrew their attention from us. Lavalette haa 
such marked features, and his person is so well known to all the 
post-masters, that the greatest care was necessary. At La 
Chapellc, where we changed horses, we experienced a moment's 
alarm at the sight of four gendarmes who hovered about ut. 
But Hutchinson, on being questioned by them, relieved ua from 
their importunities by replying, that we were going to choote 
cantonments for a division of the English army. We were ob- 
liged to pass close to other gendarmes, who had with them biU 
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containiDg the description of Lavalette : and here I ought to 
remark, that these bills had been distributed to almost every 
individual in France. On approaching Compiegne, I obserted 
some grey hairs projecting from under the brown wig worn by 
Lavalette. Fortunately I had scissars with me, and I perform- 
edthe part of his friseur on the road. On entering CoiupiegoC| 
we found the seijeant mentioned by Captain Fravell, who con- 
ducted us through the town to a quarter extremely well cboseo, 
for we were not incommoded by speciators in the tlreetf. 
None saw us enter except the soldiers and the English eeranls 
who attended us. While we waited for Blister with die 
carriage, Mr. F. presented us with refreshments. Fioally, to- 
wards night, as had been agreed upon, £iister arrived with the 
carriage which had left Paris by the barrier of St. Denis, and 
was followed to La Chapelle by two gendarmes. I caused the 
lamps to be lighted, as well to shew us our road, as to make it 
appear that we were under no apprehensions ; and hanug taken 
leave of our friends, we set out, well armed, and prepared to 
make resistance, if we experienced any obstacle. We were 
much questioned at the stations for the relays, but we experi- 
enced no delay until we reached Cambray, where we lost three 
hours at the gates, owing to the fault of the English guard, who, 
having no orders for calling the gate-keeper, was not to be in- 
duced to do so notwithstanding all we could say to him— a neg- 
ligence which has already been attended with inconvenieoce to 
the Government, and which might have been fatal to us. Jo 
passing through Valenciennes we were strictly examined three 
times over, and our passports sent to the Commandant. We 
underwent another examhiation at some distance from that gar- 
rison, and this was the last. We did not stop, except at Monsy 
where we dined, and made arrangements for the future journey 
of Lavalette. 1 wrote several letters to facilitate the means by 
which he may reach his destination, and having provided every 
thing that appeared best for his health and comfort, I took leave 
of him, and returned to Paris yesterday evening by the route of 
Maubeuge, Soissons, and la Porte St. Martin, after an 
of 60 hours." 
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General Order issued by the Commander-in-Chief. 

'' Horse Guards, May TO, 1816^ 
'' So long as Major-General Sir Robert Wilson and Captain J. 
H. Hutchinson, of the 1st or grenadier regiment of foot guards, 
were under trial, the Commander-in-Chief abstained from mak- 
ing any observation on their conduct. The proceedings haying 
now terminated, the Commander-hwChief has received the 
Prince Regent's commands to deckre His Royal Highneu's 
sentiments on the transactions which have led to the trial and 
conviction of those officers, in the instance of. Major-Gene- 
ral Sir Robert Wilson,, the Prince Regent thinks it necessaiy to 
express his high displeasure, that an Officer of his standing in 
His Majesty's service, holding, the commission and receiving the 
pay of a Major-General, should have been so unmindful of 
what was due to his profession, as well as to the Government 
under whose protection he had voluntarily placed himself, as to 
huve engaged in. a measure the declared object of which was to 
counteract the laws and defeat the public jjustice of that country. 
Nor does His Royal Highness consider the means by which this 
measure was accomplished as less reprehensible than the act it- 
self. For His Royal Highness cannot admit that any circum- 
stance could justify a British Officer in having obtained under 
false pretences, passports in feigned names from the represenr 
tative of his own Sovereign, and in having made use of such 
passports for himself and a subject of His Most Christian Mar 
jesty, under sentence for high treason,, disguised, in a British, 
uniform, not only to elude the vigilance of the French Govern- 
ment, but to carry him in such disguise through the British lines. 
While the Prince Regent cannot but consider it as a. nuiterial 
aggravation of Sir Robert Wilson's offence, diat holding, sohig^ 
a rank in the army,, he should have countenanced and encourag- 
ed an inferior officer to commit a decided and serious breach of 
military duty. His Royal Highness nevertheless thinks it equally 
necessary to eipress bis high displeasure at the conduct of Cap- 
tain J. H. Hutchinson for having been himself an active instru- 
ment in a transaction of so culpable a nature, more especially 
in a country in amity with bis Majesty, where the regiment, with 
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Mrhich he was serving in the course of his military duty, formed 
part of an army which had been placed by the Allied SofereigiM 
under the command of the Duke of Wellington, under circum- 
stances which made it peculiarly incumbent upon eveiy Oflker 
of that army to abstain from any conduct which might obaimct 
the execution of the laws. His Royal Highness the Prince 
Regent being unwilling to visit these officers with the foil 
weight of his displeasure, which the complexion of their offence 
might have warranted, and also taking into consideration the 
degree of punishment to which they have subjected themseWea, 
by violating the laws of the country in which this transaction 
took place, has signified to the Commander in Chief these his 
sentiments, that they should be published to the army at large, 
in order to record in the most public manner the strong senaa 
which His Royal Highness entertains of the flagrant misconduct 
of these Officers, and of the danger which would accrue Co the 
reputation and discipline of the British army, if audi an offence 
were to pass without a decided expression of His Rojfil Higfa- 
ness's most severe reprehension. By Order of His Royal 
Highness the Commander-in-Chief." 

At the general election, in 1818, Sir Robert Wilson was re- 
turned as Representative in Parliament for the Borough of 
South war k. This fact is here noticed with the view of rcooid- 
ing his own account of his military services, as addressed to Ae 
Electors of that Borough. Sir Robert Wilson proceeded to 
explain the situation in which he stood. ** He professed towwds 
His Royal Highness the Prince Regent his personal obligation 
for acts of kindness done to his family. The same gratitude 
was due from him to the Duke of York, for that conduct by 
which His Royal Highness had gained the esteem of the army. 
With regard to His Majesty's Ministers, they owed to him, as 
well as to the country, a commodity in which they were famk- 
^P^s~j"^^'^^* ^^^ twenty.four years he had served Us 
country in all parts of the world, with a zeal upon which it was 
not for him to expatiate : but this he might affirm, and he 
challenged any General to deny, that his services had 
tributed to the success of some of the most important 
tions of tlie war. It was because he would not icfiwii fioB 
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uttering ibe thoughts of a freemao that he had been the object 
of their resentmenty and not allowed to share in any of the 
honors or advantages of his profession. He asked for no fiiTor 
at their hands: he demanded only his right. He had won 
them, and tbej coold never be withheld from a pubitc servani 
without an outrage on national justice.'' 

In 1818 Sir Robert Wilson addressed a letter to his coD8t»> 
tuentSy in lefutation of a charge for despatching a false report 
of a victory to the Commander-in-Chief of the British army in 
the Peninsula in the year 1809; and which charge is advanced 
in the Quarteriy Review, published in September, 1818. 

Extract from the Quarteriy Review,, published in September, 
1818, Art. V. '< A Sketch of the Military and Political Power 
of Russia. (By Sir Robert Wilson) :— » 

^' Sir Robert Wilson is, we believe, himself well acfuainlad 
with an officer of high rank and of considerable reputation aa 
' an able partisan/ who nevertheless thought fit to enliven a 
period of inaction during the Spanish War, by despatching to 
Head-Quarters a false report of a victory gained by the corps 
under liis command ; a circumstance which, to Say no more of 
1^ has had a considerable effect m makmg us incredulous as to 
military details derived from eitra-oflicial sources."

^' It is the duty of a public servant to consider that hia cbane- 
ter is connected with national honour; bsit you, Gentlemea, 
who have appointed me as one of your Representatives ; wbtf^ 
by the gift of your free suffrages, have cooArred on me the 
highest distinction which the member of • free state can recovt, 
have a right to demand that 1 should preserve an unbkmished 
reputation. My dii^pace would be your special reproach* An 
insidious charge has been brought forward, which, if it vren 
substantiated, would jusdy deprive me of the good opinion aai 
confidence of my countrymen ; a charge which accuses me of u 
professional offence, of which, if I am guilty, instead of having 
founded pretensions to reward, I should have eaperienced M 
almost reprehensible dq^ree of indulgenoa and lenity.

of information, and just grounds for redressing the wrong which 
he had done me. I therefore enclosed a printed nanmti?e of 
the operations of the corpsunder my command^ extracted from 
the Moniteur, and the British Gaaettes. 

^' 1 concluded, by observing, that reputation was the only 
fruit I had derived from twenty-five years' service. That I 
therefore felt persuaded the Editor would not condemn the 
jealousy I expressed for its preservation, bnl assist the demand 
of justice." 

489. Major-Genkbal 
Matthew, Lord Aylmer, K.C.B'. 



His Lordship entered the service as an Ensign in the 49th 
foot in 1787. He served nine months in BarbadoeSi at the c»- 
piration of which period he came to England on aick leave for 
six months : he returned to the West Indies, and served two 
years and a half, eleven months of which he was at St Do^ 
mingo. His Lordship was present at the first and seoood 
attacks upon Tiberoun ; at the storming of Fort L'Acul, near 
Leagone ; where he was wounded at the affair of Bonibani, 
near Cape Nicola Mole ; and at the reduction of Port-eu*Prinot. 
In 1791 Lord Aylmer received a Lieutenancy in his regiment; 
and the 8th of August, 1794, a company. In October, 1794^ 
hb Lordship reached England on sick leave for six months. Ia 
1797 he served as Aid-de-Camp to Major-General Lehmd. Ia 
May, 1798, he was present at the descent near 08teiid,and 
was taken prisoner, with the whole of the grenadier company of 
the 49th regiment under his command ; he remained in a FkeDeh 
prison six months. In 1799 he was present in the actioB at the 
Helder ; the attock on the British lines the 10th of Septanbet; 
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ind the battles of the igth of September and 2nd of October. 
After his return from Holland he served as Aid-de-Camp to 
Major-General Lord Charles Somerset until his promotion to 
a Majority in the 85tb foot the 9th of October, 1800. In 
1801 he served seven months in Jamaica. The 25th of March, 
1802, he received the Lieutenant-Colonelcj of the 85th, and 
upon the reduction of the 2nd battalion of that regiment in Oc- 
tober, he was placed on half-pay; the Qth of June, 1803, his 
Lordship exchanged into the Coldstream Guards. In 1805 he 
served under Lord Cathcart in the expedition to Hanover ; he 
was afterwards at the siege of Copenhagen ; aiid in 1807 was 
appointed Assistant Adjutant-General to the Kent district. In 
January, 1809, he proceeded as Assistant Adjutant-General to 
Portugal, with the expedition under the command of Major- 
General Sherbrook. On their arrival, the General and Staflf 
Officers, and the troops composing the expedition, were incor- 
porated with the army serving in that country. On the 25th of 
July, 1810, he received the brevet rank of Colonel, on being 
appointed Aid-de-Camp to the King, In January, 1812, he 
was appointed Deputy Ajutant-General to the army in the Pe- 
ninsula. On the 4th of June, 1813, he received the rank of 
Major-General, and was soon afterwards appointed by the 
Duke of Wellington to command a brigade of infantry, wMi 
which he continued to serve until the conclusion of the war. 
He was present at the passage of the Dpuro, battles of Talavera, 
Busaco, Fuentes D'Onor, Vittoria, at the affiurs of the 9th, 
10th, nth, and 12th of December, 1813, near Bayonne; 
blockade of Bayonne, and other actions of mbM>r importance in 
the Peninsula. 

On the conclusion of the war his Lordship was appointed 
Major-General on the Staff in Ireland, and subsequent!]^ 
Adjutant-General, in which latter situation he continues at the 
present time, 1820. 

Lord Aylmer has the honor of wearing a cross and one clasp 
for his services in the Peninsula, and is a Knight Coounaader of 
the Order of the Bath. 
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490. Major-General Digby Hamilton. 

This officer served as Adjutant of the I2tb light dragooos » 
America. He was reduced on half pay in 1783 ; replaced on 
full pay, in the Greys, in April, 1785 ; he went with that reg^ 
ment to Flanders in 1793; his foreign service coainieocing at 
the siege of Valenciennes, and terminating with the retreat of 
the army from Holland to Westphalia in 1793. He aub«e- 
quently was promoted to the rank of Captain in the Greya, and 
erentually obtained the rank of Major in the army on the con* 
tinent of Europe. In August, 1799« he waa appointed Lfieo^ 
tenant-Colonel Commandant of tlie Waggon Train, and embark- 
ed with the expedition to the Helder. The 5th of November, 
1803, he had the rank of Colonel. In 1807 he waa aentata 
Colonel upon tiie Staff to the Baltic. In 1808 he was ordered 
" to proceed to Gijon or Santander in order to superintend tha 
purchase of horses, mules, and other draft cattle,'' (vide Lord 
Castlereagh's letter the 14th of September, 1808.) in the 
retreat of Sir John Moore's aimy he had the command of the 
garrison of Zamora, and afterwards the charge of the general 
hospital. In 1809 he was sent as a Colonel upon the Staff 
with the expedition to Walcheren. His rank as Major-General 
(held from the 4th of June, IB 14), is temporary. 

491. Major-Geneual Sir Charles Holloway, Knt. 

This officer entered his Majesty's service on the 7th of 
February, 1764, by an appointment to the drawing room in the 
Toif^er of London, in the military branch of the ordnance; 
where he continued until the year 1773, when he waa ordered 
to proceed to Portsmouth, to assist the Commanding Engineer 
in drawing his plans of the new fortitications then about to be 
constructed for the security of the dock yard. Hia firat com- 
mission was a Second Lieutenancy of Engineers, dated the l6tli 
of January, 1776. He was continued on the duty at Porta- 
mouth until August, 1777| when he was ordered to Gibraltar, 
where he arrived on the 17lh of September, under the coBi- 
mand of Colonel Green, the chief Engineer of that ganiaoo, 
who, on the 2l8t of June, 1779, when the blockade of that 
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ortress commenced, and a siege was threateneriy selected lieii- 
enant Holloway as the oflScer to be particularly attached to the 
Chief Eiigioeer; and the 17th of April, 1781, a few days aft«r 
Jie Spaniards opened their batteries against Gibraltar, Colonel 
Grreeu was placed on the Staff as a Brigadier*Geoeral, and 
Lieutenant Holloway to be his Brigade-Major; and in the 
course of this important and memorable siege, in the month o 
October, 1802, Brigadier-General Green was in orders as 
Major-General, and Lieutenant Hollowny to be his Aid-de- 
Camp. On the 1st of January, 1783, by an augmentation of 
the corps of Engineers, he obtained his first Lieutenancy, and 
>n the 4th he was wounded by the splinter of a shell from the 
mortar boats in one of their desultory attacks* On the 7th of 
June of the same year, previous to his embarking for England, 
General Sir George Elliott, the Governor, ordered Lieutenant 
Holloway to attend on the parade, where he thanked him in 
the handsomest manner for his services during the siege ; and 
so highly were they regarded at home that his portrait was in* 
Iroduced in a group consisting of the Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, and principal officers serving at Gibraltar during the 
liege, in a picture painted for the city of London. 

On the l.Ht of October, 1784, he was ordered upon a survaj 
m Kent under Major-General Uoy, on which service he co»- 
tiuued until the 13th of February, 1788, when he was directed 
to superintend some works at Landguard Fort, and Yarmouth; 
from thence, about the month of August foUowing, he was 
ordered to Gravesend and Tilbury Fort; and in April, 1789| 
the works of Woolwich were added to his command. On the 
J6th of January, 1793, he succeeded to a Captain- Laeutenanoy 
of Engineers; and in March, 1795, he was placed on the Staff 
of the Ordnance as Commanding Engineer for the Thamea 
Division, and about tlie same time he established a comniunicaf 
tion across the Thames for the passage of an army betweaa 
Kent and Essex, at Gravesend and Tilbury Fort. On the Sift 
of December, 1793, he was promoted to be Captain of a 
company in the corps of Royal Engineers. In October, 179B, 
he was selected to be Commanding Engineer, and the local rank 
of Major given to him, on a military mission, to ba scat by the 
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Britilh goTernment to the diminions of the Omd Seignior, 
under Ae command of Brigadier-General Koehler, Major 
HoUoway being second in command ; they left London on tht 
3rd of December for that service, and on the £4th of the laine 
month were shipwrecked at the entrance of the Rlbe amongit 
the ice, from which they were disengaged in the morning of the 
£5th, and proceeded oyer the Continent to Conftantinopki 
where they arrived on the 28th of March, 1799. In June fol- 
lowing Major HoUoway was ordered to the Dardandkai with 
Major Hope of the Royal Artillery, to examine and report apoB 
the fortifications there, and to form projects for the fnitker 
security of that most important passage into the Turkish emfin,- 
as also for the Island of Tenedos and coast of the Gulf of Sinos; 
all of which were approved, and the works commenced. At 
this period it was judged advisable to wididraw the Bribah mi* 
litary mission from the Dardanelles, to go on a more acthe 
service, and in consequence they were directed to join the 
Imperial Ottoman army under His Highness the Gnnd Viiier, 
who had retired from Egypt to Jaffa in Syria, where themisnoa 
arrived on the second of July, 1800, and encamped with the 
Turks near the town. On the £9th of December following^ 
Brigadier-General Koehler died, and the comnumd of the British 
military mission devolved on Major HoUoway ; at this time the 
plague raged violently in the camp. Early in February, 1801, 
the plague ceased in the camp at Jaffa, upon which the Otto* 
man army began their march, and at Gaza, Major HoUoway 
made arrangements with His Highness the Grand Viaer for 
crossing the desert, together with necessary precautiona ahould 
they meet the enemy. In the night of the 15th of May, the 
advanced guard of the Ottoman army met a body of the Fienchy 
consisting of cavalry, infantry, and a large portion of artiUayf 
under the command of General Belliard, near the ▼ilkge of 
Elhanka ; the advanced guard was reinforced during the vi^Ki, 
and in the morning of the l6th the main body of the Turks ad- 
vanced under the immediate command of the Grand Viaer, 
accompanied by Major HoUoway and other Britirii oficen; 
and were engaged with the French for seven bours/daring wUdi 
the enemy fell back as many milesi and finally retired iipo« 
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lairo, from whence they came, leaving the Turks m poisesstOD 
f the field of battle. About this period Major HoUoway 
Mreived intelligence of his being promoted to the permanent 
ink of Major, and local of Lieutenant-Colonel in the dominions 
f the Grand Seignior, dated the 1st of January, 1801. On the 
2lh of July, be went with the British military mission into 
!airo, where he remained until the 13th of February, 180^ 
rhen be left the mission under the command of Major Fletcher^ 
loyal Engineers, aiid proceeded to Alexandria, and the war 
eing over, from thence by Constantinople to England, where 
e arrived on the 12th of July, 1802; and on the 2nd of Fe« 
Tuary 1803, His Majesty honored him with Knighthood for 
is services on the military mission in the dominions of the 
Srand Seignior. Sir Charles HoUoway was next appointed 
Commanding Engineer of the Cork district in Ireland, for 
vhich he left London the 27th of March 1803, and soon after 
lb arrival in Cork harbour^ he projected an extensive fort for 
ipike Island, which, with many other works he suggested for 
he defence of the Cork District, he was authorised to carry into 
OLecution. On the 20th of July 1804, he succeeded to a Lieu- 
enant-Colonelcy of Royal Engineers ; and on the 25th of July, 
\S05y he was selected to be one of a committee of four En- 
gineers to report upon a permanent system of defence for Ireland. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Charles HoUoway received an order, 
kted the 30th of January 1807, to hold himself in readiness to 
proceed to Gibraltar, to take the command of the Royal Engi- 
leer department in that garrison. He afterwards received a 
lotification dated the 27th of March, of his being apppointed a 
Commissioner of the Barrack Board, which he declined, and 
proceeded to join his command at Gibraltar, where he arrived 
Ml the 13th of September, 1807. In the year 1810, a French 
mny being in Spain, and occasionally in the vicinity of Gibral- 
tar, it was judged expedient, with the consent of Spanish aatho- 
rily, to destroy the Spanish forts and lines on the isthmus, in 
front of that fortress, which was effectually accomplished, by 
constructing mmes in them, uniler the direction of this offieer. 
rhe 1st of May, 1811, he was promoted to be a Cfrfond of 
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Royal Engioeen; and oo the 17th of June, 1813, he wm {ihk 
ced on the Staff of Gibraltar as a Brigadier-General. 

The 4th of June, 1814, he was promoted to the rank of Miyor- 
Generaiy and continued on the Staff of Gibraltar, with hia ap- 
pointment of Commanding Royal Engineer. Sir Cbarks 
Hollowaj has been upwards of fifty-two years regularlj aad 
constantly employed on service. 

492. Major-Grneral John Humfret. 
This officer was appointed Practitioner Engineer, and find 
Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers the 17di of January, 1776; 
1st Lieutenant the 1st of January, 1783 ; Captain the iGthof 
January, 1793; Major in the army the 29th of April, 1802; 
Lieutenant-Colonel the 1st of March, 1805; Cilonel in the 
Royal Engineers the 1st of May, 1811; and Major-Geoeral 
the 4th of June, 1814. 

493. Major-Gbnbral Sir Charles Imhovf, Kmt* 

This oflBcer was Captain in the 1st life goarda the 4th of 
April, 1799 ; Major in the 4th foot in 1801 ; Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel in the 4th foot the 5th of February, 1802; Lieutenant- 
Colonel of tiie 4th garrison battalion the 17th of September, 
1807 ; Colonel in the army the 4tli of June, 1811 ; and Major- 
General the 4th of June 1814. In the year 1786, this oflBeer 
liad the honor to be recommended by the Queen to the reigiiaiig 
Prince of Waldeck, and was appointed by His Serene High- 
ness to the command of a company in one of bia regiaentt, 
which regiment he joined in 1787 at Arolsou, hit capital, 
in Germany. The object of Sir Charles loiboCa fri na J a 
in obtaining this ap|K)intment was to qualify him for Ua 
future profession by a knowledge of the German l«clica» 
and by a study and practice of the German and Frendl 
languages. For these purposes ample time was afforded him 
by the general peace which lasted till the year 179S. Tbt 
war then breaking out, he quitted the service of that Prinee, 
returned to England, and accepted a commission in the iierk- 
sliire reginieni of militia, which be quitted as Captain ol aoom- 
pany in 1798, and then purchased a tr«»op in the hrsi ragmmt 
of life guards. In 1802 peace was concluded, and Lienteoant- 
Colonel Imhoff immediately embraced the opportimitj to go 
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ftbroad for the purpose of visiting the Prince of Waldeck^ and 
through his recommendation the principal courts of Germany. 
While thus employed the war again br^ke out^ and he returned 
home immediately from Berlin. He continued on half- pay till 
1807> when he was appointed for a very short period an 
Inspecting Field Officer of the volunteers of the North Inland 
district in Nottingham, and afterwards as Lieutenant^Colonel of 
the 4th garrison battalion stationed in Jersey. In that and the 
adjoining Islands he remained in command of the battalion till 
June, \S\^, when he was placed on the Staff as Inspecting 
Field Officer of the Guernsey militia; he continued in the 
latter situation until he obtained the rank of Major-General. 
Whilst holding the appointment of Inspector, he occasionally 
officiated in the capacity of Commanding Officer of the garrison 
during the absence of the Lieutenant Governor, and on the 
^th of June, 1814, he was regularly sworn into that office and 
exercised its functions till the 20th of die following August. 
Sir Charles Imhoff has the honor of being a Knight Grand 
Commander of the order of Joachim. The following very 
handsome letter was addressed to Sir Charles Imhoff by the 
officers of the 4th garrison battalion on his being appointed 
Inspecting Field Officer of militia in Guernsey : 

" Dear Sir, " Guernsey, June 28th, 1812. 

'' It is with great pleasure that I have the honor of 
communicating to you the sentiments of the officers of the 4th 
garrison battalion, as expressed at a full meeting held this day 
by particular desire of the corps, to consider the most proper 
manner in which they could convey their congratulations upon 
your recent appointment to the situation of Inspecting Field 
Officer of militia in this island. I am requested to assure you 
in the name of every one present, that your promotion is a 
source of gratification to them (anxious as they are for your 
welfare), yet at the same time they cannot but express their deep 
regret at your removal from the battalion, which has had the 
happiness to be under your command for near five years* 
Your humane and unwearied exertions to secure at once the 
comfort of every individual and to preserve the disdpline of the

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corps, has endeared you to the hearts of alL Tht officers of 
die battalion however rejoice most sincerely that aldiough 
deprived of you as their chief, they have not to lament your 
retiaoval from this island, and they hope soon to have the honor 
of personally acknowledging the oblations which they indivi- 
dually and the corps collectively owe to you as their late 
conunandii^ oiScer, With every sentiment of regard and 
personal esteem, I have, &c.

Appointed £nsign in the 60th foot the 6thof Janimry, 1781 ; 
Lieutenantthe£6th of November, 1784; Captain the lOtfa of July, 
1 794 ; and Major the l6th of May, 1 800. Atn compieCiof 20 
years' service with the 60th foot in the West Indies waaA Canada, 
Major Gordon obtained leave to come to Englandy and in 
1803 reUimed to Jamaica. The 9th of March, 18M; he 
received a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in his regiment, and aoon after 
his return to the West Indies was appointed to command and 
superintend the British settlement at the Bay of Hondoras, 
and subsequently Deputy Quarter-Master-General on Ant 
station. He was present at the capture of Martinique and 
Guadaloupe. He was placed on half-pay, the 4th of Jannary, 
1808^ and subsequently appointed lieutenant^CoIonel in the 
4th foot. The 4th of June, 181], he obtamed the nmk of 
Colonel; and that of Major-General the 4th of June, 1814* 

Major-General Gordon has the honor of wearing a medal 
and one clasp for the cat>tures of Martinique and Guadeloupe* 

49^. Major-General Archibald Stbuabt. 

This officer in 1791^ went to the East Indies as a Cadet; 
he procured an Ensigncy in the 14th foot, but was obliged to 
return home on account of illness ; in 1793 he exchanged ktfo 
the 1 8 th foot, which corps he joined at Gibraltar, and neooni- 
pani^d to Toulon. He was present at the sortie al die 
heights of Crascis, when General O'Hara was taken prisoner. 
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ond daring die whole of die siege of diat place. In 1794 he 
sncteeded tb e Lieutenftncy ; he served in Condca, and was at 
the neges of Bestia and Calvi. In 1795 he obtained a Com- 
pany in the ted battalion, Scotch brigade, and sailed to Gib* 
raltar ; in I7969 the 2nd battalion having been drafted into the iBt, 
the officers were sent home and allowed to retire on full pay* 
Captain Steaart procured an exchange into the Ist battalion ; 
he served in Ireland during the rebellion. In 1800. he was 
appointed to a Majority in the Royals, and in 1801 sidled oa 
a secret expedition to the West Indies ; he served under the late 
Sir T. Trigge at the capture of St. Bartholomew, St. Martin^ 
St. Thomas, and St. Croix, and the Danish Islands; after 
which he returned to England. The 25th of March, 1802, he was 
promoted to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the Royals, and joined 
tbe 1st battalion of that corps at Antigua; in 1805 be suc- 
ceeded to the command of' the troops at St. Kilt's; in Sep- 
tember of that year, he was sent to take the command of the 
troops at Antigua ; and towards the end of the same year wae 
appointed by General Grinfield to command the forces ia 
Berbice ; in 1804, he returned to England. He embarked fo^ 
the Em Indies in Mardi,^ I8O79 end returned in September^ 
1809 ; smce which he has again served in the West Indies, and 
likewise two campaigns in Upper Canada.

Thb fiSdi of January, 1778, this officer entered die armj 
as Ensign in the late 75th foot ; he obtained his Lieutenancy in 
1783 in the same regiment, and was shortly after phced upon 
half-pay. In 1789> he exchanged into the 2nd foot, and served 
three years at Gibraltar ; tbe 14th of March, 1793, he reodived 
a company in the 78th ; a»d from September, 1794, till Apii^ 

1795, he served m Fhnders; he was in tbe actions of the 4Ai; 
of November, and 30di of December, 1794, and of the Atb wLr 
8th of January, 1795^ From August, 179A» to January, 170fl^ 
he served on the coast of France, end at Isle Dieu, under die 
late General W* E. Doyle s in March, 1796, he embarked for d», 
Cape of Good Hope, under Sir James Craig ; and in November, 

1 796, he went from the Cape to India. The SOth of Augos^ 1 796^

In 1804, he was sent by the Duke of Wellington, then Sir 
Arthur Wellesley, in command of a strong detachment to 
receive the surrender of the fort of Lhoghuc, and soon after 
returned to garrison at Bombay. In 1807, he receivid the 
command of the British Auxiliary force at Goa, in which com- 
mand he continued four years ; and in 1811, went in command 
of a Brigade to Java, after the capture of which he remained 
there in command of a division of the troops, filling, at the 
same time, other situations under that govemment ; first that 
of Resident at the court of the Soosoonau of Java^ and sub- 
sequently that of Chief Civil authority in the Eastern District 
of the Island. He remained in Java as second in oemmand of 
the troops until 1815, when, in ^onsequence of his promotion 
to the rank of Major-General, he returned to England, aftm- a 
constant active service of twenty six years.

500. MAjaR-GENERAL Samtjel. N^ed. 

Appointed Comet in the Istdragoon guards the 27th of Oo> 
lober, 1784; lieutenant in 1786 f Captain in 1793; and Major 
in the 27th, now 24th, light dragoons the 19tb of April, 1796. 
In the latter year he embarked for the East Indies, and landed at 
the Cape of Good Hope ; he was present at the capture of the 
Dutch fleet and army, which was sent to retake the Cape in 1796 ; 
and he subsequently proceeded to the East Indies. The 99^ 
of April, 1802, he obtained the brevet of lieutenant-Colonel; 
with the latter rank he served in the East Indies; he was present 
in 1802, at th^ sieges of the following forts: Sarsnee, Bidiig 
Ghur, and Kuchourie. He served with the army under Lofd 
Lake during the whole of his Lordship's campaigns, and was at 
the annexed sieges and actions. August the 29th, IdOS^ sicg« of 
Coel ; September 4th, assault of Allighur; September 14tb| Delhi; 
October, capture of Agra; November Ist^ Lasiwarrie; in Oc- 
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tobcr^ 1804, at Junda ; October 7lh and lOth^ at Muttra ; No- 
vember 1 7th, at Futty Ghur ; and December, at the siege and 
capture of Dieg; the 23rd of January, 2gth of Marcb^ mud the 
Cnd of i^pril, 1805, at Bburtpore; and March 2£od, at 
iVssul-Ghur. During the two last of Lord Lake's campaigns, 
he commanded a brigade of cavalry; the 22nd of June, 1809» 
he obtained a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 24th dragoons ; the 
24th of June, 181 1, the rank of Colonel ; and the 4tb otJuoe, 
1814, that of Major-General. 

501. Major-Gbneral Edward Webber. 

This officer was appointed Captain in the late QOth foot in 
1794; Major in the army the 3rd of May, 1796; Liautenaot- 
Colonel in the army the 29th of April, 1602;' Colonel b the 
army the 4th of June, 1811; and Major-General the 4tb of 
June, 1814. He has been on half-pay seversl years. 

502. Major-General Thomas L'Estbamob. 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 54th foot the £6th 
of October, 1775; he served in North and South Carolma, 
Staten, New York, Long and Rhode Islands ; and was in Ame- 
rica until the final evacuation by the Britbh. The 18th of 
August, 1773, he was promoted to a Lieutenancy in the 7th 
foot; the 23rd of April, 1788, to a Company, from which he 
exchanged to the late 4th and Ist garrison battalions. The 4th 
of June, 1811, he had the brevet of Colonel; and the 4th of 
June, 1814, of Major-General. He was for some lime an 
Inspecting Field-Officer of a Recruiting District. 

603. Major-General Sir T. Brooke Pecuell^ Bart. 

This officer was appointed Sub-Lieutenant in the 2od troop 
of Horse Grenadier Guards the 8th of December, 1783; 
Guidon and Captain the Ist of May, 1788; Mqor in the anny 
the Srd of May, 1796 ; Licutenant-Colonel in the armj the B9tb 
of April, 1802; Colonel in the army the 4th of June, 1811;

Lieutenant-Colonel of the 6th garrison battalion the 25th of 
November, 1806; Colonel in the army the 4th of June, 1811; 
and Major-General the 4th of June, 1814. 

509- Major-Gbneral James Mooee. 

This officer was Major in the 28rd light dragoons the Ist of 
November, 1796; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the 29th of 
April, 1802; Major in the 40tli foot the 6th of January, 1814;

510. Major-General Edward Baykbs.

Aid-de-Camp to the late General James Henry Craig. The

ture of the Cape of Good Hope, served as Aid-de-Camp to the 
above officer, in the summer of 1795, and at the capture of a 
Dutch force in Saldanha Bay, September, 1796; he was the 
bearer of the despatches on the latter occasion, and obtained the 
brevet rank of Major the 9lh of November, 1 796. He returned 
to the Cape by the first opportunity, and in May, 1797^-emlHUcked 
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ivith Sir James Craig^ and served as bis Aid-de-Camp in several 
parts of the East Indies until December, 1801. The 2Srd of 
April, 1800, he received the Majority of the 76th, and joined 
that corps at Cawnpore; the 29th of April, 1802, he was ap- 
pointed Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet; and in May, 1803, arrived 
in England. The 14th of September, 1804, he was appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the 5th foot; in April, 1805, he joined 
the expedition at Portsmouth under Sir James Craig; was ap- 
pointed first Aid-de-Camp to that officer, and, in consequence 
of his Staff appointment, placed upon the half-pay of the 
15th Garrison battalion, the 30th of May, 1805. He acted 
as Aid-de-Camp to Sir James at Gibraltar, Malta, Naples, 
and Sicily; and in May, I8O6, he returned to England. On 
the 4th of December following, he was appointed to the 4th gar- 
rison battalion; and the 20th of August, 1807, was appointed to 
his late situation, Adjutant-General to the forces in Britisk 
JKorth America. The 17th of September, 1807, he was removed 
to the late Nova Scotia Fencibles; the 4th of June, 1811, be 
received the brevet of Colonel; the 6th of February, 1812, th« 
Colonelcy of the Glengary Fencibles; and the 4th of June, 1814, 
the rank of Major-General : with the latter rank he served as 
Adjutant-General in North America. Major-General Baynes 
is a member of the Consolidated Board of General Officers. 

511. Major-General James Stirling. 

Is the beginning of the year 1774 diis officer joined die 42d 
or Royal Highland regiment as a volunteer, under the patronage 
of his friend lieutenant-Colonel Thomaa Sterling, then com- 
nianding it, and accompanied it to North America early in the 
year 1776, and joined the army under the command of Sir 
William Howe. He was present at the battle of Brooklyn 00 
the 27th of August, 1776; the landing of the army on York Is- 
land on the 15th of September; and in the affair on die following 
day, when the enemy attacked the British, but were obliged to 
retire with considerable loss ; he was ako at the battle of White 
Plains, and the storming of Fort Washii^tou on the 15tb of 
November. During the time the regiment was in winter quar- 
ters it was frequently attacked by the eDemy, particulariy on the 
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lOth of March, aud die 10th of May, 1777, when the corps de- 
feated three times its numbers, and was thanked by the M»- 
quess Comwallis on both occasions for its gallant conduct. 

In the summer of 1777 the greatest part of the army having 
embarked for Philadelphia, this oflScer was in the battle of 
Brandy*wine, at the reduction of Mud Island, the ciptun of 
Philadelphia, the battle of Germantown, and the attack of Gene- 
ral Wyn's division by Sir Charles Grey at Valley Foige. The 
army evacuated Philadelpiiia on the 19th of June, and the battle 
of Monmouth took place on the 28th, when this officer bad m 
horse shot under him, acting at that time as a Staff Officer. In 
May, 1779> he accompanied the expedition under the con- 
mand of Major-General Matthews to Virginia ; in Marefa^ 
1780, he proceeded to South Carolina, and was pieaentntihe 
•iege and reduction of Charles Town on the 12th of May ; when 
the regiment was thanked by Major-General Lestie for ita dis- 
tinguished conduct during die siege. In I78ft he tmliarked 
with the expedition to Virginia^ for the.refiefof Lord Com- 
wallis; and in 1780 he accompanied Sir Charies Grey to the 
relief of Rhode Island. On peace bemg concluded in 1785, 
he was sent to England in charge of men entitled to their die- 
charge, and obtained six months leave of absence ; at the eifn- 
ration of which, he joined his regiment in Halifax, Novn SoeCiB. 
In 1786 he went with two companies to the Island of Sf- 
John in the gulph of St. Laurence, where he was statioiied up- 
wards of three years, when the corps was ordered to Baginid 
where it landed in 1789. In September, 1793, he joined the 
army under the command of the Duke of York at Hcnio> in 
Flanders ; he returned to Nieuport, then besieged by the French? 
after the siege was raised the regiment embarked Wad jmned 
the expedition under die orders of the Marquess of Haalimi» 
then £arl of Moira. In 1794, he joined the army under At 
Duke of York in Flanders, and remained with it daring the 
retreat through Holland and Westphalia: he embarked at 
Breemer Lee in May, 1795^ for England : in October at die 
same year he embarked for the West Indies, bat afkar hiving 
been seven weeks at sea in m continued gale of wm^ ho waa 
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obliged to retvro ; and ki Maj^ 1796> war with Spain baring bean 
declared, be proceeded to Gibraltar. He waa present at U» 
capture of Minorca by the expedition under the conunand qf 
Sir Charles Stuart tbe 18th of November, 179S» In August, 
1800, be joined the arm j under Sir Ralph Abercromby, which 
direatened Cadis, kmd ultimately proceeded to Egypt He 
landed at AJboukir on the 8th of March, after having been 
aiz months on board ship, and notwithstanding the duration 
of the voyage not a man belonging to the vessel was unfit for 
duty, although the number on board exceeded 500. The 42d 
Mgimeiit had in the three actions of the 8th, IStfa, and 2l8t of 
March, 25 oflSceiB, and SSI non-commissioned officers and 
privates kiUed and woui^ded. This officer had die honor to 
command the left wing of the regiment in the early part of- the 
action of the filst, when be had an opportunii^ of lattackiag 
and annihilatiag a Francfa regiment caUedtbe Invinoibles, from 
their gallant conduct at the bridge of Lodi ; he took its standard 
from the officer that carried it, without resistance, and saved die 
lives of six officers and seventy four men, being all that remained 
alive after the charge by the wing of ihe regiment under Us coop- 
mand. It is here necessary to explain that the left wing of the 
regiment on the commencement of the action was ordered *to 
advance to the support of the left of the 28th regiment -h 
this affiiir he was wounded severely in the foot by a grape shol^ 
but did not quit the field, llie regiment vraa present at. the 
redaction of Grand Cairo and Alexandria, andariibarked Isr 
England in September, ISOU In September,' 1805, the ra^ 
giment (then under his command) waa ordered to Gibraltar ; and 
left it in August, 1808, to jom the army in Lisbon, then MMler 
the command of Sir Hu(^ Dalrymple ; and afterwards marched 
into Spain under the oomnuuid of Sir John Moore,. and rstrealril 
to Corunna, where he commanded it in the battle of the l§lh 
of January, I8O9. In July, 1809, he proceeded to Wakhe* 
ren under the command of dw.Earl of ^.Chatham. In AptSt^ 
1812, he sailed for the Peninsula, and joined the army nndir 
the command of the Duke 44 Wellii^^ ; was present atdM 
battle of Salamanca, aiega fit Ihiigos, and retreat into Poftafsl 
10 die Utter end of 1818. fr M^i I813| the ftitiih r s el et od 
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Spain, and this Officer was with the army during all the ope- 
rations, except the battle of Vittoria, at which time the diyiooa 
of the army, to which the 42d regiment belonged, was in the 
mountains, in pursuit of a division of the enemy, commanded 
by General Clausel, which escaped with difficulty. The 42d was 
subsequendy ordered to the blockade of Pampiuna. This 
officer was present at the battles of the Pyrenees, and bad a 
horse twice wounded under him ; and on the enemy being forced 
beyond the Pyrenees, he remained encamped on the heights of 
Maya for upwarda of three months, till reduced by fatigue and 
ill-health, he was obliged to retire to the rear. He has com*- 
manded the Highland brigade from July, 1812, to NoYembeq^ 
1813, and the Royal Highland regiment upwards of ten years. 
He never was in another corps, and during a period of 4S yean^ 
which he served in the regiment^ he had only once leave of ab* 
sence for six months, and was present in every skirmish or hmtr 
tie that the regiment was ever engaged in duiiBg the above period r 
27 years of it in foreign climates. Since the commencement 
of the war of 1793, he has twice lost his baggage, been ones 
taken prisoner at sea, twice wounded, and once shipwrecked. 
He purchased his Ensigncy in 1776; obtained his lieutenaoey 
by promotion in 1778; purchased his company the 8th of 
August, 1 792, after being upwards of J 5 years m Subaltern ; 
succeeded to the Majority the 1 4th of December, 1 796. TheSQth 
of April, 1802, he received the brevet of Lieutenant*CSdoiieI; and 
obtained the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of his regiment, the 7ih <tf 
September, 1804 ; the 4th of June, 18 11, he received tbe rank 
of Colonel; and that of Major-General the 4th of Joae, 1B14.

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und was attadied to a corps of Austrian Hussars in Flanders*

513. Major-Gbneral Edward Vicars!

He served in each 
of the above ranks at Gibraltar, and during the blockade and 
siege of that garrison was employed as Aid-de-Carop to Colonel 
Maxwell, and was twice wounded ; he v?as employed, from his 
knowledge of the Spanish language, to conduct the officers 
taken prisoners on the celebrated ISth of September, 1782, to 
Windmill Hill, an eminence to the South of Gibraltar. The 
50th of April, 1790, he obtamed a company in die 56th foot; 
firom which he exchanged, the 6th of October, 1793> to the 2nd 
life guards. The 26th of January, 1797> he received the brevet, 
of Major; the 10th of September, 1799^ he received a Majority 
in the 2nd dragoon guards, on that regiment being ordered to the 
Helder; the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel the 29di of April^' 
1802 ; the Majority of the 21st light dragoons (he 5th of Jnlj; 
1810; of Colonel the 4th of June, 1811; and was apppilifed 
Major-General the 4th of June, 1814. In 1812 be joined die 
21st dragoons at the Cape of Good Hope, and was appointed 
Civil and Military Commissioner for the Interior, for the purpdee 
of supermtending the duty of the Magistrates, and preventmg the 
inroads of the Caffres.

Germany, which he quitted in July, 1794; m October, 1794, 
he was ordered on duty to Sweden, where he remaiiied, aod nr 
turned to England in October, 1795.

This officer was appomted Ensign in the 05th foot die 25di 
of March, 1 782 ; and in October employed with a detachment 
of his corps as marines on 'board ship, under the late Lord 
Howe, at the relief of Gibraltar. In May, 1783, Ensuen 
Douglas accompanied his' rqpment to America; when, m 
1793, it proceeded to Baiteitoea to join the expeditioQ under 
Sir Charles Grey, against the French West India islands, where 
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this officer was personally present, and also in the defence of 
Guadaloupe^ when tlie enemy re-landed. The I5lh of October, 
1790, he was promoted to a Lieutenancy ; the 23rd of Ja- 
nuary, 1791> appointed Adjutant ; and the 25th of August, 1794, 
Captain-Lieutenant in the 56th. In the autumn of the latter 
year he commanded a detachment of his regiment, under Ge- 
neral Prescott, in the defence of Fort Matilda, Basseterre, and 
Guadaloupe. The 27th of May, 1795, he obtained a Com- 
pany in the 30th, and also succeeded to the Pajmastenhip of 
that corps; the 10th of March, 1797, he was appointed Major 
in the 56th ; in 1798 Aid-de-Camp to Lord Chaditm ; in 1799 
he served in Holland as Assistant-Adjutant-General ; the 29fli 
of April, 1802, he was appointed lieutenantrColonel, by brcfeC;

518. Major-General Samuel Venablbs HiiipB* 

This officer entered the army as Ensign in the £Slh fcMt, tfie 
24th of January, 1788. From 1788 to 1792 he serted on 
garrison duty at Gibraltar. The 28th of March, I79«; he 
obtained, by purchase, his commission as Lieutenant. In 179Sf 
on the commencement of the war with the republic of Fmet, 
he embarked in the marme duty on board the fleet in the Medi- 
terranean under the command of Admiral Lord Hood, and was 
present at the taking possession of Toulon, and at the difareat 
affairs that took place during the period it was besieged if the 
republican army, and at its evacuation. In 1794 he was pie- 
•ent at the landing of the troops under the command of Ac 
present Sir David Dundas in the island of Coivica ; at the 
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attack and capture of the Martello Tower, the storming of 
Convention redoubt, the taking of the tox^n of St. Fiorenza, 
and the capture and destruction of the French frigates and gun- 
boats in the bay and harbour, and at the sieges and capture of 
the towns of Baslia aud Calvi. The Srd of April, 1795, he 
obtained his coounission as Captain, and the same year he 
served on board the fleet under the command of the late Admi- 
ral Hotbam, and was in the actions off the Gulph of Genoa 
and Frejus Bay. In 1796 he was at the evacuation of the 
island of Corsica, and the destruction of the forts and batteries 
at St. Fiorenza and Calvi. In 1797 he served on board the 
fleet under the command of Admiral Earl St. Vincent at the 
blockade of Cadiz, and was present at the attack of the 
Spanish gun and mortar boats in the harbour by the late Vice- 
Admiral Lord Nelson. During the blockade a dangerous 
mutiny was on the point of breaking out on board the St. 
Geofge, Captain Peard, which was suppressed, and the ring- 
leaders secured, by the steadiness of the detachment of the 25th 
regiment under this ofiicer's command, for which, at the strong 
recommendation of Earl St. Vincent, His Majesty was pleased 
to promote him to the rank of Major in the army the 6th of 
July, 1797* In 1799 he was present at the landing at the 
Helder in North Holland, under the command of the late 
General Sir Ralph Abercrombj, and aftervrards under that of 
His Royal Highness the Duke of York. He was present at 
the battles of the 19th of September and Sod of October, in 
the latter of which he was wounded. The 5tfa of Norember, 
1800, he was appointed Major of the S2nd regiment ; in J 801 
be embarked with that corps for Ireland ; the 29th of April, 
1802, he was appointed lieutenant-Colonel, by brevet; the 1st 
of August, 1804, Lieutenant-Colonel in the d2d foot, and in 
the same year commanded a light battalion of the line at the 
Cnrra^ Camp, and afterwards in Dublin. In 1805 he took 
the command of the 1st battalion, and shortly afterwards em- 
harked at the Cove of Cork with the forces under the com- 
aaod of Lieutenant-General Sir Eyre Coote for the West 
Indies, but the combined fleets returning to Europe without 
attacking any of the West India Islands, the troops wefls again

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disembarked^ and the regiment remained in the South of Irehnd 
until the summer of 1 807, when it embarked at the Cote of 
Cork on the expedition to the Baltic. He commanded it at 
the landing of the troops under the command of General Lord 
Cathcart in the Island of Zealand, at the siege and capture of 
Copenhagen and the Danish fleet. In 1808 he commanded 
the regiment in the expedition under the command of lieute- 
nant-General Sir Brent Spencer, iivhich landed at St. Mary's in 
Cadiz Bay at the commencement of the Spanish revolution, and 
afterwards joined the army under the command of lieulenaot- 
General Sir Arthur Wellesley in Mondego Bay, Portugal. He 
was present at the affair of Roleia, and the battle of Vimiera; 
he was also with the army under the command of the late 
Lieutenant-General Sir John Moore in its advance and retreat 
in Spain, at the battle of Corunna, and at the re^eknbarkadon. 
In 1 809 he commanded the regiment in the expedition to the 
Scheldt under the command of General the Earl of Cliatliam. 
He was present at the landing on the island of Wakbercn, at 
the siege and capture of the town of Flushing, and the evacua- 
tion of the island. The 4th of June, 1811, he was appraited 
Colonel, by brevet. The same year the 32d regiment under lus 
command joined the Duke of Wellington's army in Spain. He 
was present at the investment of Ciudad Bodr^o, tbe raisipg 
of it by Marshal Marmont, and the retreat to the frontien of 
Portugal. In 1812 he was present in the corps d*arm£e under 
the command of Lieutenant-General Lord Lynedoch in Sptnish 
Estremadura, covering the siege of Badajos, at the siqp of the 
forts of Salamanca, at the attack of Fort Guitano^ wliere 
Major-General Bowes was killed, and was appointed ta 
the command of that officer's brigade in the 6di division. 
In 18 IQ he commanded the 1st brigade (find Queen's Royal, 
32nd and S6th regiments) of the 6th division at the battle of 
Salamanca, the siege of the castle of Burgos, and the retreat of 
the army into Portugal. In 1813 he commanded the 2nd bri- 
gade (1 1th, 32nd, 36th, and 6lst regiments) of the 6th diviflon, 
on the advance of the army into Spain ; after the armj pined 
the Ebro the 6th division was halted at Madina del PooMU^ to 
observe a French division commanded by General Jauberf, tt 
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Frias, on that riveri and to cover the advance of the battering- 
train^ ordnance, and commissariat stores : on the French retiring 
from Frias, the division followed the rout of the army^ and 
arrived within eight miles of Vittoria on the day of the battle- 
As it was passing the town nextmoming, a French corps under 
the command of General Clausel, suddenly made its appearance 
on the heights over which the road passes to Logrono on the 
Ebro ; the division halted, and took up a position for defending 
the place, which the French General observing, and learning the 
fate of the battle, immediately retired on the Ebro again ; this 
timely arrival of the division prevented the re-capture of the 
town, the guns, ammunition-waggons, and other trophies taking 
in the battle, as the whole of the army was some miles in ad- 
vance in pursuit of the enemy, and a very inferior force left for 
their protection. In a few days after, General Clausel having 
again advanced, the division with the household brigade of 
cavalry, and a Portuguese brigade of light cavalry, arrived on 
the LogFono road to meet him, whilst other divisions moved on 
different roads to cut him off, but on the approach of the 
columns he retired, passing the Ehro at Logrono, where he left 
five guns in the town, marched down the right bank, and re- 
crossed it at Tudela, and retired by the passof Jaca into France, 
with the loss of a few ammunition-waggons. He commanded 
the brigade at the investment of Pampluna, at the battles of 
the Pyrenees, July the 28th and 30th ; at the commencement 
of the last battle he commanded the column (consisting of the 
light companies of the division and 32nd regiment) which at- 
tacked and carried the village of Sorauven. In August Major- 
General John Lambert took the comdtand of the brigade, and 
Colonel Hinde resumed that of the 32nd regiment. In the 
latter end of the month, when Marshal Soult attempted to raise 
the siege of St. Seba0tian, he was present at the affair, when 
the brigade dislodged the enemy from Landibarre^(the last 
village in Spain on the Pampluna road to Bayonne), and drove 
him over the Upper Nivelle. The 7th of October following;^ 
in a demonstration made by the 6th division on the Upper 
Nivelle, and h front of die town of Auhare in France, at the 
time the left of the army forded the Bidassoa, he received a 
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severe wound which obliged him to return to Eoglaad for veco- 
verj and from which he has hitherto been rendered incapable of 
further active service. The 4th of June, 1814, he obtained the 
rank of Major-General. He has the honor of wearing a Cross for 
the battles of Roleia, Vimiera, Coninna, Salamanca, and the 
Pjrenees. 

519. Majob-Gbneral Thomas Norton Wtnduav. 

This officer was Captain in the Ist dragoons the ISfh of 
April, 1794 : Major in the Ist dragoons the eist of Jidy, 1797 ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the d9th of April, 1808 ; Colo- 
nel in the army the 4th of June, 1811 ; and Majot^Genend the 
4th of June, 1814. 

580. Major-Genbral Berkbnhrao Glecso. 
This officer entered the service as an Ensign in the 59th foot, 
and in which he obtained a Lieutenancy. After serving two 
years in Ireland, he accompanied his regiment in the expeditum 
of the late £arl Grey to the West Indies, and was present at 
the capture of Martinique, St. Lucie, and the taking of Guada- 
loupe. He afterwards obtained a company in the lOith, from 
which he was removed to the 4gth foot ; and the 17th of August, 
1797* was promoted to a Majority in the 91st foot. He served, 
as Major, four years at the Cape of Good Hope. The 89di of 
Aprils 1803, he had the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel ; the 4lii 
of June, 1811, that of Colonel; and the 4th of June, 1814, 
that of Major-Genera], since which he has been unenqiloyed. 

521. Major-General 
The Honorable James Ramsat. 

This officer was a Captain in the army the 1st of Maji 1703; 
Captain in the 2nd foot the 4th of September, 1793; Major 
in the 2nd foot the 27th of December, 1797 ; Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel in the army the 29th of April, 1802 ; Colonel in the 
army the 4th of June, 1811; and Major-General the 4th of 
June, 1814. 

H e served as Lieutenant-Colonel at the battle of VuBfermy 
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for which he has the honor of wearing a medal. And subne- 
quentlj as an Inbpecling Field Officer of a Recruiting District. 

522. Major-General Francis Streicher. 

This officer was Major in the 6()th foot the 30th of De- 
cember, 1797; Lieutenant-Colonel in the York light infantry 
volunteers the l6lh of January, 1804 ; Colonel in the armj the 
4th of June, 181 1 ; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1814i 

He was present, as Lieutenant*Colonel, comnumding the 
York light infantry, at the attack and capture of Martinique in 
February, 1809> and for which service he has the honor of wearing 
a medal. 

523. Major-General Lewis Mosheim. 

This officer's first militarj commission was that of Lieute* 
nant in the Wurtemburg regiment of foot guards in 1789. In 
1794 he left the Wurtemburg service and obtained a Captain's 
commission in a regiment of riflemen raised by the Prince of 
Loewenstein Wertheim for the Dutch service, stationed at 
Maestricht, Venlo ; and, lastly, at the fortress of Grave, during 
the siege of which place in October, November, and Decem- 
ber, 1794, he was entrusted with the command of all the li|^ 
troops in garrison. He was taken prisoner with the garrison of 
Grave, and detained at the depdts of Lille, Amiens, Rouen, ainl 
Bemay, until released in June, 1795. 

He rejoined the Prince of Loewenstein's regiment, which 
having entered His Britannic Majesty's service at die evacuation 
of Holland, was stationed at Winsea near Harburg to embark 
for England. In 1795 he proceeded with the regiment to the 
West Indies in the expedition under the late Sir Ralph Aber- 
cromby. He served at the reduction of the Island of St. Luci^ 
St. Vincent, and during the expedition against Porto Rico in 
1796 and 1797. He was appointed to do the duties of Major 
by Sir Ralph Abercromby, and the regiment of Loewenstdo 
Chasseurs having been formed into the 5th battalion of the 60di 
regiment on the 25th of December, 1797j he joined that batlaEoa 
as Major, his commission being dated SOthofDecember, 1797. 
He was next ordered from Barbadoea to take the command of 
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a detachment of the 5th battalion of the 60th regiment, in the 
Island of Trinidad, where he remained under the command of 
the late Lieu tenant-General Sir Thomas Picton, until or- 
dered to join the 6th battalion of the 60th regiment in England. 
He sailed from Trinidad for England in November, ] 799> in a 
running ship, which was captured by a French privateer and 
carried into Bourdeaux, where he was detained a prisoner, until 
permitt/ed to return to England on parole. He was ezcbaoged 
on the 7th of April, 1800, and joined the 6th battaUon of tfae 
60th regiment in the Isle of Wight, from whence he sailed mxh 
the battalion for the Island of Jamaica in December, 1800. 
Tlie command of tlie 6th battalion of the 60th regiment having 
devolved on him, he was entrusted with the same near five 
years, from 1801 to the 25th of July, 1805, when he obtained 
leave of absence to return to England for the benefit of his 
health. He was appointed Lieutenant- Colonel, by brevet, the 
29th of April, 1 809 ; and Lieutenant-Colonel in the 60lh foot, 
the 14th of September, 1804. In 1806 he was appointed 
Assistant Adjutant- General to the Staff of the ariny which pro- 
ceeded under Lord Cathcart to the North of Germany, and 
acted as Deputy Adjutant-General during the absence of that 
officer, and until the return of the expedition to England. In 
1806, being appointed Superintcndant of a recruiting dep6t in 
Swedish Pomerania, be proceeded to Stralsund in the month of 
August of that year, where he was stationed, as well as at 
Malmoe and Helsinghurg in Scania, and finally at Gottenborg, 
until ordered to return to England in December, 1808. 
During this period he was again attached as Assistant Afj^tant- 
Gcneral to the Stafi^of the army under Lord Cathcart, ^hich 
first was sent to Stralsund, and afterwards proceeded to Zealand, 
where he assisted at the reduction of Copenhagen. In the j^ar 
1809 he was appointed to proceed as Brigadier- General to tlie 
troops employed under Lieutenant-General William Carr, 
Lord Beresford, in Spain and Portugal, but not proceeding 
upon tliat service, owing to his being called upon to fill the 
situation of Assistant Adjutant-General on the Staff of tbe 
army then preparing for the expedition to Walcheren, be joined 
the latter ; and after the reduction of Flushing, was appointed 
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Commandant of that place, which situation he held until the 
evacuation of WalchereUj in December, 1809. In the month of 
July, 1810, he was appointed to succeed Major-General 
K. A. (now Lord) Howard as Commandant of the depdt of 
Foreign Troops in His Majesty's service. He was appointed 
Colonel in the army the 4th of June, IBll ; and Major-General, 
the 4th of June, 1814. 

524. Major-Genbral Charles Auriol. 

This officer was appointed Captain in the 14th dragoons, 
the ^th of February, 1801 ; Major in the army, the 14th of 
August, 1801 ; Ueutenant-Colonel in the army, the 2gth of 
April, 1802 ; Colonel in the army, the 4th of June, 181 1 ; and 
Major-General, the 4th of June, 1814. He was on half-pay, 
as Captain in the 14th dragoons, several years. 

5^. Major-General 
Sir Col^uhoun Grant, K.C.B. 

This officer entered the army as an Ensign in the 36th regi- 
msnt, in September, 1793; he joined that corps at Trichi- 
nopoly in the East Indies immediately after his appointment; 
and was promoted to a Lieutenancy, by purchase, in the same 
corps in 1795. He exchanged into ttie 25th, now the 22ndj 
light dragoons in 1797) and served in that corps during the 
Mysore campaign and was at the capture of Seringapatam 
under General (now Lord) Harris. He was promoted to a 
troop in the 9th light dragoons, in Ireland, in the year 1 800. 
The 21st of February, 1801, to the Majority of the 28ih light 
dragoons ; and to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 72nd regi- 
ment, the Ist of May, 1802. He commanded the latter regi- 
ment until the year 1808 ; and was present with it at the capture 
of the Cape of Good Hope, under Sir David Baird, in 1806. 
He exchanged, the 25th of August, 1808, into the 15th hussara, 
and commanded that corps in the campaign under Lieutenantp 
General Sir John Moore in Spain : he was wounded at the 
battle of Sahagun, where the 15th greatly distinguished itself 
under the Marquess of Anglesey, then Lord Page^ who 
charged the enemy at the head of the right squadron of the r^- 
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ment. In 1811 he was appointed Aid-de-Camp to the Prince 
Regent, and had the brevet of Colonel the 4th of June id that 
year. He embarked for Spain in January, 181S, and coin- 
manded the hussar brigade at the action of Morales, where the 
10th hussars under Major Robarts acquired much reputation. 
He was present at the battle of Vittoria, and served during die 
remainder of the campaign in Spain. The 4th of June, 1814, 
he received the brevet of Major-General. He commanded a bri- 
gade at the battle of Waterloo, and had five horses killed or abot 
during the battle. For his services he has been appointed a 
Commander of the Bath ; Commander of the Royal Gudpinc 
Order ; Knight of the Russian order of St. Wladimir ; and of 
the 3rd class of William of the Low Countries ; and has the honor 
of wearing a medal and one cross for the battles of Sahagim 
and V^ittoria. 

The 30th of May, 1813, this officer was appointed Groom of 
the Bedchamber to the Duke of Cumberland. 

52(i. Majou-Genkral Sir James Lyon, K.C.B. 

This officer joined the 25th foot as Ensign in 1793 ; and ihe 
26th of April in that year obtained a Lieutenanc;. He cm* 
barked witli the regiment^ doing duty as Marines, in the same 
yeur^ and was present, commanding a detachment of the r^i* 
ment, on board the Mailborough, in Lord Howe's actionr of 
the 27th and 2Bth ul May, and the 1st of June, 1794. He 
succeeded to a company the 5th of April, 1795; and iccom- 
panied his regiment to the West indies in the same month; be 
serfed with it in Grenada during the insurrection of that Island. 
He served on Lord G. Lennoi^'s Staff at Plymouth in 1797 And 
179B. Captain Lyon accompanied the Honorable SirQharles 
Stuart as his Aid-de-Camp to Minorca in October, 179B; 
he was appointed Major of the Queen's Germans in 1799; and 
proceeded with tliat regiment to Egypt. He was in the acftums 
of the 13th and (;Sl8t of March, 180 J. He next served in Spaia 
and Portugal : he commanded the 97th foot at Vimiera, Tala- 
vera, Uusaco, and at the 1st siege of Badajoz ; he returned with 
the regiment to England. He since served in the army iiadcr 
the orders of the Prince Royal of Sweden; commanded a ^ 
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vision of Hanoverian Infiintry at the battle of the Goenle ; and 
a mixed corps of Russians^ Hanoverians, and Hanaeatickt un- 
der General Count Bennigsen^ with which he blockaded Har* 
burgh. He served on the Staff in Flanders, and commanded 
the Hanoverian brigade in the 5th division ; but which beiiw 
at Hal, the Major-General was not present in the action d[ 
Waterioo. 

The Jat of June, 1814, he was honored with the Royal 
Swedish Military order of the Sword ; the 7th of April, 1815, 
appointed a Knight Commander of the Bath, subsequently % 
Knight Grand Cross of the Hanoverian Guelphic Order, and 
a Commander of Maximilian Joseph of Bavaria. He has the 
honor of wearing a medal and one clasp for the battles of 
Vimiera and Talavera, and is one of the Equerries of die Duke 
of Cambridge. 

In 1817 he served on the Home Staff, as Commanding Ge- 
neral of the Inland district. 

527. Major-General William Gifford. 

Appointed Ensign in the 50th foot in 1788 ; and lieute- 
nant in 1794. He served at Gibraltar four years ; and at the 
Island of Corsica eight months ; be was present at tlie sieges of 
St. Fiorenza, Bastra, and Calvi. The 1st of July, 1795, be 
obtained a Company in the 1st West India regimenty horn 
which he was removed the 30th of December following to the 
26th foot. He served two years and a half as Aid-de-Camp to 
the late Lieutenant-General Sir Charles Stuart, and waa with 
that officer in Portugal, and in the expedition against Minorca. 
He served the campaign in Egypt, and was at the siege of 
Alexandria ; he was on the Staff of Malta foor years ; and, on 
the capture of Minorca in December, 1798,he obtained the brevel 
of Major. The 19th of July, 1802, he received the rank of Lien* 
tenant-Colonel in the army ; and the 19th of September, 1804, 
the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 43rd. .He was employed in the 
expedition to Zealand; and appointed Deputy Adjutant-Gf« 
neral at Malu. The 4tb of June, 18 II, he received the brevet* 
of Colonel ; and the rank of Major-General the 4th' of Jme^ 
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1814. He is a member of the Consolidated Board of Geneitl 
Officers. 

5G8. Major-General James Orde. 

This officer was Captain in the army the 6th of February, 
179.5; Captain in the 9Ut foot the 29lh of April, 1795 
Lieutenant-Colouel in the 4th foot the ISth of August, 180£ 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the 99th foot the 17th of October, 1805 
Colonel in the army the 4th of June, 1811 ; and Ma|or-Ge- 
neral the 4th of June, 1814. 

In 1812, whilst serving with the 99th r^meot at Halifax, 
NoYa Scotia, he was subjected to a Court Martial, the putb- 
culars of which are annexed. 

Major-General Orde is a member of the Consolidated Board 
of General Officers.

<^ Having laid before the Prince Regent the Proceedings of a 
General Court Martial, held at Halifax, Nova Scotia, on the 
28th of August, 1812, and continued by adjournment to the 23rd 
of September following, for the trial of Colonel James Orde, of 
the 99th, or Prince of Wales's Tipperary Regiment, >.wbo viras 
arraigned upon the under-mentioned charges, viz* 

*' 1. For conduct unbecoming the character of an oflBcer, 
in flogging without a trial several of the soldiers of tbQ .j99th 
regiment, while at Bermuda, and under his command, coDtrary 
to liis duty as an officer, and contrary to the articles of war. 

'^ 2. For scandalous and infamous conduct, foch as is 
unbecoming the character of an officer and a gendeman, in 
defrauding Mr. George Matthew, the Quarter-Maater of the 
09th regiment, out of the sum of £Mtb ds. 7id., when that 
regiment was at Bermuda, under his command. 

'^ 3. For tyranny and oppression from the time he joined 
the regiment in December, 1807, to the present period. Upon 
which charges the Court came to the following decision. 

'^ The court-martial, after the most attentive conaideralion 
and mature deliberation on the prosecution, evidence adduced in 
exculpation, and the prisoner's defence, are of opinion^ oa the 
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first charge, that the priaoaer. Colonel James Orde^ is guilty. 
On the second charge the court are of opinion that the prisoner 
is not guilty to the full extent as expressed in the charge ; it 
not having been clearly proved that his withholding from the 
Quarter- Master his just due, proceeded from a positive and 
deliberate intention, on the part of Colonel James Orde, to de- 
fraud Quarter-Master Matthew : the court do not therefore feel 
themselves warranted in the application of the epithets affixed to 
the transaction, viz. ' scandalous and infamous.' The court, 
however^ are far from exonerating the prisoner from a great 
degree of blame and most culpable neglect, as it appears that 
the Quarter-Master's claim is just, and that he is entitled to the 
full amount thereof; and the court are further of opinion, that 
Colonel James Orde ought in justice to have liquidated this 
debt, previous to his leaving Bermuda. 

*^ On the thicd charge, the court are of opinion that the prisoner 
Colonel James Orde is guilty. 

*^ The court, having found the prisoner. Colonel James Orde, 
guilty upon the first charge, and upon the second charge, 
although not to its fullest extent, and also having found him 
guilty upon the third charge : they do therefore sentence him^ 
the said Colonel James Orde, Lieutenant-Colonel of the 99thy 
or Prince of Wales's Tipperary regiment of foot, to be 
cashiered : — I am to acquaint you, that the Prince Regent was 
pleased, in the name and on the behalf of His Majesty^ to ijH 
prove and confirm so much of the finding of the cbort as relates 
to the second charge; but the first and third . charges are so 
comprehensive in their nature, and so entirely deficient in a par- 
ticular specification of facts, as not to justify the court in their 
general finding of the prisoner's guilt, in all the instances upon 
which evidence was permitted to be adduced ; for although it 
appears that the prisoner was induced, from the disorderly state 
of the 99th regiment, to sanction a mode of punishment, which 
cannot be legally inflicted^ yet in no instance does there appeu 
to have been any ground for imputing to Colonel Orde, either 
tyranny or oppression to the officers or men under his com- 
mand.

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530. Major-General 
Sir Thomas Sidney Be€kwith^ K.C.B. 

This officer was appointed Lieutenant in the 71st foot the 
5nd of February, 1791 ; Captain in the army the 4th of August, 
1794; Captain in Maningham's corps of riflemen the 29th of 
August, 1800; Major in the army the 11 th of March 1802; 
Major in Maningham's corps of riflemen, the 28th of April, 
1802; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 95th foot the 20th of Janu- 
mry, 1803; Colonel in the army the 4th of June, 1811 ; and 
Major-General the 4th of June, 1814. 

He ser^red in Spain and Portugal, and was present, as Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, at the battles of Vimiera, Corunna, and Busaco, 
for which he has the honor of wearing a medal and two clasps. 
In 1810, he senred on the Staff in Spain, as Depu^ Assistant 
Qoarter-Master-Generel, and in 1812, was appointed Assistant 
Qoarter-Master-Geoeral. He subsequently served in Canada as 
Quarter-Master-General . 

In 1813 he was appointed a Knight Commander of the 
Tower and Sword, of Portugal ; he is also a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath. The Major-General is a 
member of the Consolidated Board of General Officers. 

531. Major-Gbnbral Hbnrt John Cumming. 

This officer entered the service as Comet in the 11th dra- 
goons in 1790 ; the 21st of February, 1794, be obtained a 
troop in that regiment; die 25th of October, 1798^ te was 
appointed to a Majority; and to a Lieutenant«CldloBe}cy the 
17th of February, 1803. He was employed on the Continent 
from die 1st of May, 1793, until Ae end of June, 1795, «id 
was present at every siege, battle, or general action, the Brttiah 
army was engaged in during that period ; he was also in the 
expedition to Holland in 1799, and present at the different 
actions of that campaign ; for bis share in that of die 6tfa Octo- 
ber, be had the honor to bave notified to him in paUic orders 
tbe Duke of York's approbation of his conduct. Hie 17th off 
February, 1803, he was appeiHted Lientenant-Colond in die 
11th light dragoons; Colonel, by brevet, the 1st of Jannary, 
1812 ; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1814. 
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The 3d of May, 1811, he embarked in command of the llth 
dragoons for Portugal, where he remained with bis regiment, 
two years, and (^^nth the exception of the siege of Badajos) was 
present at whatever took place during that period. Id the 
action of the 25th of September, 1811, he ranked next to the 
general officers there engaged, and on that occasion received a 
sabre wound on the arm. He has reason to feel satiafactioD at 
having been present in this action, as nothing can be stroiq^er 
than the Duke of Wellington's language of appro|mtioa : the 
following is an extract : '' The Commander of the Foroes has 
been particular in stating the details of this action in the general 
orders, as it is his opinion it affords a memoraUe example of 
what can be effected by steadiness, discipline, and confidence. 
It is impossible diat any troops can at any time be exposed.to 
the attack of numbers relatively greater; and the Commaadeff 
of the Forces recommends the conduct of these troops to the 
particular attention of the officers and solders of the armj, as 
an example to be followed in all such circwnstaiicea. The 
Commander of the Forces considers Mi^or-Greneral Alten, 
Major-General CoWille, and the commanding officers .of the 
regiments under their command respectively, vii. : lieuteaipt- 
Colonel Cumming, &c., and the officers and soldiers under their 
command, to be entitled to his particular thanks^ and assures 
them that he has not failed to report his sense of then' conduct 
in the action of the 25th of September, to those by whom he 
trusts it will be duly approved and recollected." 

He also commanded the llth dragoons in the bittk of 
Salamanca, for which he has a medal. The M^of-Gcnend 
continues to hold the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 1 ith Jigfat 
dragoons. 

532. Major-Genkral Charles Ievinb. 

This officer was Captain in the army the 1st of Bfasdi, 
1800; Captain in the 62d foot the 9th of December, 1800; 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the army tlie gth of June, 1803; 'Colo- 
nel b tlie army the 4th of January, 1812; Major-GcneiBl the 
4thof June, 1814. 
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533. Major-Gbnebal Sir Charles Phillips^ Knt. 

This officer received an Ensigncy in the 33rd foot the 20th 
of June, 1783; and the same jear was placed on half-paj ; the 
21st of Maj, 1788, he was appointed Ensign in the 44th; and 
the 31st of Augasty 1793, Lieutenant. He served in the West 
Indies as Lieutenant and Adjutant^ the whole of the campaign 
under the late Lord Grey ; and was present at the siege of Fort 
Bourbon, the taking of the Islands of Martinique, St. Lucie, 
and Guadaloupe. The 2nd of September, 1795, he succeeded 
to a Company ; h^senred three years on the Staff in England as 
Aid-de-Camp to Lord Comwallia and General Grenville ; one 
year at Gibraltar, and in the expedition to Egypt. The 14th 
of January, 1802, he obtained a Majority in his regiment; he 
served on the Staff at Malta as Acting Deputy Adjutant-Ge- 
neral to the late General Fox. In March, 1803, he was ap- 
pointed Deputy Quarter-Master-General at Malta, with the 
rank of Lieutenant- Colonel. He is at present serving on the 
Staff of the army, under Lieutenant-General Lord William Ben- 
tinck, in Italy, Sicily, 8cc. The 1st of January, 1812, he re- 
ceived the rank of Colonel ; and of Major-General the 4th of 
June, 1814. He is a Knight of St. Januarius. 

534. Majob-Gbneral Henry Bruce. 

The 23rd of April, 1794, this officer received an Ensigncy in 
the 105th ; the 8th of October in that year a Lieutenancy in the 
99th foot; and the 25th of October a Company in the 105th; 
on the reduction of the 105th he was reoKived to the 99th, and 
embarked with it for the West Indies. He served in Demerara 
and St. Domingo, and on the 99th being drafted into other 
corps^ this officer returned to England, and was placed on half- 
pay for 18 months, when he received a Company in die 9th 
foot. The 12th of June, 1800, he received the Majority of the 
9th; and the 23rd December, 1800, was removed to die 31st 
regiment, the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of which regiment he ob- 
tained the 24lh of March> 1803. He received the brevet of 
Colonel the 1st of January, 1812 ; and of Major*General the 4th 
of June, 1814. This officer has served also in Portugal, at 
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Ferrolj before Cadi? under Sir Ralph Abercrombj, at Minorca, 
Sicily, and Egypt ; at the attack of Rosetta he commanded bis 
regiment, and on tlie evacuation of Egypt he returned to Sicily, 
and from thence to Malta. 

635. Major-General Thomas Birch Retnardson.

536. Major-General John, Loeo Pkobt. 

His Lordship was appointed Ensign in the 10th foot in 1794; 
and Lieutenant in the 9th foot the 5th of September, 179^- He 
served as Secretary to the mission of Colonel, now General 
Charles Crawfurd, at the head-quarters of the Archduke Charlei, 
and was present at all the battles of tlie campaign of 1796 m 
Grermany ; at the siege of Kehl ; and at the affair. Out beginniiig: 
of 1797, on the Rhine. His Lordship was appointed lo a Com- 
pany in the Slst foot the fiSth of February, 1798 ; ha acrwd aa 
Aid-de-Camp to Lord Comwaliis in Ireland during tb« lebcUioB. 
In 1798 he was employed with the late Major-General Robeit 
Crawfurd, in Germany^ and present at all the actions of tlmt 
year in Switzerland, under General Hotze,and with the Ruaakn 
army at the battle of Zurich.

Tn Julj, 18O0y he embarked for Walcheren with the gnvds^ 
and served in the reasrre in Soudi Beveland, under the com* 
mand of Lord Hopetonn. He went with the guards to Spun^ 
and m the sunuAo* of 1811 was apjpbmted to the cbmmandl 
of the gairisbn of Cadiz. He was second in command under 
the kte General Skerrit at die deience of Tariffi) and is men* 
tioned with warm approbation by the General in his report of 
that afiair. In the general orders issued at the conclusion 
of the siege the General observes^ ^ to Iieutenairt«Cblonel lord 
Proby, Ist guards^ he is on every occasion highly indebted, for 
the greift assistance he has afibrded hira, for his militery es* 
I perience, great zeal and activity.* In most of the affidfs lis Lord* 
ship has been personally present/' Lord Prbby inaircbed widi 
die detachment of the guardr that joined Lord Hill, and sub- 
sequently formed a junction with the Duke of Wellington on 
his retreat from Burgos. The 1st of January^ 1812, he re- 
^ ceived the brevet of Colonel. In 1813 heretumed to England, and 
L almost immediately after embarked again mth a detachment of 
guards for Flanders ; in die expedition under Lord Lynedoch be 
commanded a brigade of guards, in the attack on Beigeb-op^ 
Zopm, and his cj|pdact is mentioned with particular approbatiM 
by Lord Lynedodb, and Major*General Sir George Cdtkit, \n 
their officidr)epott; after dmt a&ir Lord Plroby wasVoiifinne«l 
ifk th^ command oflbe brigMledf guards, and appoMM Brigadier* 
General. His Lordship was includled Uk die brevet of dMi 
4th of June, 1814, as Major-General and appointed as audi 
to the Staff of Lord Lynedoch's army. 

The general pacification being soon aft^ completed, hia 
health having been mudi impaired, and conceiving lus par- 
liamentary duties incompatiWt with his command, he thou|^t 
it right to resq;n it.

This officer entered die serviee in 1778 ; leserved as lien* 
tenant and AdjuHQt ift die to<i foot widiLord CorMraDi% 
ll.af.Ca/. lU. ' a A 
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ID America, and was present in eveiy action that took pUuJb undtr 
His Lordship's command, and was taken prisoner with die 
army at York Town ; he afterwards sold oat of the BritiA 
service. In May, 1793, he was appointed Cornet in the 
Scotch greys; in 1794, he succeeded to a Lieutenancy; in 
1795, he was appointed to a troop in the 88th light dragoons; 
in ]861» to a Majority in the d2nd foot, from which he was 
rem(«ved in the course of six months to the 72nd. 

After quitting the British service, this officer took advantage 
of the peace to join the Austrian army, and' ha^ong been edu- 
cateil abroad, he had the advantage of the Continental langpiges 
so completely, that he followed Marshal Clerfayt for soum 
time, and then joined the Duke of Brunswick's army, aa Aid- 
de-Camp to the Duke of Fitz-James. In May, 17939 having 
agaui obtained a commission in the British army, he had the 
horn r of attending General Sir William Erskine, as his Aid- 
de-Camp during his stay on the Continent He returned with 
General Vyae, whom he joined as Aid-de-Caqsp on {he ^teath 
of General Erskiae. In 1797, he was again placed on the 
Staft*, and served as Aid-de-Camp to Lord Lake, during the 
period he remained in Ireland, and proceeded with hkn aa Ad- 
jutant-General to India.

He 
served the campaigns in Flanders, and was personally pi ei sep t 
in die several actions ; he served also at Ostend, in 1790. The 
25th of June, 1803, he succeeded to a company, with die rank 
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of Lieutenant-Colonel. He was employed in Spain, in 1806, 
and 1809> and in the actions at Lugo and C!orunna; also 
in the expedition of the latter year to the Scheldt. The 
1 St of January, 1812, he received the brevet of Colonel; and 
the 4th of June, 1814, was appointed Major-General. He 
commanded the first bVigade of guards at the battle of the 
If ive, and served m the campaign in Flanders, and at the battle 
of Waterloo commanded the 1st British brigade of the 1st 
division, consisting of the 2nd and Srd battalions of the 1st 
foot guards. The 22nd of June, 1815, he was appointed a 
Knight Commander of the military order of the Bath, vice Sir 
William Ponsonby, deceased. He has the honor of wearing 
a medal for his conduct at the battle of the Nive, and is a 
Knight of the third class of St. Wladimir, of Russia, and of 
the third class of Wilhelm, of the Low Countries. The 8tb of 
January, 1818, he was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Province of Upper Canada, where he is now serving. His 
name was honorably mentioned in Parliament for his services 
at Waterloo : vide the Speaker of the House of Commons'

539. Major-General 
The Honorable Edward Capel. 

This officer was Lieutenant and Captain in the 1st foot 
guards the 4th of October, 1794; Captain and Lieutenant- 
Colonel the 22d of June, 1803 ; Colonel ior the army the 1st of 
January, 181^; Major-General the 4th of June, 1814. He 
served in the campaigns in Flanders under His Royal Highness 
the Duke of York; aud in 1811, on the Staff at Cadiz^ as 
Assistant Adjutant-General. 

540. Major-General Sir William Sheridan, Bart. 

This officer was appointed Ensign, by purchase, in the 
Coldstream Guards, in June, 1793; and was promoted to a 
lieutenancy in the beginning of 179^. He obtained his com- 
pany die 25th of June, 1803 ; and the rank of lieutenant-Co* 
Jonel in the army the ^th of June of the same year. He cama 
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into the brevet of Colonel in 1812 ; and was appointed Mqor- 
Geoeral the 4th of June, 18 14* 

Li October, 1793, he went with a detachment of die regknait 
to join the army in Flanders, commanded by His Rojal Hi|{l^ 
#ess the Duke of York, and remained there as long as the 
troops were employed on that service. In 1799 he went in the 
expedition to die Helder with Sir Ralph Abercromby, and re- 
ceived a severe contusion from a ball passing under his foot, oa 
the Sand Hills. In 1806 he embarked in an eipedjtion under 
the orders of General Don, for the Elbe, and wu some time 
stationed at Bremen. In 1807 he was employed in the Copen- 
hagen expedition under Lord Cathcart ; and in 1808 in the ex* 
pedition under the command of Major-General Sherbrooka 
Barcelona was the destination of the latter expedition, bat on 
the arrival of the fleet at Cadiz, it was ordered to the Tagus, 
and disembarked at Lisbon. He served the campa^n in the 
Peninsula till the battle of Talavera, where he was most se- 
verely wounded, and was, in consequence, made a pfisoner of 
war^ the Duke of Wellington being obliged to abandon the hos« 
pilal. His cap^vity ceased when the war terminated. 

541. Major-General Thomas Cabey- 

This officer was appointed Ensign the ]5lh of January, 
1804, in the 3rd foot guards; he served the winter campeiign 
of 1794 and 5 in Holland with the allied armies, Britiik and 
Hanoverian. The 24th of August, 1795, he was appointed 
Lieutenant and Captain, and in 1796 Major of Brigade to the 
troops in Guernsey, in which situation be continoed till I>e* 
cember, 1797. From the latter period, to December, 179B, he 
was Aid-de-Camp to Major-General Burton. He emkeiked 
in the expedition of 1799 to Holland, and was present at the 
landing of the army near Camperdown on the £7th of Aognst; 
also in the subsequent action of the 10th of September, in de« 
feuding the position of the Zuype, as well as the battles of the 
19th of September and 2nd and 6th of October; he wis ap- 
pointed Adjutant during this service, 17th of September, b 
March, 1800, on the brigade of guards embarking for Iidand, 
Capiaiu Carey was appointed Major of Brigade ; lie afrfod tbt 
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campaigD in Egypt* wis present at the first hnding of the troops 
in Abookir Bay, the 8di of March, 1801 ; also in the battles of 
the 13th and £ 1st of the same month, and at the reduction of 
illexandria. He resumed the duty of Adjutant^ from January 
180^ to June 1803. The 24th of the latter month he was ap* 
pointed Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel in this regiment. In 
1805 he served at Assistant Adjutant-General with the army in 
Hanovefi as well as in the expedition ta Zealand in 1807, and 
was present at the siege of Copenhagen. He served also as 
Assistant Adjutant^Genend in the campaigns in Portugal and 
Spain in 1808, and was present at the battles of Vimiera and of 
Conmna. He was appointed Military Secretary to the Com- 
mander of the Forces in the expedition to the Scheldt, July^ 
1809, snd was present at the reduction of the Island of Wal- 
cheren, and at the siege of Flushing. He received the brevet 
of Colonel the 1st of January, 1812;. and the rank of Major^ 
General the 4th of June, 1814. 

542. Major-Gbnbral Godfrey Basil Mundy. 

This officer was appointed Comet in the 24th light dragoons 
in 1794; Lieutenant the 23rd of December, 179^; and Cap- 
tain the 24th of August, 1797^ in the 3d dragoons. Captain. 
Mundy served as Aid-de-Camp to Major-General Lord Charles. 
Fitzroy, from 1797 to 1802, and was in Ireland during the rebeU 
lion in 179^. The 27th of August, 1802, he received a Majority 
in the 3rd dragoons, and was employed in approving the levies of 
the array of reserve in Cavan. The 2nd of July, 1803, he re- 
ceived a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in his regiment^ and in 1807 ac* 
companied u in the expedition to Zealand ; die Ist of January^ 
1812, he received the brevet of Colonel; the 2nd of July, 1812,. 
the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 2nd foot ; and the 4th of June^ 
1814, the rank of Major-General. 

543. nMAJOR-GBNERAL WiLLIAM GrANT 

This officer was appointed Ensign in the 42nd regiment die 
24th of October, 1773; in 1776 he was at ibe battles of Long« 
Island, York-Island, and taking of Fort Washington ; in 1/77 
at the battles of Brandywine, and taking of Philadelphia ; in 
1778 at G^eral Grey's night attack oo the American General 
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Wayne's brigade ; at the battle of Monmouth, and the buni'iDg 
of New London, and the shipping in the harbour. The 24th 
of October, 1778, he was removed to the 55th foot; he was at 
the taking of St. Lucie, and succeeded to the Adjutaocj in 
December of that year. The 7th of February, 1781, he was 
promoted to a Lieutenancy in the 55th, and after seven years 
service in that rank, in the West Indies, he returned to England. 
The 24th of January, 1791> he was appointed Captain in an In- 
dependent Company, and in March placed on half-pay; the lOth 
of April he received a Company in the 77th, and served with the 
army in 1791 and 1792 against Seringapatam. He conmuuMkd 
the light company at the fall of Cochin and Columbo in 1795 
and 1796. The I st of January, 1798, he received the brevet of 
Major ; and in 1800 commanded his r^ment, and was em- 
ployed with the army against Dhoudia; and in 1801 against the 
Poligars. At the head of his regiment he took by atorm the 
strong fort of Panqulamcourchy, and received the thanks of the 
Governor of Madras for his conduct. In 1802 he returned to 
England ; the 9th of July, 1803, he received the brevet of IJeu- 
tenant-Colonel, and was appointed to the 14th battalion of 
reserve, and on its disbandment in 1805, he was placed on 
half-pay. The 15th of August, 1805, he was appointed to the 
82nd ; in 1809 he was in the expedition to Walcheren, and at 
tlie siege of Flushing; the 1st of January, 1812, he received the 
rank of Colonel. 

In 1810 this officer sailed with the 82nd from Portsmouth 
for Gibraltar ; and in May, 1812, from the latter place for 
Lisbon. He served with the army under the Duke of WelUng- 
ton ill Portugal, Spain, and France, to the 2nd of May, 1814;

In 1777 and 8 he served at New York 
and Halifax ; in 1781 he embarked for the £a§t ladies, and was 
ID varioua see engagements ; he returned to England in Dcccm- 
bw, 1785. The 25ih of Septembw, 1792, he received a tom- 
paof in the New South Wales Corps; and in December, 1766, 
embarked at Woolwich for New South Wales, where he seived 
till May, 1801, when he returned to England. The 1st of 
JaDUary, 1800, be received the brevet of Major, in Septem- 
ber, 1801, he again embarked for New South Wales.

This officer entered the service the 19th of January, 177S, 
as an Ensign in the 28th foot. He served as Ensign upwards 
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of eighteen months in the West Indies^ and obtained his Lieute- 
nancy the 28lh of January^ 17B2. He returned fa England at 
the peace^ and in 179S went to the West Indies as Aid-de- 
Camp to lieatenant-General Prescott. He served at the 
capture of the West ladia Islands by Sir Charles Grey, and the 
31st of May, 1794, received a company in the 56th. He was 
present at the siege of Fort Matilda, and at the captu|ie of 
Guadaloupe; after which he returned home. In 179B be 
joined his regiment at St. Domingo^ and came to England upon 
the evacuation of that island ; he served the campaign of 1799 
in Holland, as Major of Brigade, and on his return was 
appointed Major io the 52nd, the 26th of June, 1799* He 
accompanied his regiment to the coast of Spain, and to the 
Mediterranean, but it was not permitted to serve in Egypt, 
being formed of limitetl-service men. On his return to England, 
he was appointed, the 1 7th of Septemtier, 1803, lieuteoaot- 
Colonel to the 1st battalion of reserve.

from which he exchanged into the 88th the £9tb of July, 1796. 
As Captain Lord George aerved two years aud eight months in 
the East Indies. His Lordship obtained the Majority of the 
6th dragoon guards the 3rd of December, 1800 ; the Lieutenanl-^ 
Colonelcy of Dillon's regiment the 24th of September, 1803$ 
from which he was removed to the 71st the l6th of Auguit^

Lord George received the brevet of Colonel the Ist of Ja«Mqi^

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549. Major-Gbnebal Robert Campbeli*. 

This officer entered the service the £nd of January, 177ft as 
an Ensign in the 2nd battalion of the first (or Royal) regimeDt 
offooty in \vhich he was appointed a Lieutenant the ISth of 
October, 1780, and continued to serve with that regiment in 
England, Ireland, and at Gibraltar, until the 24th of Januaiy, 
179l> when he obtained promotion to the rank of CapCam, bj 
raising an Independent Company, which being soon afterwards 
drafted, he was placed on half-pay. He received die brevet 
rank of Major in the army, the Ist of January, 1798; that of 
Lieutenant-Colonel the 25th of September, 1803, and served in 
the 42nd Royal Highland, and 7l8t regiments of foot; vras 
present with the latter at the reduction of the Cape of Good 
Hope, and slightly wounded on the 8th of Janaary, 1806, ia the 
action at Blueberg, which decided the fiite of that colooy.

and that of Major- General the 4th of June, 1814. 

550. Major-General Robert Balfoub. 

This officer was Captain the 9th of July, 1793, in the Cod 
dragoons ; Major in the army the 1st of January, 179B ; Major 
ill the 2nd dragoons, the Srd of i\pril, 1801 ; Lieutenaati<Mo- 
nel in the army the 25th of September, 1805; LieuteMUt-Cclo- 
nel in the 2nd dragoons the 22nd of August, 1805 ; CoIomI in 
the army the 1st of January, 1812 ; and Major-General die 4th 
of June, 1 8 14. Whilst Lieutenant-Colonel of the 2ad drafooss 
this officer was, from the misconstruction of a rq^ulatioii, sob- 
jected to a Court Martial, and sentenced to be cadiieied ; the 
Prince Regent confirmed . the sentence, but iromediatdj after 
restored him to the functions of his commission, neither dishonor* 
able or unworthy motives appearing in the chaiiges pnSani 
and established against him. 
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551. Majob-Gsnebal Duoald Campbell. 
This officer entered the army in 1785, sa an Eoiign in die 
57lh foot He nerred in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick two 
years and a half. He waa promoted to Lieutenant in 1768; 
and in 1790, received a letter of service to raise an Indepen- 
dent company, for which he was gazetted the 34th of January, 
1791.' These companies being tliabanded shortly afterwardi, 
and the officers placed on half-pay, he remained in that situation 
until permitted to give the ditference between half and full pay, 
and was appointed to the 46lh foot. He embarked with 
recruits for Gibraltar in 1794, and went from thence to the 
West Indies. He was there actively employed against the 
French and Charibs in St. Vincent's from March, to Decem- 
ber, 179.S without quitting the tield. Me embarked for Eng- 
land in July, 1796, and shortly after his arrival was sent on the 
recrxiittog service ; he remained on that duty nearly 13 months, 
and then joined his regiment, and in 1800 embarked for Ireland. 
He remained with the regiment, except during the periods he 
was employed as Inspecting Field-Officer of the reserve then 
raising in the county of Cork, and embarked with it the Gth of 
January, 1804, for the West Indies, a.iid arrived in March fol- 
lowing at Barbadoes. Shortly afterwards he was sent in ibe 
command of this regiment to Dominica. He succeeded to a 
Majority in the 46th foot in 1797 ; and in 1604 obtained Ibe 
brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel' He was appointed Colonel in 
the army the Ist of January, 1813; Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
5rd West India regiment the 13th of August, 1812; and 
Major-General the4th of June, 1814. 

552. Major-General Robert Alexander Dalzbll. 

This officer was Major in the aniiy the Ist of Januai7,,J 
I79S; Lieutenant and Captain in the 1st foot guards the SQlhof^l 
May, 1803; Lieu ten ant- Colonel in thearmy lhe25ti) of Septen^^fl 
ber, 1803; Captain in the 60th foot, the 34th of September, J 
18IS ; Colonel in the army the 1st of January, 1813; and M»^ 1 
jor-General the 4lh of June, 1814. This officer has aerved o 
Deputy Adjutant-General in Ireland; and was laet on the Staff . 
at Belfast. 
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553. Major-General James Cuming. 

' This officer was appointed Ensign in the 47th foot the 21st 
of January^ 1784; he was subsequently appointed Lieutenant 
and Captain in the same regiment, the 3rd of September, 1795; 
Major the l6th of June, 179B ; lieutcnantrCoIonel in die army 
the 1 6th of September, 1803; Lieutenant-Colonel in the47tb 
foot the 13th of June, 1811; Colonel in the army the Jtt of 
January, 1812; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1814. 

554. Major-General Henry Eustace. 

This officer was appointed Captain-Lieutenant and CaptaiD 
in the late Engineers in Ireland the 14th of November, 1796; 
Major in the army die Srd of October, 179B ; Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel in the army the 25di of September, 1805; Colonel in the 
army the 1st of January, 1812; and Major-General the 4th of 
June, 1814. He has been many years on the retired list as 
Captain-Lieutenant and Captain in the corps of officen of the 
Engineers in Ireland allowed to retire on their pay« 

555. Major-General Sir Colin Halkett, K.C.B. 

This officer was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in the British 
service the 17th of NoTember, 1803; Lieutenant-Colonel Com- 
mandant in the £nd battalion light infiEmtry King's German 
Legion the 9th of February, 1805, (which corps he raised ia 
Hanover). He served in the Peninsula under the Duke of 
Wellington, and commanded a brigade of the King's Oennaa 
Legion at the battles of Albuhera, Salamanca, and Vittoiii.. 
He also served on Aie Staff in Flanders, and was present at die 
battle of Waterloo, where he commanded the 5th Britkh hn^ 
gade, consisting of the SOth, d3rd, 69th, and 7drd reguneota,. 
and was severely wounded. He is a Knight Commndei of the 
Order of the Bath ; was appointed Colonel of the 2nd battalioi^ 
light infantry King's German Legion the 1st of Januaiy^ 1812; 
and Major-General the 4th of June, 1814. 

The Major-General has the honor of wearing a medal «sd 
two clasps for the above enumerated battles in the Peninsiila^ 
and is a Knight of the Third Class of Wilhelm, of the Low 
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Coontriet, and a Commander of the Bavarian Order of Maxi- 
milian Joseph, and of the Hanoverian Guelphic Order, Since 
the termination of the war, the Duke of Cambridge has ap. 
pointed this officer Lieutenfint-Getoend in the Hanoverian service. 

The following is an extract of a letter received by the Editor 
from an officer of rank, written at the time when the affiiir took 
place to which it refers, and in which Sir Ccdin Halkett so 
greatly distinguished himself. 

^* The brilliant engagement in which the Germans wei^ so 
h^Iy distinguished is universally a theme of conversation. 
The second day the army began the retreat from Burgos, in 
consequence of the enemy's cavalry being superior to ours in 
point of number. Colonel Halkett was ordered by the Com* 
mander of die Forces to hdt at the village of St. Maria del Car- 
mino, with his brigade of German light cavalry, consisting of 
two battalions, of 380 men each : the Colonel posted one batta* 
lion in the village, and the other he so disposed that the left 
wing enfiladed the high road leading to the bridge, at about 
forty yards distance ; he then formed an abatis at the end of the 
bridge, of cart-wheels and branches of trees, leaving an opening 
for our cavalry to pass when retiring. In consequence of an 
attack of superior numbers the cavalry were driven in, and pur- 
sued by the French, who, as soon as they occupied the bridge^ 
received the fire from the left wing of the Germans, which put 
l^em completely to the rout, and killed and wounded more than 
one hundred. The French then threw shot and shells on the 
village, but were checked advancing by Colonel Halkett having 
directed the battalion posted in the village to move about in 
such a manner, as to lead the enemy to estimate their force to 
be more numerous than was really the case. The French 
having found a ford to their right, passed over some cavaby, 
and drove the Spanish cavalry away, who were left to gOkrd it. 
Colonel Halkett was then obliged to retire on the village VeoCa 
del Poso. Our cavalry having agam advanced, the Frendi came 
on in three lines, and were gallantly charged by the 1 Idi, Iftb, 
and l6th dragoons ; but, although the squadrons of these ttp^ 
ments repeatedly broke through the first and second line of the 
enemy, they were so overpowered by numbersi that thoae they 



had broke formed in their rear, and on their flanks : courage wti 
unavailing, and they were forced to retreat ; the heavy cavalry of 
the Germans were ordered to charge; but, althoug|i they at- 
Ucked with their accustomed vigour, they were driven back, 
and the whole pursued by the French cavalry. At thia time 
Colonel Halkett had halted his brigade at the village of Venta 
del Poso, and aware of the predicament of our cavalry, who 
were flying in all directions, and vigorously pursued by the 
French, formed his brigade into two squares, en eck/Zbn, iear- 
ing a space for our cavalry to pass through, which diaj did, 
with the enemy so close to them, that all must iuevitably have 
been taken, had not Colonel Halkett, when the French 
in their eagerness had also passed close between the aqoaies, 
given them a heavy fire ; this alone decided the business : the 
enemy faced about and fled in disorder, leaving between 
three and four hundred killed and wounded. Tbcy once 
more formed, and advanced on the squares, but were re- 
ceived in so cool and steady a manner by the Germant, that 
they declined further contest ; by which curcumstance our oh 
valry were enabled to make their retreat, followed by the Ger- 
man squares. The highest praise was given to the Germana for 
their brave and steady conduct : and the Marquess of Wellington, 
in shaking Colonel Halkett by the hand, thanked him and bia 
brigade for having saved his cavalry." 

556. Major-General 
Sir Henry Edward Bunbury, K.C.B. 

The 14th of January, 1 795, this officer obtained an Emigacj 
in the Coldstream guards, and was shortly after appointed Aid- 
de-Camp to Major-General Gwyn upon the Home Staff. He 
purchased a troop in the l6ih light dragoons, the l6th of 
August, 1 797 ; and after serving four years as Aid-de-Camp to 
Major-General Gwyn was appointed to the same situation on 
the Staff of the Duke of York. He served with the ezpjeditioa 
to Holland in 1799i and was at the battles of the 19th of Sep- 
tember, and 2d and 6th of October. He received the Majority 
of the 9th West India regiment, the 1 1th of March, 1802 ; and 
the 31st of December, 1803, was appointed Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and Assistant Quarter-Master-Gencral in the Southern 
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district and in which situation he contbued till March, 1805, 
when he was appointed Deputy Quarter-Master-General in the 
Mediterranean. The latter situation he held three jears; he 
was in the expedition to Naples in 1805-6, to Calabria in 1806, 
and at the battle of Maida. He was subsequently, for one year 
and a half, Quarter-Master-General in the Mediterranean. The 
28th of March, 1805, he was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the Newfoundland Fencibles: Colonel, by breret, the 1st of 
January, 1812; and Major-General, the 4th of June, 1814. 
Major -General Bunbury has for some years been Under Secre- 
tary of State in the Colonial and War Department. He is a 
Knight Commander of the Military Order of the Bath, and has 
the honor of wearing a medal for the battle of Maida. 

557. Major-Gsneral Sir Hudson Lowe, Knt. 

This officer was an Ensign in the East Deyon militia; he 
served as a volunteer with the 50th regiment in 1785 and 1786, 
and the 25th of September, 1787, was appointed Ensign in that 
regiment; and Lieutenant, the 11th of November, 1791< He 
served at Gibraltar 6 years, and subsequently at Toulon and in 
Cprsica. He was present at the attack of Martello Tower^ 
storming of Convention Redoubt, and the sieges of Bastia and 
Calvi. The 5th of September, 1795, he succeeded to a Com- 
pany. Whilst holdii^ the ranks of Lieutenant and Captain due 
officer had in succession the following situations : Rq;imeDtal 
Paymaster, Assistant Paymaster-General, Deputy Judge Advo- 
cate, and Assistant Inspector of Foreign Corps. He next 
served in Portugal 2 years, and at Minorca 1 year. He was 
next appointed to command a corps of Corsicans. He served 
in the expedition to Egypt, and was in the reserve under Major- 
General Moore ; he was present in the principal occurrences of 
that campaign, and subsequently appomted Secretary of a 
Board at Malta for the adjustment of claims ; he received a 
Majority in the Corsican Rangers, which was ante-dated the 5th 
of July, 1800 ; and in 1802 was reduced to half-pay. In Aprils 
1803, he received a M^ority in the 7 th foot, and was appointed^ 
Permanent Assistant Quartei^Master-Geoeral b die Westavn 
District. He wu afterwards sent at the desire of Lord Hobart 
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Captain, in the 2d foot guards, the 8th of December, 1799. 
He served in the Mediterranean 6, and in Egypt 7 months. 
He was in the actions of the 8th, 13th, and Slst of March« 
The 9th of Julj, 1805, he was appointed Major in the 5tfa 
battalion of reserve; in August, 1804, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the 6th Garrison battalion ; and the 5th of January^ 1805, 
Lieutenant-Cdonel of the 2 1 st foot. Lieutenant-Colonel Adam 
landed in Sicily in command of the 2 1st regiment in July, 1806, 
and continued there till spring 1811. During this period he 
served with his regiment in Calabria in the summer of 1809, 
while Sir John Stuart was employed against the islands in the 
Bay of Naples. The English forces in Calabria got possession 
of Scylla, and retained it for some time. In September, 1810, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Adam was engaged in the affair near Mill 
with about 4000 Neapolitan troops which were landed there in 
the night under General Cavagnac. They landed about an 
hour before day light. Colonel Adam moved his regiment and 
the 3rd line battalion, King's German Legion, with 2 guns 
against them, seized the passes into the interior, and took 
a strong position between the enetny and Messina; and his 
skirmishers had just begun to press the enemy when Lieutenant- 
General Campbell, about day light, arrived. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Adam came home on leave, and reached 
England in June, 1811, having meanwhile been appointed Aid* 
de-Camp to the Prince Regent. He returned to iSicily widi 
Lord William Bentinck in October, 1811, when hb Lordship 
returned, after his unexpected visit to England, and when it 
was supposed some active operations would take place in 
Sicily. On the 12th of August, 1812, he obtained the brevet 
of Colonel ; and in 1812 was appointed Deputy Adjutant-Ge* 
neral in Sicily. He served in that capacity there till he joined 
the British troops on the East coast of Spain, at Alicant, in 
August, 1812. About April, 18 IS, he was appointed to com- 
mand a brigade, consisting of one English and two foreign bat- 
talions, a troop of foreign hussars, and a company of foreign 
riflemen, which formed the advance of the army, and consisted 
of about 18CX) men. The advance was attacked at Biar, on 
the 1 '2th of April, 1813, by about 5000 French, with cavalry 
R.M.Cal III. ttB 
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Mediterranean^ and haa be^ n appointed a Commander of St. 
Michael and St. George, of the Ionian Islandn. He is a Mem- 
ber of the Consolidated Board of General OflScers. 

The father of this officer being examined before the Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, in 1809, on the subject of 
the charges preferred against the Duke of York, he gave the 
following account of the entry of his son into the army, and his 
promotion : 

The following question was put to Mr. Adam, — ^* Having 
stated that you have served His Royal Highness the Duke of 
York gratuitously, may I be allowed to ask, have you a son in 
the army i 1 have, he is a Lieutenant-Colonel in the 21st regi- 
ment of foot — ^At what age was he made Lieutenant-Colonel i 
I will answer that question. But as 1 have received a letter 
which 1 will presendy read to the House, they will see the 
necessity of my answering that question, by stating the introduc- 
tion of that person, and the progress he made in the army. 
General Sir Charles Stewart, who was a friend of my early life, 
asked me if any of my five sons had a disposition or inclination 
for the army. I told him that there was one of them, then 
fourteen or fifteen years old, who I thought had a strong 
tendency that way. He said, you know my friendship for 
you ; and the rules of the service permit my making him an 
Ensign : he gave him the commission of Ensign ; his regiment 
was in Canada, and the young person never joined it, but 
was sent by me immediately to Woolwich to receive a 
military education regularly; and as 1 am asked a qutstion of 
this sort, and know its tendency firom the letter I have in my 
|>ocket, I do not ihink it unbecoming in me to state, of so near 
und so dear a relation, that he distinguished himself extremely in 
his progress at Woolwich. He received a second commission 
of Lieutenant from General Sir Charles Stewart, equally gra- 
tuitously with my services to the Duke of York. When Sir ^ 
Halph Abercroinbv, whom I likewise had the honor to call my 
intimate friend, was about ^o go out to the Helder, he went 
under liini at tlie age of sixteen as a volunteer. The Hoiiae 
will pardon me, for it is impossible for me not to feel upon this 
sut>jc>ct, I must state its merits. That youth landed in a hot 
fire, ami he behaved so as to receive the thanks of every body 
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around him ; be remained actively engaged in every engigemeilt 
during that expedition : he had the command of such a sab 
division of men as a Lieutenant commands, and they were of 
those troops that were raised as volunteers from the militia^ 
they were raw to service, they required much management, and 
yet he contrived to conduct them well. When he returned to 
this country he received from His Royal Highness the Duke of 
York, without any solicitation whatever on my part, so help me 
Godj a commission in his own regiment the Coldstream; 
having pavt^d the way to make him a Lieutenant in his owo 
regiment, by giving him a commission in one of the regiments 
that was raised just after the affair of the Helder. I do not 
recollect the particular circumstances, but it will be easy to 
get them at the War office, if that is necessary. He remained in 
the Coldstream regiment at home imtil the expedition to 
Egypt, when he went again under Sir Ralph Abercrombj; 
where he was accompanied by his friend at Woolwichi who had 
made a similar progress with himself, the son of Sir John 
Warren, who was killed by his side. He was one of those who 
landed with the guards in the illustrious landing commanded bj 
Sir Ralph Abercromby^ and covered by Lord Keith. I have the 
happiness to say that he distinguished himself equally upoD that 
occasion ; when he returned home, the Duke of York agun 
gratuitously transferred him to his own regiment, with the rank 
of Major : and he rose, as a matter of course, at the age, £ 
believe, of not quite twenty-one, to the rank of Ldeutenant- 
Colopel ]ja the second battalion of his own regiment. When 
Colonel Wilson went abroad with General Maitland, Coloiiel 
Wilson intimated to me that it would vacate his Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy^ and the only time I ever mentioned his name to the 
Duke of York, was to mention tliat fact, and to leave it to Hit 
Royal Highness to do as he thought fit. His Royal Higfanesi 
put him in the first battalion, and I have the happiness to ^^ m \ 
that he has been a constant credit to his coimtry, and has com* 
nianded as well from the moment he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Colonel, as any one in the service; and I desire General Officers 
in the service to speak to that. If General Moore were alive he 
could do it. I now beg leave to read this letter, which I ahould 
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have considered a mere trifle, if it were not for this question, add 
put it into my pocket, and probably into the fire: it is written m 
red ink. (Mr. Adam read an anonymous letter.) 

'' Having given the answer which I have to the honorable 
gentleman, I am in the judgment of the House, whether I have 
not a right to say, that I have gratuitously served the Duke of 
York/' 

569* Majob-Osheral 
Sib RicHABD Hussey Viviak, K.CB. 

This officer entered the army as an Ensign in the dOth fo6t 
in July, 1793. In October of the same year he was enipfoyM 
on the coast of France with Lord Moira's army during die 
winter. The 7th of May, 1794, he was appointed to a company 
in the 28th foot, and in June following he landed at Ostend 
with Lord Moira's army. He was present in the sortie fitnki 
Nimegueuy and was left in the place with a detachment until 
finally evacuated. He was present in the afiair of the 8th of 
January, 1795, at Geldermalsen, in Holland, and in dHFei'Mt 
slight skirmishes of outposts. He returned to England nl Jon^, 
1 793 ; and be sailed for the West Indies with Admiral Chrisdan, 
in December, but who was obliged to return in consequence of 
bad weather. This officer next embarked for Gibraltar in 
August, 1796; remained there until August, 1798, when he 
exchanged into the 7th light dragoons ; he embarked with Hm 
7th for the H elder in August, 1799; uid was present in the 
different battles of the 1^ of September, and the ^ and 5th df 
October, besides several skirmishes.

of December of the same year. In October, I8<r>8, he embarkU 
for Corunna, and landed there the 5th of November, ni com- 
mand of the regiment ; be was in different skirmishes during tbo 
retreat of Sir John Moore's army in the Januar> following, of 
which the regiment formed the rear guard from Lugo, haniq^ 
been left at that place loflia hours after thb mAA of Ae rastdf

expedition to the West Indies in the winter of the latter year; 
served at the taking of St. Lucie, and was severely wounded at 
the siege of Mome Fortun^e in that Island, the 1st of May, 
1796. The 9th of June following, he rejoined his corps at St. 
Vincent, and was present at the attack and storm of three 
French redoubts on the 10th of June : he served seven months 
in the Cbarib Country, and commanded a post in the woods 
during the reduction of those people. In March, 17979 he was 
promoted to a Company in tlie 6th West India regiment ; with 
which regiment he served as Captain and Paymaster, until June, 
1798, when he returned to England ; and in August following, 
was appointed Aid-de-Camp to General Whitelocke. In 
November of the same year, he went to Portugal as Aid-de-Camp 
to General Cuyler; and in August, 1799» was removed to die 
20th foot. He served in the expedition to the H elder, and was 
in the actions of the 2nd and 6th of October ; he was severely 
wounded in both thighs on the latter day, and from which he 
suffers even at the present day, the ball not having been 
extracted. In November, I799y he was promoted to a Majo- 
rity in the Surrey rangers, which corps he formed and com- 
manded : he served with it one year in Nova Scotia, and was 
subsequently removed to the 86th foot. Major Torrens joined 
the 86th in Egypt, and commanded it iir the march across the 
desert on its return to India : he subsequently commanded it in 
the field for two years, during the war with Scindia, after 
which he came home on account of ill health* The Ist of 
January, 1803, he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, by brevet ; he served as Assistant Adjutant-General to 
the Kent District for 15 mpnths: he was removed as Major to 
the 89th foot, and went as Military Secretary to Lieutenant- 
Gencral Whitelocke, in the expedition to South America in' 
1807 : he served in the attack of Buenos Ayres. On his return 
to England he was appointed, in December, 1807» Assistant 
Military Secretary to the Commander-in-Chief. In 1806 he 
served in the expedition to Portugal as Military Secretary; be* 
was present at the battles of Roleia and Vimiera ; in October* of 
that year lie returned to England, to his former rituatioQ of 
Assistant Military Secretary to the Conraiander-m-Cbief*; since 
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iwbich be has been appointed Chief Secretary and continoas ao 
at tbe present time (1820). The 13tb of June, 1811, he vw 
removed to a Company in the drd foot guards ; the 80th of 
February^ 181(£, he received the rank of Colonel; and of Major* 
General the 4th of June, 1814. The 27th of November, \S15, 
he was appointed Colonel of the Royal African corps ; and tbe 
2l8t of September, 1818, removed to his present regiroeDi, the 
2nd West India. The Major-General is a Knight Commander 
of die Bath, and has the honor of wearing a medal for the 
battles of Roleia and Vimiera. 

561. Major-General The Right Honorablb 
Sir Benjamin Bloomfibld, Knt. 

This officer was appointed 2d Lieutenant in tbe Rojal 
Artillery the 24th of May, 1781 ; Captab in the army the Qth 
of September, 1794; Captain in the Bojal Artillery the I6th 
of July, 1799; Lieutenant-Colonel in tbe Royal ArtiUery the 
3rd of December, 18()6; Colonel in the army the 20th of 
February, 1812; and Major-General the 4th of June, 1814. 

This officer was Assistant Secretary under the late Cokmal 
Sir John M^Mahon at Carlton House ; he suLceeded to thai 
officer's post, and has since been honored with Knighthood^ 
the Hanoverian Gudphic Order, and appointed a Prifj 
Counsellor. 

562. Major-Gekeral Georob Cookson. 

Before commencing his military career, ibis officer .entered 
the Royal Navy in 1773, and being appointed, through Lord 
North, a Cadet at the Royal Military Academy at Woolwidi^ 
he quitted that service, and joined the Academy, in 1777; and 
on tlie 19th of August, 1778, he obtained a commifsioo as £d 
Lieutenant of the Royal Kegiment of Artillery i the Ifith of 
July, 1780, a first Lieutenancy. He was three timea on 
duty in thr West Indies; he commanded the artillery, in 1785, 
9 months on the unhealthy shores of Black River on dbe 
Spanish Mam in South America, when tbe Spanish Gowm- 
ment insisted upon that part of the country being evacuaUd by 
the British. He was promoted to a Captain*I«ieateiiaiiGj in 
tbe Royal Artillery the 16th of NovembeTi 1798; he aenred 
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the campaign of 1793 in Flandte under the Duke of York, 
and opened the 1st Bridah battery against the besieged city of 
Valenciennes^ and coQumanded the Royal Artillery in the trenches, 
at the successful storming of the covered way and horn- 
work under the late Sir Ralph Abercromby, the £5tli of Joly, 
1793. In October following he was appointed 2od Captain to 
a troop of horse artillery. He served two years at Gibraltar 
during the Spanish war in 1797 and 179B ; he was promoted 
to the rank of Major in the army the 1st of January, 1800; in 
May following he embarked in the command of the Artilleryyto 
co-operate with the army, which assembled near the Island of 
Houaty off Bretagne, under Brigadtei^General the Honorable 
Thomas Maitland^ for the purpose of attackmg Belleisle. 
After remaining there three months, fresh troops arrived under 
the late lieutenant-General Sir James Pulteney, and en ike 
I21at of August the expedition saOed for Ferrol. The ^5tb, the 
army> 13,000 men and l6 pieces of artillery, were rapidlj 
landed in Dominos Bay, four miles from die town, under the 
immediate superintendence of Commodore Sir Edward Pellew, 
now Lord Exmouth, who as rapidly re-embarked them all the 
following evening, the 86th of August; on the 19th of Septem-' 
ber, 1800, he joined the army off Gibraltar, under Sir Ralph 
Abercromby ; on the drd of October the fleet sailed ; on tlie 
5th anchored near Cadiz ; and the following day the artiKnry 
and one division of the troops were assembled in the boats in 
readiness to land, and which would have been effected but for 
news arriving that a pestilential disorder raged throughout the 
city ; on the 7th of October the fleet sailed with the army for 
the Mediterranean, and after refreshing at Malta, and remain- 
ing nme weeks in Marmorice Bay, in Asia Minor, he prooeaded 
with it to Egypt ; and on the 8th of March, 1801, (after having 
been embarked seven months), the successful landing in tiM Bi^ 
of Aboukir took place, when all the field pieces, from a phm 
of his own never before adopted, were landed ready for scrvine^ 
and in consequence brought mto action as soon, if not b e fmi 
the infantry ; and but for which new motle of landing, th#^)^OB» 
sequences might have been fatal to the aqpaditioau Hevw 
upwards of two years in Egypt ; commaoded die wHSBmy H 
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expedition to Copenhagen ; he proceeded with the army and 
commanded the whole of the artillery in adiraoce till within nine 
days of its surrender, when he commanded all the batteries upon 
the right of the British lines. In October, 1808, he embarked 
in command of the artillery, 48 field pieces and 1,200 men, to 
be landed at Corunna with the army under General Sir David 
Baird. The 29th of December following with the horse artil- 
lery he supported the cavalry on the plains of Benevente, when 
the French General Lefebvre and several of the Imperial guards 
were made prisoners. After the retreat of the army under the 
late Lieutenant-General Sir John Moore from Velada to 
Corunna^ this oflScer^onthe 13th of January, 1809| prepared and 
blew up the two great Magazines, three miles from Corunpa, 
containing nearly 12,000 barrels of . gunpowder. On the l6th 
(a few hours before the French force, under Marshal Soulf, 
made his attack upon Sir John Moore's army) the horse artil- 
lery in advance under his command were relieved, and the 
whole embarked agreeable to orders, which deprived this corps 
participating in the defeat of the enemy. He returned with the 
army to England the 2l8t of the same month, and in April 
following was appointed to command the artillery in the Sussex 
District. lu July following, he was called upon to proceed 
with the army in the expedition to Walcheren : he commanded 
all the artillery in advance on the island of South Beveland, and 
after the surrender of Flushing be returned to Fngland, and 
resumed the command of the artillery in the Sussex District ; 
which he held till the 1st of August, 1814. The 25th of No- 
vember, 1813, be offered his services on an expedition to Hol- 
land. The Master General of the Ordnance, Lord Mulgrave, 
replied, ** Lieutenant-Colonel Sir George Wood has been ap- 
pointed to command the artillery, to be sent with the troops 
under the command of Lieutenant-General Sir Thomas Gra- 
ham, which circumstance precludes my availing myself of 
your very zealous tender of your services on the present occa- 
sion." The 17th of March, 1812, he succeeded to a Colonel- 
cy in the Royal Artillery ; and the 4th of June, 1814, he waif 
promoted to the rank of Major-General in the army. 
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563. Major-Gen ERA L Sir John £llet, K.C.B. 

This officer commeDced his military career m the humbk^ 
though honorable capacity of a private trooper id die Rojal 
Horse Guards, Blue, in which he was soon after appointed 
Quarter-Master; and in 1791 he obtained a Cometcy in die 
same regiment. He served the campaigns of 1793^ 4, and 5 
in Flanders, and was present at most of the battlet fought during 
those periods, and at the siege of Valenciennes, Sic. The £8th 
of January, 1796, he obtained a Lieutenancy in his reginient : 
the 24th of October, 1799> a troop: in 1804, a Majofity: and 
the 6th of March, 1806, a Lieutenant-Colonelcy. He sened 
as Assistant Adjutant-General to the cavalry in Spain, in the 
campaign of 1808 and 1809, &"d was present at the afiair of 
Sahagun, Majorca, Benevente and Lugo, and b the battle of 
Corunna. He served as an Assistant Adjutant-General^ attached 
to the cavalry in Spain and Portugal, during the campaigna of 
the following years ; was in the battle of Talavera ; had the 
command of the rear guard of cavalry, which covered the 
advanced corps of the army when it retired over the Alberdie; 
was in the battles of Fuentes D'Onor, S^amanca, Vittoria, 
Orthes, and Toulouse; in every action of importance; and 
finally served in the Netherlands, and was present at the battle 
of Waterloo. For his services on these occasions, he has been 
appointed a Knight Commander of the Bath, and received a 
cross, and two clasps, from the British government. He hat 
also been appointed a Knight of the Austrian Order ci Maria 
Theresa; and a Knight of the fourth class of the Ruauan 
Order of St. George. He received the rank of Colonel in the 
army the 7th of March, 1813; and the 12th of Augoat^ 1819, 
that of Major-GeneraL 

564. Major-Genebal 
Henry Shebhy Keating, C.B. 

This oflScer was appointed Lieutenant in the dSd foot the 
31 St of January, 1794 ; and Captain in the same corpa tba 6th 
of September, 1796. He served as a Subaltern in the West 
Indies, was severely wounded and detained as a prisoner at 
Guadaloupe. The 3rd of September, 1800^ he vrw appmnted 
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to a Majority in the 56th foot. In 1800, he served on the 
Staff of Irdand as Major of Brigade ; in 1803, as Inspecting 
and Recruiting officer of the Quota of the Army of Resenre, 
appointed to be raised in the county of M ayo ; and received 
the thanks of the Governors and Deputy Governors for his 
zealous exertions in that service. The 1st of August, 1804, he 
received the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 56th foot. In lS09p 
be was appointed to the command of the Island of Roderigues, 
and, in conjunction with Commodore Rowley, planned and con- 
ducted the operations of a gallant and successful attack upon 
the town and harbour of St. Paul's, in the Island of Bourbon, 
which was noticed in the following General Orders : — 

" Bombay Castle, 2nd December, 18 10. 

*'The official details which have been received by government 
' of the operations of part of the garrison of Roderigues, under 
the immediate command of Lieutenant-Colonel Keating, of His 
Majesty's 66th regiment, in conjunction with ihe squadron 
under the orders of Commodore Rowley, in an attack made 
upon the town and harbour of St Paul's, in the Island of 
Bourbon, have afforded to government the highest gratification. 
The Honorable the Governor in council most fully approves of 
the whole of the arrangements made by Lieutenant-Colonel Keat- 
ing, for carrying that brilliant enterprise into effect ; but he has re- 
marked with peculiar satisfaction, the judgment displayed by that 
officer, in the prompt and decided manner in which he availed 
himself of the information transmitted to him by Commodore 
Rowley, relative to the position and forces of the enemy, ana 
admires the spirit and rapidity with which he advanced from the 
point of disembarkation to the town of St. PauVs. To these 
measures, aided by the gallantry and undaunted courage of Hit 
Maji»sty's and the Honorable Company's naval and land forces 
employed on the expedition, he ascribes the honorable and 
completely successful termination of a service, from which the 
public have derived considerable advantage, and the • British 
arms in this quarter of the Globe have acquired an additioul 
lustre. The Governor in Council, in thus publicly declaring 
the high sense he entertains of the spirited and j odiei oas coo- 
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duct of Lieutenant-Colonel Keating, and of the Talor displayed 
by ihe troops in general, feels the most lively pleasure in ei- 
pressing his particular approbation of the conduct of Captains 
W. S. (now Major) Forbes and Hanna, of the 56tb regiment^ 
and Captain Imlack, of the 2nd battalion £nd regiment natife 
infantry, who commanded the columns of attack on that occa- 
sion, as well as of Lieutenant Kemon, of the Bombay Engi- 
neers, Ensign Pearce, of the 66th regiment, and Lieutenant 
Watkiiis, of the Honorable Company's cruizer the Wasp, for 
the personal assistance they afforded to Lieutenant-Colonel Keat- 
ing ; and of Doctor Davies, for his kindness and attention to 
the sick, of whirh Lieutenant-Colonel Keating speaks io terms of 
rommendaUon in a separate dispatch to the Adjutant-General." 

Extract of a dispatch from Admiral Sir Josiah Rowley, to Vice 

Admiral Bertie. 

'* It is impossible for me to do justice to, or 8uffid«ntJy ex- 
press the high sense 1 entertain of the gallantry and skill of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Keating, which were equally conspicuous in 
planning and conducting this affair; and the braTeiy shown by 
the troops in successively carrying the batteries, was eminently 
distinguished." 

Kxtract of a letter under date Downing Street, 18th June, 
1810, from Lord Liverpool, to Sir Samuel Auchmuty, at 

Madras. 

" Lieutenant-Colonel Keating, of the 56th regiment, who 
has been for u considerable time at Itoderigues, will not only 
be able to give vou every information regarding that Island and 
those parts of Bourbon, against which his late very gallant 
eiiterprize was directed, but will, doubtless, have had the means 
of acquiring much knowledge of the actual state of Mauritius, 
and v^ijl be able to afford you much useful assistance." 

The annexed extracts of a letter from Lord Minto, respecting 
the service on which this officer was next employed (the cap- 
ture of the Isle of Bourbon) merit attention. 

'' 1 cainiot refrain from adding to my public despatch, my 
personal acknowledgements in this form of the distinguished and 
important »ervi( e which you rendered to the East India Com-

pany in your successful attack upon Port St. Paul's, an enter- 
prise which was not less marked by skill and judgment in the 
plan, than by promptitude, punctuality, and gallantry in the 
execution. I consider the expedition which is now destined 
against the Island of Bourbon, as arismg immediately out of 
your successful operations at St. Paul, and in undertaking the 
reduction of the French Islands I act on the satisfactory 
authority of your opinion and Conunodore Rowle/s, and in 
reality am following up your m^ures. 

'' The high sense I entertain of your peculiar qualifications for 
this service, and also of the claim which you have so honorably 
established to the favor, as well as the confidence, of govern- 
ment, has induced me to leave the command of the expedition 
against Bourbon in your hands, and I have from the beginning 
been particularly anxious to compose the force in a manner that 
should be compatible with that object/' ^ 

Extracts from General Orders after the conquest of the Isle de 

Bourbon. 

'* Tiie diligence and activity manifested by Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel Keating, in obtaining the most accurate and detailed 
information, in relation to the condition and defences of this 
Island, the nature of the country, and the extent and distri- 
bution of the enemy's force, the professional skill and judg« 
ment displayed in the plan of attack, which that informatjon 
enabled him to form, and the energy and ability of that meri- 
torious and gallant officer, in directing and superintending the 
operations of the force under his orders, demand the expression 
of His Lordship in Council's distinguished approbation and 
applause." 

Extract of a Letter to the Honorable Major-General Aber- 

cromby. 

'' You will, I am confident, unite with me in ascribing to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Keating the credit of extraordinary ability, ' 
seal, and judgment in planning and executing the successful 
attack on tiie Isle of Bourbon ; and I have no doubt that you 
will be disposed to avail yourself of the accurate and extensive 
local knowledge of that meritorious officer, in the formation of 
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your arrangementi for the intended eaterpriie, and to aseign bim 
a distinguished situation in the operation connected with it.

Extract of a letter from Lord Minto to this officer. 

" You will easily conceive the satisfaction with which I received, 
on the 20th of August, the account brought by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Campbell, of your successful operations against the 
Island of Bourbon. My public despatch will convey to you 
the sense entertained by myself and colleagues of the judgment 
and ability with which your plans were formed, and of the spirit 
and energy with which they were carried into execution } but 
you must permit me to repeat in this form for myself, the ac- 
knowledgements which are due to your signal and important 
services. Those services are of high value in themselves, and 
they are to be estimated still higher, in what I trust we may 
consider as their certain consequences, the confidence which 
your skilful and spirited attack on the Port of St. Paul, in- 
spired in any subsequent enterprise to be conducted by you, 
has been fully justified, both by the fall of Bourbon and by the 
manifest ability which led to the sudden and immediate reduc- 
tion of that Island ; and the correctness, both of the informa- 
tion you obtained and of the judgment you formed concemiiiig 
that undertaking, naturally create a strong and sanguine reliaiioe 
on the favorable opinion you entertain respecting the approach- 
ing attack on the Isle of France ; to the success of which nothing 
will contribute more esssentially than the aid which Major- 
General Abercromby cannot fail of deriving from your local 
knowledge and experience." 
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For bis services in the Mauritius, the Court of East India Di* 
rectors voted him, in March, 1811^ five hundred guineas for the 
purchase of a j>Tece of plate. He continued at the Island of 
Bourbon,, until \i was returned ^''Loui^ XVIll. ; and on 
his quitting the Wdst Indies, the fdllotvingTet&i^ was addressed 
by tire Lieutenant-General commanding tHe* /cArces; to the 
Duke oi York.

565. Major-Genbbal Lewis Grant. 

This officer entered the service as an Ensign in die 95tb, 
from which he was promoted to a Lieutenancy in the 97th, 
After performing regimental duty in England and Guernsey^ 
he, in 1795, went on board his Majesty's ship Orion, to per* 
form Marine duty with the Light In^try of his regiment, and 
was in the action with the French fleet on the 23d of June^ 
1795. From the 95th he exchanged to the 2d West Indija 
regiment, and in September, 1795| embarked to join the latter 
corps. He served with it under Sir Ralph Abercromby at St. 
Viiicent's, and on the 1 1th of June, 1796, succeeded to a Com* 
pany. He served in the advance the remainder of the campaign 
against the French and Cfaaribs in St. Vincent's, until their sur- 
render. In December, 1796> he was appointed Brigade-Major 
R.M.Cai. III. fiC 
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to Brigadier-General M'KeBzie, and on the Itt of die Mine 
month, exchanged from the 2d to the dd West In£a regiiiMnt. 
He served with the Brigadier-General in Martiuico and St. 
Vincent, during the years 1797 and 1798: he then joined fail 
regiment, and did duty with it in Martinico, Barbadoes, and 
Grenada, until June, 1801, when he was appobted Aasiatant 
Quarter and Barrack-Master-General at Tobago. He held 
these appointments until December of the same jear, when be 
was removed to the like situation at Dominica, and remained 
there the whole of 1802. In September of the latter year be 
succeeded to a Majority in the 3d West India regunent, and in 
1803, on account of ill health, returned to England.

His Lordship entered the army in 1797 as an Ensign in the 
S2d regiment of foot, from which he was appobted to a Lieu- 
tenancy in the 24th dragoons. He served in Ireland dtuing 
the year 1798, and in 1799 with the combined Ruaaian and 
Austrian army in Italy. He served as a volunteer in a regi- 
ment of Austrian light dragoons : was at the battle of Novi, 
the siege of Alexandria, &c., and in 1800 at the battle of Ma- 
rengo, and blockade of Genoa. In 1801 his Lordship returned 
home, and was appointed Aid-de-Camp to the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Forces in Ireland. Tip 19th of October, 1799f be 
had received a troop in the Queen's light dragoons : be aubse- 
quently was placed on half-pay : and from thence ezchapged to 
full pay in the 52d foot : he was next appointed to a Majority 
in the 45th : and the 21st of April, 1804, Lieutenant-Ccdonel in 
the latter corps. The 31st of January, 1805, be exchanged to a 
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company in the first foot guards : in July, I8O69 he embarked 
for Sicily, and returned home in January, 1808 : in September 
following he went to Spain, and returned in 1809 : in July, 1809, 
he went with the expedition to Walcheren, and came home in 
September following. The 4lh of June, 1813, he received 
the brevet of Colonel; the 25th of July, 1814, succeeded to 
the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of his i)re8ent regiment; and the 12th 
of August, 1819> received the brevet of Major-General. His 
Lordship is a Companion of the Order of the Bath. 

567. Major-Genebal Isaac Pattison Tinlino. 

This oflScer entered the service the first of June, 1778| as 
an Ensign in the 20th foot. He served in America, and was 
taken prisoner with his regiment at Saratoga, and detained until 
1780. In 1784 he served with it in Ireland; the Sd of Decem- 
ber, i 785, he succeeded to a Lieutenancy ; and in the beginning 
of 1789 embarked with his regiment for Nova Scotia, and re* 
mained there until the middle of 1792, when he went to Jamaica. 
In 1794 he was actively employed in St. Domingo, and continued 
so until severely wounded in an assault of a fort, when he witt 
sent to England for his recovery, but was taken prisoner on his 
passage. After remaining one year a prisoner in France he was 
exchanged, and returned to England. The 14th of March, 
1794, he was appointed to a company in the 20th foot, from 
which he exchanged to the 1 st foot guards the 24th of Japuarjr, 
1798. He served with the expedition to the Helder in 1799^ 
and was afterwards employed on the Staff in England and North 
Britain, and as Assistant Secretary in the Commander-in-Chiefs 
Office. In 1808 he had the brevet of Major ; and in 1804 was 
appointed Deputy Quarter-Master-General in Nova Scotia^ 
w^ith the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel, and where he remained 
till May, 1809^ when he came home on leave, and served with 
the guards in the expedition of that year to Walcheren. 

The 12th of May, 1804, he had the brevet of Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the army ; the 4th of June, 1813, that of Colonel :

569* Major-Gbneral Arthur Brooke, C.B. 

This officer entered the service in 1792, as an Ensign in the 
44th foot ; in 179S he obtained a Lieutenancy ; and the 19th 
of September, 1 79^, a Company in the same corps. He served 
on the Continent from May, 1794, with the army under the 
Duke of York. In December, 1793, he went to the West 
Indies with the army under Sir Ralph Abercromby, and was 
present at the reduction of St Lucie in 1796, and in an action 
oA the drd of May in thi^ same year, tie next accompanied 
the army in the expedition to Bgypt, and was in the actions of 
the ISth and sist of liarch, 1801. In 1802 be succeeded to 
a Majority in his regiment; and the 15th*'of.' June, 1804, t6 a 
Laeutenant-Colonelcy. From 1 804 to 1808, he served in Malta, 
and siibsequentlj; in^^icily and Spain. The 4th 'of* June, 1813, 
he received the brcvef of Colonel in the army. In 1813 he 
went to the Peninsula anift commanded a brigade, as a Colonel 
6n<tHe' Staff, in the army liiiden Lord William Bentifick. The 
1st of June, 1814, he embarked from Bourdeaux, second in 
command, with the army undeHMi^r-General Ross. At the 
battle of Blodersburg his . brigaile tuned both flanks of the 
American army, for which he was publicly thanked, by the 
Major-General, and particularly meiftfwed by hk^'in hia dee-^ 
patch to Lord Bathurst.

The gallantry of the light brigade, led on 
with so much spirit by Colonel Thornton, supported by Lieu* 
tenant-Colonel Wood, commanding the 83th regiment, and 
Major Jones, commanding the light battalion, deserve the 
warmest praise.

This officer was appointed Lieutenant in the 17th light 
dragoons the 21st of June, 1797; Captain in the 27th light 
dragoons tiie 14th of August, 1801 ; Major in the 28th foot the 
9lh of July, 1803 ; Lieutenant-Colonel in the army the SQth of 
June, 1804; Major in the 86th foot the 26lh of March, 1807; 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the 84th foot the 18th of July, }81 1 ; 
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Colonel in the annj the 4th of July, 1818; and Major-General 
the 12th of August, 1819- Major-General Carey has for some 
years been Military Secretary to the Commander of the forces 
in Ireland, General Sir George Beckwith. He is on the half- 
pay of the 84th foot. 

571. Major-Genbral Thomas William Kbrr. 

This officer entered the army the 12th of November, 1788| 
«s an Ensign in the 73rd foot, with which he served in Bengal, 
and under Sir Ralph Abercromby and Lord Comwallis in the 
Camatic, and on the coast of Malabar. He was present at 
the siege of Seringapatam in 1792, and in February of that year 
was promoted to a Lieutenancy in the 73rd.

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577. Major-Genbral Lemuel Warren. 
This officer entered the army in the year 1787 as an Enaigo 
in the 17th foot, and obtained a Lieutenancy in the same coqM 
in 1789. In the latter year he embarked and served with his 
regiment on board Lord Hood's fleet as Marines* In June^ 
1793, he raised an Independent Company, and the Sd of 
January, 1794, exchanged into the 27th regiment, in Jane 
he embarked with the Marquess of Hastings on the expedition 
to Flanders, and returned in May, 1795. He was present at 
the si^e of Nimeguen, the sortie on the oTening of the 6th of 
November, and commanded the advanced picquet of the garrison. 
In December he went with the force under Lord Ca^carti to 
attack the French army that had crossed at Bommell, and was 
present in the action of Geldermalsen the 8th of Januaiy, 1796* 
In September of the latter year he embarked for the West 
Indies, and was present at the siege of Mome Fortuo^, St. 
Lucie, and commanded the grenadiers at Uie storming of the 
enemy's advanced posts ; after which he returned to Engbnd on 
sick leave. He served in the expedition to the Hdder, and was 
in the actions of the 27th of August, 19th of September, fid 
and 6th of October, and returned with the army in November^ 
1799. In August, 1800, he served in the expedition to Ferrol; 
and afterwards in Egypt. The 1st battalion of the 27th regiment, 
of which he was senior Major, joined Sir Ralph Abercromby's 
expedition before Cadiz in September, 1800; and went with 
him afterwards to Malta, where it was disembarked in conse> 
quence of sickness; and in the month of April following 
sailed for Egypt, and was on the whole service against Akzan- 
dria, from the beginning of May until its surrender.

In July, 1800, he 
was ap|H»inted to a Majority in the 9th L^ht Dragooni; in 
1802 h^ was afgaid on half-pay ; in 1803 he served on die Staff 
of the Sussex district ; and the 9th of June, 1803, received a 
Majority in the* 18th foot. The 28th of August, 1804, be was 
appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of the 12th battalion of 'reserve ; 
the l6thofMay, 1805, he was removed to thedid^now the 
first gamson battalion ; the 4th of June, 1813, he obtained the 
brevet oTCelonel ; that of Major-General the }2di of August, 
1819; and was appointed Colonel of the 4th Royal Veteran 
Battalion, on that curps being formed, the 20th of November 
following.
